Tbe Qucene Euridice 
being in amours with one that had mary 
ed her daughter, tonſpired the death or the 
kyng her hulband, to thintent to haue ma⸗ 
ryed with her ſonne in lawe, and to malle 

bym kyng: whyche thyng thee had bꝛought 
to effecte, had not the treaſon and whoze⸗ 
doin of h mother, ben opened by the daugh⸗ 
ter in tyme. After the death of Amyntas, 
Alexander the eldeſt ſonne enioped hys fa- 
thers kyngdome : whyche in the begyn⸗ 
neng of hys reygne was ſo aſſayled 7 all 
yoek 
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ſpdes, that he was dꝛienen by fozce fo pars 
chace peace of the Jllirians with money, 
by geuing his bꝛother Philip in hoſtage. | 
And afterwards by the ſame pledge, made 
 Alyke peace with the Thebans, being the 
occaſion that Philip did atteyne to ſuch ex- 
cellencye of knowlege and wiſedome, Foz 
by reaſon that he was committed to the 
cuſtody of Epampniidas , who was a vali⸗ 
aunt Capitapne and an excellent Philoſo⸗ 
pher , he was bꝛought vp in the trade of ho 
neſt diſciplpnes, and pzincelp maners, gret 
ly pꝛokiting vnder a Philoſopher of Pithas 
goꝛas ſchoole, whome Epammundas kept 
in hys houſe koꝛ the {inflructt ot his ſonne. 
In the meane ſeaſon Alexander was (lapn 
by the meanes of Euridice hys mother, 
whoſe fozmer treaſon kyng Amintas her 
huſbande had pardoned in reſpecte of the 
childzen had betwene them, lyttle thinking 
that ſhee woulde afterwardes haue beene 
their deſtructid, Foz when Alexander was 
dead, ſhee cauſed in lyke maner her other 
ſonne Perdicas to be ſlapne: which Perdt- 
tas left behind him one ſonne being a pong 
babe, About the ſame time Philip the pon⸗ 
geſt bother , being by good happe eſcaped 
out of pꝛiſon, returned into Pacedon , and 

not 
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not taking vpon him the name of king, re⸗ 
mained a great whyle no other wiſe but as 
Gouernour oz Tutoꝛz to hys pong neuew. 
Neuertheles, afterwardes by occaſton of 
ſandy milchiefes growing in the ſtate, the 
ſame being ſach as might not wel hang til 
the pong kyng ſhoulde come to hys age: fo: 
that he apeared to be a man of ſinguler ac⸗ 
tiuitie, 4 of no leſſe (kpll in feates of warre 
then in knowledge of Philoſophle, was cos 
pelled by the people to take vpon him to be 
king of Bacedon, whiche as then ſtoode n 
harde plyght, and great daunger ok ruine. 
This was done 4-05, peres after the bupl⸗ 
ding of Rome, and the 105, Olpmplade. In 
the beginning ok hys reigne he was com⸗ 
bꝛed with infinite troubles: foꝛ all the toũ⸗ 
treys neare about (as it were by a general 
conſpiracy) moued warre againſt him, and 
at one tyme ſandzp nacions ſwarmed toge⸗ 
ther out of ſundꝛy partes toouercome hys 
kingdome. Wherefoze conſidering that it 
ſtoode him vpon to wozke warely (not be- 

ing able to matche them all at once) pati⸗ 
fycd ſome with fapze pꝛomyſes, other wyth 
monep, and the weakeſt he withſtode with 
foxce , By that meanes he both made hys 


enemies afrapde,and confirmed the .- 
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of his people, which he founde diſcouraged 


t ſoꝛe amaſed. Theſe thinges he w2zought 
with great ſlepght and fpacſſe of wytte in 
ſache ſo:te that he miniſhed not any parte 
of his honour, eſtate o: reputation, determi/ 
ning neuerthelelle as tyme ſhoulde ſerue, 
to deale with euery one aparte. Bis firſts 
warre was with the Athenſens,whome he 
ouercame by ſleight and policy, And where 
itlaye in his power to haue put them all to 
the ſwo2de, he ſet them all at iibertie with⸗ 
out raunſome , By whyche popnt of cle- 
mency(though it was but counterfaite,bes 
ing done fo2 feare of a greater warre at 
handc) pet it gate him great good will and 
eſtimacion vniuerſally. After that he ſub⸗ 
dued the Peons , and from thence turned 
his power agaynſt the Jllirians,of whome 
he lewe many thouſandes, and wanne the 
noble Citie of Læriſſa. That done he moucd 
warre againſt the Theſlalians, not foz any 
deſyꝛe ol their goods, o2 ſpople of their toũ⸗ 
trep, but of a polpcp to adde to his ſtrength 
the foꝛce of their hoꝛſemen, whiche at thoſe 
dayes were counted the chiefeſt ol p wozld, 
This his purpoſe he bzought well to paſſe: 
fo; being ſodeinly aſſailed, they were ſoone 
brought to ſubiection. Do Philip topried 
the fozce of their hoꝛſemen vnto his foote- 
men,

cent from Hertules:that hee bꝛought them 
to the poynt, by an vniverſall decree of the 
whole countrep, to be created theire gouer⸗ 
nour. So great was the celeritie that thys 
pong man vled, & his diligence ſo effectuall 
in all his doings,that he made al ſuch feare 
bim,as befoze were reuolted,and *

was cozrupted by them wyth a great ſome 
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m dim little. As the Athentens were the firſt 

ſed that failed, ſo they firſt of al repented, extol⸗ 
lung loyth pꝛapſes Alexanders childchode, 
which befoze they had deſpyled) aboue the 


bertue of the auncient tonquerours. They 
alſo ſent Embaſſadours to require of hym 
peace, whom hee ſoꝛe rebuked when theye 
tame to his pꝛeſente, but yet wascontent at 
length to remit their offence. And although 
Demoſthenes was choſen one of the Em⸗ 
baſladours, pet he tame not in his ſight, but 
in hys waye retourned agapne to Athens. 
Thich his doing, was eyther foꝛ feare that 
he had ſo often rapled agaynſt Philip, and 
ſtarred the Athenians agaynſt hym: o2 elg 
to take away the ſuſpicion ofhim ſelfe from 
the kyng of Perſe, ol whom(it was ſa(de)he 
had recepued a great ſomme of gold to ſtãd 
againſte the Pacedons. The ſame thyng 
was laped agaynſt him by Aeſchines in an 
Ozation, wher he ſayeth-pzeſently the kin⸗ 
ges golde doth beare his charges, but that 
cannot laſte hym long, ſeing no riches can 
ſuffice his pꝛodigall lpuing. When Alexan 
der had pacyfied thoſe ſturres that were bes 
gunne in Creece,befoze hee woulde paſſe his 
armp into.

ted him foꝛ her ſonne and heire: He wouli 
not refuſe the name and the p:ofer of her lips 
beralitie, bat did betake to her agayne thi 
cuſtody of her owe citie . And beſpdes li 
the memozp of her beneuolence pnttet 
whole countrep of Cæria vnder her rule in 
ſubiection. From thence he went into Liar 
am Pamphilia, to the entent that by geit 
ting the poſſeſſion of the ſea coaſts of thoiſ 
countreps,he might canſe the (ea power 
Dartus to ſtand to none effecte, When! 
had once ſubdued the people of Piſidia, 
entred into hrigia, by the whiche countrey 
be was enfozced to paſſe, and marchedt 
wardes Darius, with whome he had gre 
defire to enconnter,hearing ſape that

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ETA Lerander in the meane ſcaſb

Within the diſtaunce of one furlong Siſi⸗ 
gambis the mother of Darius was caryed 
in a wagon, t his wife. tn another:the train 
of their women ridyng on hoꝛſbacke. ext 
them went rv. wagons, wherin the kyngs 
childzen were caried, their Nurſes 4 Cu- 
nuches, which are greatly eſtcemed in that 
tountrep. And after them folowed cet. ir.

parte had ben to defend from deſtruccton, 
By his departure it came to paſſe that ſuch. 
as he left behynd, thinking them ſelues be 
trapde, woulde not ſo muche as abyde the 
ſygbt of tbeir enempes, when a muche leſſe 
nomber had beene ſufficient to haue kepte 
the . Foꝛ the ſituacion ol 5 
uch; 
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ſelfe backe to waſt the countrey, whpch his 
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ſuch, that it is cnufroned round about with 
a continuall rough and ſteape mountapne, 
which ryſpng from the ſea on the one ſyde 
t fetching a compaſle about, iopneth again 
with the ſea on the other ſpde, Thꝛoughe Þ 
parte ofthe mountapn, which lycth fucdeft 
from the ſca, there be thee narrowe and 
roughe paſſages, by one ofthe which they 
mult enter, that will paſſe mto Cilicia. 
The countrep towardes the Dea is plains 
and fall of Rpuers, emonges the whiche 
tlwoe bee notable, Pyamus & Cyduus, but 
Cydn#5 moſt ſpetiall, not ſo much foꝛ hys 
greatnes, as foꝛ the clerenes of hys water, 
which from his fyzſte ſpꝛing runncth plea⸗ 
ſauntly thꝛough all the Countrey, e hath 
no other Npuer runnyng into hym to dy⸗ 
ſturbe the purencfe of his ſtreame . Foz 
which cauſe it remaineth al wapes tleare, x 
alſo colde, by reaſon of the woodes that doe 
ſhado we all the bankes . Tyme hath con⸗ 
ſumed many antiquities within that coun⸗ 
trey, whiche be remembꝛed of the Poets. 

There map pet be ſene the foundacions of 
Cities of Lirueſſus, and Cebeſtus, wyth the 
taue and wood of Coricius Where Säftron 
groweth, wyth many other thynges Whors/ 


_— remayneth ſauing only p lame. 
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not paſſe aboue fower in a front. To then⸗ 


fpnde no herboꝛowe there. But 
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hen Alerandze entred the ſtreightes be ⸗ 


foe mentioned, and beheld the ſituacion of 
the, he neuer in all his lyfe maruatled moze 
at his owne fel:citte and good koztune:con⸗ 
feſynge that yt had not beene poſſible foz 
bun to haue paſſed, if anp had ſtande at de⸗ 
fence againſt him:fo2 that with ſtones only 
he might haue bene dittrefſed, the ſtreighte 
beſides being ſo narrowe,that there coulde 


creaſe of which difficultie, the toppes of the 
mountaines honge ouer the wayes, whych 
in many places were bzoken and made ho⸗ 
lowe, with the ſtreames that ranne downe 
fro the hills. Alerandze ſent the Thzacians 
that were lyghte armed, to ſtozc and diſco⸗ 
uer the wapes, foꝛ feare thecnemies ſhould 
lpe there in buſhement, and ſodenly b2eake 
foꝛth vpon him. He appointed alſo a bande 
of Archers to take the toppe of pYil, whiche 
were willed ſo to march, that they might be 
alwapes in a redines to fyghte. After thys 
maner he came wyth hys armpe to the Cy- 
tie ok Tarſan, whyche was ſette on ſyꝛe by 
the Perſians, becauſe that Aleradze ſhould 
| Parmenio 
was ſent thether wyth a choyſe numbꝛe of 
hoꝛſemen to quenche the fyer. Who vnder- 
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ſlandynge that the enempes were fledde a⸗ 
wape th:oughe hys comminge, entred into 
the Cytie and by that meanes ſaued it fr 
burnynge. The Npuer of Cydnus ſpoken 
of befoꝛe, dyd runne thꝛoughe thys Cytie 
where the kynge arrpued about myddape, 
pt beynge inthe ſommer ſeaſon, what time 
the heate ys no where moze feruent then in 
that countrey. He tooke ſuche delyghte in 
the pleaſantnes of the water, that he would 
neades bath bys bod pe, to waſhe away the 
wette and duſt he had caughte. And beyng 
in a heate entered naked into the water in 
euerpe mans ſpght,thinkinge it ſhould be a 
tontentacion to hys ſouldpers, to ſe that the 
furnaments about hys bodye were none o⸗ 
ther but (uche as they tommonl pe vſed to 
weare. He was not ſo ſoone entred, but all 
the partes of his bodye began io ſhake and 
trymble, his face wared pale, and the liuelp 
heate was moztified in all partes of his bo⸗ 
dy. His ſeruauntes toke him vp and caryed 
him into his tent, as one beſides hymſelfe x 
af the extreame poinct of death. Then there 
was a great deſolacion and heauines in 5 
tampe, they weapte, lamented, and be⸗ 
wapled, that ſuche a Kynge ſo noble a 
capytapne as had not bene ſene in any age, 

ſhoulde 


vanquiſhed by thoſecountries,thzough the 
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ſhould thus be taken from them in the chiel 
of his enterpaiſe , and bꝛunt ok all hys buſis 


wape bathing in a riuer. It greeued them 


that Dartus nolw being at hand ſhould ob⸗ 


taine the vicoꝛie by ſuche achaunce,withs 
put ſeing of his enemy, & that thep ſhoulde 
be inkoꝛced to retourne backe againe as mf 


which thep had paſſed befoze as bictozers. 
In which coũtries al things being defſtroied 
by them ſelues, oꝛ by their enemies, it was 
of neceſſitie fo2 the to dy foꝛ honger, though 
no man ſhoulde purſue them. It beeame a 


queſtion amonges them ſelues who ſhould 


be their Capitaine in their klieng away? oz 
what he were that durſt ſucteede Aleradze? 
And though they might ſaufelp-arrine at þ 
Sta of Heleſpont, pet who ſhoulde pzepars 
them paTage there. When they had diſpu- 
ted theſe queſtions, their argument by4 by 
was turned into compaſſion towards their 
Pꝛynce, lamentyng,as men out of theyre 
wittes, that ſuche a floure of pouth,ſuche a 
fozce of conrage as was in hym, that the 
ſame thepr kyng and companion in armes, 


ſqhould alter thys ſozte be taken from tdem. 


In 
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nes, that after ſyche a maner, not in bat⸗ 
taille ſlaine by his enemies, but thus caſt a⸗

gu the meanoſeaſon Alexandzt begäne to 
fetche hys wynde ſomewhat better, and 

when he came vnto hym ſelfe, he lyfted dp 
pys eies and beganne to knowe hys frends 

that were about hym. That the vehemence 
ol hys ſitknes ſome what allwaged, was 
perteiued in that he begannt to vnderſtand 


the perill he was in. But the pen ſiuenes 
ol hys mynde was great hynderaunte vn⸗ 
to hys health / foꝛ tydynges came that Das 
rlus wythin fpue dayes woulde be in C li- 
cia, which was the chyefe thyng that made 
hym to ſoꝛo ine and lament. He coulde not 
tabe pt but greeuouſſpe, that ſuch a victozp 
ſhould be phucked dut ol his hands thꝛough 
his (nfirmitie.: And that he ſhould be takon 
as one tped in fetttrs, and be put to ſomme 
ſhamelull and vile death. He called there⸗ 
foꝛe to hym both hys ſreendes and Phyſiti⸗

ons and ſayde bhto them: e ſe in what 
ſtate of mye buſpneſſe fomtune hath taken 
me. Me tiunke the noyle ol myne tnompes 
do ryngs in myne eares, and J whiche mos 
ued ffrſt the warre, am nowe chatlenged 4 
pꝛouoked to the fighte. When Daring dpd 
Waite to me ſuch pꝛoude letters, de was not 
{gnozantof mine eſtate, Pet peraduenture 
| e receludd,if J may vo mine dont 
mynde 
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mynd in recouery of myne olon health. Pp 


caſe requyzeth no flack medicines,nozflow 
phiſitions: J had rather dye ſtoutly at once, 
then to conſume long tyme in mp recouerp. 
Wherfoze if there be any hope oz canning 
in phiſicke , let it be ſhewed. And thynke 
that 3 ſecke not remedy ſo muche foz myne 
obne lyfe , as I doe fo2the care J haue to 
encounter wpth mpne enemypes ; When 
they hearde him ſpeake theſe wozdes, they 
were in great doubte of hps ſodeyne raſh⸗ 
neſfe,and therekoꝛc cuerp one required him 
aparte, that he would not encrcaſe hys pe⸗ 
rilt though anye haſt, but ſaffer hrnſcifts 
be o2dcred by h aduyte of his phiſtetbs, Jo 
they alleged that vnpꝛoued remedies were 
not ſuſpected ot them without tauſe, ſeyng 
his enemy had gone about to coꝛrupt ſache 
as were about hum, by pꝛomiſing a M. tal- 
tents to his ky;er,, whiche canſe alleged, 
they thought no man would bee io bolde to 
make an experiente of Phiſike vpon dim. 
which foz the want of trpalltherof, iuyght 
in any wife grue tauſe of ſuſpection. 
was emongſt the excellit philictons y came 
w Alerander ont of Pacedon , one Philip 
of. Acarnon, lohich was pzeferred to him fo: 
. 4 i of his health, & had yt — 
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kerned him from his childhode, and therfoze 
toued him with entire atlection. He pꝛomp⸗ 
fed to pꝛouide foꝛ the kyng an appꝛoued re⸗ 
medp, but ſuche one as would wozke vehe⸗ 
mently:byt by the dꝛinking therof,he doub 
ted not, (hee ſaſde) but to expulſe the fozce 
of his diſeaſe. That pꝛomiſe pleaſed noma, 
but onelp him whiche in the p2oofe thereof 
ſhould abide the perill. Fo2 he tould endure 
al thinges better then delay. Darius t hys 
power were al waies in his eye, and he had 
an aſſured confidece that the vicozy ſhould 
fal on his ſide, ii he might be able but to tad 
in the ſight of his men. The thing that on⸗ 
ly greued him was, j the Phiſition woulds 
not myniſter befoꝛe the thirde daye. In the 
meane ſeaſon Parmento, whom of all hys 
nobilitie he truſted moſt, had exhoztedhym 
by his letter, that he ſhoulde not commptte 
him ſelke to the ture ot Philip, foz that hee 
was toꝛrupted by Darius witha thouſand 
talents, and the pꝛomiſe of his ſiſter in ma⸗ 
riage. Thole letters bzaughte the king in 
greate care and doubte, and moued hym to 
Wey and ponder ſecretly with him ſelke, all 
thoſe things, that either feare 02 hope tould 
put in his head. hal J aduenture (thought 
eee Mhat it it bee 
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poyſon-ſhall 3 not then bee accompted the 
cauſc of mine owne deathe-ſhall J ſuſpece 
the fidelity of mp Phiſition:oꝛ ſhal J ſuffer 
mine enemp to kil me in mpe bed: pet were 
it better foꝛ me to periſh by other mes trea⸗ 
ſon, then thus to dye thozoughe mine owne 
faint harte. His minde being thus diuerſiy 
wꝛought, be would ſhelw the contentes af p 
letter to noe man, but ſealed it w his owne 
ring, and lapde it vnderneath hys pillowe; 
Two dapes were paſſed in theſe imagina⸗ 
tions, and the third day the Phiſicton came 
to his beds ũde w þ medicine readye made. 
hen the king ſaw bim, he rapſed bp him 
ſelfe vpon his elbo we. taking the letter in 
his lefte hande, with the other hand tooke 
the cuppe, and ſtreyght ſupped it ol. When 
he had ſo done, he deliuered þ letter to Phi⸗ 
lip to reade, and whiles he was readyng, he 
behelde him continually in the face, ſuppo⸗ 
ſyng that it he had been faulty, ſome token 
would haue appeared in his countenaunte. 
When Philip had read the letter, hee ſhe⸗ 
wed moze tokens of diſpleaſauntnes then 
of feare,and therwithal feldown vponhys 
knees,and ſapd: Sir, J ſee mp life doth de 
pende vpon pour health. but pour reconor 


ſhall declare that J am faiſly W 
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thys treaſon:therfoꝛe when by my meancs 
pou ſhal get pour healthe, J truſt you wpll 
not tyen denyr me my life. In the mean ſea 
ſon lap feare aſide, ꝛ ſuffer the medicine to 
woꝛke t to haue his operacton. Keepe pour 
mynd quiet, ę ſuffer not pour ſelfto be trou⸗ 
bled w the ſuperſtitious tarefulnes of pour 
trends, which though it pꝛateedeth ol good 
wil, is notwithſtanding much impediment 
vnto pour health. His wo des not onlye ſa- 
tiſficd the king, butmade him to cocetue per 
fit hope ol his recouerp, t ſaid vnto Philyp: 
Ik the gods woulde haue graunted ther to 
deniſe a meane to pꝛoue the cõſidẽce J haue 
in thee, a the good will J beare thee, thou 
couldft not haue choſen any ſo good as this 
is:fo not withſtanding the letter J dzanke 
of the medicyne, beleuing thee to be noleſſe 
careful fo2 declaracids of thine own traeth, 
then fo my health. ⁊ therwithgaue him his 
hand.Pet afterwardes when the medicyne 
began to woꝛke, it was ſuch in operations; 
that it ſecmedto verifye Parmenio hys ac⸗ 
cuſement:foz he fainted okt, and had much 
laboz tobzaw his bꝛeath. Then Philip lefe 
nothing vnpꝛoued oꝛ vndone might ſeruo 
fo2 his purpoſe. Hee lapd warme clothes ta 
his be alwaies . hee * 
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him againe with the ſauour of one thyng e 


other, And when hee pertepyued him once to 
come to him ſel fe, he ceaſſed not to fedehim 
with talke, and one while put him in remẽ⸗ 
bꝛaunce of his mother and his ſiſters, and 
another while of the great victozy that was 
at hand, When the power-of the medfcyne 
was once entred into hys veynes there ap⸗ 
peared ſtreyght in all parts of his body ma⸗ 
nifeſt tokẽs ol health. Firſt quicknes came 
to the ſpirites, and after the body retouered 
his ſtrength, a great deale ſoner then anpe 
man loked foꝛ. S oꝛ the thirde day after hee 
had been in this caſe he walked in the ſight 
ofthe louldiouts, whiche wonderkull pe re⸗ 
topſedto ſee him. And theye ſhewed no leſle 
affection vnto Philip whom euerp one ſe⸗ 
uerally embzaced and gaue him thanks, as 
ik he had been a God. It can not bee erpzeſz 
ſed beſides that natural veneratid that Paz 
ced95 vie to beare vntotheir pꝛince, in what 
reuerence they eſpecially had Alexander, 4 
how feruentlye they loued him. Thepe had 
conceincd of him an opinion that he coulde 
enterp2iſe nothyng but that it was furthe⸗ 
red by God, and foꝛtune was ſo fauourable 
vnto him, v his raſhenes was al wais an in 
creaſe ol his lor. His age beſides ſcarcely 
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rype, and pet ſutticient fo2 ſo great thingrs; 
did maruelouſſpe ſet foꝛthe all his doinges. 
And thinges which out of the wars ſhould 
be counted ligbenes, are wont to be moſt ac 
ceptable to the ſouldiers, as thererciſpng ot 
hys body amogſt the, his apparei not dyffe⸗ 
ring from the common ſoꝛte, w his courage 
and fozwardnes in the field: which gifts ge⸗ 
uen him ok nature, and thinges beſides don 
of policy, did get him both loue and renerece 
of his people. Then Darius heard of Aler 
anders ſicknes, hee marched towardes the 
riuer of Euphrates W al the haſte he conlde 
make, in conueping of ſo tombꝛous an ars 
my. He made there a bꝛidge, and in xv. dates 
paſſed oner, his people hauing great deſpze 
to get Cilicia befoze his enempe. By vᷣ tyme 
Alexander had recouered his ſkrength, and 
was come to à Citie called Solos, which the 
inhabitauntes pelded vnto him, and foꝛ (wa 
hund2ed talentes obtained aſſurance, Not- 
withſtanding he put a garriſon in the Cal⸗ 
tle, and there telebꝛated plapes, t triumphs 
which he had bowed to Aeſculapius, # Ni- 
nerua, fo the recouery ot his health: Wiher 
being geuen ſo quietly to his paſtime , ſhe⸗ 
wed how little he eſtemed the comming ol 
his enemies. N hiles Alerader was buſted 
E. ii. about 
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about theſe things, he receiued pleaſant nes 
wes, how his men had wonne a battaile of 
the Perſians at Halicarnaſſus, & that the 
Mindians t Cawnians with diners other 
nations in thoſe partes were bꝛoughte vn⸗ 
der his obedience. This triumphe once ens 
ded, he remoued, + by a bꝛidge made oner p 
luer of Pyramus, hee came to the Citie of 
Malon: from thece with an other remoue, 
came to a townercalled Cæſtabulon. There 
Parmenio returned to the king, which had 
been ſent to ſearche the ſtreightes that la pe 
betwene them + the Citie of I on. Her had 
pꝛeuented the Perſians at the paſſage,t ſo 
leauing men foꝛ the defence therof,toke the 
Citie of Ion that was left deſolate, He de⸗ 
parted from thence, ꝛ did dꝛiue the Perſtas 
out of the mofitaines,ſearching & clearyng 
al the wates, So p hauing made all things 
ſure foꝛ tharmp to paſſe,he returned agapn 
both the authour ol the acte,# repozter of 5 
thing done, Alexader encamped within the 
citie, e ther debated in tounſayl, whether it 
were better to paſſe on further, oz cls to ta⸗ 
ry there foꝛ a moze ſure power whiche was 
tomming to him out of Paceds, Parmenio 
was of opiniõ 5ᷣ this place was molle mce- 
teſt to abide Dar(” in,t gene geue bim 1

talle, where both tharmies ſhould be of ime 
koꝛte by reaſon of þ ſtreightes, wherein no? 
great multitude could fight at once. e ſhe⸗ 
wed reaſons why they ought to eſchue the 
plames, wherin their enemies ſhould haue 
great aduãtage thꝛough theire great nõ bꝛe 
v might ẽcloſe the about. herin ( he ſapd) 
hee doubted not his enemies ſtoutnes, but 
only fcared that their owne men might bee 
ouercome with werines, wher a multitude 
Could fight with a fewe, 2 freſhe men ſuc⸗ 
cede in the place of them that fapnted. This 
tounſaile was recetued fo2 good, Alexãder 
determined in the ſame plate to abide hys 
enemies. There was in the hoſt of the a⸗ 
tedons one @yſenes a Perſian, ſent befoꝛe 


lime fr6 the gouernour of Egipt vnto king 


Philip: who being aduaticed with reward 
E pꝛomocſons, choſe to liue out of his olwne 
toũtrep, 2 ſo folowing Aleradcr into 4/1, 
was eſteemed amõgli thoſe ÿ the king truſs 
ted wel. A ſouldier of Cꝛete deliuered him a 
letter fro Nabarzanes Dartus licutenit, 
wherin he erhoꝛted him to do ſome notable 
enterpꝛpſe, whereby hee myght wine fas 
uour and reputacion with Darius. Siſenes 
innocent of this matter, was about diuers 
times to pᷣſẽt pᷣ letter to 8 kig,but ſeing him 
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occupied with weighty -affatres-of p2oniſts 
fo; the battaile, pꝛolonged the matter, And 
whiles hee wayted foz a moe conuenient 
time, hee bzought him ſelfe in ſuſpicion of 
freaſon, Fozthe letter was bꝛought tothe 
kings handes befo2e it was deliuered vnto 
him: who reading it, did ſcale the ſame with 
a ſtraunge ſeale, and cauſed it to be delpue⸗ 
red to S1iſenes, to pꝛoue therby his fidelitie. 
But becauſe he concealed the thing manye 
dales, t opened not p matter to the king. it 


koꝛe by the kings tommaundement he was 
put to death by the bande ofthe Cretenſias; 
The Greeke ſouldiours which Thimodes 
had receiued ol Pharnabaſus (being thoſe 
that Darius truſted moſt.) were come vnto 
him. They perſwaded muche Darius to re⸗ 
tire backe into the plaines of Neſopotamia, 
and if he would not do ſo, that at the leaſte 
he ſhould deuide his power, and not commit 
the whole fozce of his eſtate to one ſtꝛoke ol 
foztune., This connſatle was not ſo diſplea 
ſaunt vnto the king, as it was to ſuche that 
were about him. Foz they ſapd, mercenary 
ſouldfours were alwates full of treaſon, E 
were to be doubtcd-y moze foz y they cofiſat 
led the army to be deuided, which was foz 
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nd other purpoſe, but onelp that they might 
haue cõmoditie to fly vnto Alexander, whẽ 
they ſhould haue any charge committed vn 
to th. Ther is nothing ther loꝛe moꝛe ſure 
fo: vs (quod they) then to encloſe the roũd 
about with our armp, and to cut the in pie⸗ 
tes, lo an example to the woꝛld that trealõ 
ſhould neuer be left vnreuenged. But Das 
rius which was of a meke and good dyſpo⸗ 
ſicion, refuſed to commit ſo cruel an acte, in 
ſlepng ſuche as had betaken them ſelues to 
his truſt; Fo21f we ſhoulde file our handes 
(quod he) with their bloud, what ſtraunge 
natiõ would euer then commyt themſclucs 
into our handes: allegyng that there ought 
no man to loſe his lyfe foꝛ geenpng fooliſh 
counſayle, Fo2 who would be bold to geue 
counſaple,if in counſalyng there ſheuld be 
any perpllzJ call pou(quod he) to counſaple 
daylye,and heare the diuerſitie of your opts 
nions,and pet miſtruſt not them that geeue 
me not alwates the betcounſayle. He tau⸗ 
ſed the Greekes to bee aunſwered, that hee 
gane them thankes fo2 their good wil. But 
in returnig back he ſaid) hee ſhould geeue 
vp his countreye into his enemies handes, 
which were not coueniff, And conſidering 
þ kozce pkamets of in þ war, in going beck 
| c 
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fight he thought it wozT of al, ſeing ſo gret 
an army as he hade the winter then appꝛo⸗ 
ching) caulde not bee vitailed in a deſolatt 
tountrey, p had ben waſted bothe by thiſcly 
ues t by their enemies. And foꝛ Þ deuldyng 
of his power he ſhewwed that he could not do 
t, obſeruing the cuſtomes cf his p2edeceſs 
ſours, whiche were not wont to haſarde the 
battaile,but with whole power, Hee detla⸗ 
red p Alexander befoze his comming ſemed 
terrible to the wozld, r thzough his abſence 
Was bꝛought in a vaine pꝛeſũption. But af 
ter he ſaw him tome fozwards, becùe ware 
t wel aduiſed, hyding him in the ſtreightes 
of the mountains, like thoſe coward bcafts, 
which hearing the notſe of tommers by, do 
hive themſclucs in the dennes of p woods, 
He hath blinded his ſouldiers ( qu he) w hys 
countcrfait ſicknes, but now J wil not ſul⸗ 
ker him to ꝓlong the fight anp lẽger, whiche 
ik he will refuſe, J will oppꝛeſſe him in his 
lurking hole. Theſe woꝛdes he ſpake wyth 
greater auaunt then trueth, 4 ſent his trea- 
fure 4 Jewelles w a ſmall contoyeto D. 
maſco in Syria, t entred w his army into Ci⸗ 


licia, bꝛinging wpth hym actoꝛdyng tohys 
coiitrey maner, both his mother, hys wyfc 
bes 
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his little ſonne, ꝛ his daughters. It chaficed 
the ſame night p Alerander was come to ß 
ſtreight entring into Hy ia, Dart? came vn 
to pᷣ place which they tall Pilae Aman icac: 
the Perſians not doubting at all, but p the 
Macedons would haue fozſake the Cyty of 
1/on,q fled awaye fo2 feare. Foz certaine of 
they were weak # could not follow py army 
were take,þ which Dar(® though inſtiga- 
tion ofthe great men about him, raging in 
barbarous croeltic,cauſed their hads to be 
cut of, 4 to be led about his camp, to the en⸗ 
tent they might behold the multitude of his 
me, wh after ſuſficiẽt view tak?.he let the 
go to ſhew Alexander what they had (een, 
Darius remoued e paſſed the riuer of 2y«- 
mus, pur poſing to purſue after þ Pacedds, 
which he thought had been flying awaye. 
They whiche hadde theire handes cutte of, 
tome rüning in amongſt the Pacedons,de- 
claryng that Darius was commynge in 
greate haſte, There was ſcarcely any cre- 
dence gecuento theire wooꝛdes, but to bee 
(ure Alerander ſent ſpyes toward y Sea 
coalt,to know whether Dart? were ther in 
pſ6,02 cls had ſẽt ſõe other to make a ſhew 


of a power, The ſpies returning, did mw 
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that his whole army was at had,# ſtraight 
ways the fpers might be ſeene. which gaue 
ſuche a ſhewe (by reaſon theye lape ſtrag⸗ 
lyng ſo far abꝛode to get fozage)as though 
the whole countrey had ben on fier, When 
Alexander was acertayned of the truth, he 
encamped in the ſame place where the tp- 
dynges came vnto him, bepng marucilous 
gladde becauſe hee knewe he ſhoulde fight, 
ſpecyally in the ſtreightes, being the thyng 
that he had alwaies deſpꝛed. But as it is 
tcommonlp ſeene, when daunger and extre⸗ 
mitpe is at hande, confidence is conuerted 
into feare. So hee doubted not wout great 
tcauſe, ̊ foztune might chafige vppon hym, 
by whoſe fauour he had don ſo grete actes, 
t coſidered her mutabilitie by ſuch things, 
as ſhe had taken from other, and geuen to 
him. He ſawe there was no pꝛoꝛogation of 
the time, but that after one night paſſed, y 
victoꝛy ſhoulde bee determined. Pet on the 
other ſide, hee called vnto remembꝛaunte 
howe the rewarde enſuyng of the victozye, 
farreerceaded the aduenture. Fo2 as the 
chaunce was doubtfull, fo being diſcomkp⸗ 
ted, he was tertayne to dye with honour? 
perpetuall pzayſe, When hee hadde waped 
thele thinges, he gaue oꝛdꝛe that the 3 
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ours ſhould refrcſhe themlelues, and at the 
thirde watche to bee armed and in a ready⸗ 
nes to ſet foʒwardes. He him ſcife went vp 
into the toppe of a mountaine with manys 
toꝛches and lyghtes about hym,where hes 
made ſacrifice vnta the gods after his coũ⸗ 
trey maner. And when the hour was come 
appointed vnto the ſouldiers, at the thyꝛde 
ſounde of theitrumpet,thepye were in a rea⸗ 
dines bothe to marche and fyght. Then ex- 
hoꝛtation was geuen vnto them to paſſe on 
with bolde tour age, and ſo by the ſp2tng of 
the daye they were come to the ſtreyghtes, 
wherin their purpoſe was to pꝛeuent Dari⸗ 
us. Bp that time ſuche as were ſent befoze 
to ſjower the countrep,came in, and repoꝛ⸗ 
ted that the ns were within thyztye 
kurl onges. Then the battailes were taped 
and ſet in ſuche ozdze as they ſhoulde fight. 
Like as Alerander was cnfourmed of Da⸗ 
rius , ſo he was aducrtiſed of Alerander by 
the peaſauntes'of the tountrep, which cams 
fearefullyrunning vnto him, detlaryng 5 
Alexander was at hande. Theſe woozdes 
weare not bele urd: foꝛ theye coulde not 
thynke them to ber tommyng whom theys 
thought befozeto be fledde. But when they 


perrelued that it was la in deede, * 
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thepe weare in better oꝛder fo pourſut 


theire enemies thenne to entountre with 
them in battalle, thepe weare ſtriken with 
a marueilous ſodaine feare. Euery mann 
toke him to his armour in haſt, Which haſt 
« the callinge that one made vpon another 
dyd putte a greater feare amonges theim. 
Some ran vp to the toppes of the hplles to 
view the Pacedons, other fell to baidelings 
their hoꝛſes. So that the hoſte full of diners 
ſttie, and not ruled by any certeyn gonern⸗ 
mẽt, with their hurlep burley, put al things 
ont of ozder, Darius at the fiꝛſt had apopn⸗ 
ted one part of his power to take the mourn» 
tain, which ſetting vpö his enemies backes 
myght encloſe them both behinde 4 befoze: 
and aſſigned another tompanpe to paſſe az 
longe the ſea ſpde whiche was on the ryght 
hand, to kepe his enemies doinge on enery 
parte. He gaue oꝛder alſo that. rr. thouſand 
lotemẽ lolth a band of archers ſhould palle 
the ryuer of Yyramus, ànd geue an onſet 
that wap. But it they founde anpe impedi⸗ 
ment why they might not do ſo, thẽ he wil⸗ 
led them to retire amonges the mouͤtaines 
and innade their enemies on theire batkes; 
But foztune whiche was of greater foꝛce 
then anye policy,determined thoſe _ 
t

that were well denyſed,acco:dyngeas ches 
thought good. Foz ſome durſt not fo2 feare 
execute the thynge that was commannded 
them, and theu the reſt wozked in vapne. 
foz where the members faile, þ whole body 
ps confoũded. The oꝛder of Darius armye 
ſtode thus aranged to fight: hys power be⸗ 
inge deulded into two battailes: one mars 
chinge on the left hand, and the other on the 
rigbte. Nabarzanes enpaled the battaile 
on the right hande wyth a greate power of 
hoꝛſemen, and. xxx. thouſand Slingers and 
Archers, Thimones was alſo in the battatl 
with. xxx. thouſand mertenarpe Greeks, 
being in very deede Darius chiefeſt ſozce:a 
power cquall bnfo Phalanx of the Paces 
dons, In the battaile on the left hand Ariſ⸗ 
tomenes was in p fozefront with.rrr.thous 
ſand fotemen, hauinge planted foꝛ hys ſue⸗ 
cour and reliefe,ſuch nations as were coũ⸗ 
ted moſte valiaunt. There were aboute the 
king being alſo in v battajl, thꝛee thouſand 
chopſe hoꝛſemen, that were ol the oꝛdinarie 
guarde of his perſõ, . xl. M. fotemt, with p 
boꝛlemẽ of Hircany, 1 Medis, h̊ hozſeme of 
other natiõs were winges on both ſides, 4 
beſides theſe nibzes,their went befoze his 
battell in a fozlozne hoope. bi P. Bling 
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and caſters oł dartes. Al the plaine ground 
betwene the ſtreightes was filled wyth me. 
of warre, and Darius battaile ſtode arran- 
ged from the mountaine downe to the Wea 
ſpde. The mother and wyfe of Darius w 
all the flockes of women, were recciued in⸗ 
the middes of the battaile. Alerãdꝛe on the 
other ſpde ſet his ſquare battaile of footeme 
called Phalanr (being the Pacedbschtefeſt 
foꝛte) in the foꝛefront. Nycanoz2the ſonne 
of Parmenſo was capitaine of the battaile 
on the right hande, and with him Cenos 8 
Perdicas,Peleager,Ptolomens, t Amin⸗ 
tas were fopncd euerp one wpth his owne 
band. Parmenio and Caterus had the rulo 
df the battaile on the left hand, which ſtret⸗ 
thed towardes the Sea, but Parmenio had 
the chiefe charge; Hoꝛſemen were ſette in 
winges to both thoſe battalles. The Pate⸗ 
don mẽ, 1 Theſallen hozſemt᷑ boig apoited 
to þ right had battail , 4 þ hozlmt of — 
poneſe to the battaile on the olher ſpde, be⸗ 
foe which battalle, there were allo ſet ins 
gers with archers amongeſt them; and the 
Cretenſtãs that were lightly armed, went 
befoze ᷣ maine battaille, The bande of a⸗ 
grians that were lately tome out ef Groeeo 
were alligned to entountre with thole that 
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Darius had ſent to take the top of y moun⸗ 
tain. e willed Parmenio 5ᷣ as much as he 
might. hee ſhould ſretche oat his band to⸗ 
wardes p Sea, to wdzaw ſo far as he coult! 
fc6 the hils whiche the enemies had take. 
But ſuch as had directid by Darius to tak. 
the hilles, neither durſt refiſt ſuche as came 
againſt them, noꝛ pet copaſſe about ſuch as 


* were paſſed by the, but fled away at 5 firſt 


ſight of the Slingers.UWThich thing chaun- 
ted wel foꝛ Alexander, fo: it was the thing 
that he doubted moſt, that they krö the high 
er graund ſhould inuade the opt ſide or his 
battail, which lap vnflancked towards the, 
The Macedons marched, rrrtf.in a ranke, 
foz the ſtrepghtnes of the grounde lodulde 
not ſuffer the to go any bꝛoader, but by lytte 
t little as the plaine betwene the mountai⸗ 
nes begi to flarge,ſo they had libertie both 
to make theire battailes bzoader,t alſo foz 
the hozſeme to march vpõ the ſides, When 
both the battailes were come Win ſight to⸗ 
gethers, the Perſians firſt gan a terrible x 
rude ſhout, which was again doubled of þ 
Pacedons,not w their nſibze, whiche were 
far inferiour vntothe Perſians, but wathe 
rebound of the hils t the rockes, which dou⸗ 
bled euerp voice of theirs, Alexãder did rwe 
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bp and dolvne befozc the frontes of his bat⸗ 
tailes „ makynge a ſygne to hys ſouldiours 
with his hand, that they ſhould not make o⸗ 
uer much haſt to iopne with their enemies, 
fo: bꝛinging them ſelues out of bꝛeath. And 
as he paſſed by, he vſed to euery nation ſõ⸗ 
dꝛy exhoꝛtac ions, as hee thought meete fo 
theire diſpoſictons and qualitpe. He put the 
Macevons in remembꝛaunte of thepre olde 
pꝛowes t manhode,with p number of bat⸗ 
talles that they had wonne in Europe, how 
p they were tome thether aſwell by thepre 
one deſires as by his conducte, to fubdug 
Aſia and the vttermoſte boundes of þ Dzt- 
ent. He ſhewed them to be the people that 
were oꝛdeined to conquere the wozlbe, +4 to 
paſſe the boundes both of Hercules 4 Bae 
chus. He declared that both Battria Inde 
ſhould be theirs, in reſpect of which the toũ⸗ 
tries that they had ſeene were but trifles, + 
pet were to be gotten all with one victozpe: 
wherein (he ſayd) their trauaile ſhoulde not 
be in vaine, as yt was in the barrctn rocks 
of Illiria, oz in the moſitaines of Trace, but 
that in this tonqueſt the ſpoile of the whole 
Oꝛient was offered bnto them, Fo? ß get- 
tynge whercofthey ſhould ſcarcely nede to 


ottupie theit ſwozbes, ſince the battatles of 
| theirs 
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cheir enemies wauered ſa already ſoꝛ feare 
that w their appꝛoche only they ſhoulde put 
the to flyght. He red father Nhilyp 
vnto their memo2p,how hee conquered the 
Athenicns w the countrey.of Boctia, where 
hee raſed to the grounde the noble cytie of 
T bebes, After that het made reherſall of the 
battaile wonne at the riuer of CY, and 
of all the cities that hee had taken,o2 ; had 
been pelded vnto him, with the countreyes 
they had palſed thzonghe 4 ſubdued, NA hen 
he came vnto the Greekes, he deſired them 
to tal to minde the great warres had ben 
made againſt their countrep in times paſte 
by the Perſtas. Firſt by the pꝛide of Xerxes, 
and after by Darius, who made deſtructiõ 
both by water # land in ſuch ſoꝛt, 5 the ry⸗ 
uers could not ſerue them ol dꝛynk, no2 the 
earth of victuals foꝛ to eat: rehearſing alla 
how the temples of their Goddes had been 
by them polluted t put to ruine, their cities 
oucrth2owe,+ the truces t pꝛomiſes by the 
violated 4 bꝛokt᷑, that were confirmed both 
by diuine and humapne lawe s. Mhen he 
paſſed by the Illirians t Thꝛacians which 
weare accuſtomed alwapes to lpue vppon 
thekte, and ſpotle : hee bade them beholde 
_ enemies whiche gliſtered withgoide, 
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und bare no armour, dut ſpoile fo them to 
take. He entouꝛaged them to go fozwardes 
like men, t plucke the pꝛay from thoſecffe- 
minate wom?,x to make exchaũge of their 
craggye rockes and bare hilles al waies ful 
of ſnowe,fo2 the plentifull grounds t riche 
landes of Perſie. By the tyme hee had made 
theſe erhoꝛtatiõs, they were come wythin þ 
th:owe of their dartes. And Darius hoꝛſe⸗ 
men gaue a fierte charge vpõ the right had 
battaile of the Macedons. Foz Darius des 
ſire was to trie the battafle by hoꝛſmen, iud 
gyng (as it was in deede) that the chiefeſt 
power of his enemies conſiſted in theire 
ſquare battatle of fotemen. So that the bat 
tafle wher Alerad remained, was bꝛought 
to tie point of encloſing about, if he had not 
perceiued the ſame in time, who commanun 
ded two troopes of his hozſeme to kepe the 
top ofthe hil, t bzonght al the reſt to the en 
counter of his enemies. Then he conueyed 
the Zheſſalien hoꝛſemẽ fro the place wher 
they ſtode to fight, willing their capteine to 
bꝛing them about behinde the battailes, Fx 
there ioynyng with Parmento, to doe the 
thing mankullpe that hee ſhoulde appopnt 
them. By this the Phalanx of the Bacedos 
in manner encloſed aboute wyth thetr ene⸗ 

| mpes, 
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myes, fought notably on al parts, but then 
ſtode ſo thicke, were ſo topned one to anos 
ther,that there wanted ſcope to welde their 
darts, They were ſo migled together, that 
in caſting one letted another, very kew ligh 
ted vpon the enemies with weake dintes x 
the moſt part fel on the ground wout harm 
doing, wherfoze being enkoꝛted to iopn had 
fo2 hand , they valtauntipvſed the ſweozd, 
Then ther was great cffuſion of bloud: foz 
both the armies cloſed ſo nearc,s their har⸗ 
nets claſhed together, weapon againſt wea 
pon, t foined one at anothers face W theire 
ſwoꝛdes. Ther was no place fo2 the feare⸗ 
ful oz the coward foz to flie back, but ech ſct 
his fote to another, byfighting kepte ſtyil 
their place, til thei could make their way by 
foxce,y ſo alwais paſſcd foꝛwards, as theye 
had 6cc onerth:owe their enemies. As thep 
were weried x trauailed thus w fightyng, 
they were euer recefued w freſhenemiesX 
fach as were woũded might not depart out 
of the battail ( as it hath ben ſeen els wher) 
their enemies aſſailed the ſo ficrecly befoze, 
t their fellows th:zult on fo hard behynd. A⸗ 
terander that day did not only ſuchthinges 
as pertayned to a Captaine, but aduftured 
dunteltas far as any paiuate ſouldier, coue⸗

he put many to flighte 


of great numbers of men, were uerth:w# 
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tyng by all meanes to kyl Darius, whiche 
he eſteemed the greateſt honour. Dari dyd 
ride aloft vpõ his chariot, geuing great pꝛo⸗ 
uocation both to his enemies to aſlail him, 
« foꝛ his owne men to defend him. As Or⸗ 
atres the bꝛother appeared moſt natable a⸗ 
monglt them al in his furniture 2 pſonage, 
ſo in hardines + affectid towards ihe king, 
he erccded far the reſt, ſpetially in that caſe 
of neceſſitic. Foz when he ſawe Alexander 
appꝛoche ſo neare, he th uſt in befo2e Dari? 
olth the band of hozſemen wherof hee had 
the charge, where as ouerthꝛowing diuers, 
But the Pacedons 
ſwarmed ſo about the king, t were in ſuche 
a courage by therhoztacton that eche made 


to other, j they charged again vpon p band 


ol hozſemẽ. Then the ſlaughter was great, 
4 the duerthꝛow manifeſf, About þ chariot 


of Darius, the nobleſt of his captaines laye 
Dying hononrably in the ſight of their pzico. 
-Fo2 like as they reteiued their deaths woũ⸗ 


des, ſo they fell Wout turning their backes 
Amongſt them Atycyes, Romythoes,4 Sa 
baceg gonernoarof Egipt,hauingh charge 


t ſiaine, and about them there laye by hea- 
pes a huge nüber ol the vulgare alete 
| 0 


fo2 all » whe the Theſlalians ſaw their e 
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ok hozſemen s fotemen, Df the Pacedons 
alſo (ome were Caine, ſpecially ot ſuche as 
pꝛeſſed moſt fa2zwarde,amonglt whom the 
righte ſhoulder of Alerander lyghtlye was 
hurt with a ſwaꝛde. In this thꝛong the hazs 
ſes that dꝛue Darius Chariot, were t hꝛuſte 
in with pikes, which being lwdod koꝛ payne 
of their waundes, began to ſtruggle 4 ouer 
thꝛowe their maſter. He fearing therfoze to 
be taken aliue, leaped downe 4 was ſet bp 
a ledde ho2ſe,x ſo fled away,caſting bis Di⸗ 
ademe from his head, becauſe he would not 
be knowen. Then all his men foz feare diſ⸗ 


parcled, flying by ſuche waies as were ops 


fo2 them, and thzewe away their armoure, 
whiche befoze they had taken fo theire de- 
fencc: Huche a thing is feare,that rekulethe 
the thing p ſhould be his ſauegarde.TTihert 
Parmemo ſawe them flie, he ſtrepght com 
maunded the hoꝛſemen to purſue them in 
the chaſe, and put al his enemies to flyghte 
that weare on that parte. But on the other 
hand, the Perſians did put the Thellalpen 
hozſemen to a ſoꝛe dyſtreſſe, fo2 at the firſte 
ſhock they had bꝛokẽ oe of their tr

le thẽ, they cloſed theſelues 
L F. iii. together 


The thyrde booke 


together againe t charged vpon the Peri ⸗ 
ans, who by reaſon of their onſet geuing, 
fo2 that theye thought the ſelues ſure of the 
victoꝛy, became cleane out of 02d2e,4 were 
ouerthꝛowen with great laughter. The 
Thellaliens had herein a great aduantage 
by reaſon that the Perſians beſides y theye 
be armed them ſelues, haue their hozfes al⸗ 
ſo barbed with plates of ſteele, whiche was 
the cauſe they coulde not on the onſet,o2 re- 
tire be ſo quicke, as the Thellalians were: 
fo2 by their celeritie,wherin p feat ol hoꝛſe⸗ 
men chiefly conſiſteth, they had onerth;zowe 
many of the befoze they could tourne theirs 
hozſes about, When Alerander vnderſtode 
that his men pꝛeuailed of their enemies on 
that part likewiſe,was bold then tofollow 
in the chaſe,which he durſt not do befoze he 
knely the battaile to be clearely wonne, x 
thenemies repulſed on al ſides, Alexander 
had not about him aboue a P. hoꝛſemen, W 
who hee flew innumerable ol his enemies. 
Fo2 who is he that in a onerth:ow oz chaſe 
tan nũbꝛe men: Thoſe few Pacedons dyd 
dꝛiue the multitude of their enemies befoze 
them like ſheeve , and the ſame feare that 
cauſcd them flie, ſtaped the likewiſe in their 
flying, The Grecians that were on Dart- 
us 
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us lde, bnder theire Captapne Amintas 
(which ſometime had been in great auctho- 
ritie with Alerander,but then againſt him) 
b:ake out from the roſt and marched away 
in o2dze of bat taile.-Al the reſt fled dyucrs 
wates,fome directly towards Pie, ſome 
by pathes, and pztup wates eſcaped by the 
mountaines and the woods. A fcwe there 
were 5 recouered their fozmer tamp, which 
they could not defende anpe tyme agapnſte 
the Macedons that were victours, but the 
ſame immedtatelye was wonne, being ha⸗ 
boundant of al riches , of gold & ſiluer, ap⸗ 
pertaining not only to the wars, but to all 
boluptnonſnes + erceſſe: which riches whi⸗ 
les the ſouldiers violently ſpoiled,they tro 

wed the wats ful of packs 4 fardels,which 
they would not touch, in reſpec of the coue- 
tous deſire they had to things of greater va 
lew. But when they came vnto the wome, 
as theire tirements were moſt pꝛetious, ſu 
the moꝛe violently they plucked the away,x 
their bodies were nor free fr6 theirluſts en 
foxcement. The (ape euer where was full 
of tumulte + tamentacton, as chaunce fell 
to eche one. The licenciouſnes of the victo- 
rers was ſuch,that their erueltie raged vpõ 
al ages t kinde of creatures , 4 no kinde ot 
| miſchieke 
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miſchieke wanted amongſt them. There 
might haue been ſeene the variableneſſe of 
foꝛtune, when they whiche hadde pꝛepared 
Darius pauilion with all Rynde of delicacy 
and riche furniture, reſerued t kept y ſame 
fo2 Alexander as fo their olde maſter, Foz 
the acedons had lefte that vnſpopled ac⸗ 
coꝛdyng to their auncient cuſtome, whyche 
are tuer wont to reteiue theire kyng when 
he is biaoʒious, into the kynges pauilionʒ 
he hath vanquiſhed, The mother and wife 
of Darius that were ther taken pꝛiſoners, 
moued al men to caſt their eyes 1 inwarde 
tontemplacion tolvardes them, wherok the 
one deſerued to be renereced fo2the maicſty 
that was in her, and fo2 her age, the other 
foꝛthe ercellency of her beauty, whiche tho⸗ 
rough her miſaduenture was nothing ſtap⸗ 
ned. She was ſcenembzacing her litle (one 
in her armes. not pet of the age of vi. pcres, 
bone as enheritour to the dominion which 
his father newly had loſt, There laye alſo 
two young virgins in their grandmothers 
lap,cuenthen mariable, which languiſhed 
t lamented not ſo much thꝛough their own 
pꝛiuate ſoꝛow, as foꝛ the dolozouſnes ofthe 
old woman. About the mother and the wife 


weare a great numbze ol noble weomen y 
pulled 
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pulled their heare and tare their clothes w/ 
out reſpect what apertained to their eſtate. 
TU ho vnmindkull ol the fall Darius wyke 
t his mother were come vnto, called them 
ſtill by the name ol Queenes, with ſuche o⸗ 
ther titles of honoꝛ as thei did befoze. They 
all foꝛgetting their owne miſery, were dp- 
ligent to cnquire the foztune of the fielde,4 
what ſucceſſe the battaile had where Dariꝰ 
was. Ja if he were aliue(they ſapde)they 
coulde in no wiſe thynke themſelues pꝛiſo⸗ 
ners. But hee by the chaungyng ol manpe 
hoꝛſes, was by that tyme fled karre awaye, 
There were ſlaine ol the Perſtan fotemen 
a hundꝛed thouſand,and ten. P. hoꝛſemen. 
And of Alexanders companpe anelye.504. 
hurt, 1. xxrij.fotemen, . Cl. hoꝛſemt killed. 
Do great a _vyctozye was gotten wyth.lo 
mall a loſſe. Alcrader that was weried w 
purſuing of Darius, when he percetued the 
night to dꝛawe on, and that there was noe 
hope, to ouertake him whom he folawed,re 
turned into the Perſians tampe, whiche a 
Iyttle beefoze-hys-commyng was taken 
by hys menne . That nyghte hee made 
a banquette to ſuche as hee accuſtamed to 
cal, foz the hurt of his ſhoulder, wherof the 
ſkynne was but ſmally periched, letted 11 
n 
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not to kepe company. As they ſate at meat, 


ſodainly they hard a pitiful cry, w a ſtraũge 
howling t lamentation, that put'the all in 


great feare: In ſo much p the bad p kept þ 


watche about the kinges Pauilion, fearing 


it to be the beginning of ſome greater mat⸗ 
ter, begã to arme themſelues. The wyfe x 
mother ot Darius, with the other noble wo 
men newly taken pziſoners, were the cauſe 
ok his ſoda ns feare, by lamentpug of Da⸗ 
rius, whom they ſuppoſed had been ſlayne. 
N hich opinion they cõteiued thꝛough one 
of þ Eunuches, which ſtanding befoze their 
tent doafe, ſaw a ſouldier carp a parcell of - 
Darius Diademe, which he a little befo:s 
had caſt from his head. When Alexander 
bnderſtode their errour, he wept (as it was 
ſaid) to tõſider Dari? miſfoꝛtune, 8 weo⸗ 
mens affection tomardes him. And foꝛ their 
comfo2te,ſent to them one Pithꝛenes 5 be- 
trated Sardes, who was expert in the Per- 
ſtan toung, but yet conſidering that p ſight 
ok him being a traitour, ſhould but encreaſe 
theire ſozowe , ſent a noble manne called. 


Leonatus,to declare to them howe they were 


deceiued ,and that Darius was aline. Hee 
came towardes the tent where the 


were, wyth certayne men in harneys, . 
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ſent woꝛd be foꝛe, that he was come thyther 
from the king. But when ſuche as ſtoode at 
the tent doare ſawe armed men commyng, 
ſuppoſing thcir errandhad ben comurther 
their miſtreſſes,ranne in to thẽ, i ex ped out 
that their laſt howze was come, foꝛ þ men 
were at hande that were ſent to kill them. 
The ſeruaunts therefoze that nepther durſt 
let Leonatus in, noꝛ kepe him out,bzought 
him no aunſ wer, but remained quyetlye to 
ſee what hee would doe. When Leonatus 
had long taried at the doare, t ſawe none 
came fozthe to call him in,. lett his me with- 
out,andentred amonſt the women. Whoſe 
comming vnto them befo2ze he was admyt- 
ted, was the thing that feared the moſte of 
al. The mother therfoze t wife of Dart? fel 
do lone at his feete, requyzing him that be⸗ 
foze they were ſlayne, he woulde luffer the 
to burye Darius after his countrcy maner: 
which laſt obſeruaunce perfourmed, theye 
were content (they ſayde) gladlxe to ſufter 
death. Leonatus aſſured the that both Da- 
rius was a liue, that there was no harme 


fowardes them, but ſhould remaine in the 


ſame eſlate they were in befoꝛe. When Si⸗ 
ſigambis heard thoſe wozdes,ſhee ſuffered 


her ſelfeto be lift vp from nn 


only w Epheſtion ẽtred in amongſt 


and perſonage he dyd ſome what excel bim. 
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to reteiue ſome comfozt, The next day Alex 
ander with great diligence, buried the bo⸗ 
dies of ſuch ol his owne men as toulde bee 
found, t willed the ſame to be done to p no⸗ 
ble men of the Perſians, gening licence to 
Dari? mother to bury ſo manp as the lyſt, 
after the cuſtome of her countrey.She per⸗ 
feurmed the ſame to a few that were nerte 
of her kinne, accoꝛding to the hability of her 
pꝛeſent fo2tune,fo2 if ſhe ſhould haue vſed 
the Perſians pompe therin, the Pacctons 
might haue ceuted it, which bepng victozers 
bſed no great curioſitie in the matter. M hi 
the due was perfourmed to the dead, Aler⸗ 
ander ſignified to the wome pꝛiloners, ʒ he 
himſelte would come to viſite the,x canſing 
ſuch as came with him to tary without, he 
them. 
The ſame : Epheſtion of all men was moſt 
deare vnto Alexander, bꝛought bp in his cd 
panyfro his pouth, : molt pꝛiuy with hym 
in all thinges. There was none that hadde 
ſuthe libertie to ſpeake his mynde playnelx 


to the king as hee hadde, whiche he vſed al⸗ 


ter ſache ſo2te, that hee ſeemed to doe it by 


no aucthoꝛitie, but by ſuſferaunte. And as 


hee was ol lyke peres vnto him, ſo in ſhape 


whertos 
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Mherfoꝛe the weomẽ thinkpng Epheſti⸗ 
on to bee the kyng, dyd fall do lone 4 woops 
ſhyppe hym (as theire conntrepe manner 
was to doe to kynges) tyll ſuch tyme as one 
ofthe Eunukes that was taken peyſoner, 
ſhewed whyche of them was Alexander. 


Then Siſigambis fell downe at his feete, 


requiring pardon of her ignoꝛaunce, foꝛ ſo 
muche as ſhe did neuer ſeebym befoze. The 


king toke her vp by the hand, and ſapd:ma⸗ 


ther,you be not deceived, fo2 thys is Alcxã⸗ 
der alſo, Whiche his humilitie and contp- 
nenty of mynde if he had continually obſer 
ned to his latter dates, he might haue been 
thought mache moze happier then he was, 
when that he haning ſubdued al ia from 
Helleſpont to the Occean Sea, did counter 
fait the triumphes of Bacchus, '©2 pt that 
amgit ß feſt of his conjſts, he would haut 
laboured to conquere his pude s his ire, be⸗ 
ing vices inuincible. D2 ik in his dꝛonken⸗ 
nes he would haue abſtained from þ laugh 
ter or his nobſlitie,4 not to haue put to deth 
thoſe ercellent men ol warre without iuge⸗ 
met, which helped hi to cöquere ſo manp na 
tiõs: But at this time p greatnes ot his f02 
tune had not pet altered his nature, though 


after wards he could not bere his 19 
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reuerentlpe, as pf they bad been his ſiſters. 


confeſſe my ſelfe to be pour hãdmaide 
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that bertne he dyd wynne them. Then he 
behaued himſelfe after ſuche a maner, that 
he exteeded in continency 4 compaſſion, alt 
the kinges that had beene befoze his time. 
He entertained the two quenes with thoſe 
by:gins that were of excellent beawtie (0 


He not only abſtained from all violacton of 
Darius wyfe, which in beauty excellcd alp 
women of her time, but alſo toke great care 
e diligence, that none other ſhoulde pꝛocure 
her to any diſhonour. And to all the wom? 
he commaunded theire oꝛnamentes and ap- 
paraileto be reſtozed, Do that they wanted 
nothing of the magnificence of thetr fozmer 
eſtate, ſauinge onlpe the aſlured confidence 


that creatures want in myſerye. Whyche 


thinges conſidered by Siſigambis, ſhe ſayd 
vnto p kinge:Spꝛ pour goodnes towardes 


vs dothe deſerue, that we ſhoulde make the 
ſame p2ayer foꝛ you, that we dyd ſomtyme 


fo2 Darius, and we percetue you woꝛthy to 
paſſe ſo great a kinge as he was in felicitie 


and ood foꝛtune, that abounde fo in tuſtice 


and clemencye. ou vouchſafe to cal me by

be made vpon the riuer of Piramus t there 
dyd ſacrifice to Jupiter, ertules, 3 Piner⸗ 
ua, and ſo went fozewardes into Siria. Þe 
ſent Parmenio befoze to Damaſco, wheras 
Dar treaſure dyd remaing: who vnder⸗ 


OE his owne number the Dan 
cens would kepe him out, determined to ſed 
fo2 a greater polner. But by chaunte ons 


Mardus fell into the handes " the hoꝛſemẽ 


that he had ſent befozeto ſcowꝛe the coun⸗ 


Gt, 


nio, 
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nio, delpuered him the letters that the Cas 
pitaine of Damaſco had ſent to Alexander, 
and beides the letters, added of himtelfe, 
that he doubted not but all Darius ryches 
ànd his treaſure ſhould be deltuered to him 
at hys atrinall. Parmento gaue the charge 
to tertem of his menne foz hys ſure keping 
and then opened the letters, wherin it was 
contepned that Alexander in all haſt ſhould 
ſende one of his Capitapnes thither wyth 
a ſmall power. Whiche thing knowen, be 
ſent ardus back agapne to Damaſco, with 
terteine to accompany him: but he eſkaped 
out of their handcs , and came to Damaſco 
befoze dape lyght . That thing troubled 
greatly Parmento, doubting that his ene? 
mies had laide ſome embuſhment fo2 him, 
and therefoze durſt not goe an vnknowen 
lvaye without a gupde. Pet notwythſtan- 
ding, vpon the confidence he had in the feli⸗ 
titie of his Pꝛinte, toke peaſants of þ coun⸗ 
trey to conduct him the wap, which the iitf, 
daye,b:onghthim to the Citie cf Damaſco. 
The capitaine doubting Þ credence ſhould 
not be genen to his letter, pꝛetented to miſs 
truſt the ſtrength ofthe towne , and made 
countenaunce as thonghhe woulde kixe a⸗ 
wape, By the ſpzing of the dape, he cauſed 
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Darius treaſure(whiche the Perſians call 
Gaza) with the reſt of al his pꝛecious thins 


ges to be bꝛought furth of the tolon, ol pur⸗ 
poſe to betrape the ſame into the Macedons 
handes. There were many thouſandes ot 
menne and women that folowed, a pite⸗ 
ous ſight to all that ſawe them, ſauyng to 
him, to whoſe fidelitie they were comitted. 
Fo he to winne himſelfe thankes, purpo⸗ 
ſed to deliuer to his enempes a pꝛape moꝛo 
pꝛecious then all the reſt, which were ſuche 
of the nobilitie as he had in keeping, wyth 
the wpues and childzen of greate men that 
bare rule vnder Darius: and belydes, the 
Embaſladours of þ Cities of Greece, ſuhõ 
Darius had lefte in p traptours hands, as 
in a foztreſſe to his thinking, ol moſte ſure⸗ 
tie, The Perſians tal thoſe ( Gangabe) that 
carp burthens vppon their ſhaulders, who 
hauing the cariage of thinges of moſte vas 
tare,when they conlde not endure the colde 
fo2 the froſt and ſnowe that ſodeynlye fell, 
they putt vppon them the Robes of clothe 
of Golde and purple, whiche they caryed 
wꝛapt vp together wyth the money, there 
being no man to let them: Foz the aduerſi⸗ 
tie of Darius cauſed that baſe ſoꝛt of men 


to "_ à lict᷑cious liberty. Thoſe kynd of me. 
G. ij. ſecemed 
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uns ſtode in that incredible heyghte o 
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ſemed toParmenio at the fyꝛſt ſpghte to b 


no ſmall armpe,and therfoze regarded not 
the matter ipghtlye , but gane erhoztacion 
to thoſe that were w hym, as thoughe they 
ſhould haue fought a (0ze battaile, and wil⸗ 
led them to put their ſpurres to their hozſe, 
and geue the charge. N hych thinge pertei⸗ 
ned by theym p bare the burdeyns, they fled 
away fo2 feare, and ſo dyd the men ol warr 
that were wyth theym, by ſuche wapes as 
they beſt knewe. The captaine of Damaſco 
counterfaiting ſuch feare as other feared in 
decde, was the cauſe of all thys confuſion; 
The riches ol Darius was left alone, and 
lape ſparkeled abꝛoade ouer all the fieldes, 
with the money that was pꝛepared foz the 
wages of (o infinite a numbzeof ſouldiers, 
and alſo the apparaile of ſo manp great me 
and noble women, veſſels of golden furni⸗ 
mentes fo2 hozſes,pautlions avdozned.with 
recall magniſicente, and Waggons full of 
infinite riches, A thinge euen ſozowfull to 
beholde to the ſpoylers,if anye thinge could 
ſtape the couetonſnes of men. Mas it not 
a pitiful thing to behold, the riches that had 
beene gathered together in ſo great num⸗ 
ber ofpcares,whyles the ſtate of the Perſt- 
f foz- 
tune 


wo 
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tune, one parte to bee toꝛne with buſhes, £ 
another dꝛowned in the myꝛe, it being ſo 
great beſides, that the handes of þ ſpoplers 
could not ſuffice fo2 the ſpopyle. When the 
hoꝛſemen had ouertaken them that fledd, 
firſt they found dyuers women hariyng of 
the (mall childꝛen, emongeſt whome there 
were foure virgins, the doughters of Oc⸗ 
chus, that reigned nerte befoze Darius, 
Thep befo2e that tyme had ſuffered change 
of Fo2tune,when the ſtate was altered frõ 
their fathers lyne. But this aduerſitie was 
muche moze greuous vnto them. There 
was in this flocke the wyfe of Occhus, the 
doughter of Oratrix that was Darius bꝛo⸗ 
ther, and the wile ol Artabaſus which was 
ol the head houſe of Perſia, with his lonne 
alſo called Flioneſus . The wife andthe 
ſonne of Farnabaſus were alſo taken, to 
whome Darius had committed the charge 
of all the Sea toaſtes, and with them the 
thꝛee doughters ol Mentoz, the wife # the 
ſonne ofthe noble Capytaine Pemnon. 

There was ſcartely any houſe of the nobl- 
litie of Perſe free from that euill adnen- 
ture. There were bothe Lacedemonians 
and Athenians,that contrary to the league 


betwene Alerander and them,toke Darius 
G. ii. parte 


ton, Dꝛopides, and Leuertes were ofmoſt 
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parte. Emonges the Athentans Ariſtogt⸗ 


notable fame and lynage. And of the La⸗ 
cedemontans the chiefcſt were Periſtppus 
and Dnomaſto2ides wyth Omamps and 
Callicratides. The ſumme of the copned 
money there taken, was two thouſand, ix. 
talents, and of maſly ſiluer. v. hundzed ta⸗ 
lentes. Beſide rrr.thouſand men, and vi. 
thoulande beaſtes that caried burdepnes 
on their backes. But the Goddes did per⸗ 
ſecute with due punſſhement the betra per 
of ſuch a treaſure, Foꝛ one whome he had 
made pꝛiuie to the matter, pitipng therein 
the eſtate of his P32zince , dyd ſlea the tray⸗ 
four, andb2otght his head to Darius. A 
comfozt not vnapt foz the tyme to the bee 
trapde kyng. Fo2 thereby he was both res 
uenged of his enemy , and percceined 
that the memozy due vnto his 
eltate, was not growen 
gut ot all mennes 
hartes.

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£=2zzzI7A Arius whiche a little befaze 
was Lozde of ſo great an ar- 
Ip, and that came vnto the 
E delde caricd aloft vppon hys 
— ccchariot, moꝛe like to triumph 
then tofyght: fledd by the plates then wal 
and deſert, whiche he bete had filled with 
his infinite numbers of menne of. warre.

ſfreights 
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ftreightway ſubdued, perfourming all that 
they were appoynted to doe. The Ille of 
Arade was pelden to Alexander, whereof 
Strato was king, that had in ſubſection all 
the Sea coaſt, with dpuers of the Jlande 
tountries,who cubmirting him ſelf, Aleras 
der remoued to the cite of Marathon. Ther 
he reteiued letters from Darius, that putt 
bim in great cholez,becauſe they were ſo ar 
r2gantly witten. The ſpeciall point that 
moued Alexander, was kfoꝛ that Darius 
waiting him ſclf king, did not vouchſafe to 
geue him that tptle, but did wute rather by 
wape al commaundement then ok requeſt, 
pꝛofering foz the raunſome ot his wife and 
childzen,ſo much monep as Pacedon could 
receiue. Foz the ſaperio2itie (he ſayde) he 
put it to his choiſe;totrye it by the ſwoꝛd if 
he liſt. But if he would be better aduyſed, 
he willed him to be content with his own 
enheritance, and ſo he would fopn in ami⸗ 
tie with him, z become his frende, in which 
pointe he was ready to enter into treatye. 
Alexander did wzite to him againe after 


this maner: Darius whole name thou haſt v⸗ 
ſurped; . my hh — —

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7 9 Macedone. And allo kyng 
thy ꝑedeceſſour came to ſubdic vs with 
mkfinite numbers, whiche vanquiſhed in a 
battaile on the ſea, Teft not ardo⸗ 
mus behynd him in Grecce , to deſtrop their cities 
and burne their countreys. It is manykeſt belideg

He ſent this letter by Therſippus, 4 went 
from thence into Phenicia, where the cytie 
of Biblon was pelded vnto hym , And ſo 
came vnto Syn which was acitie of great 


nobilitie, bp reaſon of the antiquitie and 


lame ol the buylders, The e 


dignitie, ercepte he were deſcended of the 
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der Stratos dominion, ſuppozted by p po⸗ 
wer ol Dartus, who pelding moꝛe by the 


con{treint of the pcople, then of hys owne 
good will, was thought vnwozthy to reign 
there. Alexander made a graunt to Epheſ- 
tion that he ſhoulde make ſuche one kyng, 
whome the Sidone thought moſt woꝛthye 


that eſtate. There were diners noble pong 


men in that Citpe that had familiaritye w 


Epheſtion, ot whome he purpoled to haue 


choſen one Uyng: but they refuſed hys ol 
fcr:affirming that none might eniope that 


blond ropall. Epheltton wondered at the 
magnanimitie that was in them, in deſpi⸗ 
ſyng the thing whyche other ſought fo2 by 
ſwoꝛde and fpꝛe, and therefo2e layde: conti⸗ 
nue pou (till in that vertuous mynd, which 
be the fyꝛſt that haue bnderſtandyng, how 
muche better it is to retuſe then to reccyue 
a kyngdome. Chooſe pou thcrfoze ſuch one 
of the bloud royall,that maye remember he 
hath reteiued the rule at your handes. But 
when they ſa we dyners gapyng fo? it, and 
fo: the gredynes they had to reigne, fell to 
flattering of ſuche as were nere about A⸗ 
lexander, reſolued that there was none 


rern moete koz that dignitie, then one Ab⸗ 
bolominus 
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dolominus, who being of the aunctẽt bloud 

ofthe Bynges, fo2 pouertye was enfozced 

todwell in a ſmall grange wythout the ci⸗ 

tye, Bys honeſty was the cauſe of hys po⸗ 

uerty (as it is to many other) and beyng 

occupped in hys daplye labour, hearde no 

noyſe of the warres that troubled all e. 

They of whome weſpake of befoze, came e. 
into hys gardepne with garmentes to aps 7 eg 
parell hym like a kyng, and founde hym 9220 N 
weadyng of hys ground, whome they ſalus _ 
ted kyng, and ſapde: You mult make ex⸗ 

chaunge of the vplenes of pour apparaple, 

with theſe riche robes we here pꝛeſent you; 

Mache the bodpe that is nowe foule and 
lyltby, take vppon you the harte of a kyng, a 
and in this Foztune whereof you be woꝛ⸗ 5 
thye, ſhewe the ſame moderacion and con⸗ 

tinency pou do bie pꝛeſently. And when 

pou (hall ſptt in pour regall ſeate haupnge 

in pour handes power of the lyfe and death 

of your people, do in no wiſe fozget the cls 

tate pe were in when ye tooke the kyng⸗ 

dome bpponyou, no? pet foz what purpoſe 

pe did recepue it. The matter ſeemed to 
Abdolominus lyke a dꝛeame, and aſked, 

them if they were mad4hat woulde mocks 


him atter p maner. But whenhe (aw them 
allirme 
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affirme by othes the thing to be in earnelk, 
he waſhed him ſelfe, and reteiuing the gar⸗ 
ment which was of purple and gold, went 
wich them into the palace. The fame (as 
is wont in ſuch a caſe) did notably runne a⸗ 
bꝛode of this matter. Some faugured the 
cauſe,and ſome did diſdaine it, but ſuche as 


were rich, did repꝛoue his pouertie and baſe 


eſtate to ſuch as were neere about Alexan⸗ 
der, which cauſed the king to ſende fo2 him, 
and when hee had long beholden his beha⸗ 
uour, ſaide: pour perſonage doth not dila⸗ 
gree to the fame of pour lpnage. But J de⸗ 
ſpꝛe to knowe with what pacience pou dyd 
ſuſteyne pour pouerlie. JF woulde to God 
( he) J could beare my pꝛoſperitie in lpke 
taſe nowe when J am a kyng. Theſe han⸗ 
des did get that J deſpꝛed, and hauing nos 
thing, J lacked nothing. Vys woꝛdes cau⸗ 
ſed Alexander to conteiue of hym a maruei⸗ 


lous opinion, ſo that he gaue vnto him not 


only the ryches,ſtuffe, and furniments ap⸗ 
pertepning to the king befoze,but alſo mas 
ny thinges that were taken from the Per- 
ſtans, addyng to his dominion all the toũ⸗ 
trepnere about the titie. In the meane ſea- 
ſon Amintas with four thouſand Greekes 
that eſcaped with him out of the field, fledd 
| ' to 
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to Tripolis, luhere he embarked, and ſaylen 
bnto Oyres: thinking the woꝛld to. be ſuchs 
then, that eneryone myght enjoy that be 
could get, like as it had ben his owne inhe⸗ 
ritance, is purpoſe was to go into Eg it, 
thinking there to become enempe bothe to 
Darius and Alexander, and to wape wyth 
the woꝛlde, accoꝛding as the tyme ſhoulde 
alter. To bꝛing therefoze his ſouldiaurs to 
hope wel of his enterpziſe, he declared how 
the gouernour of Egipt was ſlaine in þ-bat- | 
tell, t that the Perſians left there in guari⸗ 
ſon were but a ſmall nomber,of little fozce, 
without any head. Me ſhewed howe the 
Egiptians vſed to rebell againſte their go⸗ 
uernours, wherfoze they were ſure to be re 
cepued as krendes. Foꝛ ſince neteſſitie (qy 
be) hath enfozced vs to pꝛoue our foztunes, 
which fayling vs in our firſt hope we muſt 
nowe thinke that thinges to tome ſhal bee 
much better then our pꝛeſent eſtate. They 
all agreed with one voice, that he ſhonlde 
lead them where he liſt, Whereupon thin⸗ 
king good not to p2etermitt the occaſyon 
whiles the hope was botte in their hartes, 
connefed them into Egipt, and entred the 
hauen at Peluſium, bnder pꝛetente that hee 


dad bene lent thether be Magus bends 
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had gotten Peluſium, he ſett fozwardests) 
wardes Memphis, at the fame of whofe com 
ming, the Egiptians being a light nacion, 
4 moꝛe apt to make a ſlurte then to mapn⸗ 
tepne it when it is once begon, ran to hym 
dut ok all townes ano villages, wyth en⸗ 
tent to deſtroye all the Perſians. But they 
notwpthitanding the feare they were in, 
did not leaue the defence of the countrep, 
but fought wpth the Greeckes , and wert 
put to flpght. After that victozy Ampntas 
beſieged Memphis, and his menne deſtroicd 
ſo all the countrep thereaboutes, that they 
lefte nothing vnſpoyled. W hereupon Ma⸗ 
zeches, though he perceined his (ouldionrs 
muche amazed wpth the keare of theire late 
ouerthꝛowe, pet when he ſaw his enemies 
{catered abꝛode and wfthont o2der, fo2 the 
pꝛyde they had tonteined of their victozy? 
àt length perſwaded his men to iſſue out of 
the citie, and in letting vpo their enemies, 
recoucr agayne that they had loſt, Which 
adulſe bring good of it ſclfe , by good han⸗ 
deling tooke moſte koꝛtunate ſucceſſe, Foz 
they lle we at that tyme both Amintas and 
all his company, This puniſhemert he ſuf- 
fered fo2the offencecomitted to both Pꝛin⸗ 


ces, being nepther faithfull to Alexander 
whome 
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whome he fo:foke,no2 to Darius to whont 
he fled. Darius capitapnes whiche eſcaped 
from the battaple at 7/0», gathering toge⸗ 
ther ſuche men as were ſcattered abzoade, 
and ſuche power beſpde as they coulde les 
ule in Capadoce and Paphlagauia, did att pt 
to recouer agapne the countrep of Lidia. 
Antigonus was gouernour fo: Alexander 
there, who notwithſtandyng that he hadde 
taken many ſouldicrs out of the guariſons 
to ſende vnto Alexander: pet he ſo litle el⸗ 
teemed his enemies, that he doubted not ts 
aduenture the battaile. The Perſians re⸗ 
ceiued there the lyke ſoztune they dyd in o⸗ 
ther places: whiche attempting the fyght 
in thꝛee ſund2pe countries, were vanqup⸗ 
ſhed in them all, At the ſame tyme p name 
of the Macedons whpche Alerandcr had ſet 
fo2 out of Greece, meeting Ariſtomenes 
(whom Darius had apointed to make war 
bpon the coaſt of Nele pont) toke and dzowe? 
ned all his ſhyppes, Farnabaſus Darius 
admirall, hauyng exacted monep at Mile⸗ 
ſium, and ſette a guariſon in Scio, paſſed ins 
to the Ille of Andros wyth a hundꝛed ſyips 
pes. And from thence he went to Syphnus, 
and puttyng menne ol Marre into all the 


andes, exacted of them money, | 
* The 
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The greatnesof the warre Þ was in han 
betwcene two of the moſte puilſant pꝛyn⸗ 
ces of Aſia and Ewope , did dzalve: bothe 
Greece and Crete to armes. Agis the king 
of Lacedemon gathered together vii. thous 
ſande Greekes that were come home out 
of Cy{;c4,and moued warre to Antipater, 
that was gouernour of Patedd. The Cre⸗ 
tians folowing ſometime one part, ſome⸗ 
time another, recepued one while guarpſõ 
of Pacedons, 4 another while of Lacede⸗ 
montans,tolyc amonges them. But thoſs 
warres were of no great impoztance. Foz 
all mens eyes were fired bpon the warres 
that were in bze betwene Alexander + Das 
rius, whereuppon all the reſt did depende, 
The Macedons had ſubdued all Siri and 
Phen ices, Tyre onlpe extepte, whiche beyng 
the greateſt 4 maſt notable citie of all that 
countrey, ſhewed that they eſteemed them 
ſelues woꝛthy rather to toyne with Aleras 
der as frendes,then to become his ſubiects. 
Fo2 when he was come nere onto them, 
t encamped vpon the mapne land, whiche 
is deuyded from thetr citie wyth a ſmall 
arme ofthe Sea: They (ent to him by their 


Embaſſadours a tro wne of Gold foꝛ a pze- 
ſent, wyth great plenty beſpdes Range 
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fo: his armpe. He receined their giftes, as 
from his frends, and gaue gentle anſwers 
vnto p Embaſſadours:but he ſhewed him 
ſelfe muche deſp2ous to make ſacrifice vnto 
Hercules —— the Tirians ſpecially woꝛ⸗ 
ſhipped, t the Pacedon kings ſuppoſed the 
ſelues to be diſcended of him) being admo⸗ 
niſhed therunto (as he ſapde) by an Oꝛacle. 
The Embaſadours made aunſwere: that 
there was a temple of Hercules wpthout 
their citie in the place which they call Yhale⸗ 
tiron, where as he might do ſacrifice at hys 
pleaſure. At thoſe woꝛdes Alexander could 
not refrapne his pꝛe, whereunto hee was 


— ſubiect, but fell in a rage: J perceine 
now (quod ho) becauſe pedwell in an Jlande,ye 
F our Citie that pe 

eſpiſe my land power . But J will ſhoꝛtiy doe 

— — e dwell vpon the mam 

ren eng you i ſuch caſe, as pour Jlande 
all not helpe pou: aud therefoze ruſt tot that 
pe receiue mee not in, J kater by es 


When the Emballadours were diſmiſſed 
with this aunſwere , ſuche as were neare 
about the king, perſwaded chem that they 
ſhould not erclude him, whome all Sin 
Pheniſes had receiued. But they had concey- 
ned ſuche a confidence fo2 that their Citye 
ſtode in the Sea, deuyded lxxx.furlongs fro 
the mayn lande, that they = a 
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ned to abyde the ſiege. That Sea of theſrs 
ts muche ſubiect to the ſouthweſt wynde, 
which made at euerp ſtoꝛme v wancs beate 
ſo high againſt the ſhoare, that it woulde 
not ſuffet the Bacedons to make any wozk 
koꝛ the lointing ol the mapne land to the ci⸗ 
tie:it being ſcarcelp poſſible to wozke anpe 
thing there, when the weather was molt 
caulme, The firſte woozke that the ace⸗ 
dons began, was by and by thꝛowen dolon 
with the vehementp of the Seas that were 
dꝛiuen by the wind. No2 they could make 
no Pole ſo ſtrong within toe Sea, but that 
it was waſhed awape, and bꝛought downe 
by beating of the wanes, And when the 
wynde blewe ſtreinablp, it woulde bzinge 
the ſeas clean ouer the wozke. There was 
another difficultie no leſle then this. Foꝛ by 
reaſon that the walles were inulroned as 
bout with the deapnes of the ſea, they could 
raiſe no engine to ſhoote but a far of out of 
ſchippes, noꝛ there was not anpe grounde a⸗ 
bout the citie, wherenpon ladders mought 
haue bene raiſed againſt the walles,02 aps 
pꝛoche made vnto them by land. Alexander 
had no ſhippes,4 thoughe he had had ſame, 
and would haue coucted to bꝛing them top 
Wiese by reaſon of the vnſtablenes of 


the 
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the water, they myght wyth ſhotteeaſelye 
haue bene kept of. But emonges the reſt of 
other thinges, the Tirians were wonders 
fully encouraged by the cõming af p Em⸗ 
baſladours ſent fro Carthage, to celebzate 
a yerely ſacrifice, acco2ding to their cuſtdᷣe. 
Fozthe Tirians being þ buylders of Car⸗ 


thage, were ſince that tyme had in venera⸗ 


tion of them as their parentcs firſt foun- 
ders, Thoſe Embaſſadours exhoꝛted them 
in any wiſe to a byde the ſiege, and pꝛomp⸗ 
ſed them ſhoztip ayde, which they alleaged 
might eaſelp and ſoone be done, foꝛſomuche 
as at that time all the ſeas were full of the 
Carthage fleetes, Upon this harting they 
determined to abpde the extremitie, 4 plas 
ted their engynes bppon the towers 8 the 
walles, deuiding their armour emonges 
youth of the citie. The artificers, wherol 
titie had greate plentie, were deupded into 
woozke houſes to make all ſuch thinges as 
were neceſſary foꝛ þ warres. There were 
deniſed terteine inſtrumentes wherewyth 
{hey myght pull downe the woꝛkes p their 
Harpagons, t alſo 
crowes of Aron named Ce2ut, wyth all o⸗ 
ther thynges that myght bee inuented foz 
the n of cities. But a ſtraunge thing 


. h. 
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is repoꝛted that when the Jrort was put in 

the Fozge Eblowen in the fyze , the ſame 
was ſeene to be fall of dꝛoppes of blood, 

Which wonder the Tirians did interpzete 
as a token of good foꝛtune towardes them 
ſelues, and as a ſignificacion of deſtruccion 
towardes their enemies. A like thing was 
ſcene emonges the Pacedons. Foz when 
a certaine ſouldiour was bꝛeaking of hys 
b:ead,d2oppes of bloude appeared therein. 
Wlherat Alexander being aſtonſed , Ari⸗ 
ſtander that was moſte cunning of all the 
diupners of their religion, did interpzete 


thus the matter, It the bloud had appeared 


outwardly,then it had ſignified euill Foꝛ⸗ 
tune to the Macedons, but in aſmnche as it 
was found within, it betokened deſtruccid 
to the titie they went about to get, Alexan⸗ 
der conſidering his naupe to be karre from 
him, and that a long ſiege ſhoulde be great 
impediment to his other affaires, (ent offl- 
ters of Armes vntothe Citie to perſwade 
them vnto peace, whom þ Tirians againſt 
the law ok nations did dzowne in the Sea. 
Their vninſt deathe ſturred Alexander ſo 
muche, that he then vtterly determined to 
goe foꝛwardes with the ſiege . But befoze 
he coulde make his appꝛoche, it was _ 
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ceſſitie foz him to make a Pere oꝛ à Pole, 
whereby they might paſſe (rom the mapne 
lande to the Citie, But in the making ther 
of there entred great diſpayze into al mens 
heartes conſidering the deepnes of the ſea, 
mhiche they ſa we not poſſible to bee fylled 
ſcarcely by any diuine power . Foz they 
thought no ſtones ſo great, no trees ſo high 
noꝛ anyecountrey to haue ſuche plenty as 
might ſuffice fo2 the buylding of a banke in 
ſuch a plate, conſidering the ſea remapned 
alwates troubled, And p narrower ß place 
was betwene ß citie and the land, ſo muche 
moꝛe greater was the rage. But Alerany 
der that had the wape to allure his ſouldi⸗ 
ers to whateffect him pleaſed, declared how 
that tercules appeared vnto hym in His 
lie ape and gaue him his hand, pꝛolering to 
be his Capitaine and his guyde fo2 the en⸗ 
traunte of the citie. Therunto he added the 
killing ol his @mbaſadours, wherby they 
had violated 4 bꝛoken the lawe that all na 
tions obſerued, and that ther remained but 
onely one titie whiche ſtayed his victozye, 
Thereupon he deuyded p woꝛke emongelt 
his capitaynes, that euerpe one myght ap⸗ 
plye his own band, and ſo put the wozke in 
vꝛe, when he had once ſufficiently encou⸗ 
H.iij. raged 
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raged his men. There were great plenty? 

of itones at harde of the mynes ok the olde 
titie where Thye ſtode befoße and foꝛ p ma⸗ 
kyng of boates and towꝛes tymber was 
bꝛought frõ the mount Libanus. The work 
did grow from the bottome of the Sea like 
u Yountapne , but not yet bꝛought to the 
high water mark. And the further p Pere 
was wꝛought from the lande vnto the ſea⸗ 
warde, ſo much the ſoner the Sea did [was 
lowe vy the ſabſtance of thinges, wherol þ 
ſame was made. Whiles the Pacedones 
were thus about their wozke, the Tirians 
would come about them in (mall veſſels,F# 
geue them woꝛdes ol repꝛoche 1 ſcome: as, 
they were nolo become goodlp me of warr, 
that would be made pyoners & carrye bur- 
dens like beaſtes vppon their backes. And 
they aſked them alſo if they thought Alex⸗ 
andcrito be greater then the God of the ſea. 
But their repzoofedidnot hynder but en- 
creaſe the chierefulnes of the ſouldiours in 
their payne 4 trauaile. In ſq much the Pole 
in a ſhoꝛt ſpate ſurmounted abone the wa⸗ 
ler t encreaſing much in bzeadth;appzoched 
neare vnto the Citie. Then the Tirians 
fecing the hugenes of the woꝛke, in the in⸗ 
rome en they ſawc enk 
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tepued, lyttle thinking that it woulde haue 
growen to ſuch paſe, in little vellels came 
rowing about the Pere , and did dꝛiue the 
ſouldiers with ſhotte from their woꝛking. 
and becauſe it lape in them to bꝛing theire 
boates ſodainly fo: wardcs, 4 returne ſone 
agapne, they hurt many of the Macedones 
without au daunger to themſelues, en⸗ 
foxcing them to leaue their woꝛke, fall to 
their owne defence, Foz remedy whereof, 
t to auoide their enemies ſhotte, they were 
tompelled to ſtretche out braſtes ſkynnes 
bppon polles lyke ſaples, and let thoſe be- 
tweene them and their enempes. And be- 
ſydes at the head ofthe Pere, they rapied 
bp two Towers from whence with ſhotte 
and caſtynge of Dartes , they kepte ofthe 
boates that came about them. On the o⸗ 
ther ſpde, the Tirians woulde lande wyth 
their boates karre out of the ſpght of the 
campe, and kyll:ſuche as were carping of 
ſtones. The peaſauntes beſpdes of Arabie 
dyd (ett vppon certapne Matedons that 
were ſcattered abzoade in the Pounte 
Libanus , whers they ſle we and tooke dy⸗ 
uers. That was one cauſe whiche moued 
Alexander fo deupde hys Armye . And 
left __ myght ſceme to remayne idly about 
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the ſiege of one Citie, he apointed Perdicas 
and Craterus to take the charge of þ wozk 
he had in hande, and wont into Arabia W 
ſuche parte of his power moſte apte foꝛ hys 
purpoſe. Jn the meane ſeaſon the Tpꝛans 
pꝛepared a greate ſhippe laden with ſtones 
and grauell behynde, ſo that the fozeparts 
floted aboue the water, whiche ſhippes an- 
nopnted ouer with pitch 4 bzimſtone, they 
bꝛought ſodeinlpe by ſaplinge and fozce of 
vares vnto the Pere, and there remaining, 
the maryners ſet the ſhyp on fyꝛe, and then 
leaped into the boates which folowed after 
fo2 the purpoſe, The ſhip thus ſette on fp2e 
ſoenflamed the wood wozke pertapnyng 
lo the Pere, that befoze anye reſcue coulde 
come, the fyꝛe had taken the towers of the 
Pere, z all the reſt of the wozkes that were 
made in the head. When they that were 
leaped into the boates,ſaw the matter take 
ſuch effecte, they put betwirt the tymber x 
other boideplaces,both firebzandes, and al 
ſuch thinges as might geae nouriſhement 
and entreaſe to the fy2e: ſo that the towers 
and all the reſt being on aflame, manye of 
the Macedons were conſumed therwith, e 
the reſt foꝛſooke their armour and thzewe 


nn ſelues into P ſea, Then the * 
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8 were moze deſirous to take th? on lyne, 
to kyll them wpth ſtaues and ſlones, did ſo 
beate them on 5 hands as thep were ſwim⸗ 
ming, that foꝛ werines they were glad ta 
be taken vp into their boates. The whole 
wozke was not conſumed with fire onely, 
Foz it chaunſcd alſo the ſame day a terrible 
wynd to ryſe, which blowing out of p ſea, 
bꝛought the waues with ſuch vyclence vpõ 
the Pole, that wyth often beating of the 
ſeas, the fopntes that knitt the wozke toge⸗ 
ther, began to loſe 4 leaue their hold. Then 
þ water that waſhed thꝛough, bꝛake down 
the Mole in the mpddes, ſo that the heapes 
of ſtones whiche were befoze ſuſteyned by 
p timber t carthe caſt betwirt chem once 
bꝛoken aſunder, the whole woozke fell to 
ruyne and was caried away into the deeps 
Sea. By that tyme Alexander was retur⸗ 
ned out of Arabye, and ſcarcely founde any 
remapne oꝛtoken, that any ſuch wozke had 
bene. In caſe (as it is euer vſed in things 
that chaunte euill) one layde the fault vpõ 
an other, when in dede the violence of p ſea 
was the cauſe of all. Alexander began to 
make the Pere againe after a newe ſozte, 
the heade thcrof lying into the wether and 


the wynde, and not the open ſyde as it dyd 
befoze 
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bekoꝛe: So that the foze front alwayes des 
fended the reſt of the woꝛke liyng behynde. 
He encreaſed alſo the bꝛedth therok, to thin⸗ 
tent the Towers might be bupided in the 
middes ofthe Pere, whereby they ſhoulde 
be leaſt ſubiett to the enemies ſho', Whole 
trees were put into j ſea with their toppes 
and bꝛaunches, ⁊ after great ſtones thꝛodi 
vpon them. And ouer thoſe a newe courſe 
of trees and ſtone agapne, by whyche de- 
upce thys whole wooꝛke was topned and 
knitt al in one. Ag the Macedons were bu⸗ 
ſpe to bꝛing their woozke fozwardcs, ſo the 
Tirians were as dlligent to inuent al ſuch 
things, as might geue impediment to their 
pꝛeceding. Their chicke pꝛactiſe was fo2 a 
number of them to enter into 5ᷣ ſea a farre 
of out of the Macedons ſpght , and ſo tome 
dyufng vnder the water tyll they came vn⸗ 
to the ere, where with hokes they would 


pull vnto them the bꝛaunches of the trers 


that appeared out of the ſtones, whereby 
the ſtones and the other ſubſtance lolowed 
aftcr into the deepe. Foꝛ the trees beyng 
diſcharged of their burden were caſelye 
dꝛawen awape , and then the koundacton 
fayling, the whole wozke that ſtayed vpon 


the trees fell io ruine. Emongelt theſe im⸗ 
pedi⸗ 
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pedimentes Alexander ſtoode in great per- 
plexitie ot mpynde, doubtyng whether hee 
ſhoalde. continue the ſtege ſtill, 02 elles de⸗ 
parte hys waye ,. When he was in thys 
vmaginacion, ſodepnlp his naupe arryued 
from Cypres,and Cleander alſo wyth ſuch. 
ſouldiours as hee hadde bzought out of 
Grecce. And hauyng to the number or T; 
Irrr. ſhippes , benpded them into two bat⸗ 
taples, whereofhe committed the one vita 
Pythagoꝛas the kyng of Cypres, , to Cra- 
terus, and tooke tharge of the other hym⸗ 
ſeife,commptting his own perſon in a Gas 
ley called Cinquereme ; whyche had ſyue 
oares ona banke. The Tirians durſt not 
aducnture the ſea fpght although they had 
a great naupe, but ſet ali their galeis in a 
front be foꝛe ᷣ walles of their citie, which p 
king aſlailed e put to diſires. The next day 
p Patedons W their ſhips enuironedp city 
round about, t did beate down the walles, 
ſpeciailyw ſuch engins as they call Aries 
tes. But the Tirians ſtreight way renko:⸗ 
ted 4 made vp their walles agapne wpth 
ſtones that laye at hande, r raiſed vp an in⸗ 
warde wall round about wpthin the citie, 
whythe myght be their defence if the other 


fayied, But they; deſtruction appꝛoched on 
eucry 
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enery ſpde, the Pole was w2onght Win the 
caſt of a darte,and the ſhippes gaue the ap⸗ 


pꝛoche round about the walles, ſo that they 


were ouerlaped both by Sea and by lande 
The Pacedons had denyſed to ione theyr 


galleys two and two together, in ſuche ſozt 
that the fozepartes mette cloſe befoꝛe, and p 
hinder partes [ape farre of one from the o⸗ 
ther. And oner the ſpaces remapninge be» 
twirt puppe and puppe, they made bꝛydges 
wyth maſtes and mapne pardes lapde be⸗ 
twirt Galey and Galey faſte bounde toge⸗ 
ther to carte ſouldiours vpon. When they 
had put their galeis in this oꝛder, they ſette 
foꝛwardes towardes the Citie. And haning 
rampired the pꝛoꝛes fo2 defence of the ſoul⸗ 
diers that were behynde, they ſtode in their 
Gallets and dyd ſhoote and caſte dartes as 
gainſt their enemies without anye perill o2 
daunger to themſelues. Jt was mydnight 
when they had commaundement to ſet foꝛ⸗ 
wardes after the manner. As the ſhyppes 
were app2oching on al partes, and the Ti⸗ 
rians ſtoode aſtonied fo2 feare and deſpera- 
tion:ſodaintpe theſkye was onerwhelmed 
wyth dymme clowdes, and ſodain darknes 
tooke awape the lyghte . Then the Sea by 


lyttle and lyttle waxed terryble and 9 
the 
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the wynde blewe rapſyng vp the wanes, e 
dyd beate the ſhpppes one agaynſte an o⸗ 
ther: the vpolente whereof burſt a ſunder 
the bandes and graſpers where wyth the 
galpes were faſtened togethers, Mhyche 
done the b:idges craſhed and flewe aſon- 
der, and with the ſonldicrs that ſtoode vpb 
them fell into the Sea. There was greate 
confuſion, foz the ſhippes entanglpd thus 
together,coulde by no meanes be gonerned 
in ſuche a tempeſt, the ſouldiers diſturbing 
the feate of the marincrs,and themariners 
geuing impediment to the office of the ſouls 
diers. Thus (as it doth often happe in ſurh 
caſe) the expert were obedient to the igno⸗ 
raunt,foz the ſhyp maſters that were wont 
to tommaunde: then fo2 feare of death were 
directed by other: But at length by fozce of 
rowpng the Galeps retcouered the ſhoze, 
the moze parte of them being bꝛoken and 
toꝛen. It chaunſed at þ ſame tyme xxx, E m⸗ 
baſſadours ta tome frõ Carthage to Tpꝛe, 
who gaue moꝛe comfozt then aſſiſfaunce to 
them that were beſieged, Foꝛ they ſhewed 
howe the Carthagens were ſo aſſailedw 
warre at their owne does, that they conld 
by no mcanes ſende them ſucconr , In ſo 


muche as the Syracuſans were . 
n 
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in Aphrile, and had encamped them ſeluen 
— the verye walles of Carthage. The 
Tyꝛians pet were not diſcomfited, foz all 
that they were diſappointed of their ſpecial 
truſte, but deluercd vnto theſe Embaſſas 
dours their wpaes and their child2en to cas 
rie vnto Carthage, thinking toendure moze 
ſfontely the ſiege, if the thinges which were 
moſt deare vnto them were remeued out ot 
daunger, There was a Typrian whiche in 
an open aſſemblye declared that Appollo 
(whom the Tpꝛians greatlye do wozſhip) 
had appeared to hym in his ſlepe, ſeming to 
hym that he hadde foꝛſaken the Cytte, and 
tranſfozmed the Pole that the Pace dons 
hadde made into a great woode, Hereupon 
thoughe the auchoꝛ were of (mall creditte, 
pet fozaſmuch as men in feare be apt to be⸗ 
Iccue the woꝛſte, they tied faſte Apollos Jy 


mage with a golden cheine, and bound faſt 
alſo the aulter of Hercules (to whom the 


Cytie was dedicate) thinking by deteining 
of the one, to kepe ſtill the other, The Car⸗ 
thagens in times paſte had bꝛought that J- 
mage from Siracuſe, and hadde placed pt in 
the hedde Cytie, oute of the whyche they 
were deſcended, Foz theyre-cuſtome was 


to adourne 1 it wyth ſache ſpoples as they 
padde 
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had taken, no leſfe then they dyd Carthage it 
ſcif, They at p time woulde alſo haue bene 
auctours vnto the Tizians fo: the renuing 
of an olde ſatrifpce that had beene omytted 
manpe peares, wherein they vled to offzs 
vp to Saturne afree bozne chylde. WUhych 
beynge rather a ſacrilege then a ſacrifyce, 
the Carthagens retetued of their fiꝛſt founs 
ders, and ſtyll obſerued the ſame, till theire 
Citie was deſtroped. And but the auncient 
men by whome all thinges were gouerned 
had withſtande it, thys wicked ſuperſticion 
had taken place, whiche nature and huma⸗ 
nitie doth abhozre, The neteſlitie that was 
hanginge oner theire heades, betnge moze 
effectuall then anye arte o2 ſciente, pꝛactiſed 
not onlpe ſuch thinges as were accuſtomed 
fo: defences, but alſo founde out that was 
neuer inuented befoze, Fo2 to the diſtour⸗ 
baunce of the ſhyppes that appꝛoched the 
walles, they deupſcd longe rafters,to the 
whych they faſtened graſples of Jron and 
greate hookes lpke Hithes , which letten 
downe Wythe ropes by an engyne, epther 
tare ſhyppes o2 deſtroped the men. They 
inuented alſo Targettes of mettall to be 
made fyze hote , in the whyche they putte 
burnynge lande, and ſcaldynge lime, z then 

poured 
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poured the ſame dolon vpon the Macedbs 
that tame neare the Walles, being a myſ- 
chiefe that they feared moſt of al other, Foz 
when the whote ſande centred betwene the 
harneſs and the body, there was no meanes 
to auopde it awaye: and where it touched it 
burned to the bones, ſo that they were en⸗ 
fozced to thꝛo wwe awape their harneps,and 
teare awape all thinges they hadde vppon 
their bodyes. Therby they became ſubilect 
to bee hurte by their enempes, and were 
not in caſe to endomage them agapn. But 
ſpectally the graſplers letten downel called 
Co2m)tooke violently awape many of the 
ſouldiers that were within the ſhippes . 
Alexander ſeing the obſtinate defence of þ 
T pzxians, was werp ofthe matter, and de⸗ 
termined to rapſe gis ſiege,4 go vnto Eg 
Fozconſidering in howe ſhoꝛt a ſpace hee 
had ſubdued 4/74, it greued hym to bee de⸗ 
tepned ſo long about the Malles of one 
Citie, whereby he omitted the occaſion and 
opoztunitie of greater things in the meane 
ſeaſon . But he was aſmuche aſhamed to 
departe wythout hys purpoſe , as to re- 
mapne there and leaue other thinges vn⸗ 
done: tubging that if he ſhoulde leaue 7yrc 
After that ſozt;as a wytnelle that he mo 
| | 0 
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be withſtand, it ſhould muche impaſre hys 
kame, wher with hee had gotten moze then 
with fozce. And it chaũted at the ſame time 
a mobſter ot an exceding bygnes to appears 
aſwel in the ſight of the Tyzians as þ Pa⸗ 
tedons, which lying vppon his back aboue 
the water came towardes the 'Mole,4 wh? 
he had lifted vp him ſelfe at the head of the 
Pole, diued vnder the water againe,ſome 
tyme appearing aboue 4 ſometime hydyng 
himſelfe vnderneath, when he came neare 
the walles of þ Citie vanyſhed out ot ſight, 
The ſighte of this monſtre reiopſed bothe 
parties, the Pacedons enterpzeting p ſame 
to be ſent them as a guide foz their direction 
to furniſhe out the woozke, the Tyꝛians 
diuinyng that Neptune in reuengyng the 
bſurpacion that the Macedõs had made vp⸗ 
on the Dea would ſhoztly deſtroy p woꝛke 
that they had made, in ſuch lyke ſozt as hee 
had taken a wap the monſtre, They vppon 
their owne imaginacion, conceiued ſuche a 
gladnes, pꝛognoſticated to theſelues ſuch 
good foztune, that they fell to banquetyng Ee 
dꝛynking. And when they weare wel char- 
ged with wine, at the ſonne riſing theye ſet 
garlandes of flowers vpon their hcadds,F 
mounted into Galleis, not oncly w hopeof

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bicto2p,but w a triũphe made befoꝛe hand 
It chaunced at the ſame time that Alerader 
had conneyed his nauie to the contrary ſide 
of the Citic,4 left vpon the ſhoꝛe. xxx. of the 
ſmalleſt veſlels, of the which the Tyaians 
taught two,and put the reſt in daunger of 
diſtreſſyng, vntill ſuch time as the king hea 
ring the alatme, ſetfozwards w his naup 
towardes that parte where the ſkr pe wag 
heard, The firſt Galleyof the Pacevons 
came neerc them was a quinquereme, the 
ſwifteſt of al y reſt, which whe p Tyriang' 
eſpied, they came againſt her w two Gals 
leis croſſe vp6 her ſide:wherof p one ſtrake 
full with her @purne with whom the cyn⸗ 
guereme graſpeled and p other which was 
looſe and at libertie fell vpon her contrary 
ſide. But leſt betwene them two ſhe migbt 
ſuſteyne ſome domage, one ol Alexanders 
Tryremes came to the reſcue with ſu:h bi⸗ 
olence, that the maſter ol the loſe Gallepe 
was ſtriken into the ſea, Whe the Tyziaͤs 
ſawthat Alexander was come him ſeile, r 
moꝛe of his ſhips at hãd, thẽ w trengtheok 
oꝛes ⁊ gret difficulty,they ſet their Gallep y 
was tagled loſe again 4 at liberty,makig 
towards their hauen with al the haſte they, 
might. Aerander imme diatly purſued the, 
but when hre tame to the hauen he _ 
no 
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nat enter, but was beaten ol with ſhotte 
from the walles:yet he did take and dꝛolon 
the moꝛe parte of theire Galleis. After this 
aduenture hee reſted hys ſonlotoures twoo 
dates, t then willed his ſhips to be bꝛought 
fozwardes and the engines in them, to the 
entent that by aſſaylyng the Tixians on al 
ſides, hee might put them in extreme feaxe. 
Alerander with a wonderkull courage not 
without great perill of hys perſone maun⸗ 
ted vppe into the toppe ofa tower that was 
made in a ſhippe, and there knolnen by his 

apparaile and ryche armoure, was chieflys 
lapde at, and ſhotte to from all partes. Hee 
wꝛought wonderfull feates with his owns 
perſone, loꝛ bothe with his pike he flew di⸗ 
uers that ſtode at defence, and after wardes 
fought hande to hande with his ſwoꝛd and 
bis targette thꝛowyng diuers downe from 
theire defence, fo2 the tower wherein hee 
fought toyned harde to the walles, By that 
time the engines called Arictes with much 
beatyng had ſtrikendowne the walles, the 
naute was gote within the hauen, and cer⸗ 
tain of the Patedõs had wonne þ towers, 
The Typꝛians then oppꝛeſſed with ſo ma- 
ny mileries at once were clean diſcomfited; 
em nm ra the — 


— 
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ſes, i from thence did caſt downe vpo their 


wap. Noz as the weomen and childzen fyl- 
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dh their doazes; taking 5 kind ot deth 

theye lyked beſt. And other ran vpon theire 
enemies to ſell their liues deere. But the 
moꝛe part got vp into the tops of their hou⸗ 


enemies whatſoeuer tame vnto their han- 
des. Alexander tommaunded al to be ſlame 
without exception, ſauing ſuche as fled into 
the temples, t willed the houſes to be ſet on 
fer Thoughe that were pꝛoclapmed tho⸗ 

rough che Citie, vet there was none bering 
armour that wonlde ſaue them ſelues that 


led the temples, ſo the men kept the entries 
of their houſes, readye to abide the crueltpe 


bk their enemies. Bet the Sidonians weart 


the occaſion ; many weare ſaued, who ſer⸗ 
ning in the warres amongft the Paced6s 
e entering the City the reſt, were mind» 
fall oftheir affinttie with the Tyztans (As 
genoꝛ being builder of both their Cyties)x 
conueped many into their ſhtppes, whpche 
they ſent pꝛiuily vnto Sydon. Bp p meanes 
fiftene thouſandeſcaped the trueltpe ofthe 
ſwoꝛde. The numbꝛe ok them p were ſlaine 
map partly be cdiecured, in that ther were 
found dead within the Citte ſire thouſands 


of ſuche as bare armour, The kings w2ath 
towardes 
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towards the Citie made the ſight dolozoug 
bnto the victozers. Fo2 two thanſande 
whom the fury of the ſlaughter had left on 
lyue, were aftcrwardes hanged vpon croſ⸗ 
ſes along the (ea coaſt, The Embaſſadozs 
ofthe Carthagens weare ſaued, but 
thꝛetned to make warre againſt them, 
the which he was then lettẽd by — 
nes he had in hande. Thus Tore was takẽ 
the. vi. moneth after it was beſieged, a city 
notable to the poſteritie, aſwell thozaughe 
the antiquitie it was ok, as alſo by the often 
thaunge ok foztune that it had ſuffred. It 
was builded by Agenoz, and many peares 
was maſter of the ſeas, not onely nere ther 
about, but in all plates where as their na⸗ 
uies came. And ik we liſt to credit the fame, 
that City was the firlk which either taught 
02 learned letters. Thepe builded Cities > 
put in them inhabiters thꝛough out þ moꝛe 
parts of the woꝛld, both Carrbago in Afrykes 
Thebes in Boecia,and Gades in Spayne bpon 
the Octean. It is to be thought that by rea⸗ 
ſon ot their frecourſe thzough all ſeas, and 
by viſiting many ſtraunge counlrels, thepe 
bad occaſion to chooſe oute Seates to plate 
in their youth, wherof they then habofided, 
Oz els as ſome wzite the inhabitours we- 
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ried to dfvel ther by reaſon of many earths 
qiakes;were compelled offozce to ſeke out 
ſtraunge dwellyng places. But alter many 
tcaſualtyts that happened vnto 7e, after 
the deſtructton newly renewed, s al thyngs 
groen againe thꝛough long peace, remai⸗ 
neth nowe vnder the defence of the Romai- 
nes Clemency. About the ſame time Alexa⸗ 
der receiued letters from Darius, wherein 


at laſt hee was tõtented to name him king. 
Hys requeſt was that Alexander woulde receiue 
hys daughter Saptepne fox hys e 
hee offred in dower all the countreye bety 
Helleſpont and the ryuer of Ahn and Wotude reſeru 4 
vnto him ſelfe onely ſuche kyngdomes as lay from 
thence, Eaſtward. And pt peraduenture he ſhould 
ſtycke to receiue this offre, he willed him to con⸗ 
ſider that kortune is not wont to contynue long in 
one eſtate, and that the greater kelicitie men haue, 
the greater enuy doth foliowe them. It was to bg 
doubted (hee ſapde) leaſt he exalted hym ſelte tho⸗ 
rough ſome vayne and ſhe atfection, lkeag 
by2des vſe to doe, whoſe naturall lightnes'” conuey 
them to the ſtarreg. Foz there was nothyng moze 
difficult info pounge cares, 5 — to beaxe 
ſuche heyghte and greatnes of foztune. He wyl⸗ 
led hym alſo to conſider that there remapned pet 
manp countreps that he had not touched, and that 
hee ſhoulde not alwates meete him in ſtreights, ha⸗ 
uyng to paſſe the R puer of Exphratet, Ty gre, Aru xen 
and HMydaſpes, Whyche weare as bulwarkes vnto 
hys domynpon, and when hee ſhoulde come vnto 
the playnes he ſhoulde bee aſhamed ofhys ſmalle 
numbze. Hee put hyminremembzaunce to —— 
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how long it ſhoulde bee oꝛ hee coulde paſſe Nd. 
Hircenia, B̃act ria, And the Ind that boꝛdered on the 
Occean Sea. And likewiſe the Sogdiãs and I'- 
rachoſiang of whom men haue none other knowe- 
lege thenne of there name, with other nacyons ly⸗ 
ing towardes the mount Ciu-/, and the Ayuer of 
7 anais, Thoughe noe manne ſhoulde lette hym noz 
offer hym battaple , yet hee ſhouide grow in age 
(hee lapde )befoze hee coulde paſſe fo many lan⸗ 
des. In the latter ende, hee aduyſed hym to call 
Yon no moꝛe forwardes, foz hee woulde come 
done inoughe. , and that to hys deſtructyon. 


Alerãder made aunſ wer to thoſe letters by 


p meſlẽgers that bꝛought the, in effect! that 
Darius offred to hym that Was none of his own, 
and made a pzofer to geeue that hee hadde all rea⸗ 
| c loſt. For Tydis, Tore A:olides , and the coaſt 
of Helleſpont , Whyche hee appointed in dower, were 
all readpe become the rewardes of hys vpctozye, 
And as fo lawes and condicions , thoſe Weart 
Wonte to bee geeuen and aypoynted bp the vyc⸗ 
tours, and recepued ot᷑ ſuche as Wweare duercomne. 
Ind yk he weare ignoꝛaunt in whych of thoſe two 
eſtates hee weare in, that hee ſhoulde come ok, 
and aduenture the battayle once agapne. Fox hee 
was not ignoꝛaunt (hec ſayde) betoꝛe hee paſſed 
the Sea, howe Hyd, and cia weare oner ſmall 
rewardes, foz the makyng ot ſuche a warre But 
his deter mmacion was euer to ſubdue æ hing vn⸗ 
der his ſubiection both Terc-poli- the chiefe citye of 
his kingdome, x alſo 34ri«,4 Ech taua w the vtter⸗ 
moſt bounds of the D:tent. He could fipe no wher 
but hee was able to follow ; and therefoze com 


ſayled him that he ſhould leaue to feare hyn 
puers, which had learned howe opal See: 
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Thus the kings did wztte one to an others 
and in the meane ſeaſon the Rhodians pel⸗ 
ded their city t their hauen vnto Alexander, 
who committed the rule of C iliciæ vnto So⸗ 
trates, t the coũtrey about 7 ˖ vnto Phi⸗ 
lotas: Andꝛomachus was made Parmento 
his deputy in Caele Syria, from whente Alex 
ander mindyng to ſet fozwardes to the reſf 
of his iourneye, commaunded Epheſtion 5 
with his nauy be ſhould ſaile along pð coaſt 
of Phenices, and ſo hee came with hys whole 
power to the Citie of Gaza. About the ſame 
time there were ſolempne triumphes and 
plaies at Iſthmos, accuſtomed to be telebꝛa 
ted with the allẽbly of all Greece. In p toũ⸗ 
ſell(as the wits ofthe Greekes be ſodapne) 
they decreced to ſẽd. ij. Embaſſadoꝛs vnto 
Alexander fo2 þ tarping vntohimacrown 
of gold in gratifiyng the victoꝛpe hee hadde 
wonne, and the actes he hadde done foz the 
ſauegarde 4 lfbertics of Greece, x pet a litle 
befoze they harkened how the kame went, 

t were ready to bend that way that foꝛtune 
enclined. Alexander viſited not in perſon al 
ſuch countreis 4 cities as refuſed to do their 
obedience vnto hym, but made conqueſt of 
the by his deputies. Foꝛ Cales toke Papbla- 
gonia, Antigonꝰ Liconia * Balachzus ouer⸗ 
came 
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tame Jdarne Darius lieutenant, t wanne 
Miletum. Amphitous 1 Cailochas with a 
naup of a C.and.lx.ſhippes ſabdued all the 
landes betwene Aſia, t Achaia. And alſa 
by the conſent of the inhabiters gote Tene⸗ 
don, whiche alwates was acceptable to the 


Perſians. They were at the poynt to haue 
gotten Scio, but that Pharnabaſus Darius 
deputie hauing intelligence of the matter, 
did firſt appꝛehend al ſuche as weare of the 
Matedons facion,and committed the City 
with a \mal'guarriſon to Appolodtnes and 
Athenagozas 5ᷣ wereeclpned to þ Perſiãs. 
Aleraders capitaines foꝛ al this continued 
p ſiege of þ citie ſtill, not ſo much tn truſt of 
their owne ſtrength, as in hope of the face 
tion they had within the Citie. In whyche 
point they were not decepned, Foz though 
a ſedicion which did ariſe beiwene Appollo⸗ 
dines and the captaines of the men of war, 
occaſid was miniſtred vnto the Matedons 
to entre the towne. Uhen p gate was bꝛo⸗ 
ken vp, 4a band of Macedons entred, then 
the Citizens which betoꝛe had deuiſed tore⸗ 
bell againſt the Perſtans, toke parte wyth 
Amphiterus : & gilocus, ſo that the guarry 
ſon of the Perſians were ſlaine, and Phar⸗ 
nabaſus with Appollodines and Anthena⸗ 
goꝛas 
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goꝛas taken pꝛiſoners. There were. rif. gal 
leis taken with their ſouldiours 2 rowers, 
beſides.rr7. ſyippes & veſſels of JIirates, w 
th:ee thouſand Grekes ÿ were in wages w 
the Perlans-wpth whom p Greckes furnt 
ſhed vp their olon bavs 4 put the Pirats to 
deth, beſtowing p rowers in their own gal⸗ 
leis. It chaũced 5 Ariſtonicus p vſurper of 
Nethyna (gnorat of any ſuchmatter 2s was 
chaũted in p fozepart of þnight,cae W ter⸗ 
taſne Pirates ſhippes to enter into the ha⸗ 
uen, Who when the watch demaũded what 
he was, he laid: he was Ariſtonitus, came 
to the ſuttour ot Pharnabaſus. They aun⸗ 
ſwered he was at reſt x could not the be ſpo 
ken withal, but it ſhonld be lawful fo2 him 
(they ſaid)being their frend to enter into þ 
bauen foꝛ Þ night, ſpeke with him when i! 
was day. Ariſtonitus was the firſt p ẽtred, 


e the Pirates followed hym. But wöples 


they placed thetre ſhippes, the warchemen 
dꝛewe the chayne agapne ouer the hauen, 
and then called vp ſuche as lape there neere 
about, ſo that none of them durſt reſiſt, but 
were all taken pꝛiſoners, and fo deliuered 
to Amphiterus and Egilocus. From thece 
the atedons palled to 2yrclene, whyche 
was "hal by Chares of Athens, wyth a 

guar⸗ 
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guarriſon of two thouſande Perſtans: but 
when he was not able to endure the ſiege, 
hee pelded vppe the Citle wpth compoſicys 
on to haue theire lyues ſaued, and to vepart 
in ſauegarde vnto Im bros. Daryus dyſpap⸗ 
ryng ot peace, whyche hee hadde pꝛocured 
bothe by hys letters, and Emballadoures, 
gaue hys mynde to aſſemble a newe po⸗ 
wer, and kreſhelp fo renue the war. Ther» 
foze hee commaunded the Captaynes and 
rulers of hys menne to aſemble at Babilon, 
and that 1Beſſus gouernour of the 'Bactri- 
ans, ſhoulde come thither wpth all power 
hee coulde make, Zhe Bactrians'bee the 
moſt hardyeſt people amongſt thoſe nactõs 
bnctuil men, and much abhozring from the 
delicafenes oftheÞecrfims, Foz by reaſon 
that they boꝛder bpon the Sctthians, which 
beea warlykenacton,thep are accuſtomed 
to lyac by theft, and be conterfaunt contys 
nuallp in armes. But Beſſus that was ſuſ⸗ 
pecte of treaſon that hee woulde not be con» 
kente wyth the ſeconde place, put Darpus 
in greate doubt{:Uthoe hauyng an tnkling 
that hee aſpyzed to bee kyng, feared once» 
pe hys treaſon, hauyng noe other waye 
to bꝛyng hys purpoſe to paſſe, Alexander 
wꝛoughte all-the-wapes-heeconlds to ob⸗ 
tepne knoweledge where Darpus was 
btcome, 
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their ſubiecs, in puniſhing with loſſe of life 


diment. They beganne their mines on that 
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become, into what countrep he was gon, 
And yet could not get anp intelligence, by 


reaſon of a cuſtome amogſt the Pecſians, 


which are wont with a marueilous fidelity 
to kepe cloſe their pꝛinces ſecretes;in the vt 
tering wherof nepther feare of deathe,noz 
hope of reward can cauſe them bꝛyng fozth 
a wozd, This was a goodly diſcipline y the 
kinges there had of olde time vſed amongſt 


the laueſnes of p toung, which is ther moꝛe 
greuouſip ee, then any other cryme, 
P02 Herts not in thoſe parts any goodnes 

oked fo2 at any mans hands, that hathnot 
tient of lecretnes. wheraſ nat ure hath ge 
uen a facilitie in man, This was the cauſe 
that Alerander was ignoꝛaunt of al things 
v his enemies did, therefoze continued his 
ſicge befoꝛe G44. Betis was capitain ther, 
who was a mã of a notable fidelitie towar⸗ 
des hys pꝛynce, whyche with a mall guar⸗ 
riſon defended the citie that was of a large 
compaſſe.Uherfoze Alexander perceiuing 
the aduauntage of the Situation, ſet many 
mynes tn hande, Fo2the lyghtnes of the 
grounde made the wazke eaſp, hauing nei ⸗ 
ther rockes noꝛ ſtones to geeue anye impe⸗ 


ſide 
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fide, where they win could not deſtroy the, 
And to auoide the ſuſpection of anpe ſuche 
wooꝛke in hande,cauſed an appꝛoche to bes 
made to the walles wyth towers that hee 
had made of tymbꝛe. But p ground would 
not ſerue fo2 their carying and remoupng, 
by reaſon of the loſenes of the ſande, wher⸗ 
into the wheles ſanke,and was the cauſe Þ 
the ſointes of the towers bꝛake a (under. As 
bout the conuepaunce of them manye were 
burt, and as muche trouble theye had in ws 
dꝛawyng of them, as in ſetting them foz- 
wardes. When hee percepucd hee coulde 
not pꝛeuaple by that meanes, hee rctirev as 
gaine hys men fo2 that time. But thenerte 
daye he enuironed the citte round aboute to 
geene the aſſaulte in cucrye parte at once, 
and befoze he retourned oute of his campe, 
made ſacrifice after hys countrep maner, re⸗ 
gupꝛing the apde of the Goddes. Jt chaun⸗ 
ced as he was ſodoing,that a Rauen flying 
by, let fall a clodde (whiche ſhee carped in 
her clawes) vpon the kinges head, where it 
bꝛake and reſolued in pieces. And the Ka⸗ 
uen flew vnto the next tower, wher her ke⸗ 
thers were ſo entangled with pitche at her 
lyting, that ſheecoulde not flye away, but 
was taken of the ſtanders there . 
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hym ſslfe was not free from the ſuperſtiti⸗ 
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his was thought a matter wozthy whets 
upon the dfutners ſhoulde conſulte, Fo2 he 


on of ſuche thinges. Therefoze Ariſtander | 
to whom he gaue moſte credite , did inter⸗ 
pꝛet the ſame to be a ſigne of the deſtruction 
of that citie, but pet there was ſom pcrilche 
ſaide) appearing towardes the kinges per⸗ 
ſon : Foz whiche cauſe he perſwaded Alex⸗ 
andꝛe that he ſhoulde not go about any en⸗ 
terpuſe that dap. Though pt greeued hym 
muche that one cifye ſhoulde be a ſtape and 
{mpcdiment vnto hym foꝛ his free paſſage 
into Egipt, yet he obeied þ pꝛonoſticatoꝛs 4 
tauſed all his men to retyze, The enempes 
toke tourage of their departure, thinkinge 
feare to haue bene the cauſe why they tame 
not foꝛ wardes, ſayled out of the Citie and 
ſette bpon their tayle, But they were moze 
fierce tn the beginninge of theſkizmiſh, thi 
conſtant in the mainteininge of the ſame, 
Fo2 when they ſawe the Pacedons turne 
about, thep (taped and purſued no further, 
Alexander hearing the alarm, and remem⸗ 
bange nothing the perill that was pꝛophe⸗ 
tied vnto him, at his frendes requeſt put on 
his harneis ( which he was ſeldom atcuſto⸗ 
med to doe) t reſoʒted thether where þ —— 
myUye 
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mich was molt hote, Ther he was knowen 
by a ccrtaine Arabian that was one of Da⸗ 
rius ſouldiours, which toke vpon him a dels 
perate enterpaiſe to kyll Alexander, t there- 
foꝛe making his pzetence to be as a fugitiue 
from the Perſians, kept his ſwoꝛde ſe! 
bnderneth hys targette, and fell downe 
hys knees befoze hym. Who iudginge that 
he had fled to him foz ſuccour, willed him to 
be recepued amonges his owne men. But 
the Arabian therewithal ſtrake at the king 
with his ſwoꝛde, whiche he by a little tcp- 
ping aſide, auoided from his thꝛote, and cut 
of » Arabiãs hand that miſſed of his ſtroke. 
Alexander then iudged that he had cleane 
eſcaped the perill that ſhould haue chanced 
to him that dape,but (as J thinke) deſtinye 
can not be ausſded:fo2 whites he was eger 
to fight amonges the fozinoſte,he was ſtrp⸗ 
ken with an arrowe, which paſed thzough 
his Coꝛſelet, and dyd ſticke in his ſhoulder, 
Phillip his Phiſition did plucke pt out, and 
great aboũdante of bloud did folow, whers 
of euerye man was afraide,foz ſo muche ag 
they neuer ſawe an arrowe paſſe ſo farre 
thzoughe anpe armoure befoze , But he 
neuer chaanged countenaunce noz colour, 


but cauſynge the blonde to be ſtanched 55 
rs 


not ſtreche top height of the tow2es made 
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and his wounde to be w2apt vp, continued 
ſtit in che (kizmiſhe amongeſt the fozmoſte, 
cyther ſuffering oꝛ diſlemblinge hys payne 
and dolour. But when the bloud that was 


tated foꝛ the time b2aſte out againe and the 


wound which foꝛ the newnes greeued him 
not much, beganne to ſwelle and rancle as 
the bloude wared tolde, then he beganne to 
fapnte and fall downe, and was taken vp 
by ſuche as were nert hym, and caried into 
bys tent. Betis that perceiued this, ſuppo⸗ 
ling him to be ſlaine, retired vnto the Citie 
againe with great iope and triumphe. But 
Alexanders wounde beinge pet vnhealcd, 


he cauſed a mount to be caſte vp as high as 


the toppe of the walles, and the walles to 
be caſte downe fn diuers places by the my- 
ners. But they within made a coũtermure 
as highe as the olde walle: pet that coulde 


vpon the mount, ſo that the inner partes of 
p Citie were ſubiect to ſhotte. But a mine 


whereat the wall was ouerthꝛowen, and a 


bꝛeache made wherwith the Macedons did 
enter, was the vtter loſſe of p towne where 
as Alerander pꝛelling on amonges the foz- 
moſte aduenturouſly, had hys legge hurte 


With aſtone, Zhatnotwpthſtandynge, be 
mounted 
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with a iopfull pꝛide, ſapd vnto him: Betys 


of Quintus Curtius Fol. 6 
mounted bp by helpe of hys weapon ( hys 
fozmer wound pet cloſed) : fought amongſt 
the foꝛmoſt, being in a gret furpe, that in the 
ſiege of that one citie, he had reteiued twoo 
lvoitdes, Betis that had fought notablpe, x 
receiued diuers hurtes, was foꝛſakẽ ot hys 
owne men, pct notwithſtanding mapne⸗ 
tatned ſtill the fight, and had al hys armour 
embzued w his owne blond t his enemies. 
But when he was encloſed round aboute, 
then Alexander which was wont fo won- 
der at the vertue of his enemies, pnffed vp 


thou ſhalt not die as thou wouldſt thy ſelf, 
but whatſocuer tozments map be inuented, 
thynke that thou ſhalt ſuffer them. Foz all 
his woꝛdes there appeared in Betis no tos 
ken of feare, but behelde the kyng withan 
arrogant countenance, and would not aun 
ſwer him one woꝛd. Then Alexander ſaid; 
ſee you not how obſtinate hee is to hold his 
peace: he would not kneele, noꝛ once deſirs 
mercy, But groning ſhal bꝛeake his ſilẽce, 
if nothing els can doe it. Thus his foꝛtune 
alteryng hys nature, channged hym into 
ſtraunge maners, and turued his wꝛath in⸗ 
to woodnes. Foꝛ he cauſing coꝛds to be put 
though Betis feete * hee . 
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did dꝛawe him about the citie with hozſes, 
glorping in that he did cofiterfait Achilles 
(of whom hee was deſcended) in afftpcting 
of his enemie. There were ſlaine of p Pers 
ſtans t Arabians ten thouſand, 4 the victo⸗ 
rie was not vnbloudpe to the Matedons. 
Thys ſiege was not ſo famous thozough þ 
nobiliticofthe Citie, as ii was by the dou⸗ 
ble daunger the king was in:-Whiche ma⸗ 
king haſte to pas info Egipt, ſent Amintas 
w ten Gallies into Matedon to leupe moze 
ſonidiours. Foz thoughe hee were alwapes 
victoꝛoure in pꝛoſperous battailes, pet his 
men were diminiſhed, and he truſted not ſo 
muche to the ſouldlours of thoſe countreys 
he had ſubdued, as he did to his owne nact0, 
Egiptians be a people that al waies weare 
offended with thencreaſe of good foztune ol 
the Perſians, who in their gouernement 9- 
uer them, vſed muche pꝛyde t couetouſncs. 
And therefoꝛe ſeking al occaſions to reuolt, 
had receyued Amyntas, whiche came to the 
rather by wap of treatie then by any fozce! 
and now ſpecially at Aleranders comming 
plucked bp their ſpirites 4 aſſembled a.gret 
number to mecte him at Peluſium, wheare 
they iudged he would entre. The ſcuenthe 
day he remoued from C, he came "ne 
18 ace 


plate in Egipt, which nowis called Alexans 


The coiitrep hee had to trauaile thozonghe 
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ders camp,from whence he ſent his armye 
vnto Peluſium by the land wap, and he him⸗ 
ſelfe with a choyſe band of men was cduei⸗ 
cd thither vpon the Rtner ol Nele. The Per 
llans durſt not abide his comming; beepng 
in doubt that the Egiptians would rruolt. 
And therkoꝛe when Alerander dꝛewe nere 
onto Mcmphis, where Aſtacts Darius licu⸗ 
tenant was with a power ol men ol watre, 
he tame ouer the Riner to meete Alexader, 
and pelded him ſelfe; deliuered him. vii. C. 
talents, with al the riches belonging to the 
kyng of Perſie. From Memphis he paſſed vp» 
pon the ſame Riuer vnto the inwarde par⸗ 
tes of Egipt, and ſet a ſtaye and o2derin the 
gouernement of the countrep in ſuche fozt, 
that he chaunged nothing of theire lawes 
and cuſt omes. Which thing once bzoughte 
to paſſe,hee hadde a great deſire to viſit the 

zacle of Jupiter Hammon, But it was 
declared vnto hym that the wap hee had ta 
go was not paſſable with anye great num - 
ber, t ðᷣ thoſe cught to be trimmed, meete to 
fournepe Wout baggage oꝛ muche cartage. 


was ſaid to be std ouer al v barrein fav, 
N. 9. wpicbe 
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which once put in an heate with the ſunne, 


woulde burye their keete in ſuch ſoꝛte, that 
it ſhoulde be intollerable fo2 them to four- 
nep. And had to contend not onely with the 
heate and want of water, but alſo with the, 
rowlynge ſande, whiche was ſo deepe, and 
woulde ſo ſynke vnder theire feete, that pt 
ſhould be great impediment vnto their tra⸗ 
uaile. All which difficulties the Egiptians 
ſette fourth to be greater then they were in 
deede. But Alexander foz the deſpre he had 
to exceede mans eſtate, was ſo feruentlys 
bent to viſpte that famous Oꝛacle of Jupt- 
ter, whom either he belcucd,oz coneted that 
other ſhoulde beleeue to be his father, that 
nothinge coulde ſtape hym in perfozminge 
ok that enterpziſe, Therefoze wpth ſuche as 
he had appointed to accompanye hym in Þ 
lournepe, paſſed by water vppon Nile till 
hee came to the Peare of Meotes. The em⸗ 
baſſadours of the Cirenians came to hym 
thither and bzonght hym pzeſcntes, whom 
he gently entertained, aſſuring them ol his 
frendeſhip. And that doone went fazwards 
in his voyage, The fyꝛſt e the ſecond dapes 
trauaile ſeamed tolerable, not being pet cõe 
ta the barrapne and wilde wildernes, and 


vet þ groũd they paſſed on was but * 
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full and dead earth. But when the plaſnes 
appeared 5 were touered ouer with deepe 
ſand, they then looked and ſought a far of 
with their eies foz the land, euen as men be 
attuſtomed to do whe they ſatle in p maine 
Sea. Fo? they could not iudge them ſelues 
on land, where they neuer ſaw tree noz any 
appearannce ot habitacion oz hauntofme, 
And water there was none to be founde in 
that dzpe and burninge lande, and luche as 
they had bzought with them in bottels vp6 
camelles backes, was conſumed and ſpent, 
Belldes, the ſunne was ſo hotte that it dꝛp⸗ 
ed and burned bp all thinges, Mhen they 
were afflicted after this maner, whether pt 
were by the wyll of god, oꝛ by chaunce, the 
clowdes ſodenlpe oticr whelmed theſkye,x 
ſo ſhadowed them, that it was greate com⸗ 
fo:t toſuch as were fozweried with ß heate, 
thoughe they wanted water to dzink, But 
to ſupplye there lacke therin there fell by £ 
by a great ſhoure, which euery ma (foz the 
great deſpꝛe they had to dzink) gaped to re⸗ 
ceyne with open mouth, Wrlhen they hadde 
traueiled fowere dates in pallinge af theiſe 
wilde deſertes, and were come neere vnto 
the place of þ oꝛacle, there appeared a great 
\warme of Crowes flyinge lowe bekoze the 

B. Ii troupe 
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froupe,and when the hoaſte marched ſolly⸗ 
they ſat downe'vpon the grounde, # ſomes 
time flew fozwards,as thei had ben guides 
to ſhew vnto tharmp the way. At lengthe 
theye came vnto the place conſecrate vnto 
Japiter,where as it was a wonder to ſee in 
the midſt of ſo wilde a deſert ſuch agrounde 
ſo enuironed on al parts with high trees,de 
fending the heat of the ſunne, x ſuch a nũ⸗ 
ber of ſpꝛinges running enery wher: which 
cauſe p woods alwates to loke greene. The 
ayer there al ſeaſons of þ pere is like vnto þ 
ſpꝛing time, holeſome 4 temperate tolyue 
in. This coantrep doth boꝛder with the C⸗ 
thiopes towardes the Caſt, and vppon the 
Arabics that they tall Tyoglodytes vpon the 
Sonth:whoſe countrey ſtretched to the red 
Sea. It confineth with other Cthiopes that 
hee called DHtmnos, Towardes the No2the 
lieth a nation called Naſamons, who inha⸗ 
biting vpon a flatteſhoze,be accuſtomed to 
line on ſpoiles of the ſea,4 Iye alwapes in a 
wayte vpon the coaſt to ſpoile ſach ſhips as 
ſaffer wzccke, The people whiche inhabite 
about the wood, bee called Ammonſans, x 
dwel in cotages ſcattered abzode, The mid 
deſt of their wood cloſed about with a triple 


wall, is vnto them as a Caſtle, In the firſfe 
warde 
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ward is the Pallace of their auncſent kyn! 
ges, in the ſecond their wiues, childzen and 
concubines were lodged, in which place the 
Ozacie of Jupiter is alſo, And the thy2d is 
appointed a plate foz p mt of warre, Ther 
is alſo another wood hautng in the mydſt a 
ſpꝛing called the foũtaine of » Suͤne, which 
in the mozning ts luke warme, in the heate 
of the day it is colde, in euening warme 
againe:ſo þ at midnight it is ſcalding hoat, 
t as it dꝛaweth towards dap, it diminiſheth 
his heat moze and moꝛe : he ſame thyng » 
is woozſhipped foz Tu piter, hathe not the ſi⸗ 
militude oł other Images that craftes men 
do make fo2 goddes, but is verpe like vnta 
the faſhion of a Rauel, haupng in the midſt 
an Cmeraude ſet about with perles. NA hẽ 
any aunſwer is required, the pꝛieſtes carpe 
the ſame in a ſhippe of golde, that hath ma⸗ 
nye plates of ſflncr hangyng on bothe ſy⸗ 
des, The matrones and the virgins fol- 
lowe after ſpngyng a rude ſong after their 
tountrey maner,wherbp they beleue to obs 
tepne of Jupiter to ſhełwe his Ozacle ma⸗ 
nike ſt and true. When Alerader was come 
vnto þ plate, p eldeſt of the pzpeſts which 
came to meete him ſaluted him by þ nac of 
Jupiters ſonne;(oz ſo (hee (aide) his minde 
N. lig. was 
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was that he ſhould be called. U hereuppon 
Alexander foꝛgetting the ſtate ok his moz- 
talitie.ſapd: that he both did receine and ac⸗ 
knowledge the name. Then hee demaüded 
further, if thempire of y whole woꝛld were 
appointed to him by deftinie. her the pꝛo⸗ 
phet pꝛepared befoze to flatery,aunſwered: 
that the whole woꝛlde ſhoulde come bnder 
his obeyſaunce, After that hee demaunded 
whether all ſuche had ſuffered death y mur 
thered his father, The pꝛieſte aunſwered, 
his father could not be harmed by the treaſ6 
of any man, but he ſayd: that all Pbyllyps 
killers were put to death. And one thing be 
added moze:that he ſhould be inuincible til 
ſuch time as he ſhould depart to the godds. 
Thereupon Alexander made ſacrifice, and 
both offred vnto the Jdol, & gaus grete gif- 
tes vnto the pꝛieſtes. Hee lycenſed alſo hys 
frendes that they might conſult of the D2a- 
cle,fo2 ſuch things as they would demaiid, 
Pet they quired no further: ir it were Jus 
piter his wil, that they ſhould wozſhip their 
king with diuers hondurs. To them it was 
aunſwered: that if they honozed their p2ice 
being vicozer as a god, it ſhouſd be accepta- 
ble vnto Jupiter, It hee hadde with iudge⸗ 
ment wayed the Djs accozdpng. to the 
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deritie, he ſhould haue wel percetued the vn 
trueth, that was therin: but whom foztune 
hath bꝛought to beleue in her, ſhee makethe 
them manye times moꝛe deſirous ot glozpe, 
then able to receſue it. Alexander not onlpe 
ſuffered, but alſo tommaundrd him ſelfe to 
be called the ſonne ol Jupiter, and whples 
be went about to encreaſe the fame of hys 
actes, he did corupt x deface chem thozongh 
ſuche vaine titles, Whereby the Pacedons 
accuſtomed to bee gouerned by kinges, but 
pet reſeruing a greater ſhadowy of lpber pe 
then other nacids, did withſtand him moze 
' arrogantly in affecting or his immoztalitp, 
then was either erpedient foz him oz them: 
but theſe things ſhalbe declared in time con 
uenient: Foznow 3 will pꝛoteede in þ reſt 
of his doings, Wt hen Alerader was retur⸗ 
ned from Hammon, and come to the mariſhe 
of Mareotes, ſituate neare vnto the Ille of 
Pharos, vic wed the nature of the plate, and 
was at the firſt determined to vuild a Citie 
within the Jande, But afterwardes con- - 
ſidering the Iſle not to ber large inoughe, 
choſe out the ground where Alexandria is 
now (called by the name of the builder) cõ⸗ 
teining al that ground betwene the Mrare 
and the ſea, the which was in compaſſe — 

the 
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the walles went.terr.furtongs, When hee 
had taken oꝛdꝛe loʒ buildyng of this Citye, 
leuing ſuche behinde him as he had appoin⸗ 
ted foꝛ the perfourmance thereof, departed 
vnto Memphis. He had a deſire (not vnrea⸗ 
ſonable it it had hen in time conuenient) to 
haue viſited both the inward parts ot Egipt, 
$ alſo Ebiopiæ. And the affection hee had to 
bie w antiqaities, and the famous places of 
Memuon and Tyton, had neere dzawen hym 
bepond the boundes of the Sunne. But the 

ares he had in had being of muche moꝛe 
moment then any ſuche idle peregrinacion, 
gaue hym no tyme to fulfill bys phantaſie, 
Therfo:e he appointed Aeſtilus a Rodpan, 
and Peuceſtes a Pace don to p gouernante 
of Egipt, alũigning to the-tiy.thouſand ſoul⸗ 
diers ſoꝛ defence of the regiõ, i gaue Polp⸗ 
men. xxr.Galleis to kepe the mouth of Nile. 
He made Appollonius ruler ot that part of 
Afr ic, white h ioincth vnio Fgipt, i Clcomi 
nes recciuer of the tributs in both coũtreis. 
This new City was ſone repleniſhed with 
a great multitude, fo2 cõmaundement was 
geuen to all the Cities theraboutes, to ſend 
inhabiters vnto Alexadria. It is ſatdy whe 
the king accozding to the Pacedos cuſtome 
bled the ceremony of ſleapyng barly, at the 
making 
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making of the walles, p the birdes came -> 
led ther vpon: which being take of many foꝛ 
an bnlucky tokt᷑: it was aũſwertd by their 
dininers,y there ſhould bee great reſozte of 
ſtraũgers to City, 4 pit ſhould geue no; 
riſhment to manp lãdes. As the king went 
down the Kiner of Nile, Heuoꝛ Parmento 
his ſonne deſirous to folow him, was dzow 
ned:fo2 the veſſcl ſonk þ caried him,becyn 
peſtredw ouer many me. He ſtriued log 
p ſtreme: but his garmets gaue impedimẽt 
to his ſwĩming, ſo þ his bꝛeath was nere gõ 
befoze he could recouer þ ſhoze wherfoz wat 
of ſuccour he died. Whoſe vnfoꝛtunat chace 
Aleraͤder toke grenoufly,as one 5̊ did bearc 
him ſpeclal fanour,x therfoꝛe cauſed his bo⸗ 
dy to be honourablye buried. The deathe of 
Andꝛomachus lieutenaunt of S744, whom 
the Damarptans hadde burned, was en⸗ 
creaſe of Alexanders ſo2owe , foz the re- 
uengement Whcreof hee made al the halle 
hee myghte, and athys commyng into Sx- 
maria, haddethe autours of the ace dely⸗ 
nered into hys handes, whom hee putte to 
deathe , and then placed Pemnon in An- 
dꝛomachus rome. Heedelyuered into the 
Dethintans handes, Ariſtonitus, and Cri- 
lolaus, that had vſurped amongſt 1 

ye 
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they after many greuous tozments dis hag 


ouer their walles. That done he gaue audy 


ence to the Embaſadours of the Athemes, 
the Khodians,and the Stiotes. The Athe⸗ 
nians did gratifye vnto him his vicozp,and 


pꝛiſoners, might be reſtozed to liberty. The 


Bhodians and the Sctotes demaunded aſs 


ſiſtaunce of ſome garriſon:he graunted to 


them al their requeſt2s,and reltozing to the 


Mytelens al their pledges, encreaſed theire 
teritoꝛy and dominlon in reſpect of the fide- 
litie they ſhewed vnto him, and the monepe 
they had employed in the warres. Her gaue 
honour alſo accozding to their deſerupnges 
vnto the kings of Cipres, which reuolted kr 
Darius vnto him, and had aided him wyth 
ſhippes at the ſiege ol 7e. Amphoter? his 
Admiral had tommiſſion to driue the Per» 
ſians out ok the Iſle of crete, but ſpecially Þ 
he ſhould ryd the (cas of the pirates, whych 
troubled and ſpolled al the Iſlands , whiles 
theſe two p2tnces tonuerted thetre powers 
one againſt another. A hen he had geenen 
oꝛder to al theſe thinges, hee did dedycate to 
Hercules at Tyre, à great ſtandyng peece t 
xxr. bowlcs of golde, That done hee ſet hys 


whole minde andcare bp6 * 
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{t to be pꝛaclaimed that cuery man ſhoulde 
ſet fozwardes towards E upbrates, But Da⸗ 
rius vnderſtanding y his enemie was gone 
thꝛaugh Egipt into. Aphrick, ſtode in doubte 
whether he ſhould ſtay about 2eſopotamnra, 
o2 withdzaw into the inward partes of his 
kingdome: judging that he ſhould be hable 
to wozke with thoſe farre nacions in bꝛyn⸗ 
gyng of them fozwards to the warres, that 
his lieutenant ſhould not be able to do. Yet 
when the fame had publiſhed,and he vnder 
ſtode by aſſurcd aduertiſment that Aleran- 
der was retourned out of Eg, and fullye 
reſolued to follow him with all his power 
into what countrep ſo euer he ſhould go:he 
then gaue oꝛder that the foꝛce of all the far 
nations ſhoulde dꝛawe towardes B ilon, 
knowing the ſtoutnes of his cnemy he had 
to matche withall. Thether reſozted bothe. 
Bacdtrians, Scithians, and Jndtans:fo2 the 
power of other countreis were come thither 
befoꝛe. And hauyng the double number of 
men that hee had befoꝛe in Cilicia, pꝛepared 
armoure fo them with diligence, whereof 
manp of them had want. Both the hoꝛſem ẽ 
tthe hoſes were armed w plates of ſteele. 
Duche as beſoze had noe weapons but dar 


tes, had e and bucklers geuen to the 
moze. 
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moꝛe. And to enerraſe p power of bis hozfo 
mẽ᷑, he drltacred many hoꝛſes to be bꝛoken 
amõgſt p footeme. He had ppared alſo. CC 


wagons ſet with hookes, whiche in thoſe 


tountreis were cſtecmcd thinges ofgreate 
fo:ce,t ludged to be of a wonderful terrour 
fo the enemy:they were made w great lg 
pikes ſticking out befoze , 4 with ſwozbes 
ſet ouerfwhart on both ſides, The whcles 
were allo full of Jro pikes rigit fozthe,and 
of great hookcs both vpward 4 downward 
wher with al thing was cut a (ſider Þcame 
in their waye. TU hen his people was thus 
farniſhcd of armour 4 had pꝛouided ſufficy⸗ 
ently foz the wars, he remoued from Babs 
Ion, q keptng p Riuer of 7yere on his right 
hande, & Euphrates on his Icfte hande, ouer⸗ 
ſpꝛed with his army al the plaincs of Neo: 
pot am ia. After that he paſſed I ige, vnder- 
ſtanding that his cnemp was commyng at 
hand firſt ſent Satropaces befoze with a 
thouſad choſen hozſemen, and aftcrwardes 
appointed ſire thouſande to Mazeus to ſfop 


had alſo in tommpſſion to waſte and burne 
al p cofitrey wher he iudged v hys enemies 
ſhoulde coe,thinking to famiſh thẽ foz wit 
of victuals,conſidering p they had no other 

pꝛouiſion 
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pꝛouiſion but ſuch as they got by ranin,+ by 
Tiratthe: thepe them ſeiues baning plentpe 
b:oughte bothe by lande and by the Rpuer 
of Tygre. At lengthe hee tame to a village 
called * bells; whpche was-afterwardes 
famous bp rcaſon of hys ouerthzow, Ther 
hre lefte the chicfe furniture of hys byctu⸗ 
alles, and tarpage, and made ab2idge ouer 
the Rpuer of Licus, and in fpue dapes con 
neyed oucr hys armye, as hee hadde done 
befo2e ouet Euphrates: palling fozwardes 
from thence aboute fower ſcoze kurlonges: 
He came to another Riuer called Brumello, 
and there encamped, The countrep ſerued 
wonderfu) wel foz the arrangynge of hys 
battailes in the large plapnes; paſſable fo: 
hozſes euerpe wheare, and wythoute ſtub- 
bes, oꝛ ſhozte bꝛuſhe to couer the grounde 
wythall, haupng ſo free a p2oſpecte , that 
the eye myghte dyſcerne thynges a greate 
wape of, And if there appeared anpe hyl⸗ 
les within the plapne , Dariuscauſcd the 
ſame to bee taſte done, and the ground to 
bee made ſmoothe. Suche as by toniccture 
made repoꝛt to Alerader of Dartus power, 
could not be credited, foꝛ he could not think 
aſter ſo . llaine * could bea 8 


power 
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power gathered together then hee had be⸗ 
fo2c, But he that neuer doubted anp peryl, 
t muche leſſe the multitude of men. after p 


eleuenth encamping, came to the Npuer of 
Eu phrates, ouer the which he made bꝛidges, 
paſſing ouer his hoꝛſemen, and afterwards 
his fotemen. Foꝛ Mazeus that was ſent as 
gainſt him with ſire thouſand hozſemen to 
let his paſſage, durſt not encounter w him, 
When he had continued there a felo dais, 
not onelpe to reſt his ſouldiours, but alſo to 
confirme theire mindes, and to encourage 
them, he ſet foꝛ wardes ſtautly againſt hys 
enemp, fearpng that they would haue reti⸗ 
red backe into the in ward partes of Pere, 
whether he ſhoulde haue beene enfozced to 
follow by waſte places and deſerts, Ther⸗ 
foꝛe the fowerth day he paſſed by Arbella, 
and came to the Riuer of Tire. Al the coun⸗ 
trep beyond the riuer was on a ſmoke new 
lye ſet onfpcr by Mazeus, who burned ail 
thin ges where he came euen as he had ben 
an enemy. Alexander at the firſt by reaſon 
of the darknes or the ſmoke, ſtaped foꝛ feare 
of embuſhments. But when theye whyche 
were ſent to ſcoure the tountrep repoꝛted 
all thing was cleare, hee appointed a fewe 
hoꝛſemẽ to pꝛoue the paſſage of the 9 


Quintus Curtius. Fol. 75 
who founde the deapenes at the fyꝛſte en⸗ 
trie to come to the hozſe bzeſte , and in the 
myddes ofthe ſtreame to the hozſe neckes. 
There is no riuer in all the eaſte parte of p 
wozlde,that runneth ſo vyolently, whpche 
beſpdes the waters of other ryuers that do 
runne into it, dꝛiueth downe ſfones wyth 
the ſfreame , ſo that of his ſwiftnes it is 
called 7ygre,whiche in the Perſian tongue 
is ſo muche to ſaye as an arrowe. Lhe fofe- 
men therekoꝛe deupded into two bandes, 
holdpng their armonr ouer their heades, 
were encloſed on both ſpdes wyth the hoz(- 
men, and ſo paſſed till they came in þ deape 
of the chanell , withoat any great difficul- 
tpc, The king was the kyꝛſte emonges the 
footemenne that paſſed oner to the further 
ſpde,who wpth his hande (ſeyng his voice 
toulde not be hearde) ſhewed the ſhallowe 
places vnto the ſouldiours. But they hadd 
muche papne to kepe their footing by rea- 
ſon of ſtones, whereupon they ſtumbled, x 
of the bpolence of the water that toke their 
feete awaye. Such as carped burthens on 
their backes had the greateſt trauail, which 
not being able to ſtaye them ſelues by rea⸗ 
ſon of þ trouble of their cariage, were boꝛn 
downe by byolence of the ftreame . And 

A. i. while 
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Whyles enerpe man went about fo reconer 
againe his owne, there fel! greater ſtrife e- 
mongs themſelues, then they had with the 
ftreame, And the heapes of fardels 5 fle- 
ted cuery where vpo the water bare down 
many, The king cryed to them that it was 
ſuſficient to kepe their armour, and let the 
reſt goe, p2omiſpng to recompente euerpe 


man. But thep neither kolowed hys coun⸗ 


ſaile, noꝛ did as he commaunded them. Foz 
beſides the nopſe that was emonges them, 
feare filled their eares as they were ſwim⸗ 
ming t wading thꝛough p water. At l'gth 
where the ſlreame was moſt ſhalowe they 
came foꝛth, there being nothing miſcarped 
oz wantinge emonges them all, ſauyng a 
fewe fardels. Ik their enemies had made 
but a pꝛofer againſt them, they might eaſe⸗ 
ly haue bene put to diſtreſſe. But Alerans 
ders continuall good foztune turned then 
his enemies away from him. With which 
foꝛtune he paſſed the riuer of Granike when 
ſo many thouſandes both of hoꝛſemen and 
footemen kepte the paſſage againſte hym. 
Aiter that ſoꝛt he ouercame the multitude 
of his enemies in the ſtreites of Cilicia. 
Though his boldnes were ſuch, p it ſome⸗ 
time wanted pzaiſe, pet his elicitie euer de⸗ 
Uuered 
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Iinered him out of all extrcame perill py 3t 
Pazcus had donc his parte, 4 ſett vpon the. 
as they were paſſing the Rpuer, he myght 
eaſelp haue put them to diſtreſle, being vn⸗ 
armed 4 out of oꝛder. But after the ate⸗ 
dons had armed them ſelues (being then to⸗ 
late) he began to ſhew him ſelle with a M. 
hoꝛſemen. M hen Alexander perceiued the 
ſmall nõ ber that came againſt him, he cau⸗ 
ſed Ariſton captaine of the Prontans to 
geue a fall charge vpon them. The hozſe- 
me that day notably behaned themlelues, 
butineſpecial Ariſton, which w his ſpeare 
ran Satropaſes þ chief captaine thzough þ 
thꝛote, 1 purſuing him into middes of his. 
troup, thꝛewe him from his hozſe, t cutt ot 
his head, which to his great comendacion, 
he bꝛought t thewe down befoze the king. 
Alexander taried there two days,4 againſe 
the moꝛning cauſed warning to bee geuen 
by pꝛoclamacion foz his ſetting foꝛwardes. 
But in þ firſt watche of y night, the Boone 
ſuffred Eclips, which loſing her bzightnes,- 
after wardes became as redd as bloud, and 
there with wared dimme and darke. The 
ſtrangenes ok this matter did ſtrike a reli⸗ 
gious feare emonges the Pacedons, wher⸗ 
of pꝛoceded ſuche a doubt 4 dꝛead, that they 

| {fs fell 
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fel into a murmure and grudging that they 
ſhoulde be bꝛought foꝛwardes after futh a 
manner againft the will of the Goddes, in⸗ 
to the vttermoſt boũdes of the earth, where 
as they were not hable to paſle the Rtners, 
no2 coulde not entope the accuſtomed vſe of 
the elementes,fpndinge nothing but waſte 
groundes and wylde deſertes: all whyche 
was done (they ſatd)fo2 the ambition of one 
man, ſoꝛ whoſe vaine glozy the blonde ot ſo 
many thouſandes ſhoulde be ſhed, Me del⸗ 
pyſeth (quod they) his tountrey, he hath foz- 
ſaken Philip foz his father, x affected heant 
in his fooliſhe imaginacion. Mhen Alexa 
der perceined the matter to come to a mut⸗ 
tering, he that in all thinges was withonts 
feare, commannded the chtefe rulers and 
capitaines of his men of warre to aſſemble 
at his pauilton, and there tommaunded the 
Aſtronomers of the Egiptians (whom he 
{ndgedto haue moſt vnderſtandinge of the 
Planets )to declare theire opinions. Thep 
vnderſtanding verie well the reuolutions 
ok the time, and theire appointed courſes, 
knewe that the moone dpd euer cclypſe, 


wyen that either ſhe went vnderneathe the 
earth, oꝛ els when her light was blemiſhed 
bp oppoſition of the ſunne, which reaſonne 

conceluen 
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tonteiued amongs them ſelues, they accuſ⸗ 
tomed not to teache the people. But affir- 
med that the Greekes were vnder the re(- 
pect of the Sunne, and the Perſians vnder 
the Moone: and therefoze ſo often as the 
Poone faileth of her light, it ſignifiedgreat 
deſtruction to the nacions vnder that con⸗ 
ftellacion, And toconfpzme that oppinion 
of theirs, they bzought in olde p2clivents of 
the kinges of Perſe, to whome the Eelppſe 
of the Poone had ſignified,that the Goddes 
were againſt them in kyghting of their bat- 
tailes. There is nothinge moze cffectuall 
then ſuperſtycion to gouerne a muliptude, 
whiche of otherwiſe is without rule,madde,t 
mutable. But when they haue once concey- 
ued a religion, though it be but vayne: thep 
be moze obedient to theire diupners, then to 
theire capitaines. Whiche thinge might be 
well perceiued, when the aunſweres of the 
Cgiptians were ſpzead ab;oade amonges 
the people. Foz they ſtreighte wayes were 
remoucd fro their dulnes, and diſpaire, and 
ſturred vp to hope and confidence. Alexan⸗ 
der therefo:e that coulde vſe the tyme, and 
emplape his ſouldiours in their good mode: 
in the ſeconde watche remoued his campe, 


keppnge 77 e on hys righte hande,and the 
| Lig. mountaincs 
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monnfaines which they call Cordeies on his 


left hand. By the ſpꝛing of the daye þ ſcou⸗ 
rers that he ſent befoze to diſtouer, retour 
ned to him with repozte that Darius was 
coming, Then the ſouldiers pꝛepared the 
ſelfes to the fyght, marched fozwardes in 
oꝛder of battaile. But thoſe that diſconcred 
foꝛ the Perſians, were but a P. hozſemen, 
which keping the ſcout a farre of,ſcemed to 
the Patedons to bee a great armpe. The 
ſcourers tomonly haue that pꝛopertie, that 
vbhen they cannot fynd out the trueth, they 
ymagin thꝛough keare things that be falſe, 
When Alexander vnderſtoode the certein⸗ 
tie, he ſent out cowards them a ſmall nom» 
ber ol his own hozſemen: at whole tõming 
they fledd,+ were partlpe ſlaine, 4 partlye 

taken pꝛiſonerg. That done, he ſent hozſe? 
men as well to diſcouer further, as alſo lo 
quench the fpꝛe whiche the Perſians hadde 
made thꝛough all p countrey, Foꝛ as they 
fledd awap, they put fy2e into the roofes of 
their houſes,+ the ſtackes of coꝛne, whiche 
ſoone toke holde aboue, and conſumed all 
tyll it came to the grounde. By extingul⸗ 
ſhing of thoſe fpers, greate plentie ok toꝛne 
was founde, and abundaunce of all other 
thinges enſued emonges the Pacedons. | 


That 
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That was a matter lohich enconraged the 
ſouldiours greatly to purſue their enemies. 
Foz they doubting leſt they ſhould burne e 
conſume all ſuche thinges as myght ſerue 
to their bſe:purſued them with all p ſpeade 
they could make: wiſdome growing ok ne⸗ 
ceſſitie , Foz Mazeus whiche befoze did 
burne the countrep at lea ſure, whe he ſawe 
him ſelfe purſued,fledd awape,and left vn⸗ 
to the Pacedons the maze part vntouched, 
Alexander vnderſtandpnge that Darius 
dꝛewe towardes him, 4 was come within 
an hundꝛed + fyfry kurlonges, made pꝛoui⸗ 
ſion of victuals, : remained folver daics in 
the ſame place, Darius letters were there 
intercepted, whiche he hadde witten to the 
Greekes, in perſwaſton either to kyll oz be⸗ 
tray Alexander , Hee doubted whether he 
ſhould rcepte the ſame letters openip oꝛ no, 
hauyng no miſtruſt of their beneuolence 4 
aftection towardes him. But Parincnio 
diſwaded the putting of any ſuche pꝛomp⸗ 
ſes into the ſouldiers heades, conſiderynge 
that the tommliting of ſuche an acte tonſil⸗ 


ted in one mans hande, ꝛ that coueteuſnes 


iudged neuer any thing vnlawkull. He ko⸗ 
lowed Parmento his counſel, and ſo remo⸗ 


ued hys campe, As they wer marching;one 
Leittf, of 
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of the Eunuches that attended bpõ Darius 
wife bꝛought wozde how ſhee fainted, and 
was in great perill of death. Foꝛ ſhe in ve⸗ 
ry deede was ſo weried w continuall tra- 
ualle ot her tourney s care of mynd, p thee 
fell downe in a (wowne bet wirt her mo- 
ther in law,t her yong daughter, : ſo dyed, 
He had not ſo 6k, tolde the tale, but ano 
ther came with tydings that ſhe was dead 
in deede: whereat Alexander was noleſſe 
ſoowfull,then if his own mother had bene 
in p ſame caſe,t weping no leſſe then Da⸗ 
rius ſhould haue done, repayzed into þ tent 
where Darius mother was ſitting by the 
dead bodye. There his ſozowe — 2 whẽ 
he ſa we her lpe pꝛoſtrate vpon the ground: 
who by the chaunce that pzeſently fell, be⸗ 
ing put in remembꝛaunte of her aduerſitie 
bypaſt, embzaced in his armes Darius tf. 
doughters, a comfozt to her in their mutual 
dolour, but that ſhee was enfozced to com ⸗ 
fozt them. Her young nephew ſtoode in her 
pꝛeſence, the moze to be pitied, becauſe that 
foz his pouth, he pet vnderſtoode not the ca⸗ 
lamitie that was growing towardes hiuu. 
A man would haue iudged that Alexander 
had wept foꝛ his olon cauſe, which lamen⸗ 


ted 4 would receyue no cofozt, but abſtey- 
Fr ned 
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ned from meate, i reſerued all honour to be 
done to the dead cops after þ countrey tuſ⸗ 
tome of p Perſians, Wozthy he was ther⸗ 
bp to receiue the due rewarde of ſuche hys 
mekenes t continency. He had onely ſcene 
her once befoze, which was the dape ol her 
taking, and then came not to viſite her, but 
Darius mother. The ercellẽcp of her beau⸗ 
ty was no pꝛouokement to him of luſt but 
of glozy. Df thole Eunuches that were a⸗ 
bout the Nucene,there was one Ziriotcs, 
whiche during thys mourning + lamenta- 
tion, eſcaped by a gate that was vnwar- 
ded, e fled vnto the Perfianscampe,where 
he was by the watchemen bꝛought to Da⸗ 
ius pꝛeſente. When Darius ſawe him la⸗ 
menting and tearing of his clothes, he was 
ina wonderfull expectacion what hys ſo⸗ 
rowe ſhoulde be, doubting what thyng hee 
might fearemoſt, Thy countenance (quod 
be) declareth that ſome greate miſchiete is 
happened. Take hcede thon conccaleft no⸗ 
thyngfrommy miſerable earcs , J haue 
learned to be vnfoꝛtunate, and it is often 
tymes acomfozte of a mannes calamitie to 


-know his miſhap. Js it not the miſuſing of 
my wife and childꝛen that thou wonldeff 
tell mee: which is the thing J ſuſpect moſt 
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and feare to btter, and (as J beliue) is moꝛe 
greuous bnto them then any kynde of toz⸗ 
ment. Nothing leſſe (qd Tirſotes) The 
ſame honour that was geuen vnto them 
by pour ſubtectes , the like is vſed by hym 
that is bictoꝛer. But pour wife is the cauſe 
of wy amazement , whiche is euen nowe 
dead. When that wozde was once ſpoken, 
there was nothing but lamentacion and 
howling thꝛoughout the campe. And Da⸗ 
rius conide not bee otherwiſe perſwaded 
but that ſhee was flayn, becauſe ſhe would 
not conſent to her miſuſement, and in the 


behemency of his ſozowe,crpyed out. © 2⸗ 
lexander, what ſo great an offence haue J cömit⸗ 
ted againſt thee © whome of thy kynred haue J 
ũlayne, that thou ſhouldeſt requpte mee with thys 
crueltie + Thou haſt done it without anye pꝛo⸗ 
uokement of my yore: But bee it ſo that thou 
doʒeſt moue a tuſt warre 1 mee, vet, is it thy 
parte therefoze to keepe warre wyth women: 

Ty notes thereupon did lweare by y Gods 
immogtall, that there was no kynde of vyl- 
lany done vnto her, but that Alexander las 
mented her death, and wepte no leſſc then 
hee him (clfe woulde haue done , Thoſe 
moꝛdes did dꝛiue him into a further ſuſpiti⸗ 
on and ieloſpe, coniecturing that Alexan- 


ders behauionr therein, had riſen vpon the 
kamilier conuerſacion had betwirxt po 
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Therkoꝛe he auopding all perſons fr6 hym 
ſauing only Tyꝛiotes, and left his weping 
but yet ſobbing foꝛ loꝛo we ſapde vnto hym: 
Thou ſeeſt nowe Tyziotcs , that lyes can 
take no place. Tozmentes ireightwates 
halbe bꝛonght befoze thee, J require thee 
theretoꝛe if any reuerence of thy pꝛinte re- 
maine within thy harte, tell mee wpthout 
compulſion p thynge that J deſpꝛe to know 
and am aſhamed to enquire, Js it poſſible 
being ofthe age that he is, and haupng her 
in his handes, that he ſhonlde not attempt 
her? Zy2iotes offered him ſelfe to be rac? 
ked in tryall of the cauſe, and called the 
Gods to witnes, that (hee was neuer vled 
but chaſtly aud reuerently. At length whe 
he was once perſwaded p his woꝛdes were 
true, hee touered his kace weeping a longe 
ſpace, and after wardes the teares pet diſ- 
tillingdowne his cheekes, vncouered his 


fate, ꝛ holding vp his handes to heauẽ ſaid: 


O you Gods that J doe wozſhip, J requpze you 
ay eſtabliſhe this kingdome vnto my ſelke: 
But if ye haue determined mp ruyne and decaye, 
then mp requeſt is that none may rai gne as kinge 
in my Dominion, but euen he that is ſo iuſt an 
enempe, aud ſo mercyſull a victoꝛour. And ther⸗ 


foze, though he had t wyſe befoꝛe required 
peace at Alexander his handes t pꝛeuailed 


not, but had cdõuerted al his mynd W 
| l 
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the warres: pet he was then ſo ouercome 
with the continency ol his enemy, that hee 
ſent ten of the chicfeſt of his bloud as Em⸗ 
baſſadours to treate with him vpon condt- 
tions of peace, Alexander calling a counſell 
gaue them pꝛeſence, to whome the eldeft 


ſpake in this wile, That Darms hath nowe 
the thyzd tune demaunded peace of you,no power 
bath compcllcd him, but pour iuſtice c continencye 
hath moued him. He ſhoulde not perceiue that ep- 
ther his mother ,wyke oz childzen were putſoners, 
ſauing foz want of their company,you taking care 
of their chaſtities whyche remayne on lyue lyke a 
father. you gyue to them the honour appertap⸗ 
nyng,and ſuiter them to continue in their foꝛmer 
eſtate. I (ce that dolozouſnes in pour face, that 
IF ſawe in Darius when J parted from him, and 
pet he doth monrnefoz his wife, and you fox pour 
enemy. Ind if the care of her burpall had not ben, 
ou had now ſtand in battalle in redynes to kyght. 
git any maruayle therekoꝛe if he require peace 
of ſuche one, that is ſo frendiy diſpoſed towardeg 
hym- What ſhall they neede to contende with ar⸗ 
mes, betwene whome there remayneth no hatred. 
In his foꝛmer treatiſe he offered that the Byuer 
of Ah whych boundeth vpon yd ſhoulde be the 
confynes of pour Empire: but nowe he pzofercth 
pou in Doure wpth hys daughter to be deliuered 
ont of hande all thote countreys that lye betwene 
Vclliſpent und Euphrates , Foz the perfozmaunce of 
whyche hys pꝛomiſe, and foz the obſcrupng of 
peace, Occhus his ſonne, now in pour poſſeſſion 
ſhall be the pledge foꝛ hys parte. ys requeſt ig 
ta haue hys mother and hys two daughters re- 
ſtozed pnto hym , foz whpche thzee pou ſhall - 
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teyue. xxx. thouſande Talentes, Except I knewe

Judge tha auſe that ouermuche is the occaſion of 
muche loſſe. It is moze facil to get many es 
then to keepe a fewe. owe muche moze eaſtlp do 
our handes catche then holde ſtill + The verye 
death of Darius wyke nowe doth ſhewe, that pou 
haue not ſo great occaſion to ſhewe mercy as pou 
had befoze. The Embaſſadours were remo 
ved bnto another place, and he debated in 
tounſell his oppinion. Jt was long befoze 
anp durſt vtter what they thought, betauſe 
they were vncerteine howe the king was 


enclyned. At length Parmento ſpake and 


ſaled: opinion was euer that the pꝛiſoners 
taken at Damaſo ſhould haue bene deliuered to ſuch 
as woulde redeeme them, whereby a great ſumme 
of money myght haue bene made of them, whyche 
now remainm in captiuitie, peſter the handes of 
— ſerupce. Ind now I thinke moſte 
rp of all, thut pou exchaunge foz xxx.tallfts 
of Gotde.this olde woman # the two pong damo⸗ 
— ,whiche be but impedimentes and diſturbance 
wm in pour tournets. Mere ts a rpche realme

the aum. His woꝛdes tyked not the kyng, 
g therfo2e ſo ſoone as Parmenio had made 


an ende of his tale, he made this aunſwere: 


And i? J were Parmenio, J woulde rather de⸗ 
ſire monep then glozy, But nowe leing J am A⸗ 
lexander, J am not in any doubt of pouertie, and 
hauc conſideracton that Jama kyng, æ no mar⸗ 
chaunt. J haue nothyng Wwhereok J wpll make 
ſale, and muche ieſſeſell mp koztune. Ik J were 
in mynde to deliuer the pꝛiloners, it were muche 
better to geue them kreeiy, then to raunſome them 


fox money . Herevpon he called in the Em⸗ 


baſſadours,and anſwered them in this ſozt 
Shcwe pou to Darius that geupng of thankes 
is but waſt to a mannes enempe, and let him not 
thinke, that J haue had anpe reſpect to his frend⸗ 
ſhip in thoſe thinges that J haue doone of mpne 
owne clemency and liberalitie. Noz let hym not 
impute the ſame in any wile towardes him ſelke, 
blit to the inclinacion of myne owe nature, and 
that J contends not againſte mennes catamities, 
but againſt the fozce of inyne enemies. J vle not 
to make warre wpth women and pꝛiſoners, fox 
he muſt be armed, to whom J ſhall ſhewe mp haz 
tred. And though it were ſo in deede, that he men 
ood faith in his peace aſkyng, yet peraduenture 
8 woulde adupſe mee befoze J woulde conſent, 
Vut ſeing that at ſometyme he hath by his letters 
mouoked my ſouldlours to betrap mee, at other 
tymes ſturred vp ny frendes with money to m 
deſtruction; I mult purſue him to the * 3 
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not ag a — 4 enemye, but as one that woꝛ⸗ 
kethhys thingcs by treaſen, It J ſhonlide ac⸗ 
e.condicicns of peace that you do ande 
Den 775 to be victozer, which 
tberally doth geue mee all that is behynde the ry⸗ 
uer of Euphrates, not conſideryng in what place 


Jam nowe vnto pou. Maue pou kozgotten that 
a 


m paſſed the ryuer of Zphrate- , and encamped 
onde the boundes pe pzofer mee in Howze? 
dꝛiue mee from hence that J mape knowe 
ſamo to be pours, Wherewpth pe woulde enteo 
mee. Mee p2ofereth mee hys doughter wyth no 
— libcralitie,then he woulde do to one of his 
eruantes. Dothe he thinke to doe mee a plcaſure 
in preferryng mee to be hys ſonne in lawe bekoze 
azcus:* Go and ſhewe this to pour kyng, that 
bothe the thing he hath loſle, and that he hath pet 
in poſſeſſton , ſhall bee vnto mee rewardes of the 
warre, whyche warre ſhall diſcuſſe the boundes 
of bothe our Empires, and by the toztune of the 
Watttaile wee ſhall ſyght to noꝛo re, appoynt to 
eche of vs our limittes . Let him knowe that J 
came not into / to recepue,but to geue. If hee 
woulde haue bene content to bee ſecounde perſon, 
and not coueted to bee equall wpth me, J would 
peraduenture haue graunted hysg requeſt But 
as tivoe Sunnes cannot ſhyne on the earth at 
once, ſo lpkewyſe two ſuche great kynadomes can 
not bee at one tyme, Wpthout the ſubuerſpon of 
the woꝛlde. Therekoꝛe let hym eyther this dape 
— him cif, oz els pꝛepare againſt the moꝛowes 
ght, noꝛ ict hym not perſwade him ſcifc to haue 
other koꝛtunt, then he hath pꝛoued alrcady. The 


Cmbaſſadcurs replped: that ſeing he was 
reſolued to pꝛocede w warre, he did ropally 


in phe was plaine z did not keede the ow 
wif 
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with hope of peace, There requeſt wag 
thcrefoze that thep might bee diſpatched to 
their Pzince,to warne hym to pzepare him 
ſelke lptewiſe, When they retourned,thep 
bꝛought woꝛd that there was no way, but 
pꝛepare fo; the fyght, Mherekoꝛe Darius 
ſent Mazeus out of hande with chzee thons 
ſand hoꝛſemen to kepe the paſſages, wher- 
by the Paccdons ſhould paſſe, The Alex⸗ 
ander had pcrfourmed the funeralles of 
Darius wpfec, leuing with a ſmall guarp⸗ 
ſon all ſuche as were bnp2ofitable foz the 
kpght, within the ſtrength of his campe,ſett 
fo:wards towardes his enemies. His foot- 
men were deupded into two battailes,em/ 
paled wyth hozſemen on bothe ſides, 4 hys 
cariage went in the mpddes, Hee (cnt Pe- 
dinas with hozſemen vpon the ſpurres, to 
diſcouer where Darius was: Who com⸗ 
ming within the vie we of Pazeus, durſte 
not paſſe any further, but bzought repoꝛte 
that he coulde heare nothing but the noyſe 
of menne, and neipng of hoꝛſes. Pazeus 
likewiſe diſcouered the 4 returned backe to 
Dartus, declaring that his enemies were 
coming: Then Darius whoſe deſy2ze was 
to encounter with his enemies in p plaine 
and open ficldes, commaunded his men ua 
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be armed, 4 deupded them into two parts, 
wherof the one marched on the left hande, 
and the other on the right, In the bactaile 
on þ left hande,a M. ol the Bactrian hozſ⸗ 
men had the firſt place, with the lie nom⸗ 
ber of Dahans, and li. P. Arachoſtans x 
Suſlans, ałter which band of hozſmt there 
folowed. C. hooked wagons, and behynde 
them Beſſus with an other band of vit. . 
Bactrian hoz\men 4 tf. M. Palſagets, The 
footemen of dyners nacions came nerte in 
oꝛder of battaile; not mixed together, but 
eche countretmen by themſelues. Artobar⸗ 
zanes 4 Oꝛpbates had the gouernement ot 
the Perſians , Pardians and Dogdians. 
But their charge was deuyded, 4 Pzſines 
that was come of the vu. Perſians, 4 of the 
bloud of noble kyng Cirus had the rule ot 
the whole, Other nacions folowed, whoſe 
names were ſcarcely knowen co their own ' 
company.Cradatns was the nert, whyche 
haupng alſo fiftye hooked wagons, placed 
a band of Caſpian hozſemen bekoꝛe them, 
and behynde them the Indians x other the 
inhabiters of the redd ſea, rather names ot 
men then good aſſiſfaunce , Thys ſquare 
was empaled with fyfty wagons, vnto the 


which the Pertenarp ſouldiers were toy» 
P. i. ned. 
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ned. After them folowed the men of Arme⸗ 

nye the leſſe, then the Babilonians, and 
next the Belluans with ſuch as inhabit the 
Coſſean mountaines. The Goꝛtuans came 


next, which ſometime folowed the Medias 
out of Euboia: but at thoſe dapcs degenera⸗ 
ted from their cofutreycnftomes, The Phꝛi⸗ 
gians, Cathonians, and Parthians, enclo⸗ 
ſed the taille. This was the battaille on the 
left hand. In the battaile on the right hand 
were the people of the greater Armeni, the 
Caduſians, Capadoſtans, Sirians, t Pedt- 
ans, who had fpfty hooked waggons. The 
ſumme of his whole armpe was . xl v. ꝙ. 
hoꝛſemen, and CC. thouſande footemen. 
hen thep were placed in ozder of bat⸗ 
kalle, they marched foꝛwards ten furlongs, 
and then were tõmaũded to ſtape. M hiles 
the Perſians after that manner tarled fo; 
theire enemies, there fell a ſodaine feare a⸗ 
monges the Pacedons: wherof there appe, 
red no cauſe, pet every man was amaſed, 
t a ſecrete dꝛead entered into theire hartes. 
The lightninge chat fell out of the aper be⸗ 
inge in the ſommer ſeaſon ſemed like ficr, $ 
p flames ſodeinly apearinge, were thought 
to come from Darius campe. Jf Pazeus 
which was ſent to oblerue their comminge,. 

£1 hay 
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hav let bpon them whiles they were in this 
feare, he might haue done them ſome nota⸗ 
ble domage. But he was ſlack to do his ens 
terpꝛiſe, and remained vpon the toppe of an 
hyoll, contented that he was not aſſailed, As 
lexander perteiuinge the terrour that was 
come amonges his menne,made a ſigne foz 
them to ſtape, and gane oꝛder p they ſhould 
bnarme them ſelues, and refreſhe their bo⸗ 
dies: geuing them to vnderſtand that there 
was no cauſe why they ſhould ſo ſodeinipe 
concefue a feare,ſeinge their enemies were 
pet a good diſtaunce from them. At length, 
when he perceined they had reconered theit 
ſpizites, he exhozted them bothe to receyue 
courage, and to put on their armour . But. 
pet he thought nothinge moꝛe crpedient foz 
the caſe pꝛeſent, then to foꝛtifpe his campe 
in the ſame place. The next daye Pazeus 
which had planted himſelfe on a hygh hill, 
krom whence he might behold his enemies 
cãpe, either fo2 feare, oꝛ els becauſe hys cs 
miſſion was but onelp to diſcouer, returned 
againec vnto Darius. Upd his departure þ 
Macedos by + bytoke þ hill w he had fozſa-- 
kt, p ſame beig of maze ſtrẽgth the p plain, 
where they remained befoze,from whence 


they myght beholde their enempes campe. 
P.y And 
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And though the miſte whiche the moyſtye 


hilles did caſte foꝛth, tooke not awap clere⸗ 
lp the vſe of the pꝛoſpect: pet it letted them 
to diſcerne p diuiſion of their enemies bat⸗ 
taples, t their ozder, the multitude of-who 
ouerſpꝛed the fieldes, and the noyſe of ſuch 
a nomber fplled their eares , thoughe they 
were farreof , Then Alexander began to 
reuolue in his heade, and debate with hym 
ſelfe, one whple Parmenios oppinion, and 
another tyme his obone. Foz he was come 
ſo farre foꝛth that he could not retyꝛe except 
he were victoꝛer, without the great deſtruc 
cion ot hys armye. The multitude ok hys 
enempes moued him muche in reſpecte b 
bys ſmall number. Pet on the other parte, 

he remembzed what greate actes he hadde 
done wyth them, and howe many nacions 
he had vanquiſhed, So that hope ſurmonn- 
ting his feare, he thought it moſte daunger 
of all to differ the battaile any lenger, leſt 
deſperacion myght growe emongeſt hys 
menne, and therefoze diſſemblyng the mat⸗ 
ter. cauſed the mercenary hoꝛſemen and p 
Peones to paſſe on befoꝛe, and deuided his 
Phalanr (as it hath bene ſapde befoze ) in- 


to two battayles, and empaled the ſame w 


em on 5 ſides , By that on 
the 
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the myſte auopded, and it began to ware 
cleare, the oꝛder ot their enemps appearing 
manpfeſtlpe. The Macedones then, whe⸗ 
ther it were of courage, 02 fo2 that they 
were impacient to tary anpe lenger, made 
ſuche a ſhoute as menne of warre vſe whe 
they iopne in battaile: the lyke was alſo 
znade by the Perſians, Then the woodes 
and valleis round abount, rebounded with 
the terrible ſounde. The Patedons could 
not abſtepne anye lenger,but woulde haue 
runne foꝛwarde towardes their enempes. 
But Alexander thought it better to fozti- 
ye hys campe vppon that hyll, and ſo com⸗ 
maunded it to bee entrenched about. 
Whyche woozke being ſpecdely perfour- 
med, he entred into his tent, from whence 
he myght beholde the whole armpe of hys 
enempes holke . Then the whole faſhion x 
fourme of the daunger that was at hande, 
was pꝛeſented befo2e his eyes: both hezſe⸗ 
men and footemen gliſtered in their b2ight 
armour, and all thinges were pꝛepared W 
great diligence. He behelde the care of the 
Capitapnes in his enempes campe, hows 
they dyd ryde bp and downe to ſette thin⸗ 
ges in oꝛder. And dyuers thinges whyche 
were but vapne in deede: (as the noyſe of 
P. iij. men 
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men, the neiyng of boꝛſes, and the gliſte⸗ 
ring of their armour) troubled pet p minde 
that was carefull in the erpectacton ofthe 
matter, ZTherfozeEwhether it were that he 
was not fully reſolued in his mpnde, oꝛ els 
to pꝛoue the myndes ol ſuch as were about 


hym, called his frendes to coſalt what was 


belt to doe. Parmento that was the moſte 
erpert man emonges all the Captaines in 


the feates of warre, thought goodnot to gine 
his enempes playne battaile,but rather to ſet vpũ 
them in the dead tyme of the nyght , whereby hee 
thought they might ealely be diſcomfited: ſuppo⸗ 
ling that they emonges whdm there was ſo great 
diuerſitie of cuſtomes and alteracion oflanguage, 
could neuer aſſemble well together, ſpecially whe 
they ſhould bee put ſodaimpe in feare in the nyght 
tyme being a ſleape: whereas in the dape tyme the 
ape of the Scrbians and Battriar wyth their ronghe 
faces, and log heare, beſydes the hugenes of their 
bodies ſhould apeare terrible. Ind argued howe 
fouldiourg were moꝛe moued with vayne cauſeg 
of keare, and ſuch as were of no moment, then v 
ſuch as were iuſt cauſes in deede. He declared alſo 
how their enemies by reaſon of their great multi⸗ 
tude, ſhould be able to encloſe their ſmall number 
round about: and that they ſhould not nowe fight 
in the ſtreightes and narrow paſſages of cilicis, but 
in an open and large plane. They ail in ma⸗ 


ner agreed ta Parmenio his ſaping: and 
Policarpon was of a plaine oppinion, that 


the victozy conſiſted in the point which hee 
| | had 
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had denfſed, The king pbefoꝛe had taunted 
Parmenio moze bitterly then he thought 
good, would not check him againe, but bes 
held Policarpo,4 ſaped: {That vollcie that pou 


uduiſe me,pertaineth to ſtealerg and thecue 


it is their pꝛopertie to woꝛke by lleight + diſceyte. 
J will no moze ſuffer that eythcr Darius abſece, 
thc tnes of thc grounde, oz the ſtealth in the 
night, halbe an —— to my glozp . J am 
plainly determined to haue to doe with him in the 


open daye , 4 had rather repent mee of my me 
then be aſhamed of mp victo le. 5 eſides this it 


to bee conſidered, that the Perſians keepe good 
watch, ſt and armed al waies in a readiacs to re⸗ 
cepue vs, wherof I haue aduerriſement,lo þ they 
cannot be decepaed that wave. Therekozc, there 
doth remayne no moze, but that pou pꝛepare pour 
ſelues to the battaile. NAhen he had by theſe 
woꝛdes put them in a courage, he difmiſſcy 
them from counſell,to refreſh their bodies. 
Darius con iecturing 5 his enemies would 
haue done the ſame thing y Parmento dyd 
perſwade, cauſed the hozſcs to ſtande ready 
bildled þ whole nyght, 2 p moze part ot his 
hoſt to continue armed, kepe good watch. 
His campe ſhone bꝛight w the fyꝛes were 
made, he him (elf with his captaines and 
kinſfo!kcs went about his battailes Þ ſtood 
in oꝛder xin armes making tnuocacton to þ 
Sunne, to Pars, e to the enerlaſting fy:e, 
7 they would inſpire vnto the a foztitode of 
P.titf, mind, - 
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that myght aunſwere to the aunclent glo- 
ry and actes of his pꝛedeceſſours. And ſhe⸗ 
wed if the mynde of man were able to con⸗ 
teiue anye tokens oz ſignes of the Goddes 
fanonr oꝛ alliſtaunce: it was no doubt but 
that they were bent on their ſyde, haupnge 
already ſtriken a ſoddayne feare emonges 
the Pacedons: whiche (he ſaied) might bee 
ſcene by their Manning here and there, by 
the carieng and caſting of their armour, 
And that the Gods which tooke care ofthe 
Perũans Empire, were nowe determined 
to puniſhe thoſe cowardes: Whole Cap⸗ 
tapne (gd he ) being ok no other ſoꝛte then 
the reſt, were like vnto thoſe wpld beaſtes, 
whiche thzough gredines of the pꝛape that 
they do couet, fall into the ſnares that bee 
ſett foꝛ them. The lyke care was emonges 
the Pacedons, Fo2 as thoughtge matter 
choulde haue beene trped that nyght, they 
paſſed it ouer in doubt and keare. Alexan⸗ 
der him ſelfe (that was neuer ſcene in ſuche 
feare befoꝛe that tyme) called foꝛ Ariſtan⸗ 
der to make vowes and pꝛapers: who in a 
whyte garment carying Verbenes in hys 
hanve, with his head coucred , went befoze 
the king,callyng vpon 14piter, Minerud, & 
:icioria, Ulhen he had thus periourmed 
his 
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his ſacrifice accozding to their religion, he 
returned into his Pauilion to reſt p reſidue 
of the nyght. get he coulde neither reſt noz 
ſleape, but continuallye debated with him 
ſelfe which wape he ſhould aſſaple his ene⸗ 
mies. One while he was of oppmion to 
geue his fpꝛſte onſet vpon that battaile of y 
Perſians 5ᷣ hould come on his ryght hand: 
Some time he determined to mete his ene- 
mies in the very front, and other while was 


in doubt whether it were better to ſett firſt 


on their left battaple. At length hys bodye 
became heaup with trauaple of the mpnde, 
and fell into a ſound flcpe, TUhen the daye 
appeared,the Capitaines aſſembled about 
the kyngs Pauilid, to receiue their charge, 
where they ſtoode amazed wyth greater 
filence then they were acuſtomed, Foz they 
could not but wonder that Alerander, who 
was euer wont to call vppon other men, # 
to repꝛoue ſuch as were ſlowe 02 ncgliget, 
not to be then ſturring, when the matter 
was come to the point of the extreme daũ⸗ 
ger, And many were of oppinton that hee 
ſlepte not}, but ſhꝛonke fo2 feare: pet foꝛ all 
that, none of them that were about hys 
perſon durſt attempt to wake him. In the 


meane ſeaſon the tyme paſt awape, and the 
ſouldi⸗ 
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durs might neither put on their armevr, 
noꝛ go in oꝛder of battaile , without com- 
maundment ok their head. When they had 
thus taried a good While, Parmenio gaue 
rommaundement they ſhoutd fall to meate, 
At length when the tyme came, that of ne⸗ 
teſlitie they muſt ſet their battailes, hee en⸗ 
tred into the kinges lodging, and called vp⸗ 
pon him dyuers tymes by his name: but 
when hee coulde not awake him wyth hys 


vopce, he ſtarred him with his hand. It ig 
farfourth day ( qd he) and pour enemies come foz- 
wardes in oꝛder of battaile , and pour ſouldiours 
being pet vnarmed, haue no commaundement ge⸗ 
uen them what they ſhal do. where is that chere⸗ 
fulnes and courage of pours become, which wers 
wont to ſtirre vp other men? Alexander made 
aunſwer vnto him. Think pou that J coulde 
Qicave befozc that J had ridde my ſclfe of the cars 
that letteth me to take mp reſt? and therupon can⸗ 
{d the trompets to blowe to the battatle . Brit 
when Parmenio continued (till m admiracio that 
he in ſuch a tyme could ſleape ſo quictly , It is no 
maruaile (quod Alexander:) when Darius bur⸗ 
ned the countrey, walked the vyllages, and de⸗ 
ſtroped the victualles , I coulde then in no wyle 
de quiet. But nowe what cauſe haue Jof fearc, 
ſeyng he pꝛepareth himſelfe to fyght! Hee hathe 
no we fulfilled ny deſpꝛe : reſoꝛte you where pour 
charge lyeth, and J will ſtreight waies cometo 
&cue o2der emonges pou, and reaſon this matter 
alter warden. Hee vſed ſeldome to take hys 


frendes 
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frendes adulſe when any doubt o2 danger 
was at hand. Whe Parmenio was gone, 
he armed him ſelfe , and came fo2zwardes 
emonges the ſouldiers . They ſeing hym 
looke ſo coeerefullpe as they had not done 
befoze time, conceiued by the boldnes of his 
countenance a certein hope of the victoꝛpe. 
Then he cauſed the trenches of hys camps 
fo be calf down, that the ſouldiours might 
haue free paſſage foꝛth, and ſo did ſett hys 
battailes in oꝛder. The hoꝛſemt which they 
cal Agema, of whom Clitus was capitain, 
were ſet in the wing of his right hand bat⸗ 
taple, to whom he toyned Phtlotas and o⸗ 
ther capitaſnes . The laſt bande ofhoz\me 
was Peleagers, which went next vnto the 
ſquare battaile of kootemen that the Mace⸗ 
dons name Phalanx. After the Phalar fo- 
lowed the Argiraſpides , of who Nycanoz 
pſonne of Parmenio was capitain,Cenos 
with his band was apointed tobe a relief: 

Hozeſtes and Lynceſta came nert in oꝛder, 
and after them Polpcarpon that had the 
rule of the ſkrangers. and Phplagus which 
had the rule of the Balacrons. And this 
was the ozder of Aleranders battaple in 
the ryght warde, whcreof Amintas was 
chieke. In the left battayl Craterus bad ths 
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charge of the Peloponeſtan hoꝛſemenne, 
and with him alſo the bandes of the Achep⸗ 
ans, Locrenſians, and Poleanenſians, and 
the laſte troupes where the hoꝛſemenne of 
Thellalpe, vnder Philip there Capitapne. 
Thus the hoꝛſemen couering the fotemen, 
made the front ot p left battaile. And leſt þ 
enemies thꝛoughe theire multitude ſhoulde 
encloſe the battaile about, he plãted a great 
foꝛce behinde foꝛ the relicfe of that matter, 
t (ct a relief alſo vpõ p winges, not in frot 
with the reſt, but vpõ p ſides, to pᷣ intent 5; ik 
p enemies attepted to compas about p bat⸗ 
tailes, that they ſhoulde be readye to kepe 
them doinge. Thoſe that occupied the pla⸗ 
ces of reiiefe were the Agrians, of whom 
Attalus was capitaine and the archers of 
Crctetopned vnto them, Suche as ſtode in þ 
Hinder partes of the battatlles , were oꝛde⸗ 
red tu turne their faces. from p frontwards, 
becauſe that beynge in a readynes euerpe 
wape, the battailes in euerpe place ſhoulde 
be of lyke foxce, They whiche Code w their 
facescontrarywtiſe were the Llirians, and 
the mercenarye ſouldiers, with p 7hracians 
that were lyghte harnyſed. Theſe his bat 
taples were ſet (0 aptly to be turned cuery 
wape, that ſuche as ſtoode in the hynder 

partes 
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partes toulde not be encloſed aboute , but 
myghte towardes eache parte make theire 
front: Do the front , the klankes, and the 
hynder partes were all or like fozte. T hen 
he hadde ſette hys men in oꝛder after thys 
manner, he gaue commaundement, that vt 
the Perſians ſhoulde put fozwardes vpon 
them their hooked waggons with acrye oz 
noyſe, that then they ſhould open their bat⸗ 
taples and recevue them wyth ſplente, not 
doubtinge but that they ſhoulde paſſe tho- 
20ughe without harme doynge, yr no man 
dyd reſpſte them. But pt they ſhould come 
without anye ſhoute oꝛ clamour, that then 
they them ſelues ſhould make a try to feare 
the hoꝛſe withall, and ſo with ppkes thzuſt 
them in on eucry ſyde. They which had the 
charge of the battailes were commannded 
lo extende thepm ſo muche in bꝛeadthe as 
they myght, leaſt by ſtandynge ouer cloaſe, 
they myghte be enuironed, and pet not to 
firetche them ſo karre oute, to leaue the plas 
tes vopde oꝛ thynne in the middes. The ca- 
riage and the pꝛiſoners (amonges whome 
Darius mother was) were ſette in the top 
ot an hyll, with a (mall guarde about them. 
The charge of the lefte battaile was tom⸗ 


mitted uns Parmento, as was accuſtomed 
befoze 
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befoze tyme , and Alexander him ſelfe was 
in the other. When they were come nearg 
together, one Bion came flying from the 
Perſtan hoſt in all the haſt he coulde make, 
and declared vnfo the king that Dartns 
bad planted Jron galtoppes , where as heg 
thought his hozſcinen ſhould paſſe, and by 
a certeme ſigne ſhewed him the place, be- 
tauſe it might be auoided. Alexander willed 
the fugitiue to be kepte ſafe , and allẽbled 
all his Captaines togeather, declaring the 
matter, and erhozting them to make their 
ſouldiours pꝛiuit to the daunger, foz eſche⸗ 
wing the plate pointed out to them. But al 
that were in ſo great an armpe coulde not 
heare the warning geuen, the nopſe of both 
armics taking awape the vſe of the cares, 
But Alcrander rydinge bet wirt the bat⸗ 
tailes, gaue crho2tacion to the Captaines, 


and to all other that were within hearing. 
Hee declared that there was but one hazarde re⸗ 
mauung to them that had paſſed though ſo many 
countreys inhoape of p victozp, which they wert 
now readye to fightſop. Thereupon ye reduced 
to their memoꝛy the battailes they had fought, at 
the Rpucr of G, in the moimtapnes of c, 
wyth what ſpede they had paſſed ouer both S E 
Egipr,H the rcherſall wherof put them in great hoape 
# pꝛicked them koz wardes to the defp2e of glozye. 
He ſhewed that the Perſians being withdzawen 
acaine from their kor mer flyeng, were now — 
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pelled to fight of neceſſitie, becauſe they could ſtyt 
no further, how that thzee dayes together ama - 
zed fo; feare, they had remained ſtill in one place tþ 
armour on their backes. Df whoſe diſpatre 
ſaped)therecoulde beeno greater argument, 
, thep had ſet on kyꝛe their own countrep, cũõ⸗ 

feſſing all to be their enemies, that they deſlroped 
not. He exhozted tht᷑ not to fcare the eg 
of vnknowen nations: foz it was a ing 
t to the momet matter, wers 
called Sothia 03 Caducian,, Io; that they vn- 
knowen nacions, was the ome token $ they 
were menne of no valure, becauſe ſuch as be 
valiant men could neuer be owe in yy wo11d. 
And cötrary wile, daſterdes whe they come ſozth 
of their dennes, bzing nocuing them but na⸗ 
mes of men, whereas pon (qv he) that be Mace⸗ 
dons haue obtepned by pour vertue # manhode, 
that there is no countrey in the woꝛlde ignozaunt 
of pour actes. He wuled thein to bcholde the cuill 
oꝛder that wag in their enemies hoſte, of whome 
lome had no weapon but a Darte, other a llyng to 

caſt ſtones, # verp fee had ſuch armour as 

dught to haue. So that though there were a great 
number on the other parte: yet ( he ade had 
moe on their ſide that ſhould come tohadeſtripes. 
woulde not require any 


Ind that koꝛ his parte, he 
man to aduenture elke, except he were an en 


fa to to ſhewe valyantnes # coura 
Fehrmomyſa that he houtdebe ſcene woghting 


fozmoſt,kn that ſo manye woũdes 
as he (hould get, oi ey ſom 


oznaments 
tohpo perſon. He ſayde, they them ſelues knewe 
that ho woulde bee no partaker of the praye, but 
hat euer his cuſtome was to beſtowe p rewardes 
of the victozie to their behoue and com moditie. 
His fozmer wooꝛdes he ſhewed to ber ſpoken to 
luch as were mb of courage, but if there were any 
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that were other wie, he had to ſay vnto them:thae 


they Were come to the place from whence they 
coulde not fipe,hauyng left ſo many countreis be⸗ 

hynde them whiche they had paſſed ouer, and ſo 
manye Ruers and Mountames at their backes, 
So that nowe there was no waye to their hoy: 
ſes and countrey, but ſuch as they mult make opẽ 
wyth their owne handes. This was the er⸗ 


hoztacion he gaue vnto the Captapnes, & 
to ſuch of the ſouldiers as ſtoode nert him. 
Darius that was in hys lefte battaple ac» 
companped wpth a chopſe bande of electe 
hoꝛſemen and footemen, deſpiſed the ſmall 
number of his enemies, their battatles ap⸗ 
pearpng to hym thinne and vopde ok men, 
when he ſawe their winges ſtretched ſo 
karre abꝛode. He ſtode therfoze on his Cha⸗ 
riot on high. and turnyng him ſelfe both on 
the right hande and the left, ſpake in thys 


ſoꝛt to ſuche as were about him. wee that 
not long ago were loꝛdes of all the countreys ly⸗ 
eng betwixt H-/l:/p-1 and the Occean ſea, are com⸗ 
pelled nowe to fyght, not foz fame and glozy, but 
koꝛ our ſaueguarde, and our liber tie, which chiek⸗ 
Ip is to be eſteemed. This daye ſhall either eſta⸗ 
bliſhe oꝛ make an end of the greateſt Empire that 
hath bene in anp age. At the ryuer of GH wee 

fought wyth a mall part of our power, when we 
were vanquiſhed in ce, Sir was able to receiue 
vs, and the ryuers of Te and Euphrate Were as 
bulwarkes to defend our 3 INE YER we 
be come to that point, that we haue no place to flye 

to, it we be put to flight. Ill thinges behinde our 


backes are walted with this long warre, — 
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dfties be inhabited noz men left to till the grounds.

ere Lo, vou carye nowe in poure

led to fetche a compaſſe about. Whom wh# 
Darius perceſued,hee turned likewiſe hys 
owne battaile towardes him, willing Bel; 
ſas to appoint the Paſſagetes hoꝛſemen ta 
geue acharge on Alexanders left battalle. 
Bee ſette befoze hym hys hooked wagons, 
which by a ſigne geuen bꝛake out ſodeinlpe 
vppon theire enemies with a full courſe,to 
thintẽt that by their comming vnbewares, 
they might do the greater deſtruction. The 
pikes that weare ſet befoze in the wagons 
deſtroied diuers, and many were tozn a ſũ⸗ 
dꝛe by þ hookes Þ were on both ſides. The 
Matedons gaue not plate tothe by a litle e 
litle, but troubled their array with a main 
flpght. When Pazeus ſawe their diſoꝛzdze, 
hee put them in moze keare, and appointed 
out a thouſand hozſemen to fetche a copaſſe 
about the Macedons battails to ſpoile their 
tariage, ſuppoſing that the pꝛiſoners which 
were there kept, would bzeake their bands 
when they ſhould ſee their owne nacion ap⸗ 
2oche. Parmenio whiche was in the lefte 
ing perteiued this matter wel, and there⸗ 
foze ſent by and by Polidamus vnto Alera- 
der to ſhew him the daunger,4 knolve hys 


pleaſure what hee would haue done. "= ht 
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armenio, pf

—— the Perſians were entered amongſt 
the cartages,and had ſlaine diners p weare

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not ſturre no: attempt foztune. Fo? ſuch as 
dyd beholde her, coulde not perteiue, which 
way ſhe was enclined. In the meane ſeaſõ 
Amintas, that was maiſter ot the hozſe to 
Alexander, came wpthe a fewe bandes of 
hoꝛſemen to ſuccoure the cariages, but vn- 
certain it was whither he did it of his own 
beadde, o2 by the kinges appoyntment. He 
was not able to endure the fozce of the Ca⸗ 
duſtans # Scithians. fo2 ſcarcelpe attemp- 
tinge the ſkirmiſhe, he was dꝛiuen backe, 
fled againe vnto Alexander, being rather a 
witnes of the loſſe of the cariage, then a rel⸗ 
tcuer ofthe ſame, The gzief that Alexander 
tonceiued of this matter ouertame the pur⸗ 
poſe he toke befoꝛe, and feared not without 
cauſe left the ſouldiers thꝛough the carefnl- 
nes to reconer theire owne,might leaue the 
fyght,and refozt toward their baggage! ha 
ſent therefoze Aretes capitaine of the ſpere⸗ 
men 5 weare named Sariſſopherñ againſte 
the Scithes, By this time the hooked wag 
gons, which had ſomWwhat troubled the foꝛ⸗ 
kront, were come within the ſquare(whiche 
the Pacedons tall Phalanx) pet the ſouldi⸗ 
ers neuer ſhꝛonke at the matter, but recey- 
ned them into the middes of their battayle, 
where as iopninge them lelues cloſe _— 
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ther, they ſtode lyke a wall on bothe ſpdes 
thꝛuſting their pikes into the bo wels of the 
boꝛſes and ran about the waggons, thꝛow⸗ 
yng dolune ſuch as ſtode in them at deffce. 
The whole battaile was entangled and 
troubled with the ruine and killinge ol the 
hoꝛſes with ſuche as goderned them. They 

tould not rule their hozfes when they were 
once galled and hurte: whiche with muche 
leaping and ſtrugling; not only bꝛake oute 
ol their trate, but alſo ouerthꝛewe the wag⸗ 
gons, dꝛa wing at their tailes the men that 
were ſlayne, neither beinge able to ſtande 
ſtil fo2 the feare they were in, noz yet ga fo2- 
wardes beinge lo faint of theire woundes. 
Pet a fewe of them paſſed thꝛough the bat⸗ 
taile, whereby ſuche as the waggons-dyn 
lyte vpon , were miſerablye ſlaine, liynge 
vpon the ground with their memberscutte 
in ſundꝛe. Pet becauſe $ thꝛough pgreene? 
neſſe of their woundes they felt lutle pain, 
they kepte their weapons ſtyll, not withſtã⸗ 
ding they were maimed 4 without ſtregth, 
till ſuche time as by continuall bleadinge, 
they ſonke downe dead. Aretes in ÿ meane 
tyme had ſlaine the capitaine of the Scithi⸗ 
ans that were ſpoilinge of the cariages, : 
e the back. But ſtreight way came p 
Nite. Bactrians 
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Bacrians by Darius ſending, 4 tourned 
foztune of the field againe, Wanp Pacedds 
were llaine at the fpꝛſt encounter,but moꝛe 
fled vnto Alexader, The the Perſias made 
ſuche a houte as men are wonte to do that 
win their vico!y, t fiercely aſlapled their e⸗ 
nemies, thinking y they had in encry pl 
bene put to flight, Mhẽ Alexander perceys 
ued his men ſhzink, to begin to kaint, geue 
ground, he rebuked ſuch as he ſaw afraide, 
t encouraged manpe 5 withd2zewve from the 
fight: ſo that hee alone reſtoꝛed the battalle 
againe. Uhen he had put them in harte, he 
requſꝛed them to pzeſſe fo: wardes, 4 goon 
freely againſt their enemies, Alerader per⸗ 
tejuinge p the Bactrians were departed to 
the defeatinge of the cariages,t by their go⸗ 
inge had left the right hand battaile ol Da⸗ 
rius thinne 4 naked, he bent his fozce who- 
lp that wap, and there made a wonderfull 
ſlaughter and deſtruccion of his enemies, 
which by reaſõ of their loſe arap, were not 
able to withſtand him. The Perllãs in the 
left winge ſeing this thing, were in hope to 
haue encloſed Alexander about, 4 came fo2- 
wardes fo ſet bpon his backe part, wherby 
great daunger had enſued to him being en⸗ 
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hadnotputthcire ſpurres to theire hozſes,/# 
geuen arharge to their enemies, that were 
enutroninge the kinge abonte, and ſo com⸗ 
pelled the Perſlans to tourne their faces as 
gaine towardes them. The battailles thus 
were ſoze trauailed on both ſydes. Aleraver 
had his enemies bothe befoze and behynds, 
and hys enempes that came on hys backs 
were ſoꝛe oppꝛeſſed by the Agrians. The 
Bactrians alſo that had ſpopled the caria⸗ 
ges, were ercluded from their own compa⸗ 
nye, and coulde not recou ex theire place ay 
gaine. Thus the battailles were deulded in 
diners partes, and fought one againſt ano⸗ 
ther as their chaunce fell. The two kinges, 
that fopned their battailes harde one to an- 
other, renued againe the fight. There were 
moſte of the Perſtans ſlayne, but the num⸗ 
ber of the wounded were like on both ſides, 
Darius dyd ryde in a chariot, and Alcran- 
der vppon an hoꝛſe. They bothe hadde a 
chopfe bande aboute theim, whyche were 
careles of theire olone lyues. Fo2pf thepre 
kinges ſhould miſcarp, neither they coulde 
be ſaufe, noꝛ pet deſire to liue. TU herfoze e⸗ 
nery of the thought it a noble thing to a uẽ⸗ 
ture thẽ ſelues befoze 5ᷣ face of their pzince, 
( the p coueted molt to defed nnn. 

moſte 
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in moſt perill,foz eche man deſired p honoz 
to kil þ kig on his cõtrarp part. Ther(whg 
ther it were an imaginacion of the eyes, oꝛ 
a thing done in deede ) ſuche as were about 
Alerander, beleued that they ſaw an Egle 
klickring aboue hished, which neither fered 
with claſhyng of the harneis,nozby trying 
of them that were dying, hong ftill in the 
apꝛe a litle aboue him. Then Ariſtandet 
whiche ware a white garment and tarped 
lawrell in his hand, che wed this thing vnto 
the ſouldiers being buſpe in fighting, as a 
certain token of victory. That thyng cauſed 
the whi.h befoze were in ſome doubt, chert 
fully t W great cofidence,to aſlaxle their e⸗ 
nemies . The fight cõtmued aftcr this ſozt, 
vntil the time p he was ſlaine, which goner 
ned the hoꝛſe v dꝛew Darius chariot. Then 
neither the Perſians noꝛ Macedons doub- 
fed but that Darius had ben ſlaine. And the 
Perſtans vppon that imaginacion made a 
barbarous noyſe, and a ſoꝛo włul howling, 
wher with thepe ſoꝛe troubled and aſtonyed 


theire whole hoaſt, that were pet fightpng 
with equall vigozy, Darius kynſmen and 
the Squyers fo1 his bodye that were on his 
lett hand, left him and fledde awape wyth 
his de⸗ 

fence 


a maine flight:but ſuche as ſtoode in 
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ſente on his right hand, cdueped him into p 
hart of the battaile. It was ſapde that Das 
rius dꝛe we oute his ſwozde and was deter⸗ 
myned dpuers tymes to kyll him ſelke, ra⸗ 
ther then to ſuſtaine the ſhame of flying a⸗ 
wape. But when hee ſawe as he fate aloff 
on his Chariot, that a great part of hys ar⸗ 
my remained pet fightig, he was aſhamed 
to leaue them in ſuche ſozte. And whiles he 
thus wauered in his oppinton bet wirt hope 
and diſpatre, the Perſians by litle and lytle 
gaue ground, and ſhzonke from their o2der! 
Alerander that had tired many hoꝛſes, dyd 
at that inſtant chaunge a newe and ſkrake 
at the fates of them that made reſiſtaunce. 
Ther was none thẽ made reſiſtance any 
lenger, but a manifeſt ſlaughter fell on the 
Perſians,and Darius turned his Chariot 
to flyt awaye, The atedos purſued hard 
after them that fledde, and the duſty flewe 
bp to the ſkye, toke alwaye theire p2oſpect, 
ſo 5 they waderedas it had ben in darknes, 
t euer dꝛew together when they harde any 
volte that they kne we. Onely the ratlyn 
and noyſe of the Chartot was a token for 
Pacedons to follow after. As foztume was 
pꝛoſperous to the Matedons on this part, . 


W theire enemies: ſo on the 
other 


other ſide wher 
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Parmenio in the left wing 
entountred with the Perſians, they had the 
better, and the Pacedons the woꝛſe. Paze⸗ 
us with his whole band gaue a char ge, and 
put the hoꝛſemen that ſtoode in the wynges 
to a ſoꝛe diſtteſte. And thereupon by reaſon 
bee abounded with multitude, began to en⸗ 
cloſe the footemen about. Then Parmenio 
ſent maoꝛde to Alexander in what daunger 
they were in, which he ſignified to be ſuch, 
that except they had ſuctoure in time, theye 
could not reſiſt, but be enfozced to fly away, 
Alexander was gone far in the thaſe, when 
thts ſoꝛowefull meſlage was bꝛought him, 
V herckoꝛe he commannded the hozſeme to 


ſtap, and chafed wonderfully that the victo⸗ 


rpg ſhoulde thus be taken out of his hands, 
and that Darius had better foztune in klp⸗ 
ing, then he in his folowyng. In the meane 
ſeaſon the fame ol Daring onerthzow lvas 
bought vato Pazeus. Wherfoze, thoughe 
hee had the bpper hand, pet hee was ſtrpken 
with ſuch feare of hys fellowes miſfaztune 
that he made a ſlacke purſute vpon their e- 
nemies. Parmenio was 4gnozaunt of the 
cauſc whye the fight did (lacke ſo willing⸗ 
ly of their parte, but boldely vſpng the oc- 
caſſon of the vidozy.called the Tbellalpen 
hozlemen 
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hozſemen vnto him and ſapd: See pou net 
how our enemies that euen nowe gaue vs 
a fierce onſet, be ſodainly afraide, and with 
d2awthem ſelues ! 3 ſee the foztume ot cure 
king doth geue vs the victozy. All the ſielde 
is ſtrowen with the Perſians, ß be ſlapne. 
Thy do pou therfo2 ſtay-are pou not good 
enough foz men that be flyingz They ſawe 
his wooꝛds had an appearance of a trueth, 
and therfoze by and by thep tooke conrage, 
and putting their ſpurres to the hozſe,gaus 
a fall charge vpon their ene mies, who rety- 
red not by litle and litle, but marched away 
a great pace. And they wanted nothyng of 
flping, ſauing that they had not pet directly 
turned theire backes: pet fo; all that, in ſg 
much as Parmenio knewe not what was 
become of the king, noz of his battail,ſtaied 
and would not pur ſue after them. Mazeus 
hauing leaſure geuen him toflye at hys ly⸗ 
ber tie, paſſed the Riner ol T ige, not þ next 
wap, but by a further c6pas about w moze 
ſuertie, and recouered the Citye of Babilon, 
wyth the remapnes of that vanquiſhed ar- 
mye. In the meane ſeaſon Darius wpth a 
fewe that accompanyed hym in hys filping 
tame to the Ryuer of Lias, wheare paſ- 


eng oner, hee ltoode in doubt whether hee 
| choulde

ſhoulde bꝛeake the bzydge 02 no. Fo it was 
ſhewed him that his enemies were at had, 
But cõſidering how many thoulãds of his 
men by the bꝛeakyng thereof ſhaulde bee a 
pꝛape to his enemies, he left the bꝛydge ſtã⸗ 
ding, and at his departure, ſayd:that he had 
rather open the wape to them that purſned 
them, then to ſhut it againſt them that tled 
after hym. But Darius left not his flying 
till hee came to Arbella, where hee arriued 
about midnight,UW ho is able to coceine in 
his minde, oz erpzeſſe in woꝛdes the manp⸗ 
tolde chaunces in this diſcofiture,p ſlaugb⸗ 
ter that fell bothe vpon capteines & ſouldp⸗ 
ers, the chaſing of them that were putte to 
flyght,and the deſtructio in particular and 
general: Foʒtune heaped together that ons 
day the chaunces of a whole world. Some 
tooke the way that came nert to hand, ano⸗ 
ther ſoꝛt fled vnto the woods, c ſought oute 
bypathes to eſcape ſuche as hadde them in 
the chaſe. There was a confuſion of hozſe- 
men and footemen mired together without 
any head, the armed with p vnarmed, and 
the whole with the hurt. At length the cõ⸗ 
paſſion that one had of another was turned 
into feare, they that could not fololo, were 
lekt be wailing them ſelues one to * 
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But at thirlte chieflye afflicted dibe wolined P 
weried, which lap along every wher in tho 
wais woher ani water was, gaſping after it 
w opẽ mouth. And whe foz greedines they 
had gulled in the troubled water, they bega 
to ſwell, when the mudde once entered into 
their entraples. And being thus not in caſe 
to moue, the enemy tame 4 ſtur red them vp 
with new woundes. Some, when the bꝛoo⸗ 


kes neare hande weare taken vp by other, 


ſonght out foz ſpꝛings in euerp ſecret place. 
No2 there was no puddle ſo dzye no2 ſo far 
out of the wap, that could be hidden from ỹ 
thirſte of them that ſearched them out, The 
olde men and women were heard howling 
and crying in al the villages neare p waye 
ſpde, howe Darius was yet their king. Aler 
ander (as it hath bene ſaid befoze)purſuing 
the chaſe was come to the Kiuer of Licus, 
wheare as the multitude of theflyers was 
greater then coulde paſſe the bꝛidge. So 5 
many, when theire enemies purſued them, 
leapt into the water, there laden w theire 
armour, and werped with fyghting 4 fly- 
ing, were conſumed with the ſtreame. But 
within a while neyther the bzidge, noꝛ the 
Rypuer were able to receine the thꝛong that 


continually encreaſed by theire bndilcreete 
klping. 
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flying. Foꝛ when feare was once entered 
into their harts, they doubted only p which 
put them firſt in fere. The Pacedds wert 
egre in the purſate of their enemies,2 requf 
red Alerander that he would not ſuffcr his 
enemies to eſcape free away.15ut he to ſtay 
them, alleged that their weapons were dul- 
led, their haͤds weried, their bodies faynt w 
long purſute, and the night beſides faſt ap⸗ 
pꝛoching on. But in berpe deede the care el 
his other bat tail, which he thought to be pet 
fighting, cauſed him to retonrne to the ſuc⸗ 
coz. e had not ſo ſone turned his eſignes, 
but that certaſne hoꝛſemen bzonghte hym 
wooꝛde from Parmento,that hee likewyſe 
had put his enemies to flight, Vee was not 
in ſo great a daunger al that dap, as when 
he was cõming towards his cap. Foz there 
were but fewe that folowed him, and theye 
were out of oꝛder, as men that reiopſing of 
the victozp,fudged all their enemies either 
to bee fledde oz ſlapne in the field, Sodains 
lye there appeared a band of Perſian hozſe⸗ 
men tommyng agaynſte them, whyche at 
the fy2ite ſtayed, but afterwardes percey- 
uvng the ſmall number of the Macedons, 
gaue a charge vppon them. The king rode 
fo;zmoſte, rather dillimulpng then deſpy 
| ſing the 
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fing the perill he was in · but his perpetuall 
felicity neuer failed him in ertremities. oi 
at the firſt entountre he ſtrake the captapne 
of the perſians, who in egernes of the fpght 
vnaduiledly tame againſte him, thꝛough w 
a ſpeare. hen he w that blowe was ſtri⸗ 
ken to the ground, Alexander flow the nert 
vnto him with the ſame Kaff,t after,diuors 
other. Mhen his company ſawe their ene⸗ 
mies amaſed with theye bzake 
ppon ch<#,4 thzew manyto þ earth; 
foz their parts were not vnreuenged, faz 
whole battaile did not ſo earneſtly fight, as 
that mall band aſebled ſo by chaunce. But 
at iength-when they ſaſwe flping in ö darke 
ta be moꝛe ſuertꝝ vnto them then figheyng. 
they ſhocked away in diuers companies. As 
lexander hauing eſcaped this extra ozdings 
ry perill, bꝛought his men in ſauegard bn» 
to his campe, There were ſlaine of the qe 
Lans, which came to the knowledge of the 
that had the bictoꝛp. xl. M. t of the Pacedds 
leſſe then. ect. which victozy Alexander wã 
moꝛe by his owne vertue, then by anye foz- 
tune: with hardines t courage, moze then 
though any aduantage of the ground. Fog 
be both oꝛdered his battailes politikely,and 
fought mantully. Mi great wiſedom he 
O. l. conteme 
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contemned ß loſſe ot the baggage, cõ ſiderig 
the weight ol che Whole matter to conſiſt in 
the battalle it felfe;/*TWhiles the loꝛtune of 
the feld was pet doubtful, he vſed hpmſeſfs 
as aſſured of þ victoꝛp. And whe he had put 
dis enemies in keare, he cefſednot iel he had 
let thẽ lying + that whiche ſearceipean bes 
veleued, in y fiercenes of courage, he purſu 
ed in the chaſe moꝛe wiſely the gredely. Foz 
ir hee ſhoulde haue followed on ſtil, parte of 
his power yet fighting in p field, he ſhoulds 
epther haue lofi the battaile thoꝛoughe hys 
one kaute, oꝛ cls haus wonne the vittoꝛpe 
though the pꝛo wos ok other men. P27 (fas 
tor he had gotten the victo2y;he had ſhewed 
him ſelle afraive ol the hoꝛſemen vhe mette 
he mulk either haue ſhamefully fled, oꝛ haus 
den miſcrablye llaine. No2 his Captaynes 
were nat fs be defrauded ol their commens 
dation: foꝛ he woundes that theye dyd re⸗ 
reiue, were tokẽs of their manhode. Ephel⸗ 
tions arme was wounded W a ſpeare: Per⸗ 
dicas, Cenos, and Penidas w ſhot of tits 
'rows were nere ſlaine. And if we wil geue 
a true fudgementof the Matedons, 3 were 
thert ne niuſt confelfe that he was a king 
wo ꝛthy ſuche miniſters,and thep mae 
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The fyfthe booke of Quintus 
Curtius, of the actes of Alexander 
the great, kyng of Macedon. 
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Imcane ſcaſcn both in Greece 
By 1/ir16,and 7.brace,by-the aps 
yopnement and commyſſion of Alexander, 
in oꝛder as theye kel: the matters bf A 
ſhdulde fhoreby bos interrupted , whiche Þ 
thought moſt tonuenient io put whollptos 
gether ; untilr the death ol Dartus,and then 
fo lopne them in this wooꝛke, as they agrte 
with the tyme. J will firſte ſpeake "thee thoſe 
thyngs that enſued alter the bactatl at 4 
bella; where Darius arrpued aboute myd⸗ 
nyght. And as it chaunſed, the moze parte 
of his frendes, and ok all other that weare 
eſcaped from the ſielde, were come thither, 
Heecalled them all together, and ſpake to 


them in this effect: That he doubted 4 


lerandez and hys menne, With greedyr 
fire fax. the aboundaunce ot᷑ that * — 
dynes foz them, wolude pelle ſuche Cities * 
countreps of his, as werte moſt notable # 
ok riches: Whiche thing he ſapde) — 
eſtate, could not but tourne at length to his auaile.

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tozions: is ozation ſeemed to al men to be 
fall of deſperatyon. Fo2 they ſawe thercby 
that the riche titie of Babilon ſhoulde be ge⸗ 
nen vp vnto the Macedons , and Sz ſhozt 
Ipe after, with all other oznamentes of the 
realm? that wearo cauſe of the warre. But 
bee p2occeded in perſwadyng them, hows 
that menne in aduerſitie ought not do thin 
ges that ſhoulde ſeeme goodly in the ſpea⸗ 
kyng but neteſſarp in the experience: That 
watres weare made wyth Iron, and not 
with golde, with menne, and not with the 
walles of Cities, foꝛ all thinges follow the 
that bor armed and in ſtrength. Be ſhewed 
that hys auncetozs were afflicted after this 
maner in the begynning,and pet retouered 
againe quickly their foʒmer eſtate. After he 
had ſpoken theſe woꝛds, either foz that ther 


thereby encouraged, az els that they rather

do the lyke. Foz that canſe he reteiued both

= id yet gaue os fo his menne;that theye 
ſhould 
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Gould enter into the citie in ſuche arape of 
battaile as it they ſhould fight, A great nũ⸗ 
ber of the Babilonians ſoode vpon p wal⸗ 
les, deftrous to heholde hym that was their 
new king. But the moꝛe part went ſo:th to 
meete him. Bagiſtines that was captayns 
of the Caſtle, and keper of the kinges trea⸗ 
ſure becauſe he would ſhewe hymſelk to be 
noe leſſe aſfectionate towardes Alexander 
then Pazeus was, ſtrowed all the wayes 
where he thould paſſe, with flowers e gar⸗ 
lands, and ſet aulters of ſiluer on both ſides 
wu frakenſence burning vpon the ſame, 
and all other kinde of ſweet odaurs. erte 
vnto hym came flockes of beaſtes, greate 
numbers of hozſes with Lions, and Jars 
da;tcs carted.in tages, whiche bee bzonghte 
as pꝛeſents to geue bnto Alexander. And 
after them the Magies, ſingyng actoꝛdynge 
to their countrep maner. The Cælacis wet 
next weth theire diuiners and pꝛaphetes, 
and thenne the muſicians wyth their kyn⸗ 
des of inſtrumentes: whoſe pꝛopertp was 
to ſyng the pꝛapſes of kinges, and the Cal⸗ 
deis vſed to declare the mocions of the plas 
nettes, wythe the courſe and renolucyon 
of the tyme, Laſte in aꝛder came the Ba⸗ 
bylo3yan hozſemen , mhoſe ſumptuous

with a kinde of pitche called Bitumen. And

farniture,bothefoz them ſelues and theyrt 
hozſes,tended moze to boluptuouſnes and 
delitatie, then to any magntficence. Alexũ⸗ 
der that was encloſed aboute withe armed 
men willed that the Babilonians ſhoulde 
come behynde hys foote men, and he riding 
alofte in hys charpot entered into the citie, 
and after wardes into the palate, where the 
next dape he ſurueped Darius treaſure and 
riches. The beautpe and pleaſauntnes of 
that cytie, gaue iuſte occaſpon to Alexander 
and ſuche as were withe hym to wounder 
muche bpon pt. Semiramis was the butl- 
der thereof, and acco;dynge to ſome mens 
opinion Belus, whoſe palace is to be ſeent 
i thee , The walles bee made of bziche ſette 


they be. rxxij. foote in bꝛeadthe, ſo that two 
cartes mape eaſelpe go vpon them a front. 
They be in height. C. cubits, the towers 
be.r.foote higher then p reſt of the walles. 
The compalle of them about is CC Clxviij 
furlonges,bepnge buylded (as yt is leftetn 
memoppe) tn lo manye dayes, The houſes 
ſtand p bzeadthof an arre diſtaunt from the 
walles, not builded though out þ citie, but 
onelp by þ ſpace ot᷑.lxxx.i x.furlonges, and 
thoſe not wo neare one to another, but 


fo: 
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fo: ſome cſiveraci6 deuided a ſonder. The 
reſt of the ground is ſowed 1 tilled, to thins 
tent that ik any fozein power come ag ainſte 
them, they ſhould be able to be releaued by 
p fruite thereofcominge, The riner of Eu· 
phrates doth run thozough the middes of the 
citie, i is kept in on both ſpdes with walles 
of a wonderful wozkmanſhip, But p great 
taues made of bꝛick x ſet with pitch in ſtead 
of moztar,wzought lowe within the groũd 
to receiue p violence of þ ſtreame, do excede 
all the reft of the wozkes there made:foz ex⸗ 
cept y ſame were of quantitie 4 largenes to 
recetue p water when þ ſtreame floweth os 
uer þ bankes 5̊ be made to kope it in, þ vio⸗ 
lence thereof ſhould beare downe p houſes 
of the citie, There is alſo oner that riuer a 
ſtone bꝛidge which loyneth both partes of 

titie togethers counted amonges the m 
neilos wozkes of þ Oꝛient. Foꝛ by reaſs 
that Eu phrates is ſo ful of mudde and owſe, 
groũde can ſcarcely there be founde to lay 
foundation vpon, ⁊ the ſtreame beſides cal⸗ 
teth vp ſuch heapes of ſand againſt þ bꝛige, 
that it is an impediment fo2 the water frely 
to paſſe, and therfoze beareth vpon yp bꝛige 
with greater foꝛte, then if it had his free re⸗ 
courſe, There is alſo a caſtle that is. rr. fur⸗ 
longes 


o 
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longs about, the towers wherof be. xrr.fote 
deepe within the ground, and. iin. ſcoꝛe fote 
in height aboue the ground, Ther alio the 
wonders are to be ſene, ſo often mencioned 
in the Greeke poeſies. Foꝛ in the ſame bee 
whole groaues of trees ſet bye wonderfull 
art aboue the ground, ſo high as the toppes 
of the towers, ohich be marueilous beutp⸗ 
ſull and pleaſaunt thꝛough their height and 
ſhadowe p they make, The whole weights 
of them is ſuſteined and bozne by huge pil⸗ 
lers made of ſtõe, vpõ which ther is a flos:e 
of (quare ſtone, that bothe vpholdethe the 
carth that lpeth deepe vpon the pillers, and 
alſo the humour wherewith it is watercd, 
The trees that grow therupon bee of eight 
cubits about, i as frutefull as if they grew 
in natural earth, And althoughe pꝛoceſſe of 
time is wont by litle and litle not onelpe to 
deſtroy thinges made with hande, but alſo 
the very wozkesof nature: pet this woꝛke, 
fo2 all it is oppꝛeſſed with the rootes of ſo 
many trees, and burdened with the weight 
of ſo much earth, ol ſo gret a wood: Pet te 
maineth vnperiſhed in anpe pointe, beeing 
ſaſteined vp W. xx. bꝛoade walles diſtant. ri. 
foote one fro another. Whe theſe trees bee 


(cen afar of,theye ſeeme to bee a wood gro⸗

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be ſpecially geuen therunto, to wine and to 
dꝛonkennes, wher the weomen vſe ſuche a

ger there then in any other city, which hur⸗ 
ted moze þ diſcipline of p Pacedbs in their 1 — 
wars, thẽ any other plate. Foz nothig was ien, 
moꝛe cozrupt the p maners t cuſtomes of þ 
citie, noꝛ anp other was moze*avundantly 
furniſhed ol al things, wher with men be al 
lured 4 ſturred to exceſſiue pleaſures, The 
parents # huſbands were cotented foꝛ gam 


w ſuch ſtraugers as came amongſt the, 
he kings 1 nobilitie of Perſie, delite much 
in banqutting paſtime, but p Babilontans 


all ſhametaſtnes, doe diſcoucr them ſelu 
naked, Whyche vue cuſtome is not vſed by 
hurlottes onelpe, but by them all in gent⸗ 


comment 
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commen but a ciuilitie and good maner:In 
this voluptuouſnes and abhominacpon,the 
Conqueroz of .4/i wallowed by the ſpace 
of. rrrittf.dates, whereby he became muche 
{He weaker to haue done other enterpzpſes, 
hee had had an encinie to ſtande agapnſte 
bim. But to the intent the harme hee tooke 
ſhoulde be the leſſe pertepued⸗ hee encreaſed 
bis power with anewe ſupply of men. Fo 
Amintas p ſonne of And2omenes bought 
him from Anripater ſire thouſand Pacedon 
footemen,and fine hund ꝛed hoꝛſemen, and 
with them fiue hundꝛed Thꝛatian hozſme, 
with thee thouſand ſiue hundzed footemen 
of the ſame natyon. Be had alſo out of Pclo⸗ 
poneſe fower thouſand footemen, and fower 
hnndzed fower ſcoꝛe hoꝛſemen beyng Per⸗ 
tenarp ſouldiers;Ampntas alſo bzoughtw 
him fyftp poung men of the nobility of . 
cedonia to attend vpon Alexanders perſon: 
whoſe office was to ſerue the king at meat, 
and to bzing him his hoꝛſe when hee went 
to battaile. They accuſtomed to ber abonte 
him when he hunted, and kepte the watche 
by courſe at his chamber dooze. Theſe were 
they whiche afterwardes pꝛoued great cap⸗ 
tayns, t that was þ rate, out ofthe which 
rulers of their men ol warre did come. Aler⸗ 
* ander 
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arider appointed Agathon captayne of the 
Caſtle of Babilon, with ſeuen hundzed a⸗ 
tedons, and thzee hundꝛed Percenary ſoul⸗ 
diets, and lefte Minctas # Appollidorus gu- 
uctnoutes, of the citie and the countreye, to 

twhom he aſſigned two thouſand footemen 
and a thouſande talentes, geeuing them in 
tommiſſion to wage moze ſouldicrs. Hee 
made Pazeus that gaue che Citie into hys 
handes; neutenaunt of the whole, 4 cauſed 
Bagiſtenes that pelded vp the Caſtle to fo⸗ 
low him in his warres, Ly menia was gen? 
to Metbrenes that betraied the city of Sar dos, 
and to encourage his ſonldter to the enter⸗ 
þpſpng df other things, gaue out ol y trea⸗ 
ſure of B4bilcn'to entry Pacedon hoꝛſman 
fiue hundꝛed deniers, to cuerp hozſeman of 
the ſtraungers fiue hundzed, and to euerye 
footeman two hundꝛed. Nihen hee had ſet 
92der in al theſe thinges, hee came into the 
toũtrey called Satrapene, which being plen⸗ 
tiful of al things and abundant of vitaſte, 
cauſed the king to tary the longer ther. And 
leaſt idlenes ſhould be any abatemẽt of his 
mens conrages-deuiſedtoſtur vp their ſpi⸗ 
tits and kepe them occupted by appointing 
lud ges to trye out ſuche as had ſhe wed the 
ſelues moſt valiaunt in the warres-to on 
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he aſſigned rewardes due to their deſeruin⸗ 
ges. There were eighte founde out, whoſe 
doings appeared aboue the reſte, 2 þ charge 


of a ꝙ. men was co mitted to euerpe one of 
them: t were called c hillarchi. That was þ 
firſt time they put a M. in a band: fo befoze 
z time they were deuided into. v. C. whiche 
was not counted anpe great pꝛeterment oz 
rewarde of ſeruicc. The number or them 
were great that came to pleade tyeir righte 
in this bchalfe, whiche befoꝛe the iudges 5 
gaue ſentece, bꝛought in teſtimonp ok their 
doings: wherby it could not be unknowen 
which of them had deſcrued iuſtly ſuche ho⸗ 
nour oꝛ not. The firſte place was adiudged 
to olde Adarchias, foʒ his baliauntnes vſed 
in the battail at Alicarnaſſim, wher he chief 
Ip did reſtoꝛe againe the light, when þ pong 
ſouldiers had geuen it ouer. The ſecdd place 
of honour was gruen. Anti ganus q Philotas, 
Angrus obteined the third:the fowerh was 
adiudged to. Anuintas, the fift to Antigonuss 
Am intas the ſonne of Linceſtes obteined the 
firte,7Theodorss the ſcuenth, and Hellanicus 
the laſt. Hereuppon to great purpoſe hee ale 
tered manye thynges that were vſed by his 
pꝛedeteſſours in the diſcipline of _— 
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wher as befoze the hoꝛſemen of euerp toun⸗ 
trey were in ſeuerall bands by themſe lues, 
he without reſpect of any nacion appointed 
them ſuthe captaines as be thought expedi⸗ 
ent. And her as at p remouyng of the cap 
warnyng was accuſtomed io be geeuen by 
a trompet, the ſounde whereof in any noyſe 
62 tumult coulde not be ſufftcientlp hrarde: 
hee cauſed an hpghe pole to bee al wales ſet 
vp befoze hid pauilton, whercupon remap⸗ 
ned a ſigne apparaũt to al men. The token 
that theye obſerued was fper in the nyght; 
and ſmoke in the dap tyme. As he was mar? 
ching to wardes /, Abulites that was 
ruler ofthe region, either by Dartus com⸗ 
maundement, thynkyng by meanes ok the 


ſpople to deteine Alexander the löger ther, 


dꝛ els of his owne free wil, ſent his ſonne ta 
meats hym, pꝛokering the delinery of the cy» 
tie. The pong man was entreted verp gens 
tip, and by his conduction Alerader paſſes 
foꝛ warden, til he came to the Riuer of Hy⸗ 
daſpit, luhiche is counted to bee a very dely⸗ 
tate water. Abulites there mette Alexander 
wich pꝛyncelpe and riche gyftes, and pꝛe⸗ 
ſented hym amongſt the relle of other thin⸗ 
ges Doꝛmedary Camels y were wonders 


tulwrt, wuh ry. Elephats p Darius —

to miſuſe the thing tha 2e {pas had in 
fachreuerence,caufed the ſame to be ta 
"away, utPhilotas made req he ſhoulbs 
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ſent fo2 ont of India, to bee a terroux fo the 
Macedons, whiche nowe weare become an 
increaſe of their ſtrength. When the riches 
ol the vanquiſhed was come into the viao- 
rers hands: hee found in that citie an incre⸗ 
dible treaſure, fyftye thouſande talentes of 
Wally ſiluer vncopned: which riches gathe- 
red together in the ſpace of many, pearcs by 
diuers kinges foz their ſucteſſion and poſte 
ritie, thus in a moment came into the han⸗ 
des of a fozeine pꝛynte.Alexãder being lod⸗ 
ged within the Palaice, did ſit down in Da 
rius ſeate: which becing higher then ſerned 
fo2 his ſtature, by reaſon his feete could not 
reache to the ground: one ofthe kinges pa⸗ 
ges put a booꝛd vnderneath fo2 him to tread 
vpon. At the doing wherof, one ofthe: Cw 
nuches that beloged to Darius looked hea⸗ 
uilp, and fetched a great ſigh, whoſe ſadnes 
when Alcrander perceiued,he enquired of 
him the tauſe. He aunſwered, that when de 


beheld the boozde whereupon Darius w 
wont to cate cope in fo bade in fl 


couldnofbeholve if w Tithoute great prell 
Alerandcr being therfoze 8 om 


not lo 
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not ſo do, but rather take it as a diuinacion 
of his good luck and foꝛtune, that the table 
wherupon his enemp did eate, ſhould now 
become ſubiect vnder his feete, Alexander 
purpoſing from thence to paſſe into Perſe, 
committed the citie of 5% to Archilaus w 
Iii. P. men of warre, «4 to Zenophilus the 
charge of the Caſtle, leuing ſuch Pacedons 
as were aged there in guariſon. But he did 
betake p keping of the treaſure vnto Cal⸗ 
licrates, and reſtozed to Abulites the go⸗ 
uernement andpztncipalitie of the Couns 
trey of Suſa, leaupng wythin the citie Da⸗ 
rius mother # his childꝛen. And fozaſmuche 
as Alexander had at the ſame time plentye 
of cloth of purple ſenthim out of his coun- 
trey, with garmentes ready made after the 
Matedons maner:fo2 the honour he bare ta 
Siſigambis (Whom he had in reuerente as 
lk ſhe had bene his mother) thought good to 
pꝛeſent parte of thoſe to her, with the per⸗ 
ſons that vſed to make them: and willed it 
ſhoulde be tolde her if ſhe liked them, ſhee 
ſhoulde accuſtome her neeces to make the 
like,4 gene them fo2 pꝛeſentes. At the de- 
claring of which meſſage the teares ranne 
out of her epes, which declared the gilt not 
to be acceptable toher:fo2 the Perſian wo⸗ 
P.i. i men 
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men take nothing in moze deſpyfe, then ts 
put their hands to woll. When repozt was 
made to Alexander in what ſoꝛt ſhe had re- 
teiued his pꝛeſent, thought both the matter 
meete to be excuſcd, and her tobe cofozted, 


Thereftoꝛe he tame to viſite her, andſated; 
This garment which J Weare, was bothe of the 
gift # makyng of my ſiſters:our cuſtomeg bzongt 
me into errour,/Therefoze I require pou, that 
will not take mpne ignoꝛaunce in arte. 
truſt that otherwiſe J haue obſerued ſulkicientipe 
all thinges which I knewe to be your cuſtomes. 
When J vnderſtoode that it was not lawfull a⸗ 
monges pon koꝛ the ſonne to ſytte in the mothers 
ꝑꝛeſence, except ſhe doth gene him leaue: when ſo⸗ 
euer J came into pour pacſence, I woulde neuer 
ſytt tyil you willed mee ſo to do. you would often 
tymes haue fallen do wne and woꝛſhipped me, but 
I would not ſuffer pou : but haue euer honoured 
pou, æ geuen you the name due to my ſweete mo⸗ 


ther Oumpiades- Mhen the kynge wyth 
theſe woꝛdes hadde well pacifted her, he de⸗ 
parted , and by fower encampinges came 
vnto a Ryuer that the countrep menne call 
Paſatigras: Whiche ſpꝛinging in the moun- 


tains of the / xions, it runneth ſteepe down 


emongeſt the rockes with woody bankes 
by the ſpace of 50, furlonges: but then del⸗ 


cending into a plapne , it becommeth naut-. 
gable, and ſo runnety with a moze qupet 
ſtreame, and in a ſofter grounde by ß ſpace 


of vi.c.furlonges, till ache time as it doth 
enter 
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enter into the Perſian ſea. Alexander pal⸗ 
ſing this riuer with nyne thouſande foote- 
men of the Pacedons, with the Agrians, 5 
mercenarp Greekes, with itrj, thouſande 
Thꝛacians, came emonges the Urions, 
whoſe countrep is neare vnto 8%, 4 ſtret⸗ 
cheth out into Pera, leauing bet wirt it e 
S»/is a narrowe ſteight. Madates had the 
rule ot that countrep, who was ſuch a man 

as was rare at that tyme: foʒ he determi⸗ 
| ned to abyde the extremitie fo2 his ductyes 
ſake. Suche as kne we the countrey did ens 
fozme Alexander that there was a pꝛiupe 
wape thzough the hylles, wherebymenne 
might get to þ kurthermoſt ſpde of the chick 
citie ofthat tountrep:and if he would ſends 
a fel that were light armed, they mighe 
be bzought to a place where they ſhould aps 
peare aboue their enemies heades , Thys 
counſatle lpked him ſo well, he made the 
tounſailers gupdes, t comitted the to Tau⸗ 
ron, whome he appointed chiefe nk p enters 
pꝛiſe. He aſſigned vnto him a ꝙ. v. C. mer⸗ 
cenary Souldiours, t a P. Agrians, with 
whom after the Sunne was gone downe, 
he entered into his idurney. Alexander in þ 
thirde watch remoued his campe, by the 
fang of the dax had paſſed the lreightes. 
Pb. Tbere 
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There he ſet his men in hand to cutt doton 
timber foꝛ the making of Towers, and all 
other ſuche thinges as perteined to the al⸗ 
ſault ofa citie, and ſo began his ſiege .' It 
was a difficult matter to make the apꝛoche: 
the citie ſtoode ſo high, and the rockes gaue 
ſuche impediment, whereby the ſouldſours 
were repulſed, and receiued many hurtes, 
_ contending bothe with thenemies and the 


 ſituacton of the place, Notwithſtandpnge 


they gaue it not ouer, by reaſon the kynge 
was euer emonges the fozmoſt, aſking of 
them if they were not aſhamed beyng the 
conquerours of ſo many cities, to be ſo log 
in the winning of a ſmall caſtle, that was 
fo obſcure ano vnknowen in the wozld, As 
he was traneplingemonges the reſt, they 
did ſhoote and caſt ſtones at him from the 
walles: whome the ſouldiours defended w 
their targettes, becauſe they coulde not re⸗ 
moue him awape. At length Tauron ap⸗ 
pearedaboue the caſtle of the citie:at whoſe 
ſyght the enemies hartes fainted, and the 
Macedons the mo2eficrcely did aſſaile the, 
hen they ſawe themſelues in this extre- 
mitie, and percefuedthetr power not able 
to withſtand the acedons, they became of 
dyuers diſpoſicions, Fo2 ſome were deter⸗ 
7" i mined 
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mined to dye, and many to ſlpe alvay, But 
the greater parte retyꝛed them ſelues into 
the caſtle, from whence they ſent vato A- 
lexander. xxx. Embaſſadours to aſke mer⸗ 
ty. But he gane vnto them a ſozowful aun⸗ 
ſwere, that there was no pardon to bee ob⸗ 
teined at his handes: Whereupon they be- 
ing in doubt of death, and excluded from all 

other remedies, ſent vnto Siligambis by a 4 
pꝛiup waye bnknowen to their enemies, 5-- . 
making their requeſt that ſhe would vouch 

ſafe to be a meane to Alexander foꝛ the pay 
cifipng of his rigour and w2ath towardes 
them. In her only they put their hoap, kno- 
wing how much Alexander loued her, and 
that he eſteemed her as if ſhe had bene hys 
mother. And they thought he woulde y ra- 
therencline to their deſire, becaule Mabatez 
p was captain there had maried her ſiſters 
daughter, wherby he became a kyn to Da⸗ 
rius. Siſigambis ſtoode long in denpall of 
their requeſt, Chewing that it agreed not 
with her foztune to become an interceſſour 
fo: others, adding therunto, that ſhee feared 
leſt ſhe might miſuſe the victozers fauour, 
and make him wery of her: fo2 ſhee ſaped 
the had moꝛe remembꝛaunte thatſhe was 


pailoner,then that ſhe was a Queene, But 
P.iij. at 
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at length ſhee was onercomew their ſute, 
and by her letters made interceſſion vnto 
Alexander after ſuch a ſoꝛt, that ſhee fy2ſte 
excuſed her ſelfe of her ſute making, 4 after 
required him that he woulde pardon them, 
oz at the leaſtwayes that he would fo2gene 
her being peticioner bat fo2 the life onely of 
ſuch one, as was her frend 4 her kynſman, 
and now no lenger any enemte of his ma⸗ 
teſty, but in readpnes to ſubmitt him ſelfe, 
This one matter is ſufficiẽt to declare the 
moderation + clemencye that was then in 
Alexander: foꝛ he did not only pardon Ma⸗ 
dates, but alſo left the citie vntouched, grau 
ting to all that were within it bothe liber⸗ 
tie and kreedome, with enjoyment of thetr 
landes t goodes , without paying of anye 
tribute, moꝛe then ᷣ which thee coulde not 
haue obteined of Darius being her ſonne. 
TI hen he had thus ſubdued the Y xions, he 
annered them to the pzonynce of Sſ, and 
purpoſing to paſſe foꝛwardes, de upded hys 
army into two partes, whereof he comitted 
the one to Parmento to bee conducted by þ 
plapne tountrep, and reſeruyng ſuch a part 
aàs was peſtered leaſt with baggage, tooke 
the waye of the mountaines, which wyth a 
tontinuall ridge, runneth out in _ frõ 
AKN oo #08 Forrd thence 
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thence into Perſe.Jn hispaſſagehedeſtroied 

all the mountain count rep, arriuing the itt. 
day in the boundes of 2+/:4, The b. day he 
entred into the ſtreightes of Pilac Suſidae, 

which were defended by Arſ*barzanes w 

xb. P.footemen , who keping the toppes of 
the high and teepe rockes, that hong ouer 

on bothe ſpdes the waye, at the fp2ite kepte 

themſelues qupet of purpoſe, pꝛetendyng a 
feare,vntill ſuche tyme as the armpe was 

entred into the narroweſt of the ſtreight. 

But when they ſawe the Bacedons page 
on fozwwardes in their contempt , then they 
th:ew dowa great ſtones vps them: which 
falling vpon the nethcrmolt rockes,+ there 
bꝛeaking in peeces , rebounded among the 
Macedons, falling with ſuch violence, that 
they diſtreſſed whole bandes at once. And 
beſides they did them greate domage wyth 
ſhot of arrowes , and ſtones that they dyd 
taſt out of ſſynges. Such as were men of 
courage were not lo much greued with the 
death t deſtruccion that they ſaw there pꝛe⸗ 
ſent, as that they ſhould be (tatne after ſuch 
a maner like beaſtes caught iu a pit, where 
as they toulde not be reuenged vpvon their 
enemies. Their wꝛath hereupon las tur⸗ 
ned into ſach a rage and woodnes, that they 


P. ij. ran 
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ran bp againſte the rockes, and there en⸗ 
foꝛced them ſelues by taking holde, and by 
heauing vp one ot another, to mount vp vn 
fo their enemies. But whe they had caught 
holde vpon ſome out ward parte, and ther⸗ 
by la boured to aſcend, by foꝛce of fo manpe 
handes that faſtened to it at once: thep pul⸗ 
led a ſunder the thing they helde by, and ſo 
fell downe all togethers . In this caſe they 
could neither remaine,paſſe foꝛwards, no2 
pet defende them ſelues by anye deuiſe they 
coulde make with their targets, ſeeing the 
ſtones were of ſuch weight y were thzowe 
down vpon them. Alexander was in great 


trouble of mynde, not onelp foꝛ the griefe 
he receiued by the deſtruccion of his men, 


but muche moꝛe foꝛ the ſhame that hee had 
ſo raſhelp bꝛought his armpe into ſuche a 


daungerous ſtreight. He had bene inuin⸗ 


cible befoꝛe that day, and neuer attempted 
thing in vaine. He had paſled the ſtreightes 
of Cilicia without domage, and opened to 
him ſelfe a new way by ſea into Pamphilia. 
Which felicitie ot his ſemed to be at a ſtay, 
and plucked backe: fo2 he could perceiue no 
other remedye, then to returne by the way 
he came. He cauſed the Retreit therefoze to 


be blowen , and gaue ozder to his ſouldi⸗ 
ours 
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durs to go cloſe togeether, and by caſtyng 
their targets ouer their heades retourne 
backe againe, after they had marched rrr. 
furlonges within the ſtreight. When he 
was returned and had planted his campe 
in an open grounde, conſulting what was 
beſt to do: ſuche a ſuperſticion entred into 
his mpnde, that he called fo: the pꝛieſtes # 
diuiners to helpe the matter by their inuo⸗ 
tation. But Ariſtanver to whome he gaue 
molt confidence, coulde do nothing in that 
caſe, Alexander therefoze.condempninge 
their ſacrifices which he thought then done 
out of tyme, called fo: ſuche as knewe the 
coſitrey, They ſhelwed him of another way 
that was playne and open pnough: but pet 
he lyked it not: he was ſo aſhamed to leaue 
bis ſouldiers vnburied that were ſlayne. 
Fo2 emonges all other ceremonies obſer⸗ 
ned in the diſctpline of their warres, there 
was none moꝛe religiouſiꝑ kepte, then the 
buriyng of the dead , Hee cauſed therekoꝛe 
ſache pꝛiſoners as were lately taken, to be 
called befoze hym: emonges whome there 
was one experte bothe of the Greeke and 
Perſian tongue, whiche ſhewed to ß kyng 
that he laboured in vayne, if he thought to 


conueye his army ouer the toꝑpes of thoſe 
moun- 
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Mountaines, whiche (hee ſapde) began at 


mount C uc u, and cloſed in the one ſpde 
of Perſe, by the ſpace of . bi, C. furlonges 
in length, and cri. in bzedth till ſuch tyme as 
hep come vnto the ſea, whythe alſo enclo⸗ 
ſed the conntrep from the place where the 
mountaines celed, The countrep lipng at 
the foote of the mountaincs, he delcrybed 
to be plaine, frutetul, and repleniſhed with 
many fairetities and villages , and that p 
Rpucr of Araxcs runnynge though the 
ſame, falleth into another rpucr called Me⸗ 
dus, bꝛinging with it the waters of manye 
ſmall ſtreames. Whiche rpuer of Medus 
being muche lefſe then the ſame whiche it 
doth receiue,runneth from thence towarde 
the South ſea:No place coulde bee moze as 
boundant of graſſe:fo2 enery where neare 
vnto the water, the grounde was coucred 
ouer with flowers. The rpuer was ſhado- 
wed ouer with Platpne and Popler trees, 
whiche by reaſon they ſtande ſomewhat 
highe, and the water runneth lolwe in a 
deepe chanell, ſeeme to ſuche as bee a farre, 
to be woods adiopning to the mountaines, 
He counted no countrey in all As to bee 
moꝛe holſome, oꝛ to haue moe temperate 
a pʒe then this, both by reaſon of ſhavowy 
moun⸗ 
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monntapnes that cuermoze defcndeth the 
heate, and alſo ofthe Sea, whiche on that 
parte being at hande wyth a certapn tems 
perature doth nouriſhe the grounde 

When the pꝛiſoner had made a deſcripcion 
of the tountrey after this mancr , the kyng 
enquiredof him whether hee knewe thoſe 
thinges by repozte , oz els had ſeene them 
lvpth his eyes. He ſayde that he had beene 
an heardman, and kne we the tountrey ves 
ry well, and all the paſlages. And that he 
had been twyſe taken pꝛiſoner: once by the 
Perſians in Licia, and nobwe the ſecounde 
tyme by him. Upon thoſe woꝛdes Aleran⸗ 
der called an Oꝛacle to memo2y, whereby 
it was ſignified to him p a Lician ſhonide 
be hys gupde into Perſe. TW here foꝛe pꝛo⸗ 
miũng to hym ſuche rewardes as the pꝛe⸗ 
ſent neccffitic required, and as his eſtate 
was meete to recepue, willed him to be ar- 
med after the Maredons maner, and to bee 
thetr guyd to ſhew them the waye. Which 
thoughe he had declared to bee but ſtreight 
and difficulte: pet Alexander put no doubt 
to paſſe it wyth a ſmall number: thinkyng 
it an eaſy matter to paſſe 5 place foʒ glozye 
t perpetuall comendacion that p herdman 


had paſſed oft tymc tn feding of his beaſts 
Then 
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Then the p2tfoner lefte not to alledge thy 
difficultics of the wape , ſpectallyfo? ſuche 


as were armour, But the kyng ſapde to 
hym: Tanke mee fo2 ſaretic that neuer ont 


ok them that be appointed to thee, ſhall re⸗ 


kuſe to goe, where thow ſhalt paſſe, That 
done he lefte Craterus with the charge of 
his campe, and he himſelf paſſed foꝛwards 
wyth ſache kootemen as were accuſtomed 
to his perſon with thoſe bandes of whome 
Meleager had charge, and with a thouſand 
Archers on hozſebacke, taking firſte oꝛder 
with Craterns , that he ſhoulde keepe his 


' caimpe in ſuche fourme as it had bene vſed 
befoze,andcauſe many fy2zes to bee made of 


purpole,that the enemies might the rather 
thinke him to bee there (fill pꝛeſent: he ads 
niſed him further that if he percetued Ario⸗ 
barzanes to get knowlege of his enterpꝛiſe, 
and ſo to ſende parte of his power to the 
ſtopping of his paſſage, that then by pzete- 
ding of an aſſault hee ſhoulde ſhewe all the 
terrour he coulde to dꝛawe his enemies fro 
hym to the vefence of that place. But if 
that hee him ſelfe ſhoulde decetue his ene⸗ 
mies, and recouer the hill vppon them, that 
then bpon the hearing of the alarme in the 
Perſies campe pꝛeparing themſelues to his 

refiſlance, 
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reſiſt ante, he ſhould not doubt to paſſe that 
way from whiche they were repulſed the 
day befoze, iudging they ſhoulde fynde no 
reſiſtance , thenemies being tonuerted to- 
wardes him. Jn the thirde watche he ſett 
fozwardes in great ſilence, without blows 
ing of trompet, and paſſed on by ſuch way, 
as was ſhewed him by p guide encry ſouls 
dier that was light armed caripng itj.daſes 
vittatle.. But when he was on his wape, 
beſides the wilde rockes and ſharpe ſtones 
that cauſed them oft to faile their footpng, 
the ſnowe alſo dztuen with the wynd, was 
a great impediment to them in their jours 
ney, Foz they fell dyuers tymes downe in⸗ 
to pittes, and ſuche as coueted to pull them 
out, were oft tymes dzawen after. The 
night alſo with the countrep vnknowen, 
and the guide of whoſe fidelitie they doub⸗ 
ted, encrealed muche their feare! conſide⸗ 
ring that if they ſhoulde not deceſue theire 
enemies watche, they ſhoulde be taken like 
beaſtes, They wated alſo that bothe theire 
ſauegarde and the kinges lap in the handes 
ok one that was a pꝛiſoner. At length they 
came to a mountapne, where as the waye 
towardes Ariobarzanes laye on the ryght 


hande, Then he ſent befoze by thegnideng 
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of ſuche as they had taken pꝛiſonere, Philo; 


tas, Tenon, Amintas, and Policarpon 
with a bande of the lighteſt armed, whom 
he adutſed that foꝛaſmuch as they had bothe 
hoꝛſemen and kodtemen, and the tountrey 
fertyll and haboundant of fodder: that they 
ſhoulde make no haſte, but paſſe foꝛwardes 
faire and eaſelye. And he with the eſquiers 
of his body, and the bande of hozſemen that 
they called gema, Was guyded by another 
bypathe farre of from the place where hys 
enemies kepte theire watche, But the pal⸗ 
ſage was ſo ſtreighte and ſo hollowe, that 
they ſuffcred great trouble and veracton in 
paſſinge thereof, Jt was middape, and they 
were fo weried, that of neceſſitie they mull 
take reſt, hauinge ſo farre to go and as they 
had trauailed ail readpe, ſauinge that the 
Wape was not ſo difficulte no2 ſo roughe, 
He refreſhed thercfoze hys men wpth meat 
and wyth ſleape, and in the ſeconde watchs 
dyd riſe vp and paſſed the reſte of his tours 
ney without ano great difficultie, ſauinge 
in that parte where the mountaine began 
to fall a ſlope towardes the playne , theyre 

paſſage was ſodepnely ſtopped by a greate 
cul made with the violence of the ſtreames 


V ranne downe þ mountaines,by wearing 
aware 
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awape ot the earth. And beſides the trees 
ſtanding ſo thicke, and the bowes Þ grewe 
one within another, appeared befoze them 
as a continuall hedge. When they ſawe 
them ſelues ſtaped after thys maner, ſuche 
deſperacion fell emonges them, that they 
toulde ſcarcelpe abſtaine from teares: the 
darkenes being a great encreaſe,of thepꝛe 
terrour, ſeing thep could not eniop any be- 
nefite of the arres, Foz if any gaue light 
the ſame was taken away by the ſhadows 
of the trees. And the vſe of the eares coulde 
not ſerue fo2 one to receite counſell 4 com- 
loꝛt at another, p wynde whyꝛled ſo emon⸗ 
geſt the leaues, and the ſhaking of þ bowcs 
made ſuche a noyſe. But at length the day 
whyche they ſo much deſpzcd , diminiſhed 
with his light the terrours that the darke⸗ 
nes of the nyght did make. Fo2 by fetching 
ok a little compaſſe about, they paſſed the 
hollowe gulle, and euerp man began to be 
a gupde, Finally they gatt bp in the toppe 
of the hyll from whence they imyght behold 
their enemies lipng in tampe. Then the 
Matedons ſhewed them ſelues ſtoutlye in 
their armour, appearing ſodeinly on their 
backes, whẽ they miſtruſted no ſuch thing, 


and there ſlewe ſuche as tame fyzſte to en⸗ 
tounter 


o 
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counter wyth them. Do that on þ one parte 


the greuous noiſe of them that were ſlaine, 
and the miſerable ſhowte of ſuche as ran m 
foꝛ ſuccour amonges their owne company, 
put the reſt to flyght withoute making any 
reſiſtaunce. When the alarme was once 
harde in the tampe where Craterus lay,p 
armpye by and bp paſſcd foꝛewardes to go 
thꝛoughe the ſtreightes, in the whiche they 
were repulſed the day befo2e. Philotas alſo 
withe Polipercon, Cenos, and Amintas, 


which were gon the other wape:arriued at 


the ſame tyme, and gaue a further terrour 
vnto theire enennes. When the Perſians | 


ſawe their enemies allailinge tn all partes 


at once, though they were ſo oppꝛeſte wyth 
their ſodatn tnuaſſon that at the fpꝛſte they 
were in doubte what to do: petat.lengthe 
they aſſembled together and foughte nota⸗ 
blyc, neceſſitic ſtirzinge vp the faintnes of 
their hartes:fo2 oftentimes diſpaire is canſe 
of mens good hope, They being vnarmed, 
cloſed with them ÿ were armed, and withe 
the weight oftheir bodies pulled their ene- 
myes to the earthe, and killed diuers wpthe 
their owne weapons. Artobarzanes wythe 
koꝛty hozſemen, and fine thouſand fotemen 
yt kept about his perſon,bzake — * 
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battail of the Matedona, to þ great ſlaughs 
ter bothe ol his own men e of his enenncs, 
and by makinge of hafte,recoucred-Ferſepo= 
li the chiefcitie ol the countrey. But —— 
be was ercluded from thence by ſuche as 
were within, he renued agapne the fpghte 
with ſuche as were wythe hym and ſo was 
ſlaine:by that time Craterus that made all 
the ſpeede he coulde deuiſe was come vnto 
them, and Alexander foztifped his campe in 
the ſame place, where he dyd diſcomkite his 
enemies. Foꝛ though they were al fled and 
he certapne of the vicozye, pet becauſe ho 
foũd his way ſtopped in many places with 
great and deape diches, he thought good to 
vſe circumlpection , and not to make quer 
great haſt:not ſo mache fo; feare of his ene⸗ 
mies foꝛce, as ofthe nature ofthe grounde 
Whiche he ſawe apte foꝛ them ta lape em⸗ 
buſhementes againſt him; As he was paſ⸗ 
ſynge koꝛwardes, he receiued letters from 
Tindates the keper of Darius treaſure, 
fignifyinge that the inhaviters ol Poyepotzs 
hearingeofhis comminge, were abouteto 
pou the treaſure , and that therefoze he 
ould make haſt to pꝛeuent p matter 
way was ready inough;notwilhſtadinge 
Erluer ante was N TAE 
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was no dertue in Alerander moꝛe tõmẽda⸗ 
ble then his teleritie, whiche he ſhe wed ſpe⸗ 
tially in this matter: fo: leauing his foote⸗ 
men behinde, he trauatlcd all nyght wpth 
his hoꝛſemen, + by the day light came to the 
rpuer of Araxes. There he founde villages 


at hande, where of p tymber bꝛoken down 
ok the honſes, they made a bꝛidge in a mo⸗ 
ment, by the helpr of ſtones whiche were 
lade in the bottome of ;therpuer When 
Alexander was paſſed the rpuer, and came 
neare vnto the citie, a company met him ſg 
miſerable, as ſeledome haue bene found in 
any memo pꝛthe ſame were Greekes, to p 
number of iii. thouſand , whome the Per⸗ 
ſians befoze tyme had taken pziſoners, and 
afflicted with dpuers kyndes of toꝛments. 
Foz of th? ſome had their fecte cut ok, ſome 
their handes, and other their eares, but all 
were marked in the fleſh with hote pꝛons. 
The Perſians hauing maimed and defoz- 
med them after this maner, kepte and re- 
ſeruod them ſtill, as a memoꝛp of the def 
plte towardes the nacyon, But when they 
ſawe that they ſhoulde become vnder the o⸗ 
bediente of another pꝛince, they ſuffred the 
Greekes to meete Alexander. Thep apea- 

red rather to be þ Images of (ome ſtrange 
monſters, 
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monſters, then of men:foꝛ nothing touldbe 
diſcerned, oꝛ knowen in the but their voice. 
The compallton cf their wꝛetched eſtate 
cauſed the beholders to let fall no fewer 
tearcs then thep did the ſelu es. Fozit could 
not appeare whiche of them were moſt mi⸗ 
ſerable, though their afflictions were dy⸗ 
ners. But when they had cryed out bekoꝛe 
Alerander, that Jupiter the reuenger of

into Greece: and how Darius fpꝛſt + after 
rerxes had come out of that place to moue 
their vniaſt warre againſt Europe „wyth 
the deſtruccion ok whiche citie, her thought 
good to reuenge their pꝛedeceſſours. The 
inhabiters had abandoned the citie, x fledd 
where feare did dꝛiue them. V hereupon þ 
king ſtreight waies bꝛought in all his foot- 
men to the ſpoile thereof, He had befoze 5 
time wonne many cities: (oine by foꝛte F 
ſome by compoſition, that were full of ry- 
c<cs,4 pzinces treaſure. But the abundiice 
ok that citie did excede all the reſte, as in the 
place where the Perſtans had lapde their 
whole ſubſtance, Golde 4 ſiluer was there 
founde in heapes, and great plenty of rythe 
veſtares : furnimentes of houſes, not only 
fo2 neceſſitte and neteſſarp ble, but fo? ers 
teſſe and oſtentation:whiche was ſo great, 
that it gaue the victoꝛours accaſib ta fight 
emonges themſelues, eche taking other fog 
enemies, that had gotten the rycheſt ſpolle. 
The plentpe there was ſuche, that they

lue, eſteemed them rather then tooke them 
away: Till ſuch time that cacry one toue⸗ 
king, to haue a parte of caery thinge,tare's 
b:ake a ſunder the pzincelye robes, and the 
pꝛecious plate of turious wozkmanſhipp, 
with the images of Golde x ſiluer, whypche 
were either beaten in gobets oꝛ plucked in 
peetes, as cucry one caught holde: nothing 
was left vntouched, no2 nothing carted'a- 
wap whole: crueltie bearing no leſte rule 
there then touetouſnes, euerp one was ſo 
loaden with golde t luer, that they eſtee⸗ 
med not the keping of patſoners, but killed 
ſuch as they fpꝛſt ſpared in hoape of gapne; 
There were many therfoze that pꝛeuented 
their enemies hãdes with volantary death, 
and dpuers that clothing thelelues in their 
moſt pꝛecious apparel, leaped downe from 
þ walles with their wines xchildzen. Cer⸗ 
tain there were that ſet their owne houles 
on fpꝛe( whiche they iudged their enemies 
would els haue done ſhoztly after) becauſe 
they would burne thiſclues emonges their 
olone familpe. At length the king did ko 
bid anp vlolence to be done to women, and 
that no man ſhould medlie wyth any, thing 
pertapning to PAP ſumme then 
t 
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taken within this Citie, was greater then 
any man could well credite: but epther we 
muſt doubt of þ reſt, oꝛels beleue that hath 
bene left in memozy, how that the treaſure 
there founde, amounted to a hundzed and 
twenty thouſand talentes:whiche treaſure 
betauſe that Alerader purpoſed to emplop 
in his warres, cauſed hozſe and camels to 
be bꝛought from Sai and Babilon to carpe 
the ſame, The taking ofthe titie of Perſa⸗ 
gadis, her ein was found ſixe thouſand ta⸗ 
lentes, was an encreaſe to thys ſumme, 
which citie being buylded by Cpꝛus, wag 
pelded vp by Gobares that had the kepyng 
therof. Alexander left in the Caſtle of Pers 
ſepolis, thꝛee thouſande Matedons in guari⸗ 
ſon vnder Nicarides capitayne of the ſame, 
and reſerued i Tiridaces that delivered 
him the treaſure, the ſame honour t hat hee 
enioyed with Dartus. Leaupngin this ci⸗ 
tie thegreater parte ot᷑ his armpe, with his 
cariages vnder the rule of Parmenio and 
Craterus: he wpth a thouſande hozſemen 
and a bande of footemen, wythout anye 
baggage, went to vifite in the winter ſca- 
ſon the (nwarde partes of Peyſe. There hee 
was vered and troubled wyth ſtoꝛmes and 


tempeſtes that were in maner . 
e: 
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ble:bnt pet he letted not to go foꝛwardes in 
his enterpꝛiſe to the place that he apointed, 
An his iournep he came vnto a coũtrey that 
was touered all with ſnowe, and froſen by 
fo:ce of the greate colde. The wildencs and 
deſert maner thereof, put the ſouldiers that 
were weried with trauaile in ſuche a krare 
& terrour, that they imagincd to haue ſcene 
the vttermoſte boundes ol the woꝛloe. Foz 
when they beheld all thinges waſt, and no 
ſigne appearinge of mans habitacton, they 
were amaſed, and made requeſt to returnte 
againe, befoꝛe that the light and pelemetes 
ſhoulde faple them. The kinge woulde not 
chaſtiſe them being in his terrour, but lea⸗ 
ped from hys hozſe, and went on foote in þ 
ſnowe and the pte: d hich thing when his 
krendes ſawe, they could not fo ſhame but 
kolowe: then the capitaines did the like, and 
fpnallye the ſouldlers. The kinge was the 
fp2ſte that did hꝛeake the pce and made him 
ſelfe a waye, whoſe enſample the reſte dyd 
folow: At length hauing paſſed the woodes 
that were without wape, thep founde here 
and there ſome appearaunte of habitacion, 
and percepued flockes of ſhrepe. D hen tho 
inhabytoures that dboclled in cottages dil 
parkled there aboutes ſaw men comming, 

whome 
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whome they tudged to be theire enemies, 
thinking they had be1encloſed about, le w 
ſuch as were not hable to fololo them, z fled 
fo the wilde mountapnes that were full of 
ſnowe. But at lengthe by tommunicacion 
woth ſuche as they tooke priſoners; theire 
wyldenes was ſomewhat mitigated, ꝛ they 
pelded them ſelues to Alexander, whomhe 
hurted not anpe kinde ol waye. When he 
hadoe deſteoped all that parte of Perſe, and 
bꝛoughte the townes vnder his obediente: 
He came into the countrep of the warlyke 
Mardons, which differe much from the reſt 
of the other Perũtans in their maner of ly⸗ 
vinge. They wpth theire wiues and chil» 
dꝛen did inhabite within taues in the moũ⸗ 
taincs, and lyued with the fleche of ſheepe, 
and wylde beaſtcs. Noz the weomen accoz- 
dinge to theire kinde had anpe moꝛe appras 
rance of meekenes oꝛ myldnes then p mẽ, 
either in theire perſonages oz diſpoſicions 
But their turled heare did hang dolon be⸗ 
foꝛt vpõ their faces, 4 theit garments came 
but to thetr knee. The bades of their ſlings, 
were fillets fo2 their fozheads, whiche they 
vſed both ſoꝛ 02namet,+ fo: defece, This na 
co foz al their vntiuil t rude maner, couide 


not eſcape to be ſubdurd Wthe lame fazce of 
koꝛtune 
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foztune that others were. So that the.rrr; 
baye alter he departed from Peyſepolis, he res 
tourned thither againe. Then he gaue re⸗ 
wardes to his frendes, and to all the reſts 
atcoꝛdinge to their deſeruinge, diſtributing 
[ in manner all the riches whiche he founde 
* 2 within that Citie. But all his excellent 
oC vertues of the minde, his pzincelpe quali- 
T/ ties, wherein he ertelled all kinges , bothe 
>- 5.;, that coftancy in all daungers and perilles, 
that celeritie in deupſinge and perfour⸗ 
minge his enterpꝛiſes, his pꝛomiſe hepinge 
towards the peiden, his clemencytowards 
puſoners, and that temperaunte in lawfull 
and accuſtomable pteaſares, were all defa⸗ 
ted thꝛough the intollerable deſp2e and de⸗ 
lpte he had in dꝛinkinge. Foꝛ not withſtan⸗ 
dinge that his enemte which contẽded with 
him fo2 themppꝛe dyd chietin then peepare 
fo; the warres, and was gatheringe ol hys 
power togethers: and althoughe the people 
newly tonguered, had not pot rocetuod qui⸗ 
et ſubiection:yet he gaue him elfe continu⸗ 
allye to feaſtinge and banquetinge, where 
weomen were ener pꝛeſente, not ſuche to 
u whom menne had reſpecte ot honeſtye, but 
harlots,which had there moze libertie, then 
was beleming in y cõpanpe of men of war. 
Emonges 
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Emonges them there was one Thats, 


who vpon a dap in her dꝛonkennes, atfir⸗ 
med to Alexander that he ſhoulde wonder⸗ 
fully winne the fauour of the Greekes, if 
he would tommaund the palace of Perſepo⸗ 
lis to be ſet on fyze. The deſtruction wher- 
of (hee laide) they grratlye deſpꝛed, fo2 ſo 
much as the ſame was the chicke ſcat of the 
kinges of Perſe, luhich in tyme paſt had de⸗ 
ſtroyed ſa many great Cities. Mhen the 
dꝛonken harlot had geuen her ſentẽce, there 
were other pzeſent , who being lpkewpſe 
dꝛonken, confyꝛmed her wozdes. Alexander 
then v had in him moze inelinacion of heat 
then of patiente, ſaide: Mhy do we not thi 
reuenge Greece, and ſet this citie on fpꝛe: 
Thep were all chafed with dznkinge, and 
roſe immebtatlpe vppon thoſe wooꝛdes to 
burne that citie in their dꝛonkennes, which 
the men of warre had ſpared in their farye.

©1225 Thus the palatte that was the head ok the 
whole D2tent, from whence ſo manpe nas 
cions befoze had fetched their lawes toling 
-bnder,the ſeate of ſo many kinges, the only 
-terrour ſometime of Greece , the ſame that 
hath beene the ſender foozth of the Maules 
ok ir. P.lhippes, t ofthe armies that ouer⸗ 
flowed al Europe, that made bꝛidges ouer 
the Sea, vadermpned mountaines where 


the Sꝛa hath now his courſe : was conſu» 


med 4 had his ende, neuer role agayne in 
all the age that did enſue. Foꝛ the kynges 


of Patedon vſed other cities, which be now 
in the jBerfians handes, The deſtrucciò of 
this citie was ſuch,that p foundation therof 
at this dap could not be found, but that the 
rpucr of Araxes doth (ſhaw where it ſtoode, 
whiche was diſtant from Peyſcyolis xx. fur⸗ 
longe, as the inhabitants rather do belcue 


then know. The Pacedons were aſhamed 


that ſo noble a citie was deſtroyed by their 
kyng in his dꝛonkenues: pet at length it 


was turned into an earneſt matter, 4 were 
content to thinke it expedient that the citpe 


ſhould 
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ſchould haue beene deſtroyed after that mas 
ner. But it is certein,that when Alexander 
had taken his reſt, and was become better 
adayſed,he repented him of his dooing and 
ſaped: That the Perſians ſhould haue done 
theGreekes moze harme, it it had bene hys 
channce to haue raſgned in Xerres ſteede. 
The next dap he gaue xrx.talentes foꝛ a re⸗ 
ward to him that was his gupde into 20 ſe, 
and from thence he tooke his iournep into 
Medi, where a new ſupplpe of ſouldiours 
(of whom Plato of {hers had the cõduc⸗ 
tion) tame to him out of Cilicia, being v.C, 
footemen #4 a thouſande hoꝛſemen. When 
he had by this meanes encreaſed his power 
he determined to purſue Darius, who was 
tome to Ecathana the head citie of Media, 
was purpoſed from thence to haue paſſed 
into Bactria. But fearing to bee pꝛeuented 
by the ſpeede his enemies made, altered his 
purpoſe and his iournep. Alexander was 
not come neare him by a P. v. C. furlongs, 
but he coulde not thinke any diſlaunce ſuf- 
fictent to defende him againſt his cclcritie, 
t therfo:e pꝛepared himſcif rather to fyght 
then to llye. He had W him xrr. G. footemt, 
emonges whoe there were ui. M. Greekes 
whole fidelitie neuer fapled in all hys 2

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courage and ſidelitie towardes nice .

To whoſe woꝛdes al þ reſt w theire vopte 
ſeemed to agree ſauing Nabarzanes, whoe 
being pꝛeſent in that coficel w Belus, t of 
his opinion, conſpred a treaſon ſo wonders 
ful,y the like hath ſeldome been hard of be- 
foe.

Although Darius perceyucd 
not the greatnes ofthe mpſchyefe that lape 
hidden vnder his wicked wooꝛdes, pet was 
it no maruaile thoughe hee coulde not abs 


ſtaine:foꝛ he turned towards him, and — 
thou vyle ſlaue, haſt thou nowe founde out a tym 

meete to diſcloſe the treaſon that lyeth in thy . 
and there withal pulled out his weoꝛde tg 
haue Caine him, i Beſſus 4 the other Bac⸗ 
triis about him had not letted his purpoſe. 
Theſe pꝛetended to be ſozy fo2 the matter, 
but minded in very dede to binde him, ik he 
had continued in his purpoſe. In the meane 
ſeaſon Nabarzanes eſcaped awape, 2 Beſ⸗ 
ſus followed after, who immediatl did ſe⸗ 
perate the bandes they had charge ok, from 
the reſt of the armpe, becauſe thepe woulde 
bſe them a part to their purpoſe. MN hẽ they 
were departed, Artabazus framed his talke 
accoꝛdyng to the eſtate of the time then pꝛe⸗ 
ſent, and beganne to pacifye Daryus wyth:

Woꝛds, putting him in remembꝛante, ho toe 


his caſe was ſuch it behoued him to beare 


quietly the foltſhnes oꝛ rather the orrour ot 
his 6wne men, fo almuche as Alexander 
was at hand ouer ſoze an enemy fo them, 
though there were no diſcozd noz diſobedy⸗ 
ente. But if we ſhalbe at vartaunce (quod 
he) whe he doth purſue vs, our matters ſhal 
ſtand in very euil plight. Therupon Dart 
enclined ſomewhat to Artabaſiis adniſe, x 
though hee was determined ito remoue: pet 
becauſe he perceiued every man to be trou⸗ 


bled in minde, remapned ſtyll in the ſame 


place, But hee him ſelfe was ſo aſtonied W 
ſozow and deſperacton, that hee kepte 
ſelfe cloſe and came not foo2thof his painity- 
on: Wherup6 the camp being without g6- 
nernement, the heads not conſulting toge⸗ 
ther as they did bekoꝛe, ther roſe ams pt iht 
gret dirjerſitte of opini(6s,4 mociõs of mind. 
Which thing when Patron ſalw, that was 
taptapne of the Greoke ſouldiers he wilted 
his men to put on their armoiir, to bee in & 
readines to do as they ſhould be appointed. 
The Petſſans entamped by them ſelues, 
Belus remained amongſt the Baerrias, 
pꝛattiſing to tary away the Perſians into 
ru to leaue Darius: ſignyſlyng to 

K. iij them 
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them the rycheſſe of that regpon pet bnfony 
ched,and the peryll theylweare in, if theye 
remapned ſtill. But they were all in mans 
ner of one opinion, that it was oner greate 
an offence fo; them to foꝛſake their pꝛynce. 
An the meane ſeaſon Artabaſus erecuted 5 
kynges offyce, and went amongſt the Per⸗ 
ſians in their lodginges, admoniſhyng and 
erhoꝛtyng them, ſometyme aparts, and o⸗ 
therwhile altogethers, and woulde neuer 
leaue them, befoze it appeard Þ they would 
doe as the kyng woulde haue them. That 
doone wyth greate payne and dyffycultyg 
he perſwaded Darius to take his meat, and 
to ſette hys mynde vppon his buſines, But 
Beſſus and Nabarzanes were ſo greedy to 
gette the gouernement into theire handes, 
that they reſolued to putte in execucyon the 
thyng thepe hadde long conſpired bet wyprie 
them. Foz ſo long as Darius was in ſaue 
garde, theye coulde not hoape to compaſſe 
noꝛ atteine ſo greate power and aucthoꝛi⸗ 
tye: the maieſtye of a Kyng is hadde in ſo 
great veneracion amongſt thoſe nacions:at 
Whoſe onely name they aſſemble together, 
and the reuerente bſed to them in their pꝛol 
peritte, cauſe men to ſhewe them the lyke 


pbedyence in aduetrſitte.ZThe greatnes and 
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power of the countrets wherof 1Befſus and 
Nabarzanes had therute, notbeing tnfert- 
oꝛ to any other nacions in that parte ofthe 
woꝛlde, either in men, in furniture, 02 lar⸗ 
genes of theire terrptop, gaue a great ens 
courage vnto theire wicked diſpoſicions in 
attempting of this matter. Foz thep polleſ⸗ 
ſing the thirde parte of a, were able to 
make as great numbze ot men, as Darius 
befoꝛe had loſte. In confidence wherof theye 
not onelpe deſpiſed Darius, but Alexander 
him ſelke, purpoſing when they were once 
become Loꝛdes of that countrep, to ret foʒce 
from thence agapne the power of the Em⸗ 
plre, and maintaine the warres againſt the 
Macedons. Tu hen they had long deuiſed, 
debated theſe thinges, theye determined to 
take Dart“ by p Bactriã ſouldters, of who 
they had the rule, then to ſend woꝛd ta A⸗ 
lerander that they reſerucd them on line, to 
delluer him vnto his handes. And ik ſo bee þ 
Alerander ſhoulde not accept theire doing, 
which in dede they doubted)the theire pur⸗ 
poſe was to kil Dariꝰ, with theire power 
fo flye into Bactria. But foꝛſomuch as they 
ſawe that Darius could not be taken open⸗ 
lp, ſeing ther were ſo many thouſads ready 
to apd him: and fearing alſo p fidelity of the 
K. fff, Greekes, 
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Greekes,determined to wozke by ſleſghtes 
the thinge that they could not being to palle 
by fozce, Their deniſe was to counterkeit a 
repentaunce of their fozmer doinges, in ex⸗ 
cuſinge vnto the king the le ar they were in, 
And in the meane ſeaſon they ſent certeine 
to pꝛactiſe with the Perſians, and to pꝛoue 
their mindes. The ſouldiers were toſled to 
and fro with hope and fear. dom tyme they 
thought that by leuynge of there king, they 
ſhould commit the ſelues to manifeſt raine 
and deſtruction: 4 againe they remembꝛed 
what entertainement was pꝛomiſed thẽ in 
Bactria that laye open fo2 them, where they 
ſhoulde be receaued with ſuche gyftes and 
ryches as theye coulde not well imagine. 
Whiles Bellus t Nabarzancs were bea⸗ 
tinge of theſe thinges in their heades, Arta- 
baſus came vnto them, declaring how Da⸗ 
rins was wel pacifled, and that they might 
ik they would, be in the ſame eſtate and de⸗ 
gree wythe hym that they were in beloze. 
Therevpon they fell to weapinge and pur⸗ 
ginge of them ſelues, requiring Artabazus 
that he would take vpon him the defence of 
their cauſe, and carpe their requeſt and ſub⸗ 
miſſion vnto the king. The night was con- 
ſumed in this kinde of buſines. _ pt 
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tas daye Nabarzanes with the Bactrian 
ſouldiers ſtoode at the entrey of the kinges 
lodginge,colouring his pztuy treaſon with 
a ſolempe pꝛetence of dopnge hys ductpe. 
Darius cauſcd warninge to be geeuen foz 
his remoue, and ſo mounted vpon his cha⸗ 
riot after his accuſtomed maner, Nabarza- 
nes and the other traytours fell vppon the 
ground to wozſhip him, and ſhed teares in 
token of repentaũce, notwithſtanding that 
they determined ſhoꝛtly after to put him in 
fetters : mens nature is ſo apte to diſſimu⸗ 
lacion. Darius beinge of a ſimple and gen⸗ 
tle nature, was enfozced thꝛoughe their be- 
hauour not only to beleue that they pꝛeten⸗ 
ded, but alſo cauſed him to weepe foz tove: 
pet that could not cauſe the traitoꝛs to alter 
theire purpoſe , when they perceined what 
kynde of manne,and what maner of pzince 
they went aboute to deceſue, Darius doub- 
tinge nothinge ol his perill that was next 
at hande, made all the haſte he couldc to ei⸗ 
cape Alexander, whom he onelpe doubted, 
Patron that was capitame of the Greciis 
tommaunded his ſouldiers to put on theyꝛe 
harneys, whiche thep carted befoze in truſ⸗ 
ſes, and to be readye and attende to euerpe 


thinge that ſhould be appointed them. Fa 
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he bnderſtanding the treaſon that Weſſus 
went about, folowed the kings chariot ſees 
king occaſion to ſpeake with him, And Bel 
ſus doubtingthe ſame thing, would not de⸗ 
part from the Chariot, but followed rather 
as a watche,then a wapter. Patron theres 
koꝛe hauing tarped long, and interupted of- 
tentimes as he was about to ſprake, ſtoode 
in a ſtap bet wirte feare and fidclitte,behols 
ding the king in the kate. When Dart? per 
teiued that he beheld him after p maner, he 
willed Bubace his Cunuche that rode next 
him to enquire of Patron it hee hadde anpe 
thing to ſay to him. Patron ſayde pee: but 
his matter was ſuche as hee would no man 
ſhould heare. Then he was willed to tome 
nearc, and without any interpꝛetour (Da⸗ 
rius vnderſtandyng ſomlohat of p Greeke 


tongue) Patron ſapde vnto hym. Orr of 
der thouſand Greekes that ſerued pon, there is a 
inall number of vs remapnyng, whiche haue con⸗ 
tinollp followed pon in all koꝛtunes, bearing vnto 
pon the ſame fidelitic and affection that wee did in 
ponr molt floziſhing eſtate. Ind are determmed 
whereloeuer pou be, to take that foz our countrey, 
and home: bothe pꝛoſperitye and aduerſitie hathe 
ſo coupled vs together. By whiche muincible ky⸗ 
delitie that io in vs, I veſire pou, and require pou, 
that pou woulde voucheſafe to lodge wpthin ours 
campe , and ſuffer vs to bee the guard of pour per⸗ 
ſon wee haue loſt Grew , Wer haue no a 
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; bnto, a! dure hope is in you, and God graumt that 
all other men had the lyke. It is not neceſſarpe 

ſhoulde ſpeake anyt mo: e.noꝛ wude not dena 

the cuſtodp of youre perſone beeing an alyen and a 
ſtraunger, pf I knewe that others were wel min⸗ 
ded towardes you Although Beſlus was ig⸗ 
noꝛaunt of the Greeke tongue, pet his con- 
ſcyence pꝛycked hym to beleenethat Patr6 
had diſcloſed ſome ſuche matter, and there⸗ 
loꝛe tarping awape ſome parte of his woz- 
des, by a Greeke interpꝛetour, became out 
ot doubt. Dariꝰ nothing alraid as it appea⸗ 
red by his tountenaunce, enquired of Pas 
fron, what moned him to geue him ſuch ad⸗ 


uiſe? V herupon hee thoughte not good tg 


differre it anp longer, but ſapde: Beſſ and 


Nabarzanes wozke treaſon againſt pou, ſo 
that poure life and pour eſtate ſtande in ex- 
treme perill, and this dape ſhalbe the laſte 
either to þ traitours, oꝛ to you, Whoſe woz 
des il Darius had well waped and regar⸗ 
ded, Batron had recepued great glozp ofthe 
pꝛeſeruation of his pꝛinte. But let themock 
that lyſt, whiche be perlwaded that theſtate 
of manne is gouerned at aduenture and by 
chaunce:but 3 beleeue that every man runs 
neth his race by an {(mmutableozder,and an 
euerlaſting appointmẽt, by a knitting toge⸗

| garde N herupon Patron deſpeiring ofthe

i i Jans, thing fo; his ſake, Beſſus in the mean ſea⸗ 
J's ſon had vtterly determined to ſlea Dartus, 
ö 1 but fearing that he could not winne Alexa ⸗ 

ders fauour ercept he delivered his enemye 
into his handes aliue, differred his purpoſe 
to the night following. In the mean ſeaſon 
bee tame to Darius, and gaue him thankes 
that he hadſſo warelp and with ſuche wile⸗ 
dome auoided the treaſon of that falſe rt 
clan, whoe beeing cozrupted by Alexander, 
ſought nothing but how to make a pzeſent 
of his head: wherat (he ſaide) hee conlde not 
marueile 3̊ a Percenarp man ſhould leaue 
any thing vndon fo2 monep, being without 
any pledge of his honeſty, without honſe £ 
| home, baniſhed out of the wozlde, a faynte 
| frend, and a doubtful enempe, tolled here 4 


there at the backe of all men, that will coz 
rupte 
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rupt him. And then he fel to purging ol him 
ſelfe,calling the Goddes of hys countrep to 
witnes of his innocency in the matter. Das 
rius by his countenaunce ſeemed to beleene 
him: yet he doubted not of theztrueth of the 
tale that Patron had tolde him: but he was 
come to ſuche a point, that it was as daun- 
gerous fozhim not to beleue his own men, 
as to be decetued, Ther were xxx. thouſand, 
whoſe lightnes was feared to haue conſen- 
ted to this tonſpiracp:and Patron had but 
fo ber thouſand, to who m if he had coömpt⸗ 
ted his ſauegarde, thereby tondempned þ 
fidelitie of his owne nacion, he ſawe 5 then 
theye might haue had thereof a goodlpe co⸗ 
lour and a pzetence to perfourme the thyng 
they went about,and therefoze choſe rather 
to be killed innocently,then to geue any oc⸗ 
caſion wherby he ſhoulde ſeeme to haue de⸗ 
ſerued death. And yet when Beſſas purged 
bimſelfe,he aunſwered:that he knew ther 
was no leſſe juſtice in Alexander then man 
hode, and that they were deceined that loo⸗ 
ked fo2 any reward ol treaſon at his hads , 
knowing there was noe ſozer puntſher noz 
reuenger of the bꝛeach of fidelitie, N hen p 
night dzew neare, the Perſians after theire 


accuſtomed maner put of their armo2, and 
repaired 
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repaſred to the nert villages to pzouſde ſhin 
ges neceſſarp. But the Bactriang as Bel⸗ 
ſus had commaunded them) ftocbe ftill ars 
med. In the meane ſcaſon Darius had (ent 
foꝛ Artabaſus,and ſhewed hym what Pas 
tron had declared. Wihereupon Artabaſus 
made no doubt, but that he ſhoulde ſtreight 
waies commit him ſelfe among Grekes, 
thinkpng that the Perſtans when the kyn⸗ 
ges peril ſhould be publiſhed abꝛoad, would 
joine with the Grecians, Pet Darius pꝛe⸗ 
deſtinate to his chaunce, could not beare tht 
any wholeſome tounſel, noꝛ ſought foꝛ any 
helpe in that tale, but embꝛaced Artabaſus 
as though hee ſhoulde neuer ſee him moꝛe, 
being wet with the teares that one of them 
let fall vpon an other, cauſed Artabaſus fo 
be remoued from him, t becauſe hee would 
not ſee his ſozow in departing from him, be 
touered his face, and fell flat vpon þ groũd. 
Then ſuch as were accuſtomed to p guard 
of his pſo, which ſhould haue ben his defece 
in al perils, fled away, thinking the ſelues 
ouer weake fo2 ſuch a numbꝛe of armed mẽ 
as they ſuppoſed to be tomming. Thẽ there 
was great ſolitarines within his lodgyng? 
fo: none remapned aboute the kyng, but a 
kel Cunuches, that hadde noe place to 5 
paltt 
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patre bnto. Then hee debated and deuiſed 
wyth hym ſeife alone, ſometyme one thing, 
and ſometime another: and by and by hee 
wared wearye of that ſolitarines which be⸗ 
fozc he tooke fo2 a comfo2te,and called Bu⸗ 


bace vnto hym, whom hee beheld and ſepd: 
Go pꝛouide {oz pour ſelues, whiche accozdinge to 
pour duties haue been true to poure prince tpil the 
laſt hower. Yeare J do tarpe t̃oꝛ the fatail lawe of 
mp deſteny .Peraduenture pe do maruaue that 1 
do not end mine own life J had rather dy though 
other mennes wickedneſſe, then bye myne owne. 


After thoſe woꝛdes, Bubace filled bothe the 
kinges lodging, and alſo the whole campe 
withmourning r lamentacton, and dpuers 
bꝛake into the place where Darius was, £ 
tearing their clothes,bewapled his caſe, w 
a great lamentacton, When the crpe came 
bnto tye Berſtans, they were ſo amaſcd fo? 
fcare, that they durſle neither put on theire 
armour,leaſt they might geue occaſion fo þ 
Bactrians to ſet vpon them, noꝛ they tould 
not remaine quiet, leaſt they might leeme ſa 
wickedlpe to leaue their king. There were 
tlamours thzoughoat the tampe of dpncrs 
ſoztes and tunes, wout any head, 4 wonte 
anyc appointment. Suche as pertemed to 
Nabarzanes and Beſſus,deceyued by ſuch 
lamentacpan as thepe hearde, bzonghts 
kedpnges to the reſte, that the * 
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had killed him ſclfe.TU hereupon theprepaſ 
red thither ſo faſt as they could gallop, and 
ſuche followed after, as they had choſen to 
be miniſters of their miſchiefe. Then they 
were entered into the kinges pauilion, be⸗ 
canſe the Eunuches declared that hee wag 
on line,thep tommaũded him to be bound. 
Thus he which befoze was caryed in a cha⸗ 
riot, and honoured ot his men lyke a God, 
was made pꝛiſoner by his owne ſernaunts 
without any fozeine power, and put into a 
byle cart couered auer with beaſts ſkinnes: 
and ſpoile was made of the kinges ſtuffe,in 
ſuch ſozt,as if it had been taken in the war- 
res. And when thepe had laden them ſelues 
with the pꝛap gatre after ſo foule a maner, 
they cõueped the ſelues into their coũtreis. 
But Artabaſus with thoſe of wh6 he had ỹ 
charge,x with the Greeke ſouldiers, tooke 
the way towardes Parthina, thinkyng to be 
moꝛe ſare any where, then in the felowſhip 
ofthoſe traitours , The Perſians whom 
3Beſſus had burdened with ſo manpe faire 
ꝓmiſes, ſpeciallp becauſe thep had no other 
man fo follow, toined them ſelues to p Bae 
trians, and þ third dap ouertoke them. But 
to the entent Darius ſhould not want ſuch 
honoꝛ as was due vnto his eſtate , m_ 
cauled 
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cauſed him to be bound with goldẽ fefters: 
ſuche were the deſpptes that hys Foztune 
made hym ſubiecte vnto. And foz that he 
ſhoulde not beknowen by hys apparaple, 
thep conered the carte withe foule hydes of 
heaſts, and cauſed vnknowen men to dꝛiue 
it foꝛwardes. And leſt by inquerie in the ar⸗ 
mye he might be diſcouered, ſuch as had the 
charge of him fold wed a farre of , When 
Alerand'r hearde that Darius was remo⸗ 
ned to Echatane, he left þ way that he was 
in, and with all the ſpeede he coulde make, 
folowed after Darius that was ſaide to be 
gonne into Media. But when Alexander 
was come to Taba, whithe is the thiefe Ci⸗ 
tie of Pærataceu, it was there ſhewed hym 
by kugitiues that tame out of Darius tape, 
how he was fled with al ſpede into Bactria. 
And afterwardes vnderſtoode- the matter 
moꝛe certainlyebp Bagiſtenes of Babilon, 
who coulde not affirme directlyethat Dari⸗ 
us was vſed as a pꝛiſoner, but derlared p 
either he was in daunger of death oꝛ ol cap⸗ 
tiuitie. Alexander vpon thoſe newwes talled 
his Capitaines together, and ſhewed them 
that he had a great enterpꝛiſe, but fuche one 
as the trauaile was verp ſhoꝛt. Darius (he 
(aide) was not far of, foꝛſaken of his owne 

&.t, men 
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men, ⁊ either takẽ as a pꝛiſoner oꝛ els ſlain. 
In whoſe perſon hee ſhewed the whole vice 
tozp to conſiſt, and the greatnes of the mat- 
ter to be a reward ſufficizt of their haſte ma 
king. They al cryed with one voice p thepe 
were readp to follow him where he would 
go, that he ſhould not ſpare theire labour 
noꝛ their peril, Wherupon be conueped his 
army foꝛ wardes with maruetlons ſpeede, 
rather in poſt, then after the cõmon ozdze of 
marching, neither reſting dap noznight til 
they had paſſed, u. C. furlonges, e come to 
village where Darius was taken. There 
Melun Darius interpꝛetour, oho by rcaſs 
of his ſicknes could not followe the armye, 
was taken thoꝛough Alexanders celeritpe, 
who ſeining that he fledde away from bys 
maiſter, declared the whole mater: but how 
great ſoeuer his deſire was to ouertake hys 
enemies, it was neceſſarpe foꝛ him to geeue 
his men reſt of their trauaile: ſo that deter⸗ 
mining to leaue the reſt of his army behind, 
did chooſe out ſixe thouſand hoꝛſemen, ⁊ ad⸗ 
ded to them itf. C. called Dim ichas p were 
kootemen, heaupe harniſed, but pet rpdyng 
on hoꝛſebacke, t when the matter and place 
rc qutred, lighted x fought on foote. When 
Alexander was takyng ozdze 9 thele 
ngs: 
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things: Daſellus 4 Pithꝛatenes, whych foz 
the hatred they bare to Beſſus foz his trea⸗ 
ſon, lled fr him, declaring to p kyng that þ 
ans were but. v. C.furlongs ok, l 
ered to guide him by a nearer wap. x 
comming was grateful to the king: foz by 
their conduction in p beginning of p night, 
he tooke his iourney w ſuch hozſemen as he 
had appointed, willing his foote battatle to 
follow after w al ſpeede poſſible. Hee mar- 
ched fozwards in a ſquare battaile, t kepte 
ſuche an o2der, p the firſt might ioine w the 
laſt, t ſach as came behinde relieued them Þ 
went befoze. When they had paſſed.ccc,fur 
longs on their way, Bꝛoculus the ſonne of 
Mazeus p ſometime had been gouernour of 
Siria, met Alexander, a declared 5 BGefſus 
was within two hundzed furlonges, mar⸗ 
thing with hys men out of all oꝛdꝛe. as ona 
that did caſt no doubtes. It ſemed to him (he 
ſapde) that thepe went towardes Hircania: 
wherfoze if haſte were made, theye myghte 
lone be ouertakẽ, foũd diſpercled here and 
there out of al aray. And by reaſõ he affy2s 
med alſo p Darius was pet aliue: Alexan⸗ 
der was hoate befoze in his purſute, was 
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their;hozſcs,and paſſed fozwardes a gallop 
going ſo farre fozth, that they might heare 
the noyſe of their enemies as they marched, 
But the duſt 5 did riſe,dimmed their ſight: 
« therfo:e he ſtayed a while til the duſt was 
Lanithed away. Then both Beſſus pertep⸗ 
ned the Pacedons, and they ſaw the Perſi- 
ans as they fled, Not withſtading they had 
not ben able to haue matched with them, if 
Beſſus had had as great courage tofighte, 
as he had to betray his maiſter. Foz beſides 
that they exceded the Patedons in nombze 
power. thepe fozewerted e ſoze trauailed, 
Could haue had to do with them that were 
luſty and freſhe, But the name of Alexan⸗ 
der t his fame, whfche is of great moment 
euer in the warrcs, put them in ſuche feare 
that they could not ſtay them ſelues. Then 
Beſlus x other that were partners of p cõ⸗ 
ſpiracy,came tothe cart wher Dari? was, 
t perſwaded him to leap on hoꝛſeback, and 
flpe from his enemies that weare at hande, 
But hee crying out 'that the Goddes were 
come to his reuenge, and calling foꝛ the af- 
ſiſtaunce of Alerander,ſaid:that in no wiſe 
he would go with traptours: wherewpth 
theye were ſo ſturred fo wꝛathe, that theye 
b dartes at him and left, him , 
1 
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in many places of his body. They thꝛuſt in 
the beaſts that dꝛewe the carte, to thintent 
they ſhould not be able to \paſſe fozwardes, 
t ſlew his two ſeruants that did wait vpon 
him. When they had cõ mitted this aa, they 
thought it expedient to diſperſe themſelnes 
in their flying. And ſos Nabarzanes toke his 
way to Hircania, and Beſlus to Bactria W a 
fewe hoꝛſemen that eche of the had in their 
company, When their ſouldiours were foz 
ſaken of their taptaines: they ſcattered here 
and there, where hoape feare did lead the, 
There were onelpe fine hund ed hozſemen 
which aebled them ſelues together, ſtove 
ina mammoꝛing whether it were better, to 
reſiſt oꝛ to flye, Alexander vnderſtanding þ 
fear his enemies were in, lente Aycano? 
befo2e with part of his hozſem# to kepe the 
occupyed, t he with the reſt folowed after. 
There were flaine to the nomber of, itf. M. 
of ſuche as ſtoode at their defence,x the reft 
were dꝛiuen in flockes like beaſtes:fro kil⸗ 
ling of whom Alexander commannded his 
men to abſtaine, Amongſt al the pꝛiſoners 
there was none that:was able to ſhewe the 
Cart 8 carped Darpns:foz cuery one was 
fo deſtrous to fpnde him, that as they ſawe 
any cart, thep ſought him therin: t pet theye 
D. lj. coulde 
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eonlde perceſue bye noe meanes where her 
was become, Alexander made ſuche haſte ỹ 
ſcarcely thꝛee thouſand hoꝛſe men followed 
him of al his numbze: but the great numbze 
of the Perſians fell into their lappes that fo 
lowed behinde. It is ſcarcely credible to bee 
beleued, that ther ſhould be moze pꝛiſoners 
taken, then there were men to take them. 
But foztune in that feare had ſo tak? away 
their ſece,that they could not conſider their 
owne multitude, noꝛ the ſmall number of 
their enemies. Jn the mean ſeaſon ß beaſts 
that dꝛew Darius wagon, hauing no man 
to gouerne them, were ſwarued out of the 
highe wape, and wandering heare there, 
bad dꝛalnen Darius folver furlonges from 
the place where he was woüded, into a val 
ley where thepc fainted, by reaſon of theirs 
heat and their hurtes. There was a ſpꝛing 
at hand, whiche certatne that knew p toun⸗ 
trey had ſhe wed to Polpſtratus a Patedõ, 
that was ouercome foꝛ thirſt. And whyles 
he was dzpnking water out of hys helmet 
hee ſpyed the beaſtes that were thꝛuſt in » 
dartes, and marueilyng that they were not 
rather caryed awape, then hurte after that 
manner: * looked and found in thefoule 
203 carte 
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carte the body of a man halte a liue, and at 
lengthe perceiued it was Darius that lape 
there ſoze wounded, and dzawpng of hys 
bꝛeath. Then Paliſtratus bꝛought tobym 
a Perſian whõ he had take pꝛiſoner. A hõ 
when Darius kne we by his voyte, to bee of 
his countrep, ſapd:that hee tooke it fo2 a cõ⸗ 
fot ot his pꝛeſent koʒtune, that hee ſhoulde 
ſpeake befoze he died to one that vnderſtode 
him, and not vtter his laſt wozdes in vaine. 


He required him to declare vnto — 


that — he had neuer deſerued any 
hides, pet it was his chaũce to pen 
tour, and had thankes to . — 

the un pee dne den b ba 
— graunted lpke. butallo e renerencc of 
their former eſtate and dignitie, he ot hys 
kmimen and krendes, to whom he had geuen both 
and landes, Wag now them bereeued of all. 
He prayed therkoze þ he alwais be bictoroꝛ, 
and that the Empire of the who wozide myghte 
„FFF 
act, not onely foz his cauſe:but fo; and $ 
lone of other mces:which ſhould be a hoz 
nourable vnto him & pzofitable in tyme c 
Ghen he had ſpoken theſe woꝛds, he fapn- 
ted,x calling foꝛ water, after he had dzonke, 
ſaid to Poliſtratus Þ — it vnto him: 
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the this benefit. But Alexander ſhal reward there, 
# the godds ſhall requite him. foz his great huma⸗ 
nitic and clemency ſhewed towards mpne. Unto 
whom in mp behalte thou ſhalt geue my hande as 
pledge of a kinges pzomile. And hauing (poke 
theſe wozds,+ genen Poliſtratus his hand, 
he dyed. Whe his ſapings'were repoꝛted to 
Alcrander,he repatred where the ded coꝛps 
lape, and there bewapled with teares, that 
it was his chaüte to dy a death ſo vnwoꝛthy 
fo2 ſo great an eſtate, 4 taking ot his owne 
cloke to couer the dead coꝛps withall, adoꝛ⸗ 
ned the ſame with all thinges that pertap⸗ 
ned to a king, ſent it to his mother Siſigã⸗ 
bis to be buried, in ſuch ſozt as the countrep 
maner was to bury kinges, and to be lapde 


amongſt the reſt of his pꝛedeceſlours. 


Here ſhe firſt part of the ſixt booke doth want, 
wherein was conteined the cauſe of the war be- 
twixt the Lacedemontans and Macedms:wyth 
the pr epdracion of bathe nacions to the battaylt 

12 was fought bewixt Antipater. Alex- 
Audcers lieutenaunt in Macedonia, 
and Agis king of the Lacede- 
monians. 
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Curtius, of the actes of Alexander 
the great, kyng ol Macedon. 


T2 FE peeaſed fozwardes wherethe 
s £22 fight was moſte daungerous, t 


8 ſeing ſuche as made moſt re ſpſ⸗ 


＋ — 4 
228 taunte, put the greater parte of 


his enemies to flight. Thẽ ſuch as were vie 
torours befo2e began to flpe, till thepe had 
d:alwven their enemies greedelpe followyng 


them, out ol the ſtreight into a moꝛe plapne 
ground. In the retire manpe of them were 
ſlaine: but when they hadde once recouered 
ſuch aground wher as they might ſtap and 
fall in oꝛder, the battatles iopned cquallye 
againe on both ſides, Amongft them all the 
king of the Lacedemonians appeared moſt 
notable in al mens eies, not ſo much by the 
vewty of his armoz and goodly perſonage, 
as thzoughy greatnes of his courage, wher 
in onelp he could not be oucrcome. Nee was 
layed to on all partes, both neare hande, £ 
a farre of. et fo2 all that, he endurcd long 
in armes againſte his enemies, auopdynge 
their ſfrokes part with his target, and part 
with his body, til ſuch time as he was thꝛuſt 
though both thighes with a ſpeare,whe — 
gre 
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rene effuff5 of bloud he was not able any 
onger to endure the fight: Then the eſqut- 
ers fo: his body toke him vp vppon his tar⸗ 
get, and taried him into their campe 5 with 
great paine endured p ſturring of his woũ⸗ 
des. The Lacedemontias foz al their kinges 
departure gaue not ouer the fighte, but aſ- 
ſone as they coulde recoucr any ground of 
aduauntage,they cloſed them ſelues in bats 
taile together, and recetued ſtoutlpe theire 
enemies that came full vpon them. Ther ts 
not found in any memozy,ofa battail moze 
behemently fonght then that, wher the ar- 
mies of twoo nacions that weare moſte cx« 
cellent in the warres contended togetherg 
koꝛ the victozpe, not pet enclining to anye 
parte. The Latedemonians called to mind 
their auntient manhode and pꝛowes, and 
the Pacedons conſidered theire pzeſente 
eſtimacion they had in the wozloe, the La⸗ 
tedemonians ſtriued fo their libertſe, and 
Matedons koꝛ the ſouereintie. The one par⸗ 
tic lacked a taptaine, and the other rowme 
to fight in. The manifolbe aduentures and 
thauntes that fel that dape,encreaſed boths 
the hope and feare ot bothe partſes:foztune 
as it were of purpoſe bzinging ſuche valy- 
aunt men to fight togethers, neyther ol the 
Vic P;cuays 


Quintus Curtis, Folng 
pzenaplyng vpon other, But þ ffreſghtnes 
of the place wherin they fonght,didnot ſut⸗ 
fer the to ioine w their whole fozce at once: 
foz moze were beholders then fighters ,and 
ſuch as ſtode without daunger,cncouraged 
the other w their crie. At length the Lace- 
demonlans began to faint, & ſcarcelye able 
fo; ſweating to ſuſtaine their armoꝛ, began 
to d2awe backe, to haue the moze liberty to 
fleefrom theire enemies that pꝛeaſed ſoꝛe 
bpon them. When they were once bꝛoken 
and ſcattered abꝛoade, the victozours pur⸗ 
ſued after. And paſſpng the place wherup⸗ 
pon the Latedemonians battaile was firſt 
aranged, made a (oze purſute vppon Agis: 
who ſetng his men flying, this enemies ap 
pꝛoche at hand, willed his men to ſet hym 
downe: where ſtretching him ſelfe, to feele 
if the foꝛte of his body coulde aunſwer vn⸗ 
to his harte, when he founde him ſelfe vna- 
ble ta ſtande, remapnyng vpon his knees 
put on his helmet, and couering his bodye 
with his target: ſhaked his ſpeare 4 pꝛouo⸗ 
ked his enemies to dzaw neare, if any were 
deſirous of his ſpoile:but ther was not one 
p pꝛeſſed neare him, but did caſt dartes a far 
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p⸗ of, whiche hee al wayes tooke and thꝛe we 
he t his enemies againe, tyll ſuch time 2 he 
yo B as 
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Was khꝛuſt into the bare bꝛeſt with a ſpere. 
But when the ſame was pulled oute of the 
wound, he fainted, t bowing him ſelf vpon 
his target, ſhoꝛtlpe after fell downe dead, 
bloud x life failling boths together. There 
were llaine af the Lacedemonians. v. M. 
iu. C. xl. and of the Macedõs not paſſing itj, 
C. But there was ſcarccly anye of the that 
eſcaped vnwounded. This victozy ſbzake p 
hartes not onelpe of the Lacedemonians & 
of their confederats, but alſo of other which 
lay in wapte looking foꝛ the ſucceſſe of that 
warre, Antipater was not ignozant howe 
the countinaũces of ſuch as did gratify his 
bictozp,differed muche from the entents of 
their harts:but deſirous to finiſhe the wars 
that was begon, perceiued it neccſſarye fo; 
him to diſſemble and ſuffer him ſelfe to bee 
decepued. And though he reiopſed muche in 
the foztune of the thing, yet he feared y en⸗ 
uye that might enſue thereof, being a grea- 
ter matter then the eſtate of a lieutenaunt 
did beare. Fo2 Alexander was of ſuch a na⸗ 
ture, 2 hee deſired ÿ his enemies had wone 
the victoꝛp, ſhewing manifeſtly Þ hee was 
not cõteted with Antipaters good ſucceſſe: 
thynkpag 5 what honour ſoeuer channced 
to any other man was a derogacion to — 
. - _owne 
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own gloꝛp. Antipater therfoze which knew 
full wel his ſtomake, durſt not vſe the victa 
ry accoꝛding to his owne will, bat aſſcbled 
acouncel of Greckes,to aduiſe what theys 
thoughte expedient, The Lacedemontans 
made no other requeſt, but p they might ſed 
Embaſſadours vnto Alerander, which vp3 
their repaire to him and their ſute made, ob 
tained a general pardon foꝛ al men, ſauing 
fo: ſuch as were the authours of the rebel⸗ 
lion. The Megapolitans, whole citie did a⸗ 
| bide the ſiege were compelled to pape as a 
fine foz their rebellion. xx. talents to the As 
thenians,t the Actolians. his was p end 
of the warre, which being ſodeinlye begon 
was ended befoze that Alexander had ouer⸗ 


thꝛolwen Darius at. Arbella. Aſſone as hys - = 7 . 
minde was deliuered of thoſe pꝛeſent tares, *-*- 


as one that coulde beare better the warres 
then quietnes, hee gaue him ſelle al to plea⸗ 
ſures , by the vices wherof enſuing be was 
ouercome, whom no power of p Perſians 
02 any other was able to ſubdne, Hee was 
geuen to banqueting oute of ſeaſõ, and to a 
fond delight of dzynkyng and watchyng in 
plates among flockes of Concubines, that 
dew him into ſtraunge manners and cuſ- 


tomes. Which he following as things bet- 
ter 
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ter then his countrep vſages,offended ther⸗ 
by greatlpe both the eies and the hartes of 
his nacion, and canſed many that loued him 
befoze entirely,to hate him then as an ene- 
mie. Fo: the Pacedons that were obſtinat 
in keapinge theire owne diſcipline, and ac- 
cuſtomed not to be turious, but fo ſcarce in 
theire diet as myghte ſuffice nature, when 
they ſave him go abonte to bzinge in a 
monges them the vices of thoſe nations 
whiche they had ſubdued? conſpiracies then 
beganne to be made againſt him, mutenis 
roſe amonges the ſouldiers, and euerpe ons 
complaining to another, frely vttercd their 
griefs, wherby he was pꝛouoked to wzath, 
to ſafpicion and ſodeine feare, diuers other 
inconuentences enſuinge therupon,whiche 
ſhalbe declared hereafter, Alerandcr being 
geuen as it hath bone ſatde befoꝛe to vnrea 
ſonable banquetinge, wherin he conſumed 
both dape and nyght: MN hen he was ſatil 
fied of eatinge and dzinkinge, paſſed ouer 
the tyme wythe plapes and paſtymes, And 
not contented with ſuche muſiclans as he 
bꝛoughte out of Greece, cauſed the weomen 
that were captiue, to ſinge befoze him ſuche 
ſonges as abhozred the eares of þ Paced6s 
not accuſtomed to ſuche thinges. W 
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thoſs weomen Alexander ſpyed one moze 
ſadde then the reſt, whiche with a certapne 
ſhamefaſtnes didde ſtriue with them that 
bzought her fourthe. She was ol excellent 
bewty, and thzonghe her ſhamefaſtnes her 
bewtie was augmented, 1Becauſe ſhee dyd 
caſt her eies towardes the earth, coueringe 
her face ſo muche as ſhe might: gaue ſuſpi- 
tion fo; him to thinke that ſhe was come of 
greater nobilitie, then that ſhe ought to be 
b:ought in to ſuche kinde of paſtimes. And 
therfoze beinge demaunded what ſhe was: 
ſhee ſhewed her ſelfe to be the neece of Dc- 
thus that latelp raigned in Perſe, and the 
wife of Hiſtaſpis, which was Darius kinſ⸗ 
man, and had beene his lieuetenaunt oner 
great armies. There pet remapned in the 
kynges hart ſome (male ſparkes of his foꝛ⸗ 
mer vertue. Foꝛ in reſpect of her eſtate bes 
inge come ot a Kyngcs bloude, and the re⸗ 
uerente he bare to ſuche a name as þ neete 
of Oechus, cõ maũded her not only to be ſet 
free, but alſo to be reſtozed to her goodes x 
her hulband, whom he willed to be ſoughts 
out, The nert dap he appointed Epheſtion 
fo bzing al þ pꝛiſoners vnto p court, where 
enquering of p nobilitie of euery one,comas 
ded the which were deſcfded of noble bloud 


to be ſeuered fro p reſte, amo ges who they 
founds 
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founde Oratres bother to Darius, » was 
no {eſſe noble of minde then of bloud. Ther 
was made of the laſt ſpoile.xxvi. M. talets, 
whereof, rij. M. were conſumed in rewards 
amonges the men of warre: and the ſüme 
amounted to no leſſe value that was con⸗ 
ueped awape by them that had the kepinge 
thereof, There was one Dridates a noble 
man of Perſe that was put in pꝛiſon by Das 
rius, and appointed to ſuffer death, whome 
Alexander deliuered, and gaue vnto hym þ 
ſeignoꝛie of Media, and retepued Darius 
bꝛother amonges p number of his frendes, 
reſeruinge to him all the accuſtomed honoz 
of his nobility, Then they came to the con 
trep of Parthenia, then beinge but obſcure 
bnknowen': but nowe the head of all thoſe 
countreis which lie vpon 77gre 4 Euphrates, 
and be bounded withe the redde fea, This 
tountrep beinge frutefull and aboundante 
of all thinges was taken by the Scithians, 
which poſſeſſinge parte of A ſia # Europe. be 
troublous neighbours to them bothe. The 
Scithians, which inhabite vpon p Boſphero 
ſea are aſcribed to be in. A ſia. And ſuche as 
be in Europe poſſeſſe the countreis lyingeon | | 
the lefte of Z hrace, ſo farre as Boriſtbenes: 


from thence ryght fozth ſo karre as 5; riuet 
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Thanait, that parteth Europe and Aſia. It is 
certapne that the @cythes , of whome the 
Perſtans be dyſcended, came not frome 
Boſpberon,but oute of Europe. There was a 
noble citie in thoſe dates called Hecatonphi- 
los bullded by the Greekes, where Alexã⸗ 
der remained with his armpe, conuepinge 
vitailes thether from all partes, Cmonges 
the ſouldiers lipnge theire in idlenes, there 
roſe ſodainelp a rumoure, entered into their 
heades without any certaine autour oꝛ bes 
ginninge. The rumoꝛ was, how that Alex⸗ 
ander ſatiſfyed with the actes he had done, 
pourpoſed immediatelpe to retourne into 
Macedom. Thys fame was not ſo ſoone 
ſowen abꝛoade, but that they ranne lyke 
madde men to their lodginges, and trafſed 
bp their baggage and their ſtuffe: makinge 
ſuche pꝛeparacion to depart, that euery mi 
indged warninge hadde beene genen to re⸗ 
moue, and that the thung had beene done by 
appointment. The tumult that dyd ryſe in 
the tampe by lading of cariages, and by the 
callinge the one made vnto another, came 
bnto the kinges eares. This rumour obtei⸗ 
ned the ſooner creditte, by the diſpatche ol 
certain Greeke ſouldters, whome Alerader 
had diſnulſed into their countrep, with the 

T. i. gifts 
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gift of vi.thouſand denters to euery hoꝛſe⸗ 
man: thereupon taking occaſion to thinke 
that the warre had ben at an ende. Alexan⸗ 
der, whoſe purpoſe was to paſſe into Id 
e the vttermoſt boundes of the Orient, was 
no leſſe afrated ofthis matter, then the caſe 
required. And therfoze calling befoze him þ 
captaines of his armye , with the tcarcs in 
his cics made a great coplaint vnto them: 
that in the middle courſe of his glozpe hee 
thould thus be pulled backe, and compelled 
to retourne into his countrep rather as a 
man vanqutſhed then as a victozer, Which 
miſfo2tnne (he ſaped)he conlde not impute 
to his ſouldiers, noz fudge Þ their cowards 
nes did geue tmpedtmet to his pꝛocedings, 
but that it was only the enup of the Gods, 
that put ſo ſodaine a deſire of their toũtrey 
into the myndes of valyaunt men, whyche 
within a while ſhoulde haue retourned w 
greater glozy and fame, Therupon they al 
pꝛomiſed to trauaile in refo2zmacion of the 
matter, offering themſelues in all thynges 
(were they neuer ſo difficult) to doe as he 
would haue them. And they pꝛomiſed alſo, 
the obedience ofthe ſouldlers, if ſo be that 
he woulde make ſome gentle and apte 028- 
tion to pactfie them: whpche nan 
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pet ſeene departe from him in any deſpera⸗ 
tion 62 diſturbante of mynd, it they once bes 


helde the chearfulnes of his countenaunce, 


and the courage pzoceding from his harte. 
He pꝛomiſed ſo to do, and required at their 
hand to pꝛepare in the multitude an aptnes 
to geue him eare. When all thinges were 
p:epared whiche were thought expedient 
fo: the purpoſe, he aſſembled all his armpg 
togethers,'t made this Oꝛation vntoths, 
when pe conſider ( my ſouldiours) the grtatneſſe 
of the actes whi rpehauodone and the many= 
fold conqueſtes that pe haue made, it is no mar⸗ 
tratleat all, that pe be enciyned to qtnetnes, and 
fully ſatiſfied fame, and glozp. Fox leauyng 
to ſpeake of the Tr  Triballer, Of Bretie, Thraciay 
and 5-4 tot the Acheirns, And Teloponefians, Whome 1 
haue ſubdued, part in perſon and the reſt by ap⸗ 
pointment: I will not make reherſall of warre

home, to, er, my ſiſters, and my coun⸗ 
— — 
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haue gotten with yon: where as the iopfull cons 


uerſacion of our wyues, our chpidze and parents, 
peace, qupetnes, and a ſare poſſeſſion of thynges 
gotten thzongh our valyantnes do tarrpe foz vp; 
as oy rewardes of our victoꝛy. But if wee wil 
conteſſe the truth, this newe empyꝛe whiche wee 
aue not pet at commaundement, but is kepte as it 
ere by — of entreatye, doth requyꝛe a tyme, 
that this necked people map lear ne to bear: 
var poke, and by framyng their diſpolicions to a 
moꝛe humanitie,bzing their cruei nature to a moze

His £24 
tfon was reteiued of the Souldiours wyth 
ſuch gladnes, that they ſtreight wales veſts 
red hym to carp them whether he woulde, 
And he 5 could vſe the occaſis of their good 
moode, paſſed thꝛough Pt henia, came 
to the boundes of Hycania, leauing Crate⸗ 
rus with theiband, wherof he had the rule, 
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the charge, with p like number of Archers, 
to dekende Parthenia from the inturſlon of 
the bacbarous nacions. He apointed Cri- 
gonus a ſmall power to attende vpon his 
cariages; willing him to paſſe wyth them 
th:ough the plaine countrey, and he hym 
ſelfe with his footemen , and with the reit 
of his hoꝛſemen, marched foꝛwardes. C. 
kpkty furionges, and encamped in a valley 
at the entrep of 11zrcani«, Ja the ſame 
place bee great woodes full of hyghe and 
thicke trees, and the bottome of the vailep 
is very frutefull, by reaſon of the ſpzinges 
that come fourth of therockes . Out ofthe 
foote of the mountapnes there ryſctha rp? 
uer called Ziaberis, which wythin thzee furs 
longes of the head, is deupded by a rocke, 
ſtanding in the middes of the treame, cau⸗ 
ling the water to go tio ſundzpe waves: 
Whyche afterwardes commpng agapne 
into one chanell, runneth moze vpolentlpe 
then befoze , by reaſon of the fall from the 
rockes . And ſodainlpe it ſinketh into the 
ground, and ſo runneth hidden by the ſpace 
of cec,furtonges,and then commeth fourth 
agapne, as it were out of a new ſpꝛing, be⸗ 
yng then in bꝛedth ritt. furlonges, and as it 
ruaneth fozwards ,dzaweth moze narow, 
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and falleth into another ſtreame named 
Rhydago. The inhabitours of the countrey 
affirmed that all thinges caſt in where the 
ſtreame ſonke into the grounde, would ap⸗ 
peare and come out agapn at the nert iſſue. 
Fo? the pꝛouing of which concluſion, Aler⸗ 
ander cauſed ij. Bulles to be caſt in, where 
the water entered, whoſe bodies were foity 
by ſuch as were appointed fo2 the purpoſe, 
where the ſtreame bꝛake out agapne. In 
this plate he refreſhed his army tit. bates! 
duryng which tyme Nabarzanes (whyche 
was conkederate wyth Bellus in killyng 
of the kyng) dyd wzite letters to hym, in 


effect, howe that he was no enemy vnto Dart: | 


us, but counſailed him euer to do ſuch thynges ag 
he iudged moſte pꝛoſitabic: and foz his fapthfull 
counſaile was put in daunger of his lyte by hym, 
who went about againſt all reaſon to committ the 
cuſtodp of his perſon to ſtraungers,condempning 
thereby the fidelitie of his owne nation, Whichs 
they had kepte vnſpotted towardes their kynges 
the ſpace of C Cxxx , peres: Therfoze hym 
ſelfe in that peril and daunger, tooke counſatle of 
his pꝛeſent neceſſitie. And alleged that it was al⸗ 
waies admitted law full foꝛ a man to kyll ſuch one 
whome he knewe to conſpire his death, whyche 
was an excuſe (he ſayed) wherewith Darius ſa⸗ 
tiſlled the people. when he had ſlayne Bagoas. He 
alleged that nothyng was moe deare to moꝛtall 
creatures then lyke, foꝛ the loue whereol hee was 
dien to this extremitie, in committin Which 
i 
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Fhiche neceſſitie rather compelled him to do, then 
his owne diſpoſitton. Foz. a generall calamitig 
| enery man hath his foztune; Jihe woulde com⸗ 
maunde him to come to his pꝛeſence, he ſayde he 
would not refuſe to do it: foz he coulde not teare 
| that ſo great a kyng woulde violate his pzomyle, 
ſceing one God is not wont to deceine another, 
| But it he ſhoulde ſceme vnwoꝛthy to whome 
I 
| — hers count alwaies Warder their coun 
trey , where they make theire dwellinge place. | 
Alerander made no ſtape to geue hym his 
fapth, after ſuch ſoꝛte as the Perſtans vled 
| to reteiue pꝛomiſe:whiche was, ſaufely to 
tome and go. Notwithſtanding he mars 
hed in oꝛder of batt alle, ſending euer ſcou⸗ 
rers befoze to diſcouer the grounde. The 
lyght armed were appointed to p vaward: 
the Phalanr folowed after, 4 the baggage 
behpnde. Foz by reaſon the ſame was a 
warlike nation, and the conntrep harde to 
enter vpon: it cauſed the king to looke ear⸗ 
neſtly bpon the matter. The ſame valley

When Alerander had palled. xxx 
ſurlonges moꝛe foꝛwards, Phꝛataphernes 
met him, pelding both him ſelk, 1 ſuch other 
as fled away after Darius death, whom he 
receined gentelp, 4 came to a tobune called 
Aru, Thither came Craterus 4 Erigon? 
b;inging with them Phꝛadates that had ß 
rule of the Tin: Whoſe frendly receꝑ⸗ 
ning 4 gentle entertainment was the caule 
9 many folowed his erample, in cömitting 
chemlelues to Alexanders mercy. Menape 
os there made Pzince ol Hircania: who! 
being a baniſhed man in p time of Oethus 
came to king Philip fo; refuge: and Þhzas 
dates alſo — reſtoꝛed to the office he had 
befoze. VAhen Alexander was come to the 
dttermoſt boundes of // icania: Artabaʒus

the chiele cauſe that he arcepiid him io wel 
was fo2 the continnall fidelilie that he obs 
ſerued towwardes his pꝛince. He being thus 
gentely reteiued by Alexander, ſaped vnto 
— Dy} Sy2 long nap pou floʒiſhe #-reigne in per⸗ 
enn p ade n 
Nicht — am wa y greued, 5 by rcaſon ot myne 
all not de hable eee your 
obnes. He was irrxv pcres , bought 
ith him ix. ſonnes bozne of one ,whomhe 
ented befoze the king, pzaping 1 cont 


acceptable vnto him. Qterarider Wes e 
med muche to walke on foote, but then leff 
the olde man might be aſhamed to ryde, he 
going on koote, called foz ho:ſes fa: them 
both. Whenhe was encamped he ſent fo 
the Greekes that Artabazus bꝛought. 
they made requeſt firſt that he woutd g. 
alluraunte to the Latedemonians 8 
emonges them, 02 els they would i: wh 
uife emonges them ſelues what were bell 
to do: Thefame were the Embaſſadours 
phe Lacedemontas had ſent a

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which after the battelt, ioyned themſelues 
to the Greekes that were in Darius wa⸗ 


enn

ſurances 4 compolſicions, e come tu reteyue 
ſuch appointment as he would gene them. 
They ſtood long in a tay varying in oppi⸗ 
nions: but atlengththey agreed foto do: 
Sauing Democratesof Athene, whyche 
chiefly had euer oppugned the ſucceſſe of þ 
Macedon, who diſpairing of pardon flewe 
him ſelfe. But thc other, as they had deter- 
mined , ſubmitted them ſelues to Aleran- 
ders will, being r. M. v. C. in number, be⸗ 
ſydes iitj.ſcoze and x. of ſuche as were ſent 
Embaſladours vnto Darius. The moze 
parte of the Sonldters were diſtributed 
emonges the bandes to fill vp the no bers 
wanted, g the reſt were ſent home, extepte 
the Lacedemontans, whiche he tommaun⸗ 
ded to be put in pꝛiſon. There was a natiõ 
called Mardons bounding next to Hircania, 
rude in their maners and vſages, accuſto⸗ 


med to line by theft: They nepther ſent 


Cmbaſadours,no2 gaue any ſignification 
that they would be at Alexanders cõmaũ⸗ 
dement; he tooke therat great indignation 
that anpe one people ſhoulde giue impedi⸗ 
ment to his victozp, and theretoze leuing a 

guarde 
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guarde foꝛ his cariages, went againſt them 
with a ſtrõg polboꝛe. He marched fozwards 
in the nighte, and by the time that the dayt 
appeared, his enemies were in ſyghte. But 
the matter came rather to a larme then to 
anye kyght. Fo2 the enemies were ſone dz 
uen krom the hilles, who flying away, leltt 
their villages to be ſacked by the Wacedd6s, 
But the armpe coulde not paſſe into the in⸗ 
ward partes of the countrey without great 
trouble and vexacion, the ſame being con 
paſſed aboute with high mountaines, great 
woodes + deſert rockes, f the partes whichs 
were plaine were defended with a ſtrange 
kind of foztificacton,y is to ſape with trers 
ſet thicke of purpoſe, the boughes whereof 
when they were pong, were wzcathed one 
within another: The toppes bowed downe 
were put into p ground agatne, krõ whece 
as oute of another roote there ſpꝛong news 


b:anches, They would not ſuffer the ſame 


to growe as nature bzonght them fourthe, 
but did knit them ſo one with another, that 
when they were ful of leaues, they couered 
cleave the earth. The trees thus w2eathed 
one with another, encloſed in the countrey 
as it were with a cõtinual hedge, were as 
ſnares toentigle ſuch as would go * 
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of Quintus Curtin. Fords 
io enter. There was no wap could be deui⸗ 
ſed to palle thzonghe the ſame, but onelp bp 
cuttinge downe of the woode. And therein 
they founde a greate difficultie and muche 
trauatle by reaſon that the wzeathing and 
wꝛappinge tegether of the boughes kepte 
them of from the bodyes of the trees, and 
the weaknes of the boughes ſo pelded to þ 
ſtrokes,that they coulde not caſely be cut a 
ſunder: The inhabiters of p conntrey were 
accuſtomed to treape amonges the bꝛuſhe 
ipke wplde beaſtes, and by pꝛiupe ſalies 
b:cake oute bpon their enemies. Alexander 
therefoze cauſed his men after the maner of 
hunters fo ſecke ont their lurkinge places, 
and killed many ol them. But at length he 
enufroned the woode withe hys ſouldpers 
rounde aboute , to thyntent they mpghte 
bzceake in at euerp plate, where they ſhould 
ſppe anpe entre. In dopnge whereof,many 
wandzed and loſte their company in places 
that they knewe not, and were taken pꝛi⸗ 
ſoners: and amonges them Butephalus 
Aleraunders hozſe, whome he dpdde not 
ikeeme as menne doo other beaſtes: fo2 
hee woulde not (ſuffer anye other man to 


leape vpon him: and when the king would 
ryde 
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The ſyxth booke 
ride he would kneele down vpon his knees 
to receiue him, ſo that he ſeemed to haue the 
ſence to vnderſtande whom he caried. Alex 
ander was moꝛe ſoꝛubofull, and ſturred to 
a greater wꝛathe fo2 the loſſe of the hoꝛſe, 
then was expedient foz ſuch a cauſe: foz ſer- 
thinge about to get the hozſe againe;cauſed 
pꝛotlamaciõ to be made by aninterpzetoz, 
that creept he were reſtozed, he woulde nit 
leaue one of the countrep men allue. Whe 
thep heard this terrible thzeatning, amogs 
other giftes, they pꝛeſented vnto Alexander 
his hoꝛſe. et he was not there with pactſ 
ed, but tommaunded the woodes to be cui 
do bone, and the wapes to be made playne 
which he cutte thzoughe the woodes. Thys 
woꝛke went ſo well fozwarde, that the in 
habiters diſpairinge of habilitie to defende 
theire countrep , pelded themſelues tothe 
kinge. TN ho reteiuinge their pledges, com 
mitted them to the kepinge of Phꝛadates, 
and from thence the fpfth day retourned a 
gapne to hys tampe. There he ganeto Ar 
tabaſus the double honour that Darpus 
dyd vnto htm, e ſent him home againe into 
bis coũtrey. After that he came toy citie ut 
Hircania, where Darpus Palace was, a- 
barzanes vp6 aſſurance came thither, — 
gin 
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Quintus Curtiat- Fol. 4 
ging withhini great giftes, and emonges ß 
reſt pꝛeſented vnto Alexander Bagoas an 
Eunuthe of ſinguler beutp, being in þfirlk 
flower of pouthe, whome Darius accuſto⸗ 
med, and after Alexander: at whoſe inter⸗ 
teſſton ſpecialy hedid pardon Nabarzanes, 
The nation of the 414702 being neare 
vnto Hircania (as hath beene (ated befo ze) A. 5 : 
did inhabite p plaines of Them yſcire about 
the ryuer of 7 brrmodbunta, thad aNucene = 
teigninge oner them talled ZThaleſt nen en, 
which kept vnder her dominion all p couns . 
treies betwene the Pounte ons the 
ryuer ol Pbaſis. hee foz the great aſfectis 
ſhee had to ſee Alexander, traualled out k * 
her owne countrep, and being tome neart 
wher be as, ſent certem befoze,todetlare 
that a Nucene was tome vl deſire-to viſito - 
him, and to make her acquaſntaunce. hs 
libertte was genen her to tome to his pꝛe⸗ 
lente, ſhectauſed all che reſt of (her bands * 
to ſtape, and ſhoe came ſoꝛwardes actom⸗ 
panped with CCC. women. Aſſone as lhe 
perceiued Alexander, ſhee leaped krom her 
hoſe cartyng twoe Lanres in her hande. 
The Amazones aparell is ſuch that it doth 
not couer all their bodpes: fo2 their bꝛeſtes 
be bare on the left ſyde, and their garmits 
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whiche they vie to knitt vp with a knotf, 
come not to their knees. One bꝛeſt thep als 
wapes reſerue vntouched wherwith they 
nouriſhe their woman childzen, but their 
right bꝛeaſtes they vſe to ſeare, to make the 
moze apt to dꝛawe their bowes, and taſt 
their dartes. Thaleſtris looked vpon Alex⸗ 
ander with a bolde counten aunce, and cons 
ſidered in beholding ol him, that his perſos 
nage aunſwered not to the fame that ſhes 
had heard of his actes. Foz the barbarong 
nacyons gaue great veneracion to the mas 
leſtie of the perſonage, thinking none to be 
ſaffictent foꝛ the doing of greate actes, but 
ſuch as nature hath endued with great per⸗ 
ſonages. It was demaunded ol her, ifſhes 
bad anpe requeſt to make vnto Alexander: 
Tabcreat ſhe abaſhed not to confeſſe that 
ſhe was come thither to gett childzen wyth 
bim:thinking her ſelf a-perſonage wozthy 
of whom he ſhould get heires to inherit his 
kpngdome, wherein ſhe conenaunted that 
ik if were a woman ſhe would kepe it ſtill, 
and if it were a man childe, ſhe woulde re⸗ 
Nioze it to the father, Alexander enquired of 
her, if ſhe woulde go fozwardes wpth hym 
in his warres : but therein ſhe ercuſcd her 


ſelle, that hee had left no ozder fo; = de⸗ 


; of Ouintus Curtins. Fol. iso 
kence ot her kyngdome:But ſhee continued 
ſcill in declaracton of thecauſc of her com⸗ 
ming, and required that her hope therein 
myght not be in vaine , The womans ap⸗ 

petite ſeemed to be moꝛe vehemently geuen 

to luſt then the kinges was: pet ſhe obtap⸗ 
ned of him to ſtay foꝛ her cauſe, and conſu⸗ 

med thirtene dapes in ſatiſfipng ok her de⸗ : 

ſpꝛe. That done ſhe departed to her owne Garter 

kingdom, and Alexander went to Parthenic 7,44 pie 

which was the place where he kpꝛlt che wed 2 

manifeſtly the vyces ; were in him. There . #* * 

he turned his tontinencpe and moderation, 

being the moſt excellent vertues apearing 
in any kynde ok eſtate. into pꝛyde t volup⸗ 
tuouſneſle, not eſteeming his countreycnſs 
tomes, no2 the holſome temperaunte that 
was in the vſages & diſcipline of the kings 
ol Pacedon , Fo? he tudged their cinile 
vſage t maner to be ouer baſe fo2 hys great 
nes:but did counterfeit the height « pompe 
of the kinges of ?er/c,repzeſcnting p greats 
nes of the Goddes, He was content to ſufs 
fer men there to fall downe flatt vppon the 
grounde and woozſhtp him, and arcul⸗ 
tomed the victoꝛours of ſo manpe nacyons, 
by lytle and lytle to ſernile offices, coueting 
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fo make them lyke vnto his captines. He 
ware vpon his head a Diademe of purple, 
interpaled with white, like as Dartus was 
accuſtomed, and faſhioned his àapparaile afs 
ter the manner of the Perſians, wpthout 
ſcrupuloſttie of anpe euill token that it ſig⸗ 
nifyed fo2 the victoꝛer to chaunge his habite 
into the faſhion ol him whome he had van⸗ 
quiſhed. And though he aduaunted that he 
ware the ſpoples of his enempes: pet wyth 
thoſe ſpoiles he put vppon him their eupll 
maners: and the inſolency of the mynde, 
folowed the pꝛyde of the aparaple. 15cſibes 
he ſealed ſuch letters as he ſent into Europe 
with his accuſtomed ſeale: but all the let⸗ 
ters be ſent abꝛoade into I ſia, were ſealed 
with Darius ring. So it appeared that one 
mynde coulde not beare the greatnes that 
appertained to two. He appareled alſo his 
krendes, his tapitaines, and his ho2ſmen in 
Perſtan apparell, whereat though they 
grudged in their myndes, pet thep durſte 
not refuſe it fo2 feare of his diſpleaſure ; 


bynes: fo2 he ſkill matntatned thee hundꝛed 
and [r.that belongedto Darius, 4 emongs 
them were flockes of Eunuches accuſto⸗ 
med to perfourmetbe ble of women. a 
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Philip naturally abhozs 
ryng ſuche thynges, manikeſtly withſtoode 
to bee infected with ſuche voluptuouſnes, 
and ſtraunge cuſtomes. Whereupon there 
roſe a generall talke and oppinion thꝛough 
out the Campe, that they had loſt moꝛe by 
the victoꝛpe, then they had wonne by the 
warre. Foz when they ſawe them ſelues 
ouercome in ſuche exceſſe: and fozeine cuſs 
tomes ſo to pzeuaile emonges them, they 
fudgedit a ſlender rewarde of their longe 
being ab2ode,to returne home in the habite 
of pziſoners . They began to bee aſhamed 
of their kyng , Þ was moze like to ſuche as 
were ſubdued, then to them that were bic- 
tozious:and that ofa kyng of Macedon was 
become a pzince of Perſe, and one of Darius 
courtiers . Ulhen he vnderſtoode that the 
chiefe of hys frendes and his men of warre 
were greuouſly offended with his doyngs, 
he went about to reconer fauonr agapne 
with giftes and liberalitie: but it is to bee 
thought that the rewardes of ſeruitude bee 
bngratefall to free men, And therefo2e leſt 
this matter might turne into a ſedicion,hee 
thought good to bzeake the imaginacions 
encreaſed by idlenes with the ercrciſe of 
warre,wherof an apt occaſion was geuen. 
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Fo2 Beſſus inueſting himſelfe as akyng; 
toke vpon him the name of Artaxerxes, dꝛa⸗ 
wing to his part the Scithtans t other that 
were the inhabiters ol p rpucr of Thanais: 
Whichez thinges were repozted to hym by 
Nabarzanes;, whome he had receiued into 
his fanour,and geuen the rule of the coun- 
trey that he had befoze , When he had de- 
termined this new expedicion, he found his 
armye ſo oucrcharged and laden w ſpoyle 
E other furniments of voluptuouſnes, that 
they conld not ſcarcely moue. Wherfoze he 
commaunded the baggage and ſtuffe of the 
whole armp to bee bꝛought together in one 
plate, excepting only ſuch thinges as were 
bery neceſſary, The place was large and 
plaine whether the cartes were bzought 
laden: and when euerp one ſtoode waityng 
and muſing what he woulde commaunde 
them to do, he cauſed the beaſtes to be re⸗ 
moued kpꝛſt ont ofthe wap, and then ſet his 
owne fardels on fper, and after all the reit. 
M hiles theſe thinges were burnpng , the 
owners were on fp:e to ſee thoſe thynges 
conſumed, foꝛ the ſauyng wherof they had 
oft quenched the!flames in Cities of their 
enemies. et no man durſt lament p pꝛice 
of IrUys owne bloude , ſeeing they —_— 
er 


of Quintus Cirtius Porgs 
fyer conſume the kynges ryches as well 

as their owne: andthe rather to pacifye 

them, the kyng did mittigate their dolour 

with a bꝛiele oꝛation. Mhereupon they 
that were euer apte fo2 the warres, and res 

dy to do all thynges, beganne to bee toyfull 
that wyth the loſe of their baggage , they 
had pꝛeſerued their diſciplyne accuſtomed 
in the warres. As they were ſetting foꝛ⸗ 
wardes towardes Bactria, Nycanaz the 
ſonne of Parmenio dyed ſodeynly, whome 
enery man greatly lamented: but chtefelys 
the kyng was ſo ſozolvful,deſy2ing to haue 
ſkayed fo2 the celebzacion ok hys buriall, 
but that want of vitaples cauſed hym ta 
haſte foꝛwardes. Philotas therefoze was 
left behynde with two thouſande (px hun⸗ 
dzed ſouldiers to perfourme the tceremo⸗ 
nies appertaining to his bzothers buriall, 
and he himſelf marched towardes Beſſus, 
In the wape letters were bꝛought to Alex⸗ 
ander fr6 the pzinces therabout, 5 Belus 
was comming towardes him wpth a great 
armye , addyng therennto that Satribar- 
zanes whome he hadde made pꝛinte of the 
Arians, was newlye rebelled , Foz that 
cauſe(notwythſtandyng he was come nere 
bnto Belas ) he thought it beſt firſt to ops 
Uitf, pꝛeſſe 
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pꝛelle Satribarzanes: and fo2 that intent 
b:ought fozwardes his hozfemen and foote 
men that were lyght armed, to inuade him 
ſodeinly. His comming was not ſo pꝛiuie, 
but Satribarzanes knewe therof and fledd 
into Bactria with two thouſande hoꝛſimen. 
Fo2 bpreaſon hee was not able to aſſem⸗ 
ble anpe moꝛe in ſo ſhozt a tyme, the reſte 
fooke the nerte mountaines fo2 their res 
fage. There was a rocke which towardes 
the weſt was high x ſteepe, but towardes 
the caſte moze lowe and eaſp to beeclymed 
bpon, which parte was full of trees. The 
ſame rocke being in compaſſe xxxij. furs 
longes had a fountaine running continns 
ally,+ in the toppe a greene plapne, where 
they placed the weaker multitude: but the 
reſt that were apte foꝛ defence being tothe 
number of thirtene thouſande, gott them 
ſelues to the edges of the rocke, and there 
thꝛewe down ſtones and logges vppon the 
Matedons that came to aſſaile them. Hee 
left Craterus to beſiege this rocke, t went 
in perſon to purſue Satribarzanes. And 
becauſe he vnderſtoode that he was fledd 
farreof, retourned backe againe to þ ſiege 
of them that were vppon the rocke. Fy2lte 
be cauſed all thinges to bee taken _ 
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Quintus Curtius. 
that might be any impediment to his men 
in the aſſault geuing. But when they came 
to the bare and ſteepe rocke, the labour ſce⸗ 
med waſt, where nature w2ought againſt 
them. But he that was of a diſpoſicion als 
wales to ſtriue againſte difficulties , conſis 
dering how hard a matter it was to go fo2- 
wardes, andhowe daungerous to returne 
backe againe, dyd caſt in hys head all the 
wapes x deuyſes that could be imagined, F 
nowe fantaſied one thing, 4 then another, 
as men be wont whe that waies they haue 
founde out kyꝛſt do not pleaſe them. As hee 
ſtoode in a ſtape in doubt what to doe, fo2- 
tune did miniſter vnto him a meane, which 
neither witt noz reaſon coulde inuent. It 
chaunced that the wpnde blewe ſoze at the 
ſouthweſt, what tyme the ſoulviours had 
felled great plentie of woode, whereof they 
thought to make ſcaffoldes to mount vp as 
gainſt the rocke, and the heate of b Sunne 
had made the ſame dꝛye. When Alerander 
perceiued the wynd fo blow after that ſoꝛt, 
the woode liyng in that place, concepued 
by t by his purpoſe , and willed moꝛe trees 
to be cut down , and layde vpon them, put⸗ 
ling all other thinges to it, that were apte 
at trees 
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heaped bppon trees, became as it were 4 
mountapn, ſo high as the toppe of þ rocke, 
The ſame being ſett on fper in all partes 
at once, the wynde caried the flame into the 
face of their enemies, and the ſmoke coue⸗ 
red ouer the (kye , The nopſe was then 
great that the fper made, which burned not 
onelp the trees that were fyꝛed of purpoſe, 
but alſo the reſt of the wood growing nere 
thereabout. The enemies were ſo tozmens 
ted with the fla ne t Heate of the fper, that 
they were enfo2ced to foꝛſake their plate of 
ſtrength # attẽpted to eſcape awaye where 
the fper gaue them leaſt (impediment. But 
where the fpcr gaue place, the Pacedons 
toode in readines to recejue them, ſo that 
they were conſumed 4 (lapn, dpuers kynde 
of wapes. Some th:ewe them ſelues down 
the rockes, ſome ran into the myddes of p 
kper:other fell into their enemies handes: 
and a fewe halfe conſumed with kpꝛe, were 
taken pꝛiſoners. MNhen Alex ander had don 
this acte, he returned to Craterus whiche 
beſteged Artacnan, who hauing pꝛepared 
all thinges in readines, taried onely fo2 the 
kinges comming, to geue him the honour 
of the winning of the citie. TA hen Alerans 
der was come, he appꝛoched the 9 
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a with the towers of timber that he had pꝛe⸗ 
s pared fo2 the aſſault , at the ſight whereof 
the inhabitauntes were ſo afrayde , that 
e they helde vp their handes from p walles, 
's requiring him to ſpare them, and execute 
his wꝛath vppon Satribarzanes that was 
the aucthour of their rebellion. Alexander 
pardoned them kreelp, and not only leuped 
his ſiege, but alſo reſtoꝛed to the inhabitits 
all thinges that pertained to them. As he 
remoued fro this citie, there came vnto him 
a newe ſupplpe of Souldiours . Zoplus 
bꝛought out of Creece fpue hundzed hoſes 
men, and thꝛee P. whiche Anttpater ſent 
ont of Liria. There tame a hundꝛed and 
thirty Theilalien hozſemen wyth Philip, 
who alſo bꝛought of ſouldiers ſtrangersout 
of Ladia, twoe M. cectc. footemen and ccc. 
boꝛſmen. Alexander hauing thus encreaſed 
his power , entred into the countrey of the , 
Dragans, whyche were.a warlike nacion, e 
under the gouernement of Nabarzanes, 
who being of tounſell w Beſſus in y trea⸗ 
ſony he comitted againſt his pzince,'/wher 
he hearde ol Alexanders comming, foꝛ feare 
of the puniſhement hee hadde deſerned , 
fledd into Indi. Thus hadde they lyen in 


** nyne dayes, when Alexander being 
without 
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without feare of any enempe, and inuinti⸗ 
ble againſt al foꝛein powers, was bzought 
in perill by treaſon of his owne people. It 
chaũſed that one Dimmus a man of meane 
behauour and aucthozitie w hys Paince, 
was greatly entlamed in the loue of a pong 
man called ichomachus, with whome he 
bſed muche familier conuerſacion. Thys 
Dimmus on a time being in a paſſion, (as 
it well appeared by his tountenaunte) al⸗ 
lured this pong man into a Temple: wher 
remaining alone togeathers, declared that 
he had certein ſecretes to ſhelv him, which 
in no wiſe were to bee repozted agapne. 
Thereby he bzought Nicomachus in great 
ſuſpection, what the matter ſhould be: Fo 
befoze he would tell him, he made a pꝛote⸗ 
ſtation by the loue c familtaritie betwirte 
them, that he woulde aſlure him by his othe 
to keepe the thing ſecrete: who ſuppoſyng 
the matter to be of no ſuch weight, that het 
ought with periurie t bzeaking ofhys ofthe 
to diſcloſe the ſame againe, ſware by the 
Goddes there pꝛeſent. Then Dimmus o⸗ 
pened vnto him howe there was a treaſon 
conſpired againſt the kyng, whiche 
thꝛee dapes ſhoald be put in erecucio,whers 
of(he ſaied) he himſelf was pꝛiuie wyth — 
u 
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ners men ol nobilitie and eſtimacſon, WhF# 
Nicomachus dyd heare it to be ſuch a mat⸗ 
ter, conſtantly denied then that his pzomiſe 
extended to concele treaſon, whereunto no 
othe noꝛ Religion could bynd a man. Mh 
Dimmus hearde him ſays ſo, he became in 
à rage bet wirt loue and feare, and claſped 
the young man by the hand, requiring him 
with weping eyes, that he would not ſlicks 
to be a partaker in the execucion of this cd⸗ 
ſplracye,o2 at the leaſt, if his heart waulds 
not ſerue him, that he would keepe his toũ⸗ 
ſell ſecrete, in reſpect that he had found ſuch 
p:oofe of loue in him, to commit his lpte in⸗ 
to his handes without any further pꝛole of 
his fidelitie. But in concluſiõ, when he per⸗ 
cetued that Nicomachus would in no wiſe 
agree to his purpoſe, but mayifcfily abhoz- 
red p acte, he vſed dyuers meancs tobzing 
hym to hys entent, one while cntreatynge 
him wyth faire wozdes,and another while 
thꝛeatning to kyll him. He talled hym co- 
warde and traytour to hys frende, cõmen⸗ 
ding the goodlynes ol the enterpꝛiſe, and 
putt him in hoape of great pꝛeferrement, 
in that he ſhoulde be partener ofthe kyng- 
dome they went about to gett. When hee 
bad pꝛoued all theſe waycs,and pet * 
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bim range , he thzuſt his ſwozd one while 
to Nichomachus thzote, 4 another while tg 
his own,ſo y at length by thzeatning e fair 
ſpeking, he bꝛought him to pꝛomiſe, both to 
kepe his tounſaile ſecreat, and alſo to be al⸗ 
ſiſtaunt to the deede doinge. Pet neuerthe⸗ 
leſſe as one of a conſtant minde (though foz 
the tyme pꝛeſent he ſeemed to be won with 
the loue of his frenve,and become agreable 
to his requeſtes) chaungedno parte of hyg 
fozmer purpoſe, This done, ichomachus 
required to know what the men were, that 
had confederated them ſelues in ſo weighty 
a matter,becauſe the perſos (he ſaicd)were 
muche materiall that honlde take ſo great 
an cnterpzyſe in hande. Then Dymnus 
thoughe he were in great trouble of minds 
that he had bzonght p matter ſo far fourth, 
pet when he hearde hym aſke the queſtion; 
reioyted, and thanked him greatlpe, that he 
would ſofrely aſſoctate him ſelfe with ſuch 
maner of!men,as Demetrius of the p2tupe 
chaumbze was,Peculaus,Nicanoz, Aphe⸗ 
betus, Loceus, Diocenus, Archelopis, and 
Amintas. This communicacion once eny 
ded betwirt them, Nichomachus departed, 
anddyſcloſed all the matter whyche —_ 
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heard befoze, to a bzother of his called Ce- 


ballinus: agreeynge betwprte them two, 
that Nychomachus ſhoulde remapne Ctill 
ſecret in his tent, leſt by his comming to the 
kinges lodginge, not vſinge to haue acceſſe 
vnto 5 king, þ conſpiratoꝛs might perceiue 
themſelues bewꝛaped. Ceballinus repaized 
tothe kinges lodginge,4 taried befoze the 
gate, waptinge foz ſome man nere aboute 
the kinge,to bzinge him to his pꝛeſence. It 
foꝛtuned that amongeſt many whiche paſ- 
ſed by,onely Phtlotas the ſonne of Parme- 
nio, demaunded luhy he wayted there? To 
whom Ceballinus with a baſhed counte⸗ 
naunte ( well declaringe the vnquietnes of 
his minde)repozted al tnoſe thinges which 
be had heard ol his bꝛother, requizinge him 
that he would declare the ſame immediatly 
vnto the king. Philotas departed from him 
unto the kinge, with whom that day heibad 
muche communicacion of other thinges, E 
yet opened no part of þ lame matter which 
was told hym by Ceballinus. At night as 
Philotas came fourth, Ceballinus met him 
at p court gate, t enquized whether he had 
dd his meſſage to pᷣ king 02 not. He excuſed 
þ matter 5ᷣ he could find him at no leaſute. 
Lhe next day Ceballinus met him agayye 

goings 
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goyng fo the king, and put him in remems 
bꝛaunte of that he had tolde him befoze, to 
whome he aunſwered that he remembzed 
it well: but pet fozall that, he diſtloſed no 
parte of the matter. Ceballinus began 
then to ſuſpecte him, and intended no len⸗ 
ger to differre the thpnge , bat opened the 
ſame to one Metron maiſter of the kynges 
armarye: who immediatly conueped Ce⸗ 
ballinus into the armarpe, 4 went ſtreighe 
to the kyng whyche was bathpng, and en⸗ 
tourmed hym of all that he had heard. As 
lexander then made no delape, but ſent cer⸗ 
teyne of his guarde to take Dimmus, and 
after came him ſelfe into the armarp. As 
ſoone as Ceballinus ſawe the kyng , bee 
ranne to him with great refopſing;# ſaped, 
loe, q haue pꝛeſerued thee from the handes 
of thine enemies. But Alexander examys 
ned him of all the tircumſtaunce, and he a⸗ 
gapne aunſweredto euverp popnt in oder. 
The kyng was earneſt to know how long 
it was ſence Nichomachus had geuen him 
this infoꝛmacion, and he confelſed that it 
was thꝛee dayes. Mherupon the kyng cons 
ſidering that he could not with trueth haue 
conceled this matter ſo long, commaunded 
that he ſhould be put in warde, Then _ 
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de out, and declared howe that at the ſame 
nſtaunt he knew of the cofſpiracy fyz{t,he 
opened it to Philotas, of whom (he ſayve) 
he might inquire the truthe . Thereupon yt 
was demaunded of him, whether be had ce 
quired Phitotas to be bzought to the kings 
xeſence 02no,UWhith thing when p kyng 

v his confeſſion perceived to be true, x that 

hee did ftifly abide by his firſt tale he lylten 
vp his handes to heacien;the teares fally 
krom his eyes, greatly complayning 
Philocas ſhould requite him with ſuch bri- 
trueth,whom hee maſte alluredlye truſted, 
Dimnus in the meane ſeaſon knowing fo; 
what cauſe he was ſent fo2, wounded hym⸗ 
ſelfe to death: bat yet ſomewhat letted b 
them Þ were ſent to take him, was b2oughi 
'befoze the king, who as ſoone as he beheld, 
ſayd vnto him: Dimnus, what haue J offended 
thee,þ thou ſhouldeſt thinke Philotas more wor⸗ 
thy to be kyng ol Macevon then J At whyche 
wod des Dimnus became ſpeacheleſle, and 
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much moe — . K ence; i the 1 
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not be — ed — - wy tot yephdee yer 
To this PHhtlatas nothing abaſhed {yk the 
heart may be ſudged by the countenaunce) 
made aunfwer, that Ceballinus bzoughts 
him a tale, che regozter whereofwwas guet 
light of credit to bee beleued, 4 that he kea⸗ 
red leaſt by the pꝛeſenting of ſuch a matter 
Ivhiche dio riſe bpon bꝛabling betwirt two 
perſons of cuil diſpoſition, he mighte haue 
ben laught to ſcoꝛne: But afterwards wh# 
he once knew þ Dimnus hadde llaint hym 
ſelfe,he was elcarely then reſolued no lon⸗ 
ger to haue pꝛolonged the thing. And ſofal- 
ling down befoze the king, be hym p 
he wouldrather haue reſpect to his pat, 
then to his fault, which was onelp a töcelt⸗ 
ment, e no act done. Jt is hard toſape;whe- 
ther the king belened him, oꝛ grounded hys 
diſpleaſure moze deepelp in his hart:nencr- 
theleſſe in token ol pardon, gaue him hys 
hand, ſaping how it appeared y thaccuſacid 
was rather miſcredited by him, the coceled 
of malice, Notwithſtanding hee called hys 
tounſalle together amongſt whom Philo 
tas was not admitted, but opts" 
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was bꝛought in befoze thi , where he decla⸗ 
red all ſuche matters as hee befoze had ſhe- 
wed to p king, Ther was one Craterus in 
ſpectal fauo; 50 Alerider which fo2 þ enuy 
he had to Philotas aduauncemẽt, bare him 
alwais grudge: Tho knew very wel that 
the king had often been diſpleaſed w Phy⸗ 
lotas,fo2 the oucrmuche aduauncyng of his 
good ſeruice and valiant acts: but pet fo2 al 
that in thoſe matters he was not ſuſpected 
ol treaſon, but onely noted of pꝛeſumption 
t arrogancy.Craterus thought y hee could 
not haue a better occaſion to oppꝛeſſe his e⸗ 
nemp, then by colouring his pztuate hatred 


w a'pzetence of duſtte towards his pꝛynte. 
would God quod he) ye had taken our councel in 
the beginning of this matter:foz if pc would nedes 
haue pardoned him, pe ſhould haue kept from his 
knowledge how hee was in pour daunger 
8 ue bought him in feare ok his life, 
pr thn of make him moze mindful of higorwn 
en of your goodnes. Foz he may alwayes 


inagon your death: but pou ſhal not be alwates in 
on him. Let it neuer ſinke in your hart, 
15 eee ben ern 

e ce of a 
you Anode dn purpoſe fo benn ag offende are oftenin 
diſpeire — 00 perchaunce ey⸗ 
r , 02 rememz

pooch — 2 n ) Wonne a 
content to be in pour debt fox his ſonnes life. Ther 
be certaine benefits hatcfulto men:and it is ſhame 
to confeſſe to haue deſerued deathe. Therefoze J 
conclude, that he had rather it — be thoughts 
pou had done hum w2ong, then Inn 
| —— life. can not ſee therefoze, but pou ſhall 

be enfozced to deſtroy them foꝛ there owne ſuertp. 
There be enemies inough remaining pet vnebque 
red, againſt whom wee bee going:make pour ſelfe 
ſure from pour foes at home, ſo ſhall pee lefſs 
nede to feare pour ene mies abzoade. Theſe were 
Craterus woꝛds, and the reſidue of p cofi- 
ſail were of opinion, that Philotas would 
neuer haue conceled this conſpiracy, except 
hee had beene epther p2yncppall o2 pꝛiupe 
therunto, Fo2 they thoughte there was noe 
true man, oꝛ of honeſt hart, though hee had 
been none of the kings familiers but one of 
his meane ſeruants, hearing ſo muche as 
Philotas heard, but would fozthwith haue 
opened the matter. Yet he beinge the ſon of 
Parmenio, the maiſter ofthe kinges hoſe F 
of his pꝛiuy counſaile,did not ſo muche as 
ffraunger, whiche ſtrapghtwales made re⸗ 
lacpon of that hys bꝛother hadde tolde Him, 
And where as he pꝛetended that the kinge 
was at no leaſure, that they judged to by 
doone to thentent the accuſer ſhoulde not 
ſeeke anpe other to whome hee ** — 
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bfter it. N here as Nichomachus, albeit he 
was bounde by his othe to the contrarpe, 
yet would he neuer reſt tyll he had diſchar- 
ged his conſcience. But Philotas when he 
tonſumed in maner the whole dape in ſpoꝛt 
and paſtime with the kinge, could not finde 
in his harte to caſte fourthe a fewe woꝛdes, 
ſpecially in a matter ſo muche concerninge 
the kinges ſafeguarde, But admit (ꝙ they 
he had geuen no credit to þ matter thzough 
the lightnes of the repoꝛter. why ſhoulde he 
haue differred p accuſer.zj,dayes,as though 
he had belened it: Foz it he had miſliked the 
tale, he might haue dilmiſled the partpe. It 
was alſo alledged that euerie mans mynde 
much miſgeueth him, when the matter cõ⸗ 
cerneth his owne ieopardye. Muche moꝛe 
ought men to be credulous when it touched 
the ſuerty of a kinges perſon, in which caſe 
pt oughte to be examined thoughe pt be of 
ſmale weight, They all therefoze determp⸗ 
ned that Philotas ſhould be entoꝛced to diſ⸗ 
cloſe the parteners of the conſpiracye, The 
kinge commaunding them to kepe the mats 
ter ſecret departed,and tothe ententnoins 
cling ſhould appeare of this new counſaile: 
he cauſed it to be pꝛoclaimed that the armie 
N ſet fozwards the nert dap. The ſame 

N. ii. night 
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vpcht the kinge called Philotas fo a banes 
quet, with whom he vouchſafed not onelpe 
to eate, but alſo familiarly to commen,not- 
withſtandinge he had befo2e in the counſell 
determined hys death. After inthe ſeconde 
watche of the night, Epheſtion, Craterus, 
and Erigonns whiche were ol the kinges 
counſell, came pꝛiuelp into the court with- 
out light, and of the eſquiers, there came 
Perdicas, and Leonatus, by whome com⸗ 
maundement was geuen, that al ſuche as 
{ap neare the kinges lodging ſhould watch 
in harneys , Bp this tyme ſouldpers were 
appointed to al the paſſages, and hoꝛſemen 
were ſent to kepe the wapes, that no man 
ſhonlde paſſe pꝛiuely to Parmenio,whiche 
then was gouernour of 2/e434 witi a great 
power. Then Attaras came into the court 
with. cec. armed mẽ, vnto whom there were 
appointed .r.of thoſe that had the charge of 
the kingcs perſon, encrp one of them acc6s 
panied wyth ten Eſquiers, which were ſoz⸗ 
ted into diuers companies to take the other 
conſpiratours. But Attaras with his. cet. 
was ſent to Philotas lodging, where with 
fyftie of the hardieſt bzake vp his chaumbze 
dooꝛe that was ſhutte agaynſte them. The 
reſidue were commanded to belctt 5 8 
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leall hee might eſeape by ſome ſecret waye, 


Phllotas, whether it were tyozough the ſu⸗ 
ertie of his own conſclente, oꝛ though wes 
rines of (uche trauaile ot minde, was in ſo 
pꝛofound + dead ſleape, that Attaras vꝛake 
in vpon him bekoꝛe he wyſt. But at lengths 
when he was awaked come to him ſeike, 
pert iuing them aboute to binde him, he ers 
claimed & ſayd: O Alexanver, the malpte ot 
mine enemies haue pꝛeuapled aboue thye 
merty.Speakyng thele wo des, they coue⸗ 
red his fate, bꝛoughte him into the tourte. 
The nert dape the king gaue commaundes 
ment that certain of the men ol war ſhould: 
atemble in harneis to the number ok. vi. 
beſtdes llaues 4 raſcalles that filled full the 
tourt, which being aſſembled together, the 
guarde compaſſed in Philotas W their bad, 
to the entent he ſhould not be eſpied of the 
people, vntil ſuch time as the king myghte 
ſpeake vnto them. Fo2 by an old la lo of (He 
atedons the kings in their own perſons 
were wont to enquire in matters of treaſõ: 
pet could not the kings authoꝛitie pꝛeuaile 
to tondempnacid, except it were confirmed 
by the conſent of the men of warre, There⸗ 
foze the body of Dimnus was firſt bought 
X. liij. into the 
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into the place, the moſt parte vnknowynge 
what hee had done, oꝛ by wyat chaunce hee 
was ſlaine. Then came the kyng foozthe to 
ſpeake vnto the multitude, whyche in hys 
countenance declared p dolour ot his harte: 
and the (adneſle of ſuch as were nere about 
him, tauſed vnto the reſt great expectacyon 
of the matter. He did caſt his eis towards y 
earth, and ſtoode long aſtonied & in a muſe, 
but at length he plucked vp his ſpirites, and 


ſpake vnto them in thys wyſe. By trealõ of 
ſome menne J was almoſte taken from pou: but 
thoꝛoughe the mercye and pꝛouidence of the gods, 

am pet pꝛeſerued. youre honourable pzelence 
dothe conſtrayne mee moze vchementiy to bee mo⸗ 

d againſt thoſe traitours, becauſe the one com⸗ 
fozt and frute of mpe life is, that 'J remapn to geue 
thankes to ſo many noble menne, to whom Jam 
lo muche bounden. TN ypth ſpeakynge of theſe 
woꝛdes the murmour of the multitude dyd 
interrupte hys tale, and the teares dyd fall 


krom their eis. Then the king began again 
his tale. Yow muche moze wyll you bee moued 


when J ſhall ſhew pou the authours of ſo hozry- 
ble a treaſon, the reherſall of whom J pet retraine 
as one very lothe to diſcouer their names. But 'Þ 
mult ouercome the memozp of my fozmer fauour, 
and vtter the conſpiracy of my vnnaturall people: 
fo: howeis it poſſible foz mee to hide ſo greats a 
treaſon:? Parmenio a man of that age ſo deepely in 
my det, thoꝛough the moſte ample fites bothe 
ol mee and mye father, and whom J moſte —

ners of their furpe to my deſtruction. ⁊ Ahen hee 
came to that point, there roſe thozvughout 
the multitude a great charme of a mumure 
and coplaint,ſuche as is wont to be amo git 
àa number, and ſpeciallye of men of warre, 
when they ate moned either with affection, 
oꝛ diſpleaſure, Mith that Richomachus, 
Metron, and Ceballinus weare bzoughte 
foꝛth, euery one of them geuing in euldence 
that they had ſpoken afoze, pet appeared it 
not by anpe mans tale that Philotas was 
pꝛiuie to that conſpiracye. But at the laſte 
when the nopſe was ceaſled, and the wyt⸗ 
neſſes had ſayd al they could,p king p2oce- 
ded in this wiſe. Ot what manner mynd think 


pon was this man whiche hearinge the whole re= 
a — finde in hys harte to concele the mat 
er, the trueth w is wel declared by the death 
of Dimnus. Ceballinus that repoꝛted an vncer⸗ 
tayne tale foz the trial therof was afraid ot᷑ no toꝛʒ⸗ 
mentes, and neuer delayed the moment of tyme, 
vntill he had diſcharged him ſeife: inſomuche that 
he bꝛake into the place where J was bathing: but 
Philotas onely feared nothing, he beleued nothig. 
O how great a hart had this man, which haupng 
knowledge of the daunger ok his kyng, dyd neuer 
chaunge countenaunce, neither take ſo much pains 
as to heare out y tale of thaccuſer: Sutin this fi 
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Irnce ⁊ concelement there is treaſon hydden, the 
gredy deſire he had to reigne, did dꝛꝛue him hedlog 
to attempt ext came milchicie . His father is go⸗ 
uernour of v, & bearcth ſuch a ſtroke amongſt $ 
taptaines # men of war thozougiz mine authoꝛtt 
that he hopcth foz a great deale moꝛe then hee hat 
And becauſe 'J am without chtldzen hee eſtecmeth 
me not. But Dhuotas is deccrued. J haue chudꝛẽ 
frends,# kinſtolk amongſt you. So long as you be 
in ſauegard, J ſhal not reckẽ mp ſell wout heires: 


Then did he recite a letter that was taken, 
which Parmertſo had w2ttt? to his lonnes 
Nicano2,t Bhilotas, wherein there appeas 
red no great pꝛookłe of anpe greater treaſon 
intẽded. Theffec was this: Firſt take good 
heede to poure ſelues, t then to thoſe long 
to pou, ſo ſhal we bing to paſſe p we haue 
purpoſed. Thich letter the king enfozced, 
ſaying: it was wꝛitten alter ſuch a maner, 
that if it cam: to his ſonnes hands ft might 
be perceſued of them y knew p matter. And 
if it were caught by y wap, it ſhould deceine 


them that knew it not, Then p2oceded het 
now will Phllotas perhaps ſap, that when Dim- 
nus named all that were partakers of his conſpp- 
racy,henamed not him. A's foz that it is noe pz0of 
ofhis mnocencye , but a token of his power and 
authoꝛitie, becauſe he was ſpared of them þ might 
beſt bew2ay him, which confeſſing of them ſelues, 
durſt not fpcake of him. But what maner man he 
hath been, his life doth ſhewe He was fellow and 
companion to Fmintas mp kynſinan, Which con⸗ 
ſpired high treaſon againſt mp perſon in _— 
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Hee gaue his ſiſter in mariage to Attalus , then 
whom J had neuer greater enemp. When by rea⸗ 
ſon of olde krendſhip c kamiliaritie I w2ote to hum 
of the title geuen to me by the Oꝛacle of Ih Han 
mon, he did not ſticke to aun wer: that he was verys 
glad that J was admitted into the number of 
Gods, howber very ſoꝛy foz thoſe that ſhouid luie 
vnder ſuch one, as would excede the ſtate of a ma. 
{Theſe were plaine tokens that his hart was tur⸗ 
ned from me, e that he ſpited my gloꝛy. Whiche 
kepe cloſe in my hart, ſo long as 4 mighte. Foz 
thought my bowels pulled troin mee, it J ſhoulds 
make a litle ſtoze of the, fox whom J had done ſo 
muche. But now it is not their woꝛdes that muſt 
be puniſhed: foz the raſhnelle of theire tongues is 
turned to ſwo2des, which (beleue me) Philotag 
hath whetted to my deſtructio, whom if J ſhould 

cr to eſcape, alas my ſouldiers whether ſhoulde 
7 go: to whom ſhould Þ commit mp parſon? Hes 

as the man that J made generall of mye hoꝛſe⸗ 
men, of the greateſt part ol imine armp, and of all z 
noble young gentlemen. To his troth x fidelptys 
haue I committed my ſauegard, mp truſt, + victo⸗ 
ry. His father did J pzeferre vnto the ſame eſtate, 
herunto pou adu aunced me, Medi, then whiche 
there is not a richer countrep, & many thouſandes 
of ponre frends # fellowes I haue put vader hys 
goucrnaunce, and authozitie. where J truſted of 
moſte ſuertie, there founde ——— — {3 ows 
muche moze happye had to dyed in 
battafle, and rather been of mpne cnempes, 
then thus betrayed of my _—_ nowe be⸗ 
ing ſaued from the 3 that J molle feared, 
I haue fallen into thoſe ) J to haut doub⸗ 
ted leaſt. y ou haue been wont often times to warn 
me » J choulde regard mye ſuertie. It is not that 
may make me ſure ot that þ you counſcil me. To 
0 tour hãds & to pour ſuccoz I fipe. J wold — 
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though J might againſte pour wflles,# thoughe 
— pet can not, excepte I bec deltucred 
om theſe mie enemies. Hereuppon Philotas 
was bꝛought foꝛth in an olde garment, hys 
hands bound behinde his backe. It wel ap⸗ 
peared how much this miſerable ſight mo⸗ 
ned them which late befo2e euted him. The 
dap befoꝛe they ſaw him general of p hozſe 
mẽ, they knew that hee was at ſupper with 
the king, ꝛ ſodainly they ſaw him both p2p- 
ſoner bound like a theefe, 4 alſo condepned 
to die. So did it pitie their harts to conſtder 
how Parmenio ſo noble a man, ſo greate a 
captaine, which late hauing loft two of his 
ſonnes, Hectoꝛ, t Mica noꝛ, ſhould bee put to 


aunſwer abſent with the third ſonne, who |} 


euill foztune hadlefte him. The multitude 
being thus enclined topitye: Amintas one 
of the kinges officers, with a cruel tale ſet 


them al againſt the pziſoner;we bee all (quod 
he)betraicd to the barbarous nacions: none of vg 


hall returne home to his countrey, wife,noz fren- 


des, but as a maimed body without an head, with⸗ 
out honour, without fame, in a ſtraunge countrep, 
ſhall bee a mockyng ſtocke to our enemies. Þys 
tale was nothing pleaſant to the king, be⸗ 
cauſc he put the ſouldters in remembzance 
of their wiues and countrey, whereby hee 
thought thep would be the leſſe willyng to 


go fozwards in his warres, Ther was one 
Cenus 
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Cenus, which though he had maried the ſiſ⸗ 
ter of Philotas, pet did he moꝛe extreame⸗ 
lye enupe hym then anp other, calling him 
traitour againſt his kinge, to his countrep, 
t to the whole army, And thervpon toke vp 
a ſtone that bychaunce lape at his feete, to 
haue caſt at Philotas, which he did as ſome 
thought) to the ende he might rid him from 
racking. But the king kept backe his hand, 
and ſaid that Þ pꝛiſoner ſhould haue liberty 
to ſpeake foz him ſelfe, and woulde not ſuf ⸗ 
fer him to be conzempned otherwiſe. Then 
Philotas beinge admitted to ſpeake, wers 
pt thꝛoughe the conſcience of his offence, 03 
thꝛough the greatnes of his peril, as a man 
aſtonied, and beſides him ſeit, durſt neyther 
loke vp noꝛ ſpeak, but burſt out into teares. 
Whereupon his harte fainted, 4 he ſowned 
downe vpon thoſe that led him. But after⸗ 
wardes when he had wpped his eyes, and 
by little and little retouered hys harte and 
tongue, he made countenaunce to ſprake, 
Then the king beheld him in ß face 4 ſapd: 
The Pacedons ſhalbe thy tudges. J would 
knowe therefoꝛe whither thou wilt ſpeake 
vnto the in thy coũtrey lãguage, oꝛ not? To 
whom Philotas aũiſwered: Ther be diuers 
nacions here beſides p Pacedbs, which 3 
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7 truſt ſhal perteiue my wo2des the better, 
if I vſethe ſame language that pou did, bes 
cauſe the moꝛe might vnderſtand pour tale, 
Then ſaid the king, marke howe this man 
Hath his owne countrep tongue in hatred, 
Foz there is none but he that wil dyſdapne 
to ſpcake it:but let him ſay what he will, ſo 
long as you remembze that hee not onelye 
diſdaineth our cuſtomes, but alſo oure lan⸗ 
guage. And with that woꝛd the king depar 


ted from the aſſcblie, Then ſalde hilotas. 
— caſp fo2 an innocent to find Woꝛds to ſpeke: 

it is very hard foz a man in milerye to kecpe a 
temperaumce in his tale. Thus —— betwyxte 
acicare conſcience and moſt v oztume, JJ 
know not in what wiſe J ſhall ſatiſfie inpeſetle,s 
the time both ranches 02 he that might beſt haus

He ſhewed alſo p 
pf late, contrarp to their accuſtomed maner 
of waiting, without any cauſe mouinge the 
theriito,bat only bp tence of diligfce they 
pꝛeſſed next about þ king of al other: whers 
at maruetlynge Þ they woulde furnyſhe a 
rowme wheriunto thep were not apointcd, 
became ſo in doubt of their cluſtering toge⸗ 
ther, vᷣ he returned into þ train ot 5 gentle- 
men 5 folowed him. He declared beſides 
When Antiphanes tlarke of þ ſtable, p daye 
befozc Philotas treaſon came to lyghte, ac- 
co2dinge to his accuſtomable maner, gaue 
knowledge to Amintas 5 he ſhould deltuer 
of his hoꝛſe toſuche as had loſt their owne: 
hee pꝛoudly aunſwered againe, p̃ excepte he 
woulde content him ſelfe, he ſhould knows 
tho:tly what maner of ma he was. TU hich 
byolcnce of tongue and raſhencs of wozds 
bulked onte(quodhe) was nothing els but 
a declaracton and token of hys trapterous 
harte. Theſe thynges bepnge trewe (he 
ſayde) they hadde no leſfe deſerued then 
Phylotas, and pk they were otherwyſe, 
he deſpred they myghte aunſ were vntothe 
poynts,

When Amintas had gotte [yz 
bertte to ſpeake,he deſired of p king p whi⸗ 
les they aunſwered foz the ſelues, their bã⸗ 
des might be loled: which thing obtained, he 
made ſuite to haue his garment caſt vppon 
him. Which Aleradcr not only graunted,

ſicion in vs: F0z it is commonly ſeene where anyt 
thing chaunceth amiſſe, al menne in maner become 
gylty ofthe faut. we do violence ſometime to our 
owne bodies whiche wce hate not. yea, the com⸗ 
myng of the fathers vnto the childzen ſometime is 
both vngratefull,and alſo hatefull. But on y other 
ſide, When we receiue ; rewardes oꝛ giktes, oꝛ when 
We come laden home with ſpoile, who can the ſtay 
vs: who can reſtreine our chearckulnes a oz whog 
can reſiſt our courage in fighting: The nature of 
man is neither to kepe meaſure in diſpleaſure, noz 
in gladneſſe. Thus are wee d2inen by the violence 
of affection, ſometime with pitye, and ſometime v 
kurye, as cure pzelent deſire doth gouern vs. Ons 
while we are in minde to paſſe thzengh La as far 
as the Occean ſca, and by & by the memozp of ours 
Wwiues, chudꝛen, and countrey call vo back again, 
and dath alter our purpoſe. But as ſone as $ trum 
pet bloweth, ſtreight all theſe tmaginacions do pag 
away, and eue i man then runneth into his arape, 
reuengyng vpon their enemies the diſplealures cõ⸗ 
cc1ued within their lodginges. J would Philotas 
had offended but onely in woꝛdes: J woulde paſſe 
oucr that and returne to the other pointe, whereof 
we be acculſed. The frendſhyp that was betwyrte 
Phtlotas and vs, J will not onelyedenye, but alſo 
confeſſe that wee did couet the ſame, andrecepued 
ticreby great commoditie. Doe pou marucile that 
wee dtd honour and eſteeme the ſonne of Parme- 
nio, whom pou did chole to be next about pour per⸗ 
ſon, and did aduaunce aboue al other your frends? 
you pour ſelleſ it᷑ it pleaſe vou to heare the trueth) 
are the cauſe of this our perill. what other thyng 
moued vs to couet Philotag frend{hyp,then on 
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ſve deſired to pleaſe pou . By hts pꝛeferment we 
were aduaunced to the degree of pour fauour. Hee 
ſtoode in ſuch cale wyth pou that it behoued vs as 
well to ſue fo his 8 as to feare to gett 
his diſpleaſure. Haue not we ſwozne þ we ſhould 
fepute pour enemies our enemies? and honour 
our frendes as our owne! Should we haue ben 
ounde diſobedient in this bonde of our duty! and 
r hom pe did p2eferre a⸗ 
— men:? If this be afault , pe haue fewe in⸗ 
nocentes, oꝛʒ ſureiy none at all. All men deſpꝛed to 
be Philotas frendes: but all that dyd couet could 
not be accepted , So if pe will make no difference 
betwene the parteners ol his treaſon, and ſuche 
as were his frendes: then ſo be offenders as 
woulde haue bene his krendes. pꝛeſumption 
haue pou now that we ſhould offende? J thytike 
decauſe peſterday Philotas talked with vs fami⸗ 
harly alone. Thereof J cannot excuſe iy ſelte, if 
yeſterday J chaunged any thing of myne accuſto⸗ 
med maner and liuing, 'butitlo wee vcd eijerp 
day to ds the like, then cuſtome muſt needes make 
ito be none offence.

4 the fault be lapde to mee. Foz their matter appea⸗ 
2 reth the better, becauſe J whiche fledd awaye am 
5 luipected. As ſoone as hee had ſpoken theſe 
— woꝛdes, the whole aemblye were encly⸗ 
i ned in his fano2,t reſolued to teares, being 
by ſa ſodainly ſo confrary turned, y now they 
95 were al conuerted on his part, which a litle

p= pꝛyme flower of his pouth, 1 thꝛough other 
— mens feare fled away emonges thoſe hozſ-

tours, Thou ay reg n 
diddeſt thou fl 53 Thou nowe bz 


paſſe, that both J am tho worthy of death, 8 
alſo mult become an accuſer of other. Palemon 


theruppon confeſſed him ſelfe to haue offe- 
ded in that point , but moze greudullpe as 
gainſt his bꝛethꝛen, then towardes him⸗ 
ſel fe. Then the multitude coulde not ab⸗ 
ſtaine from weeping and ſhowting: be» 
ing tokens whereby menne in an allem⸗ 
bly are wont to declare their affections: F 
with one conſent they cryed all to the king 
with one volte, that he ſhoulde ſpare inno⸗ 
tents, and men of ſernice : hys frendes alſo 
vponthat occaſion did riſe, and with wee⸗ 
ping eyes required p king of mercy. Then 
he comaunded ſilence, and ſaied: By myne 


owne iudgement J do aher both pou Amintag 
and pour bꝛethꝛen, delpzous that re ſhoulde bee 
moꝛe myndfull of my benefite , then of pour owne 
teopardye, Come in Ki hal ne with mer with 


that ſideutie J am — — vnto pou. wr" 
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thoſe thinges whiche were brought in euidence 
had ben debated and tryed to the vttermoſt, my 
diſſimulacion myght haue beene ſuſpected in thys 
—— Better it is theretoꝛe to be cleared, then 


remapne in ielouſpe, and thinke that no man can 
— — he be firſt detected . Thou A⸗ 
mintas pardon thy bꝛother, and let that be a token 


of thy hart vntomee. This done the 
king diſmiNed the aſſemblye and ſent foz 
Poledamus,whome of all men Parmenio 
loucd beſt, accuſtomed alwayes to ſtande 
next him in battapl. And though the clere⸗ 
nes ot his conſcience did aſſure him to come 
boldlpe: pet after he was commaunded to 
b:ing fourth his bꝛethꝛen being but young, 


and vnknobwen to the king, his conſidente 


was turned into feare, 4 began to doubte, 
imagining in his mynd rather ſuch things 
as myght hurt him, then by what meanes 
he was thus cyꝛcumuented. In the meane 
ſeaſon the guarde which had commaunde⸗ 
ment thereunto, bꝛaught fourth hys bꝛe⸗ 
thꝛen. When the kyng ſawe Poledamus 
pale foz feare, he called him neare, and c0- 


maunding all men aparte, ſalde vnto him:

It ig ne⸗ 
ceſſary haſte be made, that the ſwiftnes of kame 
may be pꝛeuented. J will that pe come thpther in 
the nyght. and that thetenour of my w2ptpng bee 
exccuted the dap alter. ye ſhall cary letters lyke- 
Wyle to Parmento, one from me, # another Wwzit- 
ten in the name of PPhilotas, J haue his ſignet in 
my cuſtody. So that when Parmemo ſhall ſee 
botheyou , and the letter ſcaled with his ſonnes 
rpng, he witbe without any ſuſpicion, Polida⸗ 
mus being thus deltuered of fcare, pzomp⸗ 
ſed hys diligence a greate deale moze ear⸗ 
neſtly, then he was required, When Alex⸗ 
under (awe his pꝛomptnes in the matter, 
both commended his good wil, z rewarded 
him accozdingly , And Polidamus chaun⸗ 
ged his owne apparell, and tooke other al⸗ 
ter the Araby faſhion,with two men of the 
ſame countrep to be his gupdes, foz whoſe 
truthe their wiues and childꝛen were pled⸗ 
ges in the meane ſeaſon, And ſo they paſſed 
on Camels thoꝛough ſuche places as were 
deſert foꝛ lacke of mopſture, and within. ri, 


dayes came to their iournepes ende, bi foꝛe 


aànpſknewe or their comming, Polidamus 


then tooke againe his Pacedons apparell, 
Ein the dead of the nyght, came into Cle- 
anders lodgyng , whiche hadde the chiefe 
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anthozitie there, nerte vnto Parmenio. 
Mhen Cleander by his letters vnderſtode 
the kynges pleaſure, Polidamus haupnge 
moe letters to deliuer lyke wiſe to others, 
agreed by the ſpzing of the daye to goe alto⸗ 
gethers vnto Parmenio, As they were go⸗ 
yng, tydynges camo to Parmenio of Poli⸗ 
damus arrpuall, who reiopſing bothefoz 
the comming of his krende, and foꝛ the de⸗ 
ſire he had to know ok the kinges eſtate the 
rather becauſe he had recetued no letter fro 
him a long ſpace) commaunded Polida⸗ 
mus to be ſought out. The houſcs of that 
tountrep haue large backeſydes, and pleas 
ſaunt oꝛchardes full of trees:being þ chlele 
delyght of P2pnces, and great loꝛdes there. 
The Capitapnes whyche hadde receyued 
tommaundement by the kynges letters to 
kyll hym, came to Parmento,walkpng vn- 
der the ſhadowe of the trees, being agreed 
emonges them ſelues to execute the thing, 
when hee ſhoulde begynne to reade hys 
letters. So ſoone as Parmenio hadde eſ- 
pyed Polidamus tommypnge a karre off, 
wpth a ſemblaunt of tope (as it appeared 
by his countenante) ranne to embꝛate him, 
and after ſalutacion geeuen eche to other, 
deliuered p kings!

etter. As he was vnclo⸗ 
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ſing it, he demaunded of Polidamus what 
the king intended to doe: you ſhall knowe 
that (quod he) by the contentes of your let⸗ 
ters. Which when he had read: J percepue 
(quod Parmenio) that the king purpoſeth 
a vopage agaynlt the Arochoſians : ſurely 


he is a painfull pꝛince and neuer in reſt. 


tnowe after ſo muche glozy wonne, it 

me fo2 him to take his eaſe , e haue 
raciõ of his health and ſanfeguard, 
d then hee read the other letter waitten 


in the name ol Philotas , whereat he was 


{opfull as appeared by bys countenaunce, 
With that Cleander tabbed him with his 
ſwoꝛd into the ſide, and after ſtriking hym 
oner the thꝛote, the reſidue thzuſt hym in as 
he lay dying, But Parmenio his mẽ which 
ſtoode neare at hande, and ſawe the mur- 
der, wherofthey knewe not the cauſe , ran 
into the campe , and wyth theire troublous 
tydinges, ſett all the ſouldiaurs in a roze. 
Thep ran ſtreight to harneys , and cluſ⸗ 
tring togeather about the place where the 
murder was done, made an erclamacion, 
that except Polivamus and the other doers 
of that deede were deliuered to theire han / 
des, they woulde onerth2owe the wall, and 
make ſacrifice to their dead Capitain with 


the

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the blonde of the offenders, Cleander wil⸗ 
led the chieke of them to be let in, and recps 
ted the kinges letters, wherin was contei⸗ 
ned the treaſon ol Parmento intended as 
gainſt him, with a requeſt to them to ſee it 
reuenged , Then immediatlp vppon the 
kinges pleaſure knowen, the ſedicion was 
appeaſed, but the grudge was not ridd out 
of their heartes. The moſt parte departed, 
ſaupng a fewe, whiche required inſtantlpe 
that at the leaſt they might bee ſuffercd ta 
bury the bodye , Jt was denyed them long 
by reaſon of Cleander , who dzeaded the 
kinges diſpleaſure : but becauſe they be⸗ 
ganne to ware moze earneſt , intending to 
auopde matter of ſedicion, he cut of the head 
whyche he ſent to the kynge and left them 
the body to barpe. This was the ende of 
Parmenio, a noble man bothe in warre! t 
peace:many thinges had he done valpant⸗ 
ly without the kyng: but the kyng without 


him dyd neuer anye thing wozthye pzapyſe, 


He ſerued 4 ſatiſfyed in all affatres a kynge 
molt happy and foꝛtunate, and being lrr, 
peres of age, executed the office of a Capi⸗ 
taine as lyuely as thonghhe had been pong 
in yeres,and pꝛetermitted not often times 


the partes of a common ſouldtour, He was 
quicks 
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quicke in counſel, doubty of deede , welbe⸗ 
loued of all pꝛinces, but moſte deare to the 
tommon ſoꝛte of ſouldiours. Pet whether 
thoſe thinges did mone him to tourt to bee 
king, oꝛ els cauſed him to be ſuſpected thers 
ol, it is pet doubted. Foz whether p woꝛdes 
that Phtlocas ſpake, when hee was ouer- 
tome with the papnes in his laſt rozments 
were true 02 falſe, oꝛ els that hee ſought an 
ende of his paine by accuſing him (cif kalſ⸗ 
lp, ſt was mach donbtful, ſeeing there was 
nothing pꝛoued at ſuche tyme as p matter 
was moſt freſhe in memoꝛp. Such as Alex⸗ 
ander pertcetued to grudge at the death of 
Philotas, were ſeperated from the refte of 
the armpe, and put into one Cohoꝛt vnder 
Leonidas their Capitain, which in tymes 
paſt was of neare familtaritie with Par 
menio: The king bare pꝛiule diſpleaſure a- 
gainſt them, t therfoze willyng to pꝛoue þ, 
diſpoſttion efeuery ma,gaue warning tho ⸗ 
roughout the armpe, p all ſuche as woulde 
Waite into Macedonia, I haue their letters 
ſurelp coueped,ſhould bzing them to be ca⸗ 
rycd w ſuch as he would ſend. Wherapon 
every man did warte frankly to their frends 
ſuch thinges as were in their hartes. Some 
”__ them ſelues to be Do p! 

ong 
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long warres:t (ome ſemed to be well pleas 
ſed, Buball their letters were intercepted, 
alwel of ſuche as cõmended the kyng, as of 
thoſe p grudged at his doinges . Wherfoze 
he willed ſuche as by theire letters diſcloſed 
thẽſelues to bee werp of the trauaile of the 
warres, foꝛ their repꝛoch to be put in band, 
aparte from the reſt, VN her by he both gaue 
them orcaſion to ſhew their hardines, 8 be⸗ 
ſides temoued the libertie of their tongues 
fro the credulous cares of the reſt, Which 
raſhe deupſe, as all other things, turned to 
the ſetting fourth ol the kings felicitie- Foz 
in all extremities they ſhewed themlelues 
the readieſt t the moſt foz warde: 4 whyles 
they coueted to redeme their repꝛoche, their 
valpaunt doinges could not be hidden in ſo 
{mall a number ſeperate by them ſelucs, 
Theſe thinges being oꝛdered after this ma⸗ 
ner, he appointed a ruler ouer the Arians, 4 
pꝛoclapmed his fourney againſt the Araſ- 
plans: which, by thaunging of their name, 
were called Cucrgitans , ſince the tyme p 
they releeued Cirus army with lodging # 
victuals being afflicted with colde-and pe⸗ 
nurp. It was the fyft daye befo2e he entred 
into their countrey, where hee vnderſtoode 
v Satribarzanes which tooke Bellus — 

ag 
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was with a power ol hoꝛſemen entered a⸗ 


gaine amongs the Arians. Ho ſent againſt 
him Caranus and Crigtus, e in theire aide 
Artabaſus, and Andꝛomachus withe ſpre 
thouſand Greeke footemen, 4 ſixe hundꝛed 
hoꝛſemen. Alexander continued. lx.dapes in 
ſettinge oꝛder amonges the Euergitans: 
bpon whom he bellowed a great ſumme of 
money, foꝛ the notable fidelity they ſhewed 
towardes Cirus:and leuinge Amentdes to 
be theire gouernour (who was Darius ſe⸗ 
cretarie) he went to ſubdue the Arachoſt- 
ans, whyche bozder vppon the ſea of Ponte. 
The men ok warre that were vnder Par⸗ 
menio his rule, tame then to Alexander, be⸗ 
inge ſyr thouſand atedons, with two hii- 
dꝛed of the nobilitie, v. M. Greeke footeme, 
and two hundzed hoꝛſemen, which were the 
thicfeſt fozce of his power. Ta theſe Ara⸗ 
choſians, Pennon was appointed lieuete⸗ 
naunt with, titf.thouſand footemen, and. bf 
C.hozſemen, Alexander from thence ente- 
red with his army into a countrepnot kno⸗ 
wen to ſuche as bozdered vpon it: fo2 thin- 
habitauntes would not haue conuerſacion 
with any other people. They were called 
Paramiſadans, beinge a ruſticall kinde cf 
men, and moſt rude amonges al the barba⸗ 

rous 
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rons nations:the hardnes ofthe coun 
had ſo indurated theire diſpoſicions. 
ye moſte towardes the colde Mozth pole, 
lopning with the 1Bacrians vpon 
and bending towardes the Indian ſeq/'vpd þ 
ſouthe. They ble to builde theire honſcsof 
bzicke, and becauſe the lande is full of bar⸗ 
reine mount aines and volde of timbze they 
make their whole houſes of þ ſame, whiche 
beginning bꝛoad beneath, growinge euer⸗ 
moꝛe narrowe towardes the toppe, end like 
the keles of a ſhippe, whereas the holes be 
made aboue to receiue light. Such of theire 
bynes and trees that bꝛing fourth fruit, as 
they will pzeſerue from the violence of the 
tolde, they couer them with carthe duringe 
the winter ſeaſon, and when the ſnowe ps 
baniſhed away, they reſtoꝛe thi againe to þ 
ayer and to the ſunne. The earth was there 
conered with ſnow froſen ſo hard, that ther 
remained no ſpgne of anye biade oz beaſte 
within the countrey. The ayze beſives was 
ſo darke;that little light appeared: but the 
earthe touered as it were with a dym ſha- 
dowe,men coulde ſcartelp diſcerne thinges 
very neare at hand, The armpe bꝛought in 
to thys tountrey deſtitute of all cultuacion 
of manne, ſnffered all the diſcommodityes 

and 
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' When thep were weried and not able to 


were lifte bp by their companions, And re⸗ 
med was there none in this matter, but to 
tcompell them to go foꝛwardes: fo then by 


was reutued,4 they reconered againe ſome 


armed men comming ſodainlp vpon them, 


ee 
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and miſeries that myght be endured, bothy 


| 
of hungre, colde, werines, and diſpapre. 
There weremanye of them that dyedfoz | 
cold:x the ſnowe deſtroyed their keete: but 
ſpecially it periſhedmanye mennes ſyght, | 


trauaile any further, they lated them ſelnes 
dolone vpon the kroſen ſnowe, and haumg 
once lefte the mocpon of their bodies, which 
ſturred in them theire naturall heate, they 
were ſtreight wapes ſo nummed fo2 colde, 
that they coulde not ryſe agapne, tyll they 


{turring of them ſelues their natural heate 


ſtrengthe. Suche as reccnercd the cotages 
wherin the countreymen dwelled, were ve⸗ 
rie wel rekreſhed. But the darcknes was ſo 


great, that the houſes coulde not be other⸗ 
wiſe diſcerned then by the (moke.' T he in⸗ 


habiters that had neuer ſeen ſtrangers be⸗ 
loꝛe amonges them, when they behelde the 


were amaſed foꝛ feare, and bꝛought fourth 
what ſoeuer they had, to ſaue their bodpes 


from vpolence. Alexaunder went on hys 


feets 
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lecte amonges hys menne, rapſynge ſuche 


as were liynge, and releuinge luche as he 


ſawe afflicted wythe the colde, wpthe hys 
owne clothes. He was ſeene, one whyle in 
the foꝛ warde, another while in the middeſt 
and ſometime in the rere warde to the great 
trauaile of hys bodie. At lengthe they came 
to places better manured, where he refre- 


ſhed his armp with plenty of victuals, and 


there remapned in campe tyll ſuche tyme 
as all that were lefte behynde, came vita 
thetre ſellowes, Then he went fozwardes 
lvithe his armpe to the Pounte Cancaſuss 
whiche deuldeth all 4/4 into two partes, 
Fo2 on the one ſyde it ſtretchech towardes 
the (ea of Cilicia, and on the other ſyde to p 
Caſpian ſea, to the riuer of Araxes, and the 
delertes of Sci ha. To this Mount ca 
there lopneth an other Mountapne called 
Taurus, next vnto pt in bygnes, whiche ry⸗ 
ſeth from Cayadoc ia, and paſſing by Cilicia, 
cloſeth wyth the Pountapnegof Armenia. 
Dat of theſe Pountaines lopning thus tos 
gether as pt were in one tontinuall rydge, 
all the Kpuers of. A ſia do deſcende. Some 
ol them runnpnge into the Red ſea, ſome 
into the C/ pian, and H ircani an ſea, tother 
into p Dea of Ponce, In yo. dates 2 
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wyth his army paſſcd the mount Cancaſus 
where in a rocke that is. x. furlonges in cd- 
paſe,and fower in heyght, the antiquit ve 
fained that Pꝛometheus lape bound, At the 
foote of this mountapne Alexander choſe 
out a place to buyld a citie, wherein he plas 
ted vij. thouſand of the moſt auntient Pa⸗ 
tedons, t ſuche other beſides, whole ſernice . 
he woulde not vſe any moze in the warres, 
and called the ſame Alerandzia, But Bei⸗ 
ſus that was put in feare with Alexanders 
releritie, mass ſacrifice vnto the Goddes of 
hys countrey, and accozbynge to the cul⸗ 
tome of thoſe nacyons,conſulted wyth his 
frendes and hys Capitaines,fo2 the main⸗ 
tenaunce ok the warres being at meate, 

And when they were well charged wyth 
wine, they extolled greatlye theire owne 
power, diſpiſirig the raſhenes ol their ene⸗ 
mies, and their ſmall number. But chicfe- 
Iy Beſſas was moſt arrogat in his words, 
who puffed vp with pꝛyde by reaſon ofthe 
kyngdome he had newly gotten by treaſs, 
and not maſter of his wittes, beganne to 
declare, howe that Darius by hys follye 
hadde encreaſed hys enemies fame , who 
would needes fight w them in þ ſtreightes 
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haue dꝛawen them (bekoze they had beene 
ware into deſert places, 4 there haue put 


mies # him, and emonges the ſame ſo en⸗ 
cloſed them, that they could by no poſſibilſ- 
tte haue kledd awap, and muche leſſe make 
any reſiſtance, Wherfozc(he ſated) he was 
become of opinion to retire back emonges 
the Sogdians, whereas the ryuer of Ox«s 
ſhould be as a wall bet wirt him t his ene- 
mies, till ſuch tyme as he might aſſemble a 
ſtrong power of the nacyons there about: 
knowing very well that the Chozaſmions, 
the Dahans;and Satans, the Indians and 
Scithians inhabiting beyond the ryner of 
Tanais, woulde come to his alliſtaunce:ot 
whome there was none fo lyttle, that anye 


MPatedon with the toppe of his head toulde 
reache to his ſhoulders. They all in theire 


dꝛonkennes aſſented to him, affirming that 
onelp to be the wyſeſt wape, Whereupon 
Beſſus cauſed the wyne to be caried about 
plentifullpe toconquere Alerander vppon 
dzink, There was at that feaſt one Coba⸗ 
res a Median, whiche.in the Arte Pagike 
(if it be an Arte, and not rather a diſteyt of 
ſome vatne man) was moze notable by his 
IpateMion get by his knowlege,but others 
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rpuers and mountaines betwene his ene⸗ 
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lolſe a moderate and an honeſt man , Bes 
makyng a pꝛeamble befoze his tale, ſaped: 
e was not ignoꝛaunt howe much better 
were to bee obedyent to others tounſell, 
then to be a counſell gener. Fo2 ſuche as 
be folowers of other mennes deuyſes, are 
ſure to haue no wozſe foꝛtune then the reit: 
dut ſache as be authoꝛs and perſwaders of 
any matter, commonly pꝛepare thetr owne 
perill, and therewith deliuered the tupp be 


had in his hande, and pꝛoceeded thus. The 
nature ot man in this reſpect mayec bee called per⸗ 
rzers and euill, becauſe cuerp one can ſet better in 
pther mennes matters, then in their owne.

This is a ill counſel;wher= 
koze it is not neceſſary to delaye the execucid ther⸗ 
of, The hoꝛſe that is ot noble courage witbee go⸗ 
uerned with the ſhadow ofa rodd . But the dull 
beaſt is not pzicked foxward wyth the Spurres, 
Beſſus that was fierce of nature 4 wel ſet 


fo:wardes with dzinking, became in ſuche 
a furyew his woꝛdes, that he could ſcarcely 
be holden by hys frendes _ the licynge 
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of Cobares, fon be pulled out his ſwoꝛde id 
haue done the deede, and departed out of 5 


feaſt in a great rage. But Cobares in this 
ſturre eſcaped awap, and tame vnto Alex⸗ 
ander.  Beſſus had vii. P. Bactrians ar⸗ 
med attending vpon him: M hiche ſo long 
as they iudged that by reaſon of the intem⸗ 
peratenes of the ayze in thoſe partyes, the 
Macedons woulde rather haue gone into 
India then into Baciria, were very obediẽt 
at his commaundement. But when they 
vnderſtood that Alexander was comming 
towardes them, euerp one ſhꝛoke a wape, : 
fo:ſoke Beſſus; Then he with a bande of 
his familie whiche were pet kaithrull vnto 
hym, paſſed the riuer of Oxus, burning ſuch 
boates as caried him ouer, betauſe that the 
ſame ſhould not ſerue his enemy in folow- 
ing him,t aſſembled a new power emoges 
the Soqdfans , Alexander as it hath — 
ſated befoze,paſſed the mount Ceucaſus: but 
fo; lacke of coꝛne his army was bꝛought in 
maner to the extremitie ofhonger. In ſtede 
of ople they were faine to anopnt thẽſelues 
w a iupyte which they wing out of Sema: 
but euery meaſure thereof called Im pbera 
was ſolde foꝛ ccrl.deniers:euerp like meas 
ſure ol honye foz cecxc. and of wyne foz ccc. 

And 
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und pet of the ſame was verye little to bee 
-gotten . They haue in that countrey ter⸗ 
tapne veſſels called Se, which thmhabi⸗ 
tauntes vſe to hyde ſo pꝛſuilp, that they can 
not be founde ercept they be digged ſoꝛ win 
the earth. The countreymen burye thepze 
toꝛne after that maner, loꝛ want whereof 
the Souldiours were fayne to lpue wyth 
herbes , andſuchefiſhe as they taught in 
the rpuers, But that kinde of foode wan⸗ 
tyngalfo, they were enfozcedto-ſleatheſr 
tariage beaſles, and lyued with the fleſhe 
of them till they came into Bactria, the na⸗ 
tute of the ſoyle ol whiche cotmtrey is dy⸗ 
uers and of ſund y kyndes. Some place 
is plentifull of wood and dynes, and aboũ⸗ 
daunte of pleaſaunt fruite, the ground fatt, 
well watered and full of ſpꝛinges. Thoſe 
artes which be mot temperate are ſowed 
tcoꝛne, and the reſt be reſerued ko fee- 
dyng ol beaſfes ; But the greater parte of 
that tountrey is conered ouer with baraine 
ſandes, and wythered vp foz want of moy- 
Lure, nouriſhing neither man, noz beyn⸗ 
ging fourth frute: But wyth certain win⸗ 
des that come fromthe Sea of Ponte, the 
ſande in the plaines is blowen together in 
heapes,whycho ſeeme a farre of like greate 
Ad.ig. bylles, 


plaines , bſe to obſerne the ſtarres in the 
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hilles, whereby the accuſtomed ores bes 


ſo dammed, that no ſigne ofthem can 
peare, Therefoꝛe — as doe paſſe tho 


nyght, as they do whiche ſayle the ſeas, by 
the courſe of them directing theire iourney. 
The nyghtes koꝛ the moze parte be bꝛigh⸗ 
ter then the dapes: wherfoꝛe in the day time 
p tountrey is wyld and vnpaſſable, when 
they can neither fynde any tracte noz way 
to go in, no marke noꝛ ſigne whereby to 
paſſe, the ſlarres being hidden by the miſt. 
Ik the lame wynd chaunce to come during 
the tyme that men be paſſing, it onerwhel- 


meth them with ſande. There the coun⸗ 


trep is temperate , it bʒingeth foꝛth greats 
plenty both of men and hoꝛſe: Do that the 
Bactrians map make xxx. thouſand hozſe- 
men. Bactria which is the head cit ie of that 


region, ſtandeth vnder a mountaine called 
Parapaniſus i the xyuer 


called Bactras run⸗ 
neth by he wallcs, whereof bothe the Cl- 
fie and the countrey take their names. 

Alexander lying there in tampe, reteiued 
aduertiſement out of Greece, how the Lace- 


demonians, and the whole countrep ot 2e- 
loponeſe had rebelled againſt him. Foz they 


Had not loſt the battaile at ſuch tyme "few 
ns 
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meſſengers were diſpatched that bzought 
the newes of their reuolt. In the neckt of 
this euill tidinges there came another pꝛe⸗ 
ſent terrour, which was that the Scithians 
inhabſting beyond the riuer of Tan were 
comming to ayde 15Beſſus., And at p ſame 
tyine tydynges came to him of the battaple 
that Caranus and Erigſus had fought w 
the Arians, where Satibarzanes that was 
newlpe reuolted being chiefe of the toun⸗ 
trep, ſeeing the battaple to remapne equall 
on bothe ſpdes, ridde into the foze front, 
and plucked of hys helmet, toꝛbidding anyo 
ok hys ſyde eyther to caſt Darte, 02 ſlryke 
ſtroke, and there made a challenge to 
fyght hande to hande, ik anpe man durſle 
come fourth and pꝛoue his Frength. Crigt- 
us capitapne to the Pacebons was à man 
ſtriken in peres, but yet not inferiour to a⸗ 
ny young man, eyther in toutnes of ſto⸗ 
make, oꝛ ſtrength of bodye, whoconlde not 
beare the pꝛoude arrogancpe of Satibarza⸗ 
nes, but ſtepped fo wardes, and pluckynge 
ol hys helmet lykewpſe, ſhewed his hoare 
heare, The dape is tome (quod he) that J 
wyll ſhewe eyther by the victozye , 02 by 
my honeſt deathe, what kinde of men Aler⸗ 
ander hath to his frends t his ſouldiours: r 
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wythout moꝛe woꝛdes made towardes his 
enempe. It coulde not be iudged, but that 
both armies had ſtayed their handes by ap⸗ 
popntment. Foz they gaue backe immedi⸗ 
atly on bothe ſpdes , to let them haue freo 
ſcope, eche partye ſtandynge in expettatton 
what ſhould become of the chatlengers:foz 


| | *&m> , "fyilt charged his ſlaffe, whiche Erigins a⸗ 
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nopded by bendyng his heade aſive, but he 


15 Cee inthe myddeg ot his race; ftrake the other 
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th bis ſpcare thꝛough the thꝛote, ſo that 
vit came fourth againe at his necke. Sati 
barzanes vppon that ſtroke' fell from hys

das Crigius plucked the ſpeare out of the 
wound, and thzuſt it again into his month; 
who to rydd him ſelfeout ol papne, kurthe⸗ 
red his enemies ftroke , Then the Arians 


had folowed rather of neceſſitie tha of their 
owne free willes, called to remembzaunte 
Alexanders bencfites,and yelded theſelues 
to Ecigins, Alexander refopſed muche of 
the good ſucteſſe of this matter, donbting 
greatly the Lacedemonians: but hee bart 


out their rebellion ſioutly,ſaiyng that they 
Bn durſt 
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durſt neuer diſcloſe their meanyng, tyl they 
knew he was tome to the tonfines of India. 
Alexander haupng remoued hyscampe , x 
going fozwardes in the purſuit of Beſlus, 
Eurigius mett hym, pꝛeſentyng the ſpoyle 
or his enemy, as a memozy of his victoꝛpe. 
Thereupon he cõmitted the rule of Bactriz 
to Artabaz:1s , where wyth a guariſon he 
leftehis cariage, and wpth a power that 
was light to tourney , entered into the des 
ſertes of the Suſitanes, conueying his ar- 
my by nyght. In the want of water (that 
hath bene declared befoze) deſperacion mo⸗ 
ned them to thirſt befozethey had deſyze to 
dꝛinke. F02 by the ſpace of lith. hundꝛed furs 
longes, they founde no water at all; The 
vapour ol the Sunne being in the ſommer 
ſeaſon dyd ſo burne the ſande, that when it 
began to waxe hoat, it ſtarched all thynges 
as it had bene with a continuall fyꝛe. And 
then the lyght ſomewhat obſcured by a 
miſt that roſe ont of the earth by the immo⸗ 
derat heat; cauſed the plaines to haue aps 
pearaunce of a maine ſea, Their tourney 
in p nyght ſeemed tollerable, becauſe they 
bodies were ſomewhat refreſhed with the 
dewe and thecolde of the moꝛninge. But 
when the day tame, r the heat roſe,thenthe 

dꝛought

dꝛought d2ping vp al the naturall humozs? 
both their mouthes and their bowels were 
enflamed ſoz heate, Then their hearts fap⸗ 
led, and their bodyes fainted, being incaſe 
that they could neither ſtand ill, noz palls 
fozwardes A fewe that were taught by 
ſuch as knewe the countrey , had gotten 
water, whiche refreſhed them ſomewhat: 
but as the heate encreaſed, ſo theire deſpze 
gre we agapne to dꝛinke. Then was there 
no remedy but to geue emonges the ſoul⸗ 
dlers all the wyne and ople that remained 
in ſtoꝛe. F02 dzinke was ſo ſwete vntothe, 
that it toole awapye the feare of any thyaite 
to come. But ſuche as had gulled in grede⸗ 
ly the water that they gote, became ſo hea⸗ 
upp they were neither able to beare their 
ar mour, noꝛ go foꝛwardes: ſo that they ſee⸗ 
med then molte dur that had golten no 
water at al:fo2ſuch as had taken of it inoꝛ⸗ 
dinatly were enfo2ced by vomit to put bp þ 
ſame againe. As Alexander carecfull in this 
talamitie ſtood with his frendes that were 
perſwading ok him to haue reſpect to hynt 
ſelle, koꝛ that he onelp, and the greatnes ol 
his heart ſhould be relicfe vnto this ad uer⸗ 
 _ fitfez There came two ſouldiours, whycho 
fr going befoze with ſuche as had taken vp 
campe 
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tampe, had found water, and were carping 
of it in bottelles vnto their ſonnes, whiche 
were ſoze afflicted foz want of dzinke bes 
hynde in the armpe . Mhen they ſawe the 
kyng,one ofthem opened his bottell, and 
fillyng a cup that he had, pzeſented water 
to the kyng: who recepupng it at his hande, 
demaunded to whome they caried that was 
ter; they ſapde to their ſonnes, Then he re⸗ 
ſtoꝛed to him the cup againe full as it was 
geuen him, and ſaid: J will not dꝛinke a⸗ 
lone: fo: ſo little canot be deuyded emonges 
vs all. Make pon haſte theretoꝛe to carpe to 
pour ſonnes that you haue gottẽ with pour 
trauaple. But he traucled ſo long, that be- 
foze nygbt hee came to the ryuer of Ov 
The moze parte of the armpe, not able to 
folowe foz feblenes, were left farre behind; 
to the intent therfoze that ſuche as folowed 
after, might know? where the campe was 
become,hecauſed a fp2e to bee made in the 
top of an hill, x gaue oꝛder, that when þ vas 
ward had refreſhed themſelnes w meate # 
d:inke , they ſhoulde fill their bottels wpth 
water, and go backe w the ſame to relicue 
their felowes, The bzcath of ſuch as dzonk 
intemperatelpe cloſed vp, and they dyed im⸗ 
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ee e won beaſtes ſkins and ſtuffed them full of 
er ſtrawe, whereupon they layed them ſelues, 
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then ener Alexander loſte in anpe battalle. 
But he woulde neither put ok harneis, re⸗ 
freſhe him ſelfe with meate oꝛ danke, noz 
eaſe his body: but ſtoode in the wap where 
his army paſſed, not departinge till the laſt 
man was come into the camp. He watched 
all that night, and palled it ouer in greate 
trouble of minde. And the daye that enſued 
bꝛought no releaſe of his care , Foz there 
were neither boates to paſſe the riuer with 
all, noz he coulde make any bꝛidge, ſeeinge 
there was no woode growing nye at hand. 
ut at length he found out a deniſe, wher⸗ 
unto onelpe netellitie did dziue him. They 


and ſo ſwome ouer the water. Such as fiat 
recouered the further ſyde, ſtoode in oꝛder 
of battail tyll the reſt were paſſed:by which 
meanes in ſtre dapes he tonueped ouer hys 
whole armye. Hauing thus paſſedoner the 
riuer of Oxus, his purpoſe was fo paſſe foz 
wardes in the ptrfutte ol Belus, til he vn- 
derſtoode ſuthe thinges as had chaunted a⸗ 
mongs the Salans.Lbere was one Spi⸗ 
tamenes, whom Beſfus chieflye honoured 
of al his frendes , But there be no benefits 


that can ſtape a manne gecuen to * 
an 
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kalſhode: whiche in him was the moze 
able, betauſe he ſudged no miſchief ta 
te foʒ him that hath (laine his paince. 
Foz the reuenge of Darius was a faire co- 
lour to his offence: but it is to be thought, 
that his pꝛeſent foztune was moze enuped, 
then his doinge by paſte hated. When pt 
was knowen that Alexaunder had paſſed 
the Riuer of Oxus, Spitamenes did aſſociat 
with hym in counſell of his enterpziſe Da⸗ 
taphernes, and Catenes, whome Beſſus 
ſpecially truſted, They agreed to the mat- 
ter moze readely tha he would deſire them; 


were ſtronge of perſonage, vſed this kinde 
of policte, Spitamenes repaired to Beſſus, 
and getting him alone,enfourmed him that 
he had founde out holve Datapbernes and 
Catenes had conſpired to deliuer him aliue 
into Alexanders hands, wheras (he ſayde) 


about theire purpoſe, hauinge taken them 


bothe, and put them faſte in pziſon. Beſſus 


then thinkinge him ſelfe muche bounde to 
him koꝛ ſo greate a good turne, gane him 
many thankes. And foz the deſpꝛe he had to 
be reuenged of his enemies, willed Splta⸗ 


menes to bzynge them to his pꝛeſente. Be 
cauſed 
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and takinge to them, viij.younge men that 


he had pꝛeuented them, whiles they were 
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cauſed their handes to bee bonnde bebynde 
their backes,and to be bzonght by ſuthe as 
were p2ine to their confederacye , When 
they came in Belſus pzeſence , be behelde 
them with a fell countenance, and roſe vp 
to haue ſtriken at them. But they left then 
their counter kalting, and ſtreightwapsen- 
cloſing Beſſus about, bound him ftrugling

7 ws in vaine, e pulled the Dyademe from bys 
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head, tearing his garment from his backe, 
Whiche ſometime belonged tohys P2tince, 


ee e wpome he had ſlalne. V hen he ſawe dym 
ec ſelke in this caſe, he conkelled that the gods 


had rightfully reuenged hys treaſd, 4 per⸗ 
cepued by plague they pſ7 him , v both they 
fanouredDarins, and werefrendes to Ay 
lexander, whoſe enempes euermoꝛe pzefer- 
red his victozy. It is bncertapne whether þ 
multitude woulde haue aſſiſted Beſſus oz 
no: but that Spitamenes had denyſed the 
thing to be don by Aleranders apointmit, 
wherby he put the in feare being pet doubts 
full of mpnde,x (et Beſſus vppon an hozſe, 
whereupon hee bꝛought him vnto Aleran- 
der. He in the meane ſeaſon had choſen ont 
nne hundꝛed, ſuche as by reaſon of theſrs 
age were not meete fo; the warres, 4 gano 
tocuery hozleman twoe talentes , and to 
thetp 
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tuery footeman, thꝛee thonſande denycrs, 
That done he diſpatched them home, and 
gaue thankes vnto the reſt, becauſe they 
pꝛomyſed to continue with hym till he had 
bꝛought his warres to an end. Beſſus was 
pꝛeſented vnto him at a iytle town, wher⸗ 
of the inhabiters bee called Branchidanst 
which in tymes paſt by the commaunde⸗ 
ment of Ferres when he came out of Greece, 
were bzought from Diletum and 'placed 
there, becauſe that in hys fanonr they had 
vlolated a Temple called Dy3dymes, They 
hadde not all together fozgotten theyre 
countrey cuſfomes, but hadde myred their 
tongue , whiche by little and little were 
fallen from their own language, 4 pet had 
not attained the countrey ſpeach. They re- 
telued the king wyth great top, peldynge 
them ſelues and their Citie vnto his wyll. 
Wherupd he called vnto him the Mile/ians 
that ſerued him in his warres ( who bare 
an auncient hatred againſt the generation 
of the Branchidant) and put in their handes 
to determine whether they woulde ſaue 
them koꝛ the countrey ſake, oꝛels dellroye 
them fo: the iniurp they had done in times 
paſt, But when the 2/z/e/ians coulde not 
agree in opin(6;he ſalde he would ——_ 
| matter 
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matter him ſelfe. The next dape when the 
Bzanchidans came to meete him, he retur⸗ 
ned them all againe into the Citie, and cõ⸗ 
maunded his footemen to encloſe the citie 
about, and entered wyth ſuche as hee ap⸗ 
pointed foz the purpoſe, and by a token ge⸗ 
nen, put allito the ſwoꝛde, and ſpopled the 
Citie as a receptacle of traptours. They 
being wythout armour and vnpꝛoupded, 
were ſlaine in enerp place. Foꝛ neyther 5 
affinitis of theire tongue, no2 any pꝛaper oz 
interceſſion could mittigate their enempes 
trueltie, whiche after the deſtruccion of the 
town did caſt down the walles to ß groũd, 
ſo that no memozy therof ſhoulde remapne; 
That done they did not only cutt downe þ 
woodes, wherein they vſed their ſacrifices 
but alſoplucked bp the trees by the rootes, 
that the grounde myght be left barraine as 
a deſerte. Jfthe ſame thinges had ben done 
agaynſte the berp offendours, the renenge 
might haue beene thought righteous : but 
to lay the fault of the p:edeceſſours vpon þ 
poſteritie, it might be thought a truell acte, 
ſeeyng there was notany ol them that had 
euer ſeene NMiletum, oꝛ done to Xerxes any 
kinde of pleaſure. As Alexander remoued 
from thence towardes the riuer of Tanis, 
Belfus 
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Beſſus was bꝛought befoꝛe him, not one ly 
bound as a captiue, but alſo ſpoiled of al his 
garments: who Spitamenes led in a chein 
put about his necke:a pleaſant ſight to be⸗ 
hold, as wel to the barbar ous, as to the Ma 
tedons. When Þpitamenes was tome 0 
hym into Aleranders ras ruth 5 — fayde: 
Mer of hy

lerander had geeuen Spitamenes thanks, 
he turned himſeife onto Beſſus.and oe: 
What beaſtly woodnes m 
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Beba _ to male aunſwer,nozet-s 
cuſe his offence,ſaying that he faidehee tone 
vpon him to be king, becauſe hee mighte de⸗ 
liner him poſſeſſion of the tountri p: which 
thing ik he had omitted, —— he ſayd 
would take it in hand. Then Alerander cal 
led foꝛ Nratres Dartus bꝛother, whom hee 
had placed about bis perſon, and cõmytted 
Belus to his keping, to _ he ſhould 
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tutte of hys cares and his noſe, and hange 
bim vpp 


not touche him. Oratres pzomtied to per⸗ 
fourme al the reſt, ſauing the keping awap 


r to e by thefte , vſing ſlinges 
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on a croſſe, cauſing hys owne men 
to ſhoote him thoʒaugh with arrowes, and 
ſo pʒcſerue his bodye that birdes ſhoulde 


of rhe birdes,:whichefoz the dete hee had 
to ſette loꝛthe Catenes tunnyng, affy2med 


that none could ſo well keepe them aluaye 
as hee, oho dyd ſhoote lo aſſuredly, that be 


could ſtrike the birds fiping in the aire, And 


though it was a cuuning not ſo much to be 
marueyled at in-anagon ſo experte in ſhoo⸗ 
ting: pet was it greatiy wõdered at of ſuche 
as did beholde him, and was great honcure 
vnto the doer. He gauc rewardes to al ſuche 
as were the bꝛingers bf Beſus, but hee de- 
ferred his pur, 
lo put him to death in the ſame place. where 


ich ment, becaule he mynded 
he ſlew Darius, The Pacedons inp mean 


ſeaſon going a foꝛaging woute oꝛdze; were 
duerthꝛowen by the enemies that tame rũ 
nyng done kram the nerte mountapnes. 
Thepe tooke moe then thepe did Kull, and 


dꝛyuing theire patſoners befoze them rety- 


red againe to the mountapnes. Ther were 


of them to the nũber of, rr. thouſand whiche 


and 
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and bolus in their fight, who whiles Alex⸗ 
ander did beſige, and in aſkirmſhe pꝛeſſed 
foꝛth w the foꝛmoſt, he wasſtriken with an 
| arrow inthe midſt ol his leg, where the hed 
ſticked ſtil. The Macedons that were ſoꝛow 
full t amaſed foz theire kinges hurt, caried 
| him into his cip, of whoſe departure out of 
the fielde his enemies were not ignozaunt 
foz they might beholde all thinges from the 
; mountaines. The nert day they ſent Em⸗ 
ö baTadours vnto Alexander, whom hee ad⸗ 
: mitted to his pꝛeſẽte 4 vnfolding his woũd, 
(whereby he thought to diſſymule þ great⸗ 
G nes thereof) ſhewed his legge vnto them. 
e then they were commaſidedto ſit down, 
8 they ſaid, that hering of his hurt, they were

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as (0z0wfull ſoz it as hys obne ſubiectes, 
wbiche ſhould well be knowen:fo2 if theye 
couldefynde out the perſone,y did p deede, 
he ſhould be deliuered vnto his hands: there 
toulo not ( they ſapd) iudge them but Sacri⸗ 
leges that would fight w Goddes, of whoſe 
vertue they ſuppoſed him to bee, and there⸗ 
foꝛe were determined to peld them ſelues. 


4 Therupon he gaue vnto them aſuraunce, 
e and receiuing againe his men p were taken 
. pꝛiſoners, admitted them as his ſubſectes, 


That doone hee remoued hys campe and 
a Bb. g. was 
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was caried in a foote litter:fo2 the bearing 
whereof the hoꝛſemen and footemen con- 
tended together. The hozſemen alledged it 
to be their office, becauſe the kinge accuſto- 
med to fpght amonges them. And the foot 
men argued fo their parte, that in aſmuche 
as they vſed to carie the hurt ſouldiers, they 
thought no reaſon their office ſhould be ta- 
ken from them,chiefly when p king ſhould 
be car(ed, Alexander therefoze in ſo great a 
contention of both partes thought it a vifft- 
culte matter to geene ſentence, becauſe the 
iudgement ſhould be greuous to them that 
ſhoulde be put from the office, and therefoze 
oꝛdzed that they ſhould carte him by courſe. 
From thence thefonrthe day he came vnto 
a citie called Maracanda, the walles wherof 
were. xx. furlonges aboute, but the Caſtte 
was without anp wall: he ſet a guariſon in 
the Citie, and then burned and deſtroyed þ 
tountrep there abontes . Embaſſadours 
came bnto him thether from the @cpthes 
called Autans, which had bene free ſynte þ 
timo that Cizus was amonges them: but 
pet they ſhewed them ſelues then readie to 
be at his comaundement, They were kno⸗ 
wen to be the moſt righteons people of all 


the barbarous nactons, as men that _ 
| ed 
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\bſed to make war but when they were pꝛo⸗ 
uoked: whoſe moderation and temperance 
in vſing of their libertie, made p inferyours 
equal vnto the ſuperiours. Alerander recey- 
ued them gently, and ſent Penidas a krende 
ol hys to thaſe &cithes that inhabited w- 
in E«rope,tofozbid them to paſſe the riuer of 
7 an4is without his appaintmẽt: Mho had 
alſo a ſecret commiſſion to biew the ſituaci⸗ 
on ok the countrepe, and to viſit thoſe @ct- 
thians that inhabited about Boſphorus. ee 
willed him beſides to chooſe ont a plate vp⸗ 
pon the bzinke of Tanait, wher as he might 
build a citie, to remaine as a foztres to the 
ſubduing of thoſe people that he intended to 
viſit, But this deniſe was delayed bythe re 
bellion of the Sogdians, whs had alſo d2a- 
wen the Bactrlansto theire parte, There 
were ok them ſeuen thauland hoxſemenne, 
whoſe authoꝛitie the reſt followed: fo2 the 
aduaũtage of whom Aleriver cauſed pi⸗ 
tamenes and Catenes(y betraiers of Beſs 
ſus to be ſent foz,thinking by their means 
to bzing the countrepe againe to his obedy⸗ 
ente, and to ſubdue ſuthe as had made thys 
ſturre. But they whiche were iudged meete 
tolſtaye the rebellion, e weare ſent ſoʒ that 
intent, were the chicfe authours of all the 

Bb. ii. reuolt. 
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reuolt. F02 thei cauſed it to be noiſed abzode 
v Alexaͤder had ſent foꝛ the Bactrian hozſes 
men ot purpoſe to kil them al: TU hich com⸗ 
miſſion(thep ſaid) being appointed to them, 
they wold not execut, becauſe they thought 
it ouer foule an ac to commit againſt their 
tountrepmen. And foz that cauſe could as il 
beare then Alexanders crueltie, as in times 
paſt Beſſus treaſon. By this meanes when 
feare of deth was put into their heads, they 
were eaſelp ſturred to armes, which befoze 
were ſufficientlpe enclined of theire owne 
myndes. When Alexander was aduertiſed 
of their doings, hee willed Craterus to be- 
ſiege Ciropol is. And hee him ſelfe wanne an 
other citie of that countrepe by an aſaulte 
that he gaue to it on all partes at once, and 
by a ſigne geuen, cauſed all the child zen to 
be put to death, making the reſt a pꝛap foꝛ þ 
ſouldiers, This doone the Cities was raſed 
to the ground, to thintent py others by theire 
enſample might be kept in obediente . Ther 
was a valiaunt people called emactuans, 
who were determined to abide þ ſiege: not 
onelp koꝛ their honeſties ſake, but allo fo3 
that they thought it moſt fo2 theire ſucrtye; 
Foz the mitigating of whoſe wilſulnes the 
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his clemency towardesſuche as ſummitted 
them (clues, andhowe incrozable hee was 
to ſuche as hee wanne by:fozce, Their aun⸗ 
ſwer was, that they neither doubted ol he 
kinges pꝛomiſe, noʒ of his power:but after: 
their gunſwer geuen, they lodged them w⸗ 
out their their walles, where as entertey⸗ 
ning them with greate chree till it was the 
deape of the night, they ſet vpon them, and 
llewe the all. Alerader was no leſſe moued 
luyth thys matter, thenne the caſe requp⸗ 
red. but made an alſault vnto the eitie on al 
partes at once, whiche her found furniſhed 
in ſuche wiſe, that he could not take it at p 
firſt attempt. N hereloze he appointed he⸗ 
leager 4 Pcrdicas to the ſiege therof, uhieh 
then were beſieging of Ciropolis, minding to 
ſpare the ſame,becauſe it was builded by 
Cirus, Foz he had not ſo great abmiracyon 
of any kyng that had reigned in thoſe par» 
tes as of him, and Semiramis: whole magna 
nimitie of minde, and fame of her actes ſee / 
med to him to erceede all the reſt: But ide 
obſtpnate wplfulneſſe of the inhabitaun⸗ 
tes, ſturred vp his wꝛathe. Fo2 when hee 
hadde taken the Citie, hee wylledthe Pay! 
cedons to ſpople it, whiche hadde greats: 
cauſe to bee mooned againſte them, and 
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fo returned againe ta Meleager c Prrdicas,: 
There was not one citie that dyd moꝛe va⸗ 
liauntly abide the liege, then the ſame dyd ; 
fo2 bothe the hardieſt of the ſouldiers were 
ſlaine, and the king was bꝛought in greate 
daunger, being ſtriken in the necke wyth a 
ſtone, ſo that his ſight falled him: and was 
felled to the earthe, ſo that hee loſt his ſenſe 
The army lamentev, thinking he had been 
dead:-but hee was inuincible againſte thoſe 
things, which put other men moſt in feare, 
Fo2 without taripng he dzeſſed his wound, 
returning to fighte,+ after anger had ſtur⸗ 
red vp þ egernes he had of nature, he renu⸗ 
ed p aſſault again moze fiercely the befoze, 
Atlength a great peece of þ wall was ouer⸗ 
thꝛowen by a mine, at the whiche he bzake 
in, 1 put the whole citie to ſacke 4 to rapn, 
He ſent from thence Penedemus with. it. 
M. footemen t. vitj.hundzed hozſemen to the 
cftie of Maracanda, Which Spitamenes had 
newly taken, 1 put out from thenco þ guar 
riſon of the Macedons:Pet the cittzẽs were 
not of this opinion · but when they ſaw they 
could not withſtand him, it was of neceſſy- 
tie fo: them to agree to his will. Alexander 
in the meane ſeaſon tame to the Ryuer of 
an hee encloſed aboute wyth a 
63 . 5 wall 
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wall ſo much ground as his campe did con- 
teyne, ertendyng in compaſſe. ix. furlonges 
and named the ſame citie. Alexandria. This 
thinge was done with ſuch expedycid, that 
wythin ſeuenteene dapes after the walles 
were vp, the houſes alſo were builded. Ano 
the whole was perfourmed in a very (mall 
ſeaſon, thoꝛough the contention amongſt p 
ſoldiers, who ſhould perfourme his wozke 
firſt, when the ſame was deuldod into pos 
tions amongſt the. Their pziſoners(whoſe 
raunſomes Alexander paid to their takers) 
were appointed to inhabit this Citye:The 
diſcent of whom after ſo long time are not 
pet woꝛne out ⸗ſuche fanour hath been ſhe- 
wed to them, in thememozp of Alexander. 
The kyngof Scithia, whoſe Empire was 
then beyond the Rtuer of 74245, tudgyng 
that the foztifiyng vppon the Riners ſive, 
ſhoulde bee as a poke to his necke,ſent hys 
b:other Carcaſis wyth a greate power of 
hoꝛſemen to defeat the foztificacion, and to 
remoue away the Macedons from the was 


tersſyde, That rpuer deuldeth the Bactrl» ;;.- e 


ans from the Scithians ot Eu ope 
the lymyt whiche parteth. ia and Fumope 
a ſundze. But the coũtres yp the Scithes in⸗ 
babite ſtretche as farre,as 7hyacia, __ lpe 
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bet boirte the noꝛthe and the eaſte, foyning 
with Sarmacia, and poſſeſſing parte of it. 
The countrep alſo that lieth beyond the Ri 
uer of Iſter is inhabited by them, theire vt⸗ 
termoſt boundes ſtretching to Bactria, and 
to the further bounds of. noꝛthwarus, 
where as bee wonderful great woods and 
wilde deſertes : But ſuche of them as boun⸗ 
ded neere bnto Tanis 4 Bactria lacked not 
muche the ctuilitie of other nacions, This 
being the firlt time that Alcxander hadde to 
do with theſe people, when he ſaw p the he 
had to entre into a warre,fo2 the which hee 
was not pꝛouided, his enemies riding vppe 
and downe in his ſight; and he diſt aſed of 
bis wound, ſpecially not haning the bie of 
hys ſpcache, which fapled muche by reaſon 
of his long abſtinence, and the paine in his 
necke: called hys krendes to countell, and 
delared vnto thẽ that he was not troubles 
with any keare ol his enemies, but with the 
iniquity ofthe time:the Bactriãs rebellig, 
and the Scithians pꝛouoking him, when 
neyther he was able to ſtand vp6 p groũd, 
ſtrong inough to rde on hoꝛſebacke, oꝛ in 
caſe to gecue aduite o2 erhoztacton to hys 
menne. In con deracion therefoze of the 


doubtkull A he (awe him ſelfe weapt 
in, 
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fn, he accuiſedthe Goddes, complaining Þ he 
was then enkoꝛced to lpe ſtyll as a ſtoche, 
whole ſwiftnes befoze time, none was able 
to eſcape, The matters grewſo great, that 
his ownemen beleued hee had counterfeps 
ted his ſitknes fo2 feare, And therefoze hee 
which ſince the ouerthꝛowe of Darius had 
left conſaltacton with the deuiners and pꝛo 
turned him ſelf agayn to the vanitie 
and ſuperſticion of man, willing Ariftader 
(to wham he was addicted in beliefe) that 
he ſhould trye out by Sacrifice what hys 
ſacceſſe ſhould be. The tuſtom of the which 
were called ATruſpices was to conſider the 
intraples ofthe beaſtes without the kyng, 
and to make repoꝛt to him of theire ſignitp⸗ 
cacton. In the meane ſeaſon whiles theye 
were ſearching ſecrets that wap, he willed 
Cphcſtyon, Craterus, Erigius and other 
hys krends to dzaw neere about him, leſt by 
training of his vopte hee myght bꝛeak cut 
bis wound agapne, t ſayd thus bnto them: 
The daunger J am in, hathe cauſed the time to 
ſerue better foz mine enemies, then foz me:neceſſi⸗ 
tie I ice chiefip in the warres to go befoze reaſon. 
Foz it is ſcidom geuen to men to chooſe their own 
tyme. The Bactrians bee reuolted, vpon whole 
ſhoulders pet wee ſtande, purpoſyng to trye what 


courage wee bee of, by our behanonr E 
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the Scithians It we leaue of wth oubtkul fo; s 


e 
tune and meddle not with them, whiche of therre 
owne mindes haue pꝛouoked vst wee ſhall at oure 
rctourne be had in contempt of them whom we en⸗ 
tend to viſit. But it we ſhal paſſe the N puer of 7. 
n«1: by the deſtruction of the Scthian- ſhedding ol 
their bioud ſew our ſelues inuincible euerp wher, 
who will then doudt but that Eu will lye q 
E geue obedience to vs being victoꝛers: he is decep 
ued that doth meaſure by any diſtaunce the boun⸗ 
des of the glozy we entend to paſſe. There is but 
one Ryuer that letteth vs now foz NOONE Nour 
power ouer into Ee, Which if wee (hall bzinge to 

Nc, what an eſtimacion ſhal it befoz vs Whyles 

e be ſubduing of to ſet vp the monumentes 
of our victoꝛies as it were in a new wozld, toning 
ſo ſoone together with one victozpethe thinge that 
nature ſcemeth to haue deuided (with ſo great dyſ⸗ 
taunce:but it we ſhall ſtap neuer ſo litle and geene 
ound, the Scirhian : Wil then come after vs, & pur= 
ue vs in the taile. Be there noe moꝛe but wee that 
haue paſſed Riucrs: there be many muentions pet 
remapning amongſt our ſelue s, whereby we haut 
gotten victozies . But foꝛtune of the warre dothe 
teache — ſuche as bee ouercome: wee haue 
ſhewed a ent ok late how to oimme ouer ri⸗ 
uers vpon bottels:whiche thing ik the Sauen can 
not doe, the B ſhall teach them. It is but the 
power ot one naciun that nowe commeth againſte 
pou: all the other pet ſtand in a ſtay to vnderſtand 
of our doings. So that by eſchewing battau wee 
ſhall noziſhe warre, and bee compelled to recepue 
thole blofoes , whiche lye pies bed. - ;

He ſayde he had vnderſtand 
that thing by Ariſtander, who tolde him at 
his comming into the pauilid what hee had 
percepned in the beaſtes intralles. Aleran- 
der bpd his woꝛds was woriderfully tron- 
bled bothe with anger and ſhame, when he 
ſaw p ſecrets of þ religion bꝛought to light, 
which he thought to haue kept ſecret to him 
ſelle: and therefoze tauſed Eriglus to go a⸗ 
ſide, and Ariſtãder to be called in vnto him, 


whom hee bebeld e in the face, and ſapde, 
ſeeme to thee rather a pꝛiuate man then a king: 
commaunded thee to make ſacrifice, n ee 


te 


the pztuitics perteynyng to mer: But fur 
that thoꝛough his owne feare hee deuiſed an inter⸗ 


v2etacion of him ſelfe. Therefoze let mee heare of 
thyne owne mouthe what thou haſte found in ths 
intraileg,to thintent thou ſhalt not deny that thou 
haſt ſpoken. Ariſtander therupon was ama⸗ 
ſed, and looked pale, not able to aunſwers 
one woozde fo2 feate. But at lengthe the 
ſame feare that made him holde hys peate, 
pꝛycked him foꝛwar des to ſpeake, leaſt the 
pꝛolongyng of the kyn ges erpedaciõ might 
pꝛouoke him to further wꝛath, aunſwered: 
] ſayde ( quod hee) there was in the enterpꝛyle 
great daunger and difficultye: but pet that pour at⸗ 
tempt ſhoulde not bein vame. There is nothynge 
that J haue perceiued by my ſcience troubleth mee 
ſo muche, as the loue I beareto pou wardes: foz 
I bothe conſider your infirmitie, and what a mo⸗ 
ment conliTeth in pour owne perſon, fcaryng pon 
ſhonld not be able not to endure the thinges 
£oztune is diſpoſed to gene vnto you. TUhe.As 
lexander heard him ſpeake after that mans 
ner, he willed him to haue confidence in his 
felicitie, to whom foꝛtune had granted glos 
rpe in greater thinges, and therenpon dys 
miſſed him: Akter wardes as the kyng was 
debating with ſuch as he conſulted with be⸗ 
foꝛe, by what meanes hc ſhould pas the rp⸗ 
ner: Ariſtander came amõgſt the,affirming 
that he had found the intraples contrary to 
| that 
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that he did befoze,with as likelpe — of 
good ſutceſſe as anye that euet he ſaw, ſhe⸗ 
wing then as great cauſes to reioice, as he 
did befoꝛe to feare. But immediatlpe heres 
upon Alexander received news 5 much ap⸗ 
paired the continual felicitie hee was wont 
to haue in al his pzoceadings. Penedemus 
being ſent (as it hathe been ſaide befoꝛe) to 
beſicge Spitamenes, the aut ho; of p Bac⸗ 
trians rebellion : hẽ he vnderſtode of his 
enemies coming,both in auoiding to be en⸗ 
cloſed within walles, and truſting beſpdes 
to take ſome aduauntage of the Paccdons, 


layde an euibuſhement to entrappe them. 


There was a wood thꝛough the which they 


ſhould paſſe very apt foꝛ the purpoſe, luher 
he layd p Dahans, whoſe cudome was to

hem ſelke encloſed on all partes, and

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not equall in number vnto his enemies, rt. 
ſiſted a great while, crying out to the ſoul⸗ 
diours, that there remained noe hope to the 
being intrapt after that maner, but by ma⸗ 
king ſlaughter bpd their enemies to receine 
the comfozt of an honeſt death. Penedem? 
rode vppon a ſtrong hoꝛſe, charging oft tl 
mes vpon his enemies, whereby hee b:ake 
their oꝛder, and made greatflanghter , tyll 
ſuch time that he being laid at on all parts, 
recetned many wounds,+ fainted fo: want 
of bloud, Then hee erhozted Yiſpides that 
mas one of his frends to leap vpon his hozſe 
t eſcape away, and with that woꝛd he ſwoũ 
ded x fell to the ground from his hoꝛſe. Hil⸗ 
pides might haue gote awape : but after hee 
had loſt his krend, determined there to die, 
taking no other care but how to ſpend hys 


like with loſſe of his enemies. M herfoꝛe he 


put his ſpurres to the hoꝛſe, and ran in a- 
mongſt them, where he fought notablye, £ 
at length was flame. When the reſt ſawe 
this onerth2ow, and loſſe of their captaine, 
they recouered an hill, where Spitamenes 
did beſiege them, thinking to ſubdue them 
fo: want ok vitaile, There were ſlayne in 
the battaile two thouſand footemen, and 
thꝛer <a hozſemen:Whichmlfadnen- 
ture 


of Ouintus Curtius. ers Fil o 
ture Alexander with great politye kept ſe⸗ os 25 
tret, cõmaunding them that departed from 


the lleld, vnder pain of death not to publyſh 
this matter abꝛoade. But whe he tould not 
beare it out any longer a countenaunce con 
trarp to his harte, he went alone vnto hys 
pauilion which he had ſet of purpoſe vppon 
the Kiners ſpde. There hee waked all the 
hight,deuiſpng with hym ſelfe what was 
beſt to doe, And dpuers tymes he lyfted vp 
his tent to beholde the filers in his enemies 
tampe, ther bp to contecture theire number. 
When the day appeared, he put on a cozſe- 
let, and came fozthamongſt the ſouldiers, 
deeing the firſt time they had ſeen him ſince 
he recetued his hurt, They bare ſuche a ve⸗ 
neratid vnto their king, p with his pzeſence 
onely they put awape the remembꝛante of 
the feare which cauſed the befoꝛe to ſhꝛynk, 
t reiopſed ſo hartelpe, p when thepe ſaluted 
him, the teares diſtilled fro their eies, t ear⸗ 
neſtly required the fight, which befoze they 
had refuſed. Be toke oꝛder ther amöglt the 
p the hozſeme, ſuch as were ofthe ſquare 
battaile of footemen ſhoulde bee tarped os 
ner in boates, and that the lyghte armed 
ſhoulde ſwymme vppon bottels, Neyther 
the matter required any _ to be ſpoken, 
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noꝛ the king could not ſap muche moze bye 
reaſon of his infirmitie. Fo2 the ſouldiours 
went about the matter with ſuch good wil 
and cherefulnes of mynde, that within, ij. 
daies they had finiſhed. xtj. P. boates. M hẽ 
al things were pꝛepared in redines foz their 
paſſage, there came.rr. Embaſſadours of þ 
Scithians, riding by the campe,whiche re⸗ 
quired that it might be declared vnto p king 
that they had matter in comiſſion to declare 
- bntohim. When they were receined into 
his pautlion,andcommauded to ſit downe, 
they fpred their looke continually vpon the 
kings coũtenaũce, wherby it was thought, 
p-waying 5 greatnes of his courage by his 
perſonage that they ſaw pꝛeſent, it appea- 
red to them but ſmall in reſpec of the ſame 
theyheard of him. The wittes of the Sep⸗ 
thians be not rude and without knowlege 
as other barbarous people be, Foz it is ſaid 
that many ot them atteine to ſuch learning 
as is poſſible fo2 a nation being al wales in 
ererciſe ofthe warres. Whoſe wozdes ſpo⸗ 
ken bnto Alexander bee lefte in memozpe; 
which though thepe differ from the manner 
of vs haue happened in moze ciuill times 
and framed our ſelues to amoze humanity? 


pet the fidelity of the matter is not to be deſ- 
plſed,

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piſed, thoughe the phꝛaſe of their ſpeach be 
not allowed, And therefoze J ſhall declare 
vncoꝛruptlye the ſapings whiche the eldeſt 
of thoſe ©mbaſſadonrs dyd ſpeak after this 


manner. It᷑ the 241 thee a bodye 
accoꝛdyng to the vnſaciable deſire of thye , 
the wozide ſhoulde not bee able to recetue thee, but 
ſhouldelt touche the Ozient with one hande, and 
the occident with the other: whiche thing once ob⸗ 
tained,thy care ſhould bee to become equall to the 
Goddes. Thus thou doeſt couet the thynge, thou 
arte not able to compaſſe. From Ee thou gocſt 
into Asa, and from Aa paſſeſt into Eure. It mult 
come to paſſe that if thou ouercome all mankmde, 
thou mult keepe warre with wooddeg a ſnowes, 
with riuers and wild beaſts. what: art thou igno⸗ 
raunt that trees do till they be great, then 
be plucked vp from the roote in a moment! ee 1s 
a koole that doth couet the fruite,# conſidereth not 
the height of the tree whereon it groweth. Take 
hede leaſt whiles thou doſt labour to attein to the 
top, thou falleſt with the bowes which thou doeſt 
embꝛace. The Lyon hath been ſometime the foods 
of ſmall birdes, and the ruſt doth conſume p Jron. 
There is nothing lo ſure, that is not in daunger of 
his inkeriour. what haue wee to do with thee! we 
neuer touched thy countrey. It is not lawfull foz 
vs that line in the waſt wooddes to bee 
what thou arte, and from whence thou commeſt⸗ 
we can nepther be ſubiect to any man, noꝛ deſire to 
rule ouer — creature. Ind becauſe pc ſhal not be 
ignoꝛaunt of the ſtate of our nacion, we haue cer⸗ 
tame giftes ni pꝛoper vntovs,thepoake of Dxen, 
the ploughe / the the bowec, and the bowler 
whiche bee the thpnges that we vſevoth with our 
frendes and againſte dur enemieg Wet doe geeue 
nd Cc. jj. pats 
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vnto frendes of the frtiites 8 our lab. 
With the boule we ſacrifice wine vnto the Godds. 
With the bowe we ſtrike onre enemies a farre of, 
and with the ſpeare ncere at hands . After that 
ſoꝛte we in times paſt overcame the king of Scuba, 
and afterwardes the kyng of T-rfie and Media, mas 
kyng the waye open to vs into Egipt. But thor 
which doſt gloꝛy that art come to bee a perſecuter 
of theeucs, arte a robber of all nacions, that thou 
commeſt amongſt. Thou haſt taken , poſſeſſed 
Siria,entoped Terfie, amd haſte theBactrians vnder 
thye power. Thon doelt viſit the ly and nowe 
ſtretcheſt fozthe raucnous handes vnto oure 
cattell. whye doeſt thou couet that rycheſſe that 
cauſeth thee to bee pooꝛe:? Thon arte the firſte of 
all menne whiche with aboundaunce haſte pꝛe pa⸗ 
red thy ſeifc hunger, and that with the moze thor 
haſt, the moꝛe greedelpe thou doeſt couct the thin⸗ 
5 thou haſt not. Doeſt thou not remember how 
ong thou haſt ſticked about Bactria: And whileg 
thou goeſt about to ſubdue them, how the Hogdi⸗ 
ans beginne to rebell? Thus warre dothe grcws 
vnto thee of thpe victozye. Foꝛ bee thou neuer ſo 
great, puiſſaunt aboue any other, pet ther be none 
that can endure to bee gouerned bye ſtraungers. 
aſſe now Tanui:thou ſhalt perceiue what bzcdth 
bearethe, and pet thou ſhalte neuer ouertake the 
Scithians, whole pouertie is ſwikter thenthy ar⸗ 
mye,carping the ſpople of fo manpe nacions. #03 
when thou ſhalt thinke vs to bee far ol, thou ſhalt 
ſee vs within thy campe: wyth ipkeſwikftnes,ws 
kollowe, and flye awaye. J heare that our deſcrts 
be ſcommed by the Greeke pꝛouerbes, we couet ra⸗ 
ther thoſe deſertes and places pan — then Ct⸗ 
tyeg and plentitull countreis. Ther e hold thon 
thy foztune faſt: foz ſhee ts ſlipper and cannot bes 
kept againſt her Will. Folowethon the counſalle 
that ts good, ſpeciaup whiles the tyme doth cy 
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Put a bꝛodle to thye felicitie, and thou ſhalte go⸗ 
gerue it the better. wee ſaye that foꝛtune is wyth⸗ 
oute feete, and that ſhee hathe onelpe handes and 
wynges: but when ſhee puttethe fozthe her hande, 
ſhee will not ſuffer her wynges to bee touched It 
thou ber a God, then geeue bencfptes vuts moztal 
men, and take not awaye the commodities theps 
haue alrcadpe. At thou bee a man conſider alwape 
thyne owne eſtate. It is foolpſhe to remeber thoſe 
thynges, whiche cauſe thee to foꝛgette type ſeife. 
Suche as by warre thou makeſt thye enemies: by 
peace thou mapeſt make them thye verpe frendes. 
The moſte firme frendſhyp is amongſt them that 
be equall: and they ſceme cquall, whiche haue not 
pct made anye triall of their foꝛce . Take hede thou 
takt thein not koꝛ thy krendes, whom thou dydeſt 
ſubdue and bzing to ſubiection. There is no frend⸗ 
ſhippe betweene the Loꝛde and the laue: and in 
peace the lawe of armes is obſerued. Thynke not 
that the Scithians doe confirme theire frendſhyp 
wyth anye othe. Foꝛ they thynke theye ſweare m 
keepyng of theire faythe . The cuſtome of Gree⸗ 
kes is to iuſhfpe theire doinges by callyng theire 
Goddes to wytneſle: But wee acknowledge Rez 
lygion to conſpſt in the fapthe it ſelfe. They which 
do not therre due reuerence to menne, decepue the 
Goddes. Thynke not tholc frendes to be neceiTa- 
rye vnto thee, of whoſe good wyll thou ſhalt neede 
to doubte. Thou mayſt vie vs ag keepers bothe of 
Europe and A ſia, Foz wee ſhoulde ioyne with 3. 
but that 7-4i- dothe deuide vs: and beyonde 7%. 
dure dominton ſtretcheeh fo karre ag 750, and 
the kame, is that 7hr«ci« cofineth with Mad, Con⸗ 
lider therefoze whether it bee neceſſarye foz thee 
you , to haue vs as frendes oz foes to 

ene Empires, Theſe were the Scithians 


wozdes,to whom the king made aunſwer: 
; Cc.itj, that 
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that he woulde bothe vſe his owne foꝛtune, and 
their counſaue whiche — — him, well. He would 
follow his foꝛtune ( he ſaide) becauſe he had great 
confidence in it, and other mens counſaule, becauſe 
hee woulde do nothyng raſhely,noz vpon a ſodain. 


Therupon he dimiſled the Embaſſadours, 
and enbarked his army in the boates he had 

zepared. In the fozepartcs of the bogtes he 

et ſuche as had targettes, willing them to 
kneele vppon theire knees koz theire moze 
ſaueguarde againſte the ſhotte of arrowes. 
And theye were placed behynde them that 
had the charge ofthe Engins, whoe befo2e 
and on bothe ſides weare encloſed with ars 
med men, The reſt that ſtoode beyonde the 
Engins being armed them ſelues, dekended 
with targettes ſuche as rowed. The (ame 
oꝛdet was alſo obſerued in thoſe boats that 
caried ouer the hoꝛſemen. The moze parte 
dꝛelutheir hozſes after them by the reynes, 
ſwimming at the boates taile, and ſacheias 
were carted vpon truſſes fplled with raw, 
weare defended by the boates thatrowed 
bet wirt them and their enemies. Alexander 
with ſuch men as he had choſen to be about 
hys perſone,firſt launched from the lande, 
and directed his courſe towardes the fur- 
ther ſide, The @cithians came agaynſt the 
with theire hozſemen in oz. er of dann 

ans 
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fandyng bppon the bzinke of the Munde 
ſhoare to let their landing: whole chew be⸗ 
ing a terrour to the Macedons, they had al⸗ 
ſo another cauſe of fere in their paſſing ouer 
Foz the boat maſters were not able to kepe 
their courſe againſt the fozce of of þ ſtreme. 
And the ſouldiours ſwaping to and fro, fo: 
the doubte they had to fall in p water, trou⸗ 
bled the mariners in doing of theire offyce, 
By reaſon wherof the Macedons could not 
haue ſcope to caſte theire dartes with anye 
fo:ce,taking moze care howe to place them 
ſelnes out of perill, then foz to anope theire 
enemies, Theire engins ſtoode the in great 
ſeede, whiche ſeldome did ſhoote in vapne 
agapnſte theire enemies that ſtoode thycke 
befoze them,p2ofering to reſiſt their laͤding. 
When the @cithians ſawe them neere the 
fhoare,thepe did ſhoote an infinite numb2s 
of arrows into the boates, ſo that ther was 
not in maner any targette that had not mas 
nyc heades ſticking in it. At length the boa⸗ 
tes arrined at the land: then the target men 
did riſe vppon theire feete, and haupnge 
moꝛe ſcope and ſure footing, thꝛewe theire 
dartes moꝛe certapnelye and with greater 
koꝛte: whereby percepupng theire ene mies 
to ſhzynke, and reyne backe theire hagſes, 

Cc. iiij. they 


not withſtandinge that withe greate paine 
he endured his infyꝛmitie. When his hart 
Fapnted, he commaunded hys menne that 
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thelr hoꝛſes, they thẽ leaped cherefully vnto 
the land, one erhoꝛtinge and encouraginge 
another, and frecly purſned them, whome 
they ſawe fall out of arrape. By that time 
Alexanders hoꝛſemen which had aſſembled 
them (clues in troupes, bꝛake vpon their e⸗ 
nemies, and put them to great diſoꝛder. In 
the meane ſeaſon the reſte beinge defended 
by them that were fyghtinge , landed and 
pꝛepared them ſelues to the battaille. No3 
Alexander letted not with ſtoutnes ol tou⸗ 
rage to ſupplie the impotencp ot his bodye. 
His voice could not be heard when he ſpake 
and erhozted his menne (the ſcarre of hys 
wounde not pet cloſed) but all men myght 
ſee him fightinge. Wherefoze one v⸗ 
ſed the office ofa capitaine in geuinge ex⸗ 
boꝛtacion vnto his fellowes, and ran bppon 
their enemies without reſpect ol their own 
pues. Then the Scithians coulde not ens 
dure any lenger the countenaũtce, the fozce; 
noꝛ the erpe of their enemies, but beinge all 
on hoꝛſebacke fled away vpon the ſpurres: 
M hom the kinge purſued. lrxr. furlonges, 


{vey Hyoulde followe ſtyll in the chaſe ſa 
longe 
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longe as tie daye laſted; and not hauinge 
ftrength to ſuſtaine anye further trauaile, 
returned into his campe to reſte him ſelfe. 
The Patedons in their purſuite paſſed the 
boundes of Bacchus. In monument of who 
there were great ſtones ſette vp by equall 
diſtaunce, and high trees whoſe ſtocks wer 
couered ouer with Jupe. But no boundes 
coulde be a tape to the Macedons , beynge 
caried fozwardes in their furp: fozyt was 
mydnight befoze they returned againe to 
their campe: who hauinge killed many,and 
taken great numbze of pꝛiſoners, didvziue 
befoze them. M. bitj.hunvdzed hoꝛſes. There 
were llaine of the Macedons . lx. hoꝛſemen: 
of the footemen to the point of one hundzed 
and a thouſand of them were hurte, Thys 
enterpziſe withe the fame of the byctozpe 
falling in ſo good a ſcaſon, kepte the moꝛe 
part of A ſia in obediente, which was of the 
point to haue rebelled. Foz they belened 
that the Scythians were inuincible: Who 
being vanquiſhed, they ſudged no nacions 
bable to withſtande the power of the Ma 
cedons, The Satans therefo:e after thys 
victozpe, ſente theire Embaſſadours vn⸗ 
fo Alexaunder, offzynge them ſelues to 
. obedyence. To the doinge 
whereof 
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2 2 8 thereof they were not ſo greatlye moned 
with feare of his fozce, as they were withe 


repo2te of the clemencp he vſed towards the 

| Scythians, after he had diſcomfited them, 

Fo he deliuered home all theire pziſoners 

1 without raunſome, to witnes to the wozld 

| | that he made warre with thoſe fyerce nacis 

5 ons to ſhew his power and his vertue, and 

1 not foꝛ any malite, noz to ſhewe his wꝛath 

vpppon them. That was the cauſe that he ſq 

{ gentlye reteyued the Embaſſadours ofthe 

bs | Sacaits:cauſing Excipimus to accompany 

71 | them: who beinge a beautifull ponge man in 
| 


p firſt flowꝛe of his youth, was in p reſpede 
in great fauour,and familiarity with Alex⸗ 
ander. In perſonage he was lyke Epheltl- 
on: but inferiour to him in pleaſauntnes of 
ſpeach. After this, Alexander gening oꝛder 
to Craterus to followe him by ſmall tonr- 
neis with the greater part of his armye, he 
him ſelfe came to the Citie of Maracanda, 
from whence @pitamenes that hard ok his 
comminge , was fledde into Bactria. The 
king therfo:e making great iourneis foure 
dayes continuallye , came into the place, 
wheras vnder the conducte of Menedemus 
be had loſt. ij. . footemen 4 iij.C.hoꝛſmĩ. 
e bones he cauſed to be gathered tos 
githers, 
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githers, teledzatinge their kuneralles after 
his countreymaner . By that time Crates 
rus with the Phalanx was come vnto the 
kinge: and to thintent he mighte puniſhe 
with the ſwoꝛde all ſuch as had rebelled:he 
deuided his powze into diners partes, com⸗ 
maundinge them to burne in enerpe place 
where they went, and to kil al the childzen. 
The countrep of the Sogdyans foz the 
moze part is waſte, byreaſonof the greate 
deſertes that ſtretehe — the _ 

frey, The Riner called Pali imetum paſſed 
in maner thꝛoughe the length of yt, whpche 
runneth a ſpace violently in a narrow cha- 
nell, and then is reteiued into a hole of the 
earth, from whence it goeth vnderneaththe 
grounde⸗ whoſe conrſe is manyfeſt by the 
noyſe ofthe water that may be harde. And 
pet on al h grotundvnder the which ſo great 
ariuer doth runne, there dothe not appeare 
anye moyſture put fozthe, Ok the captines 
that were taken amonges the Sogdians, 
there were. xxx. of the moſte noble bꝛought 
bnto Alexander: which dnderſtandinge by 
an ſnterpzetoz,that by the kings commaſis 
dement they ſhould be put to execuclon, be⸗ 
gan as menne in mizth to ſinge e daunce, 


and by, a certapne laſcpupous * 
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ok their bodies erpzeſſed a great toyfalneſſe 
of the mynde. Alexander marueilynge that 
hey koke their death with (uch Ntoutneſſe x 
magnanimltie ofhearte, called them vnte 

bim, enqupung why they ſhewed ſo gret a 

gladnes, when they had death befoze theire 
face, Thep aunſwered that ik thep had been 
put to death by any, ſaupng by ſuche a one 
as he was, thepe ſhoulde haue taken theire 
death ſozowfally. But now ſecinge thepe 
ſhould be reſtoꝛe d to their pzedeceſſours by 
a kyng that was a conquerour of all nacp⸗ 
ons, theye reiopſed in theire honeſt deathe, 
as the thing y all men ſhould wiſh + deſpze; 
The king then, marueilung at thetre mag⸗ 


nanimitie. Jenquire ot pou (quod he) if pon can 
be content to ſpue, and become frendeg to him, 
Whoſe benefit pou ſhal receiue dite: (then ſapde 
that as they neuer were His enemies, (but as they 
were pꝛouoked by occaſion ol the arres ) cuen ſo, 
te he woulde make an experiment ok them rather 
by a benefite, then animmuryc, thepe Would! 
not to bee ouercome in good will. noz in dopng 
thyng that per tayned to therre duetie, Thepe 


were ared what pledge they woulde laye of 
theire p2omile, they ſapde / their liues they had 
receptted ſhoulde bee theire pledge ready to be pel⸗ 
dedagaine, when it wert required. Therin they 
bꝛake nopzomiſe:fo2 ſuch of th? as were re 
turned home into their coſitrey kept 72 
n 


of Quintus Curtius, Fol 
fn good obedience: and fower of them chat 
were appointed to bee ofthe kinges guard, 
gaue plate to none ot the Pacedons in lone 
oꝛ affection towards their pꝛince. When he 
had oꝛdered al thinges amongſt the Sogdi⸗ 
is, he left Peucolaus ther w ij. P. men of 
warre, 4 remoned into Bactria:fro whence 
he commaunded Bellus to bee carped to E⸗ 
tchatan, there to ſuffer death foz the kyllyng 
of Darius. About the ſame time Ptholomes 
us and Menidas bzoughte thꝛee thouſande 
footemen and a thouſand hozſemen of mer 
tenarp ſouldfers: and one Aleader came to 
him out of Licia with, iij. M. footemen t. v. 
C. hoꝛſemẽ, Aſclepeodozus had lemed þ linke 
nübꝛe out of Sia. Antipater ſent, viiuj.thou 
ſand Greekes amongſt whom there were 
v. C. hoꝛſemen. When he had thus encreas 
ſed his armpe with the ſupplye of his nelve 
polver, hee went aboute in euerye place to 
quiet thoſe ſtars that had been rapſed vp by 
the rebellpon, And hauyng flatn them that 
were the authours and begynners thereof, 
the fowerth dape came toy Ryuer of Oxus, 
whyche beeyng a water vnholeſome to be 
dꝛonke (becauſe it is ener troubled and 
full of mudde) the Pacedons fell to dyg⸗ 


deng of welles: And wh by diggingdoye 
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they could finde no water, a ſpzing ſodeſnlp 
appeared in the kings tent, whiche becauſe 
it was not found at the firſt, they fayned it 
to come by miracle, Therwith p kyng was 
pleaſed, and contented men ſhonlde beleeng 
that the ſame was ſent by the gifte of God, 
Then he paſſed the Riners of Ochus 4 Ox - 
365 18 came vnto a citie called Margins 
nere bnto the which he choſe out places foz 
the building of ſire townes :wherofhe plan 
ted two towardes the Southe, and fower 
towards the Eaſt;cucry one diſtant a ſmall 
pace from an other,to the entent that theirs 
mutuall aſſiſtaunce in time ofnede ſhoulde 
not be far to ſeeke. They were al ſituate bps 
pon high hilles, as bꝛidelles to keepe bnder 
thoſe wilde nations. But no we thepe haue 
koꝛgotten their oziginall, and bee ſubiecte to 
thoſe, theye were wont to rule. The kyng 
hauing ſabdned all the reſt, one rocke onely 
remained, which Arimazes a Sogdian had 
taken with. xxx. P. armed men, & furnyſhed 
the ſame of victuals fo2 twoo peares. The 
ſame rock was. rxx.furlongs in height and 
Cl. about, being in al partes ſteepe 4 bꝛokẽ, 
hauing one ſtreight path onelpe to paſſe vp 
vnto it. In the midde way to the top it had 
a cane whiche was narow and darke in the 
entrey?

entrey: but by litle t litle it wared wpder, 
and had moze large lodginges within foz a 
great multitude, and was beſides ſo full of 
ſpꝛings, that when they met together, theye 
ranne downe the rocke like a great Riner, 
Alexander beholdyng the ſtrengthe of thys 
place. ⁊ þ difficultie to winne it, determyned 
to departe from thence. But ther entred ſo⸗ 
deinly into his hart a deſire to werp nature, 
and wozke againſte her power. Pet befoze 
that he would attempt the foztune of anye 
ſiege,he ſent Cophes the ſonne of Artaba⸗ 
zus, to perſwwade them to geene it ouer. Ari⸗ 
mazes vpon truſt of the ffregth ofthe place 
aunſwered in all thinges arrogantlpe, but 
ſpectally in that he ared it Alexander toulde 
fiye:7Uhiche woꝛdes repoꝛted to the kyng, 
did put him in ſuch a furp,Þ ſtreighk wates 
he called foꝛ ſuche as he bſed to tonlult with 
All, declaring the pzide and pꝛeſumption of 
Artmazes,and after what maner hee hadde 
ſcozned him. But ſhoꝛtly (he ſa(d)he would 
deuiſe ſuche a pollicy,thar he woulde make 
him thinke the Pacedons had winges, He 
required them therefoze that ont of þ whole 
armpe thepe would chooſe oute and bꝛyng 
to hym thzee bundzed of the moſt lyght yo g 


mien whiche had been accuſtomed to due 
beaſtes 
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beaſtes amongſte the rockes and ſfrepghte 

athes of the mountaines:whereupon they 
bought ſuche to the kyng,as both foz light; 
nes of body,4 hardpnes of hart were moſts 
meete foz ſuche a purpoſe: Unto whom hee 


ſapde: mye fellowes that bee — owne age,

When they had hearde the king ſpeake af- 
ter that manner, thep imagined the things 
wonne,anm departing oute of his pzeſence, 
pꝛepared ſtrong ropes 1 pꝛon hokes —_ 
ther

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they might faſten tothe rockes,and fo cltme 
bp, The kinge bzonghte them aboutethe 
rocke , where as it ſeemed leaſt ſteepe and 
moſte plaine to mount vpon, and in the ſe⸗ 
cond watch willed them to paſſe foz wards 
with good ſpcede, They beinge ſurniſhcd 
with two dapes vicualles, and armed one⸗ 
lye with (wozdes and ſpeares,at firſt went 
fo:zwardes without anpe great difficultpe. 
But when they came to the ſtecpnes ofthe 
rocke,ſome tooke holde of the bzoken crags 

to lyft vp them ſelues,and ſome faſtenynge 

theire hookes on the rockes , clame vp by 

the roapes, They were compelled to reſte x 

ſtay diuers times, and ſo conſumed the day 

in trauaile and in feare. Ulhen they hadde 
paſſed many difficult places, further diffys 
culties alwales appeared, the height of the 
rocke ſcempnge to growe moze and-moze 

TUhen they fayled either of there holde, oz 

of their kootinge, it was a miſerable thynge 


to ſee howe the fell downe hedlonge, ſhe⸗ 


wing to p other by their miſfoztune,anens 
ſample what was a likely to tome of them, 
Notwithſtandinge at lengthe thzoughe all 
theſe diffyculties they gotte bppe dnto the 
toppe, where they all weried wyth the tra⸗ 
naylle of their continuall laboure,andſome 

Zd.t, with 
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with the hurtes and maimes they had retet⸗ 
ued, ſlept there all that night, amonges the 
wilde and roughe rockes, vnmindekull of 
the periil thep were in. When it was dape 
they wakened oute ok theice deape ſleape 
and beholdpnge the valleys vnderneath 
them, were ignozaunt in what parte of the 


rocke ſo greate a multitude of theire ene⸗ 


mies ſhoulde lye. But at length when they 


perceived by the ſmoke in what place they 


were, thep vpon the pointes of two ſpeares 
ſet vp the ſygne that was appointed them, 
and founde than in their comming vp they 
had loſt of their numbze two e thyzty. The 
kinge beinge carefull not ſo muche foz the 
deſpze he hadde to wynne the rocke, as fo 
to ſaue thoſe whom he had ſerſt to ſo mant- 
feſt adaunger,ſtoode all day beholding the 
toppe of the mountapne. And when darke⸗ 
nes of the night tooke away the pꝛolpect of 
the eyes, he departed to refreſhe his bodpe. 
The next dape befoze it was full lyghte, he 
perceiued the white cloth ſette bp in the top 
ok therocke: but the variette of the aper, : 
the ſonne beginninge to appeare, and pet 
bydden,cauſed hym to doubte a while whe⸗ 
ther hys ſyghte hadde fapled hym oz not 
But when yt was full and open dape, yt 

| appeated 
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edmanifeſtlye , and all donbte was 
remoued, Then he called Cophes,by who 
he hadde attempted theire mindes befoze, 
willunge him ones againe to exhoꝛt them to 
be better adulſed. And il ſo be that in truſte 
of their ſtrength,they wonlde not ſubmitte 
them ſelues, that then he ſhoulde ſhelve to 
them the menne that had taken the rocke 
ouer theire heades, When Cophes came 
thether, he beganne to perſwade Armazes 
to geue vp his ſtrength, thereby to wynne 
the kinges fanour,and not enfozce Alexan⸗ 
der toſtaye in the ſiege of a rocke, hauinge 
ſo many weightye affaires in hand: But he 
founde him moze obſtinate and pꝛoud then 
be dpd befoze,and willed Cophes to depart 
and moue him no moze in þ matter, Then 
he tooke Arimazcs by the hand, and requy- 

red him to go wpth hym out of the caue, 
Whe they were tome wheras they might 
looke about, he ſhewed him thoſe that were 
gotten to the toppe of the cragg,+ ſkozning 
then hys p2pde, ared of hym whether Aler- 
aunders ſouldiours hadde gotten wynges 
oꝛ no. By that tyme the trumpettes were 
blowen in the Pacedons campe, and they 
myght heare the alarme that was madein 
kern: which matter as manx vaine 8 tri⸗ 
Dd.y, flyng 
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_ rriflyngthinges are wont in the warres to 


grow to great effect:ſo that was the cauſe 
why they pelded them ſelues . Foz feare ſo 
troubled them, that thep could not conſider 
the ſmall number þ were ouer their heads, 
but called Cophes againe in greate haſte, 
who was departed awap, and ſent w hym 


to2iſed to pelde bp the rock, with compoſict- 
on foꝛ to depart in ſaufegarde. But Alexũ⸗ 
der notwithſtandinge that hee doubtedleſt 
his enemies diſcouering the fewnes or hys 
men, might put them to diſtreſſe: pet trul⸗ 
tyng in the kelicitie of his own foꝛtune, and 
offẽded with the pꝛyde of Arimazes, would 
agree to no condicion, but that they ſhould 
peld ſimply, Artmazes therupon diſpeiring 
moꝛe ok his eſtate, then he had cauſe , deſct⸗ 
ded dolyne to the campe with the chile keſt 
of the nation that were ol kinne to him. All 
the which Alexander cauſed to be ſcourged 
with roddes, and be trucikped at the foote of 
the rocke. The multitude that pelded, with 
the money that there was taken, were ge⸗ 
uen in gift to thinhabiters of the newe Ci⸗ 
ties. And the rule of the ſapd rocke was c0- | 
mitted to Artabazns, with the charge of p 
countrep thereabout.

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The eyght booke of Quintus 


Curtius, of the actes of Alexander 
the great, mm | hes 


Lerander hauing wonne this 
rocke with greater fame then 
glozy,becauſe his enemies res 


— it was neceſſarye foz hym to 
ſeperate his power, and ſo deupded his ar⸗ 
mye in thꝛee partes. He gaue the charge of 
the one parte to Tpheſtion , to Cenon the 
other, and tooke the thyzde parte vnto hym 
ſelfe, Bis enempes were not all of one op⸗ 


pinion : foz ſome of them ſeeing their de- 


fence could not auaple, pelded themſclues 
befoze the fyght, to whome he gaue the Ci⸗ 
ties and the landes of thoſe that continued 
ſtill bys enemyes , But the outlawes of 
Bactria wyth vitf, hundzed hozſemen wa⸗ 
Ned the vyllages of the 44/«gets. Foz the 
redzeſſe lwherof Attinas goucrnour of that 
countrep, went agapnſte them wpth thzee 
bundzed hoꝛſemen, not knowyng that hys 
enemies lape in wapt foꝛ hym: which lap⸗ 
ing their embuſhement in a wood topning 
to a great plapne, had appopnted a certaine 
| Dod. ii. to 
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fo dꝛyue tattell, thereby to dꝛabbe their ene⸗ 
mies wyth the gredynes of the pꝛap within 
daunger ofthe embuſhement. When At⸗ 
tinas men ſawe the d2puers of the cattall, 
they purſued them withont oꝛder: ſo that 
when they were paſſed the wood where 
thembuſhement lape, their enemies bꝛake 
out vpon them (caſting no ſuche perils) and 
ſlewe them cuerp one. The kame of thys 
ouerthꝛowe came immedtatipe vnto Cra⸗ 
terus, which dzewe thether wyth the Hozf 
men. But the maſſagetes being fled befo2e 
his comming, hee ſlewe a thouſande of the 
Dahans that tooke their parte: whereby 
the rebellion of the whole countrey celled, 
Thus Alexander hanyng ſubdued p Hog» 
dians, retourned to Haracanda , whether 
Berdes ( whome hee had ſent to the Scithi⸗ 
ans inhabiting about Boſphoꝛus) came to 
him with Embaſſadours of that conntrey: 
Ph2ataphernes alſo that had the chief rule 
of p Paſſagetes t Dahans ( whiche nati⸗ 
ons were topned by affinitie togethers) ſet 
certepne meſſengers to Alerander , offe- 
ryng to be at his commanndement . The 
Scithia Embaſſadours made requeſt that 
Aleramer would mary their kings dougb⸗ 
ter: and ik the affinitie pleaſed hym , = 
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de waulde ſuffer the Painces of the ace⸗ 
dons to enter in mariage likewiſe wpth p 
noble mennes doughters of their tountrey: 
p:omyling that the kyng ſhoulde tome in 
pecſon to viſite him, Ye harde gently bothe 
the Embaſſades, and ſtill continued in that 
plate, tyll Epheſtion and Artabazus came 
bnto him: and then lopning his power a⸗ 
gapne togeether , came imo the countrey 
that is called Baz4ri4, There is nothynge 
moꝛe eſteemed in that nation, then to haue 
great heardes of wylde beaſtes encloſed in 
Parkes, whyche bee very plcaſaut and full 
of ſpzinges . Thaſe Parkes bee encloſed 
with Malles, and towers buylded within 
them, to be lodges foz the hunters, There 
was one parke in that Countrep that had 
remapned vnhunted durynge the tyme ol 
ko wer mennes ages: Mhereinto Aleran- 
der entred wyth hys whole armpe, cha⸗ 
ſynge the wylde beaſtes in encrye quar⸗ 
ter, Emonges the reſt there was a Lyon 
of a rare bygneſſe that tame runnynge to- 
wardes Alerander, Whyche thynge when 
Liſimachus(that afterwardes was kyng, 
ſtandyng by chaunce then nerte to Aler- 
ander) perteyued, he ſtepped befoze hym, to 
receyue the Lyon wpth his hunting ſpeare, 
Do. iii. But 
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But Alexander plucked him backe, e wyl⸗ 
led him to auopde, ſaiyng that he was able 
to kyll a Lyon ſo well as Liſimachꝰ. This 
Lifimachus on a tyme huntinge in $4, 
killed by him ſelfe alone an huge Lyon, 

But pet hee was toꝛne to the bones vnder 
his left ſhoulder, and put in great daunger 
of his lyle. Whiche being the matter that 
Alexander ment, he perkourmed with that 
woꝛd noleſſe then he pzomiſed:foz hee dyd 
not oncly receine the Lyon, but kylled him 
with one ſtroke, Thereupon the fable dyd 
riſe,how Alexander ſhoulde haue caſt Liſts 
machus to a Lyon. But though Alexan⸗ 
ders chaunce was good herein: pet the Bas 
cedons knewe that by the cuſtome of hys 
countrey he ſhould not haue hunted onfote 
without p chiefeſt of his nobilitie 4 frendes 
about him. He kylled within that parke. fit 
M. wyld beaſtes, and there did banquet his 
army, returning afterwardes to Maracans 
da. Artabazus excuſing him ſelf there by his 
age that he was vnapte foz the rule of that 
countrey: Alexander committed the ſame to 
Clytus, being the man that defended him 
W his target when he was fyghtyng bare 
headed at the ryuer of Cranzcke,t there tut 
of with his ſwoꝛd Rhoſaceris hand, bas 
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in a readineſſe to ſtrike the kyng. He was 
an olde ſouldiour of Philip. his father, and 
notable by manpe feates of warre that hee 
had done, Hellanice his ſiſter was Alexan⸗ 
ders nurice, whome he loued noleſſe then 
his own mother, Foz theſe cauſes he com 
mitted the ſtrongeſt part of hys Emppꝛe to 
his fidelitie. The kyng that purpoſed to ſet 
fo:warde his tourney the nexte daye, made 
that night a ſolemne banquet: wherein (be⸗ 
ing ouer greate an aduaunter of him ſelfe) 
when he was chafed with dꝛinking: began 
to ſet fozth the actes that he hadde done, in 
ſuch ſoꝛt that his woꝛdes offended p cares 
of ſuch as knew them to be true. The aun⸗ 
tient men kept ſilente, tyll ſuch tyme as hee 
began to deface the doinges of Philip hys 
father, aduaunting the notable victozye at 
Cheroneſe to he his deede: the gloꝛy wherof 
he ſald, was taken from him by the malyce 
and enuy of his father. Fo: he alleged how 
in the mutinte which roaſe betwene p Pa⸗ 
cedons and the Greeke ſouldiours, when 
Philip lape hurte ofa wounde whyche hee 
recepued at a frape, thought him ſelfe ſure 
no otherwiſe tha to counterfait to be dead: 
When he defended his body w his buckler, 


and (lewe them wyth ſhis owne hande that 
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ranne bppon his father to haue killed him. 
Whypche acte (he ſaped) hys father woulde 
neuer gladiyconfeſſe: noꝛ neuer coulde a⸗ 
byde to acknowledge hys ſaufegarde to 
tome by hys ſonne. He alſo declared howe 
after the iourney he made by himlelle into 
Aliria, in wptyng vnto his father, he al⸗ 
tribed the victozy vnto him ſelfe , whyche 
auerthꝛewe his enempes, and put them to 
flyght when Phylip was awape. He ſated 
that in his oppinion , it deſerued but (mall 
commendacion to make a tourney into 5s 
mot hrac ia, when Aſia ought to haue brene 
fpoyled and bꝛent. oz he thought no ma 
woꝛthye pꝛayſe in deede, but ſuche as do ſo 
great actes, that mape exceede all mennes 
tredite. The poung men that were pzeſet 
were glad to heare theſe woꝛdes and ſuche 
other lyke: but they were vngratefull vnto 
the auncientes: ſpeciallpe fo2 Philip bys 
tauſe, vnder whome they had long ſerued. 
Then Clytus whych in lyke caſe was not 
berpſober, turned to ſuche as ſate beneath 
hym, rehearſing verſes of Euripides, wher 
of the kyng myght rather heare the ſound 
then the wozdes, The effect of them was, 
that the Greekes dyd euill , whiche in the 
monumentes of their victozyes , dpd ſub⸗ 
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ſerpbe onelye the names of theirekpnges; 
whyche vſurped the gloꝛpe to them ſelues 
that other menne dyd winne by ſheadynge 
of their bloude. Alexander therfoze whiche 
ſudged his woꝛdes to haue ben wozſe then 
they were, enquired of ſuche as late nerte 
him, what Clytus ſaide. But when they 
kept ſtlente: Clytus with a lowder voyce 
rehcarſcd in oꝛder Philips doings, and the 
warres he made in Greece,pzeferryng them 
befoꝛe anpe actes done ſince that tyme: 
MNherupon there did ryſe a contencton be⸗ 
twene the poung men and the olde. But 
kyng enkoꝛcyng a pacience in hymſelk, 
he heard Clytus deface hys pꝛaiſe, concep- 
ued a wonderfull wꝛathe in his mynd. Pet 
it ſeemed that he woulde haue bꝛydled hys 
affection, if Clptus woulde haue made an 
end of hys pzeſumptuous talke. But when 
be woulde not ceſfe , he gane occaſion to A- 
lerander to be further moued. Clytus then 
dyd p2ocede ſo farrefourth, that he durſt des 
fende Parmento his caſe, and pꝛeferred the 
victozy that Philip wanne of the Atheni⸗ 
ens, bekoꝛe the deſtruccion of 7hebes, And 
goyng further 1 further, not only thꝛoughe 
d:onkenneſſe, but euen by a frowardneſſe 
of a contencious mynde, at length ans 
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It᷑ wee muſt dye thꝛaugh thee, Ciytus is 5 firſte} 
Foz they — — rewardes ot thy victo⸗ 
rye, that can moſte ſhamefully deface thy fathers 
memoꝛy. The countrey of the Sogdians is geuen 
vnto me, that hath ſo often rebelled: and no we is 
not only vnſubdued, but ſuch one as by no means 
can be bꝛought to ſubiecciõ. I am placed emonges 
thole Wilde beaſtes, that be ol ſuch an vncyupl diſ⸗ 
poſicion. But J could paſſe ouer thinges pertey⸗ 
nyng to mp lelfe:if the ſouldiours of hp were 
not deſpyſed: fo2getting that if the olde Athariag 
had not turned againe the young men, when they 
gaue ouer the fight, we had pet ſticked about Ali⸗ 
carnaʒus. Howe is it then that i is conquered 
with theſe poung men: But J ſee it is true that 
pour vncle ſaide in Italp:he chaunced vpon men, 


and you vpon women. There was nothing » 
Clytus ſpake oꝛ dyd in his raſhenes, that 
moued moꝛe the kyng , then the honozable 
mencion made of Parmenio:pet foz al that 
he kept in his griefe , and did no moze but 
commaunded him to auoide out of þ place, 
and ſpake no other woꝛde, ſaupng that hee 
ſaied: It thou talkeſt a litle lenger,J thinke 
thou wilt bꝛaide me with the ſauing ol hys 
life: whereofin very deede he woulde often 
times pꝛoudly aduannce him ſelt. But not- 
withſtanding that the king had willed him 
to departe, pet he taried ſtill, and would not 
ryſe: And therekoꝛe ſuche as ſate next him, 
tooke him by the armes to lead him awap, 
blamynge , and geuyng him * 
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fot his better vſage. When Clytus ſawe 
himſelfe dzawen fourth againſte hys wyll⸗ 
Ire was added to hys dzonkennes: and des 
clared then alowde howe that he wyth hys 
b:eſt defended the kinges backe: but nowe 
when the good turne was paſt, the verys 
memoꝛp of his benefite was hated: g ther- 
with layde to his charge the death of Atta 
lus, and finallye mockedthe Oracle of 74s 
piter,whome Alexander claimed to be hys 
father, and ſalde that hee tolde him better 
trueth, then hys father dyd. At thoſe woꝛds 
the king was ſturred to ſuch wzath us hee 
coulde ſcarcely haue boꝛne beyng ſober: 
But haupnge then hys ſenſes ouercome 
with dꝛynke, leaped ſodainly from the ta- 
ble. His frendes were amazed, whyche 
thꝛowyng downe the cuppes fo2 haſt, roaſe 
to wayt the ende of the thing, they ſa w him 
go about in ſuche a fury. He tooke a ſpeare 
out of a ſqupꝛes hande, and woulde haue 
ſtriken Clytus, that was pet ragyng with 
thintemperaunte of his tongue: But hee 
was ſtopped by Ptholomeus andÞ erdi⸗ 
tas, who tooke him in their armes, 4 ſtaied 
hym fo2 all his ſtrpuing: And Liſimachus 
and Leonatus tooke away the ſpcar, Then 
hee called to hys guarde foz ayde , crying 
0 
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ont that he was taken by his next frendes, 
as Darius was of late, and willed the trũ⸗ 
pet to bee blowen , that the armed menne 
myght aſſemble vnto the court. Then Per- 
dicas and Ptholomens fell downe vppon 
their knees requiring him that be woulde 
not perſruer in his wzathe whiche he ſo lo⸗ 
depnly had concepued, but rather reſpyte 
his diſpleaſure, ſeeing that he myght þ next 
dape muche better oꝛder the matter. But 
his wꝛath pꝛeuapled ſo muche „5 his cares 
were ſhutt vp, and he ranne in a furpe as 
monges the watchemen, plucking a ſpeare 
out of one of their handes, whiche once got- 
ten, hee ſtoode in the entrye, thzoughe the 
whiche they mult necdes paſſe that ſupped 
with him. When all the reſt were come 
fourth , Clytus came laſt wythout lyght; 
And becauſe Alexander could not diſcerne 
hym, he aſked what he was: but that was 

done ſo terribly, that the crneltte of the acte 

he went about appeared in his vopce. But 

* Clptus, whiche ſeeyng the king in a furye, 
2 -.c had no reſpett howe much he had offended 
5 2 ay him befoze , aunſwered that he was Clp⸗ 
5 „ % bus, whithe was comming from thc kinges 
e banquet, With that woozdehe ſtrake hym 
thꝛough the bodp, ſo that he fel down — 
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de ad, t was all ſpzinkledw his bloude. Go 
now quod he to Philip, Parmento,t to At⸗ 
talus. Herein it maye bee ſeene that nature 
pꝛoupded euill in the diſpoſicionof manne, 
which foz the moze part cannot conſider ſo 
well thinges to come, as thoſe that be paſt; 
Foz after that Alexanders ire was aſſwa- 
ged,this dzonkennespaſt , weying adup⸗ 
ſedly the foulnes of tho act he haddone:c6- 
ſidered then p though Clytus had vſed ouer 
much libertie in his talke, that yet he ought 
not to haue ſlain ſo noble a man of warrez 
pea, g the ſauer ofhis olone life, though hee 
ere aſhamed to confeſle it. He ſaw i hat he 
being a king, had vſed the deteſtable office 
of an erecucloner in reuenging w wicked 
ſlaughter the libertie of woozdes , whpche 
might haue ben imputed vnto wine. Whe 
he beheld p bloud of him whiche a litle be⸗ 
foze he had blode to his banquet runne oucr 
all p entrep, t that the watchemen were ſo 
aſtonyed 4 amazed,. Þ thep ſtoode afarre of 
t durſt not come neare:his ſolitarines tau⸗ 
led his repentance to be p greater. Thã he 
plaked pᷣ ſpear out of.þ dead toꝛps, t would 
baue thꝛuſt it thꝛough his own body, if the 
watchmẽ had not come rũ ning, 4 w great 
liriuing wꝛong 5 ſame out of his ar 
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That done they cooke him bp , and carſey 
bim into his lodging, whereas he fel down 
klatte vpon the grounde, filling al the court 
full of the miſerable noyſe of his howlinge 
and lamentacion.Þe tare his face with his 
nailes, and required ſache as ſtoode aboute 
him, that they woulde not ſuffer him to ling 
in ſuch a ſhame and diſhonour. In theſe re⸗ 
queſtes he conſumed the whole night, and 
cauſed diltgent ſerche to be made whether 
it were the ire of the Goddes oz no, that 
had cauſed him to comit ſo heinous an acte, 
At length it was founde that the pearelye 
ſacrifice due vnto Bacchus was not don in 
due time: And therefoze it appeared mani⸗ 
keſtly, p it ſhould be the wzathof the Gods, 
that had moued himtocommitte marther 
vpon eatinge and dzinkinge. But the grea / 
teſt thinge that encreaſed his ſoꝛowe, was 
the amaſement of his frends, when he ſaw 
them ſh2inke from hym and that none of 
them after that deede done, woulde gladiye 
ble ſuche familiar communication as they 
did befoze. The he parceined that he ſhould 
Ipue as a wilde beaſte in a deſert, both fea⸗ 
rynge others, and alſo afraped him ſelfe. 
The next moꝛning he commaunded the bo⸗ 
dye bloudye as pt was, to be bzought = 
| 2 
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bys chaumbze , which when he ſabve lying 


befoze hym, fell in werpynge and ſapde; 
my Nurice, whole 
my glozye at Muleron , haue

SY to her:andnowe ſhe ſhall never bes 
glad to beholde mee. Shall J the wycked kyller 
ol my S,retourne into my countrep, whe 
I ſhall not bee ableto pzeſent my hande vnto mp

When he could put no ende to theſe kynde 
of bewaylinges,and complaintes, the body 
was taken away by the appointment of his 
frendes, After he haddelapen thꝛee dayes 
ſhut vp in his chamber, ſozowing after this 
maner, the Squires and ſuche as hadde the 
keeping of his perſon,ſeeing him genen ob- 
ftinatlye to death, bꝛake into his lodging, e 
with great payne bꝛought him (though he 
long withſtoode their pꝛapers) at length to 
take ſome reliefe and ſuſtenaunte. And to 5 
entent he ſhoulde bee the leſſe aſhamed of 
Clytus death, the Pacedons decreed that 
he was [awfully killed, and would not ſul⸗ 
fer him to be burped, but that the king com⸗ 
maunded it. Hauyng conſumed ten dapes 
at Maracanda, ou - cofirme p ſhame 
de hadde concepued of Clytus death, ſent 
Ee. i. Ephe, 
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Epheſtion with parte of his army into Nac 
7/44 to pꝛoupde victualles againſte winter: 
And comitted the ſame pꝛoupnte vnto A- 
mintas,which befoze he had geuen to Clp⸗ 
tus. From thence he went into a countrep 
called Zen ippæ that confineth with the Sci⸗ 
thians; which being well inhabited and ful 
of villages, doth with the plẽtikulnes there⸗ 
of, not only deteine the inhabiters to owell 
there ſtill, but alſo inuiteth ſtraungers to 
tome emonges them. The ſame was a re⸗ 
fuge to the outlawes of Bactria that ſtyll 
rebelled! but after Alexanders comnipnge 
was knowen,thep were dztuen fourth by p 
countrep men, and two M. and two hũdꝛed 
of their hoꝛſemen aſſebled together, whlche 
were accuſtomed to liue by theft and ſpoile 
in time of peace: whome not only p warre 
but alſo diſpaire of koꝛgeuences, hadde made 
moꝛe cruell, and theire wilde diſpoſiclons 
wozſe, They gaue an onſet ſodeinly bppon 
Ampntas, that was Darius lieutenaunt. 
The battaile was long doubtfull betwirte 
them: but finally they loſt vij. hundꝛed ol 
their nomber,wherof i. C. were take pꝛi⸗ 
ſoners, and turned theire backes to the bic⸗ 
tozours, not without a reuenge: fo2 they 
ſlewe of them (ty. lcoze beſydes ij. hund ed 

and 
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und UL. that they wounded, And yetnotws 
ſtanding after this ſeconde rebellion , they 
pbtapned pardon, When Alexander hadde 
b:ought them to obedience , he came wpth 
his wholearmp into a coũtrep called Nas" 
ra, the Lozde whercof was called Siſimi⸗ 
thꝛes, who had gotten two ſonnes by hys 
owne mother, it being lawkull there foz the 
parentes to vſe theire childzen ; The ſame 
Siſimithꝛes with two thouſand armed mẽ 
foꝛtified and kepte the ſtreight at the entry 
of the tountrep where as it was moſt nar⸗ 
rowe. The paſlage was defended both w 
a ryuer and with a rocke, thꝛough þ which 
rocke the wap was made by foꝛce of hand, 
The lyght is receiuced in at the entre: but 
further in warde there is none, but ſuch as 
men bzing wyth them. From thys rocke 
there goeth a vawt vnderneth the ground, 
that hath ilſlue into the ſyeldes, whiche bee 
not kno wen but to ſuche as bee of the ſame 
tountrey. Though thys ſtrepght was na⸗ 
turaily ſtrong, and defended beſpdes by a 
ſtrong power: that letted not Alexander 
to attempt it, but bꝛought engynes whiche 
they call Arietes, to beate downeſnche foꝛ⸗ 
tification as was made wyth hande, and 
wyth ſlinges and ſhot ol arrowes, did beat 
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bis enemies from the places of their deffce; 
When he had dziucn them awap, he paſſed 
thꝛough the foztificacions hee had wonne, 
and made appzoche vnto the rocke , But 
the ſtreame that grewe ofthe aſſemblye of 
waters fallyng from the mountapne, was 
an impediment to him therein. It ſeemed 
a wonderfull woozke to fill the chanell of 
the Kyuer : pet he cauſed trees and ſtones 
to be bꝛought to the place, and ſet þ thpng 
in hande. When his enemies that neuer 
had ſeene anpe ſuche woozke befoze , ſawe 
the wozke ryſe ſodenlp like a mountapne, 
were put in a maruatlous feare , which the 
king ſuppoſinge thep myght haue beene 
bꝛought to render it vp: ſent one Oxlartes 
of the ſame nacpõ to perſwade Siſimithꝛes 
to render the rocke. And in the meane ſea⸗ 
ſon to put them in moze terrour, he cauſed 
towers of wood to bee bꝛought fozwardes, 
and dyd ſhoote wyth enginnes ſo out of the 
ſame, that the enemies fozſakinge all other 
ſtrengthes, retyꝛed into the toppe of þ rock, 
Oxiartes fyndynge Siſimithzes tn thys 
feare,perſwaded him rather to pꝛoue Alex⸗ 
anders beneuolence then his fozce:and ſees 
png all creatures ſubmitted them ſelnes 
vnto hym, that he onely ſhoulde not be — 
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iet, goyng wyth his victozious armye into 
India, wherby he ſhould turne other mens 


plagues bppon his own necke,@1iſimithzes 
woulde haue bene contented to follow bys 
aduyſe,bat that ſhee whiche was bothe his 
mother and his wife, affirmed howe thee 
woulde rather dye,then committe her ſelfe 
into anye mannes hande : And therefoze 
being aſhamed that the loue of lybertye 
ſhoulde remaine moze in a woman then in 
bym being a man, altered his purpoſe, ta- 
kyng that wape whiche was moze honeſt 
then ſure, anddymyſſed hym that was the 
meane fo2 peace, determining vtterlp to a⸗ 
bide the extremitie of the ſiege : Bet when 
hee hadde weyed well his enemyes power 
and his owne togethers, began agayneto 
repent hym of his wpues counſaple, as of 

a deupſe moꝛe raſhe then p2ofitable, and 
made ſuite that Priartes woulde returne, 
pꝛoferyng then to commyt him ſelfe to the 
kynges will: onelp requiring of Orlartes 
that he woulde net vtter his wyues mynde 
and oppinton,foz feare leaſt ſhee ſhould not 
obtaine her pardone. He ſent therefoze Or⸗ 
lartes befo2e, and hee came after wyth hys 
wile, his childꝛen, and all his kinſfolke, w ⸗ 
dut * fo; anpe 2 p;ompſed 
Ee. to 
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to hym by Ortartes. Alexander hearing of 
their commtng,ſent hys hoꝛſemen befoze tg 
cauſe them to tape, and tarpe fo2 his com 
ming. And when he was come tothe place 
where they did abyde, he offred ſacrifice to 
Mincrua and Victoria, reſtoꝛ yng to Siſimi⸗ 
thꝛes hys foꝛmer rule and aucthoꝛitie, puts. 
tyng him in hope ok a greater countrey , if 
he woulde faithfullye continue his krend⸗ 
ſhip,+ tooke his ij. ſonnes pꝛeſented to him 
by the kather, to ſerue hys warrcs , Aler⸗ 
ander lefte his footemen to ſubdue ſuche as 
were pet vnpelden, and went fozwardes 
with his hoꝛſemen into other partes. The 
wape was craggye and difficulte, whyche 
at the fyꝛſt they endured indiſferently: but 
after wardes when their hoꝛſe houes were 
toꝛne aſunder, and they viterip fezlweried, 
many were not able fofololve , but rydde 
diſpertled, and ont of ozder:the werines of 
their trauaile ſo muche ouertame ſhame, 
The kpng notwpthſtanding,chaunged ok⸗ 
ten hoꝛle, and purſued without ceſſing his 
enempes that fled befo2e him: By reaſon 
whercof all the noble pong men that were 
wont to accompanye him, were lefte be- 
Hynde, ſauyng onelpe Philip Liſimachus 
bꝛother, who * bepng in the oo 
iy 
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his youth, and of greate likelyhode to be⸗ 
tome an excellẽt man, folowed on foote the 
kynge that dyd ryde on hozſebacke bythe 
ſpace of fpftye furlonges: Liſpmachus dp- 
uers times foz all that pzofered to:himbys 
hoꝛſe. But in no wpſe he woulde departs 
from the kpnge,notwpthſtandyng that hee 
hadde on hys cozſelet and all his armour, 
When the kpnge paſſed thzongh a woode 
where hys enemies lape in embulhement,. 
be fought notablpe and reſcucd the kynge 
fyghtyng with his enemies. But after they 
were put to flyght and d21gen out of the 
woods, the greatnes of his courage, which 
hadde ſuſtepned hym in the heat of v fight, 
fapnted wyth hys bodye, and beyng all on 
a ſweate, leaned hym ſelfe to a tree, whiche 
dyd not ſo ſtape hum, but that he fel to the 
earthe, and being taken vp agapne by the 
kynges handes, ſhzonke dolvne from hym 
and byed , The kyng being ſo:0wſull fo? 
bys death, recepued another tydynges, no 
lee to bee lamented, Fo2 befoze he came 
to his campe , hee was aduertiſed ok the 
death of Erigius, one of hys moſte nota⸗ 
ble Capitapnes : whoſe funeralles were 
bothe celebꝛated wpth greate pompe and 
ceremonics of honour. 7 98% 
9221. Ee. liij. From 
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—— thence he determined to go dnto the 
hans, where he vnderſtoode that Spl⸗ 
tamenes was. But Foztune that neuer 
ceſſed to fanour hym, finyſhed that tourney 
of hys,as ſhe did manye other. Spitame⸗ 
nes was enklamed wyth the ouermuche 
loue of his wile, whom he caried wyth him 
in all his haſardes and aduentures. But 
ſhce that coulde not well endure flping,noz 
to chaunge places like an outlawe, became 
ſo werye of trauaple, that by flatterpe and 
faire meanes, ſhee entyſed her huſbande to 
leaue his flipng , and go about (ſeeyng he 
ſawe no wape to eſcape) to pꝛocure Alex⸗ 
anders kauour: of whoſe clemencye (ſhes 
ſaied)he had ſeene ſo great experience. And 
to moue him the moze in the matter, ſhee 
b:ought befoze him the childzen begotten 
bet wirt them, making requeſt , that at the 
teaſt wayes he woulde take pitie on them, 
wherin ſhe thought her p2aver woulde bee 
the moze effectuall,becanſe Alcrander was 
ſo near at hand. But Spit amenes tudging 
her not to do this by wape of counſaile, but 
of purpoſe to betrape him, and that ſhee de⸗ 
ſy2ed to ſubmitte her ſelf vnto Alexander in 
confidence of her beutye , dzewe out hys 


ſwozd to haue ftrikon her, il he had not ben 
letted 
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letted by his bꝛethꝛen. Mhen they woulde 
not ſuffer hym otherwiſe to hurte her, hee 
commaunded her to auopd his ſpght,th2ea- 
tenyng to kill her,ifſhe pꝛofered to tome a⸗ 
gaine into his pꝛeſente: And to mittigate 
his loue towardes her, he ſpent the nyght 
emonges his concubines. But his loue that 
was lo deepelp grounded, therby ceſſcd not, 
but rather kyndeled the moze towards hys 
wpfe, Wherefoze he reconciled hym ſelfe 
agapne bnto her, makinge his continuall 
requeſt,that ſhee woulde not counſaile noz 
mone him any moze in y matter, but be c6- 
tent w ſuche chaunces as Foztune would 
ſend him: fo2 he eſteemed death lyghter tha 
to peld him ſelf. She purged her ſelk ok her 
koʒmer perſwaſpon, whychapeared to her 
(ſhe ſapde) to haue ben good, #4 thoughe it 
were after a womans mancr, pet it pꝛote⸗ 
ded of a faythfull meaning. Pet fro thence 
fourth ſhe was contented to do as it ſhonld 
pleaſehim . Spitamenes/onercome wyth 
her counterkait atfectiõ, made a great fcaſt, 
and after muche eating and dzinking , be⸗ 
came dzowſte, and was caryed into hys 
chamber, When his wyfe perceyued hym 
to bee in a deepe ſleepe, ſhee pulled out a 
(wozde, whiche ſhee had 1 
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that purpo(e,and cut of hys heade, delpne- 
ryng the ſame being ſpzincled with bloode 


vnto her ſeruaunt that was pꝛiupe to the 
facte,and wyth hym onlpe, as ſhe was en⸗ 
bzued wyth bloude, came vnto the Pate⸗ 
dons campe, wylling it to bee ſignifyed tg 
Alexander that there was one come , that 
hadde to ſpeake with hym. He by and by 
gaue commaundement ſhee ſhoulde enter: 
but when he pertepued her defyled wyth 
bloude (thinking that ſhce had come to la⸗ 
ment ſome inturye done vnto her) wylled 
her to declare what ſhe woulde haue. Shee 
deſpꝛed that her ſeruaunt myght come in. 
from vnderneth whoſe garment ſhee tooks 
Spit amenes head, and pꝛeſented it vnto 
Alexander. The paleneſſe of the face wan⸗ 
tyng blonde, hadde taken away the know⸗ 
ledge whoſe it was. But when the kynge 
pertepued it to bee a mannes head, he de⸗ 
parted foꝛth of the tente, and by enquirie 
vnderſtode þ matter. The caſe bꝛought him 
in great perpleritte, and was dꝛiuen by by/ 
ners pmaginactons into ſundzy oppinions. 
De ſudged the kyllyng of ſuche one (beyng 
a fugitiue and a rebell) to be a great bens 
lite bnto him: whiche lpuyng myght haue 
ben a gon let and {impediment to his p20! 
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readinges. But on the other ſpde, conſpde⸗ 
ring the hoꝛribleneſle of the deede, that he 
ſhoulde kill him by treaſon , whiche loued 
her ſo entierly, and by whom ſhe had hadds 
childꝛen: the vpolence of the acte onercame 
the thank of her benefite, and ſhee was cõ⸗ 22 whey , 
maunded to departe the campe, leſt the en 7 64 
ſample of ſuthe lycenctouſnes , myght coz- va go er 
rupt the maners and cyuil diſpoſition of p .. 
Greekes, dA hen the Dahans vnderſtoode 

of pita menes death, they bꝛought Data⸗ 
phernes bound, that was partner with him 
in his conſpiracp, 4 peldev themſelnes vnto 
Alexander, Hee being delluered from the | 
greateſt parte of his pꝛeſent care , determt⸗ 

ned to reuenge the injuries of them whiche | 
had beene miſuſed by the p2yde and cones 


tonſneſſe of his deputyes 4 officers. Ther⸗ 
foꝛe he cõmitted Hircania W the Cardons 
t Tapirions to Pꝛataphernes, to whome 
he gaue in cõmiſſion to ſond Phꝛadates his 
pꝛedeteſlour to hym as a pꝛiſoner. Tamſo⸗ 
noꝛ was ſubſtituted raler of Cari« in the 
plate ot Arſamus. Arſaces was ſent into | 
Media, to thintent that Oridates ſhoulde 
remoue from thence Babylon vppon the 

death of Pazeus was comitted to Deditas 
omit he he 9 theſe you: | 
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the thirde moneth he dzew his armpe ont of 
their winter lodginges, to go vnto à toun⸗ 
trep that was called Gab. The fy:ſte 
bates fournep was qupet, and the next not 
berte tempeſtuous:pet darker then had ben 
accuſtomed, but not without ſome ſignify- 
cacion of theire calamitpes that were tom⸗ 
minge. The thirde dape the element was 
kult of lightninge: and when the lightning 
ceaſed,it was verp darke. The beholdynge 
therof amaſed the ſouldiours,and put them 
in great feare. Jt thundzed in maner contp⸗ 
nuallp, and the lighininge fell in ſtraunge 
ſimilttudes, ſo that the armpe ſtoode aſtont- 
ed, and durſt neither go koꝛwardes, noz re⸗ 
maine ſtill in a plate. Then there came ſo⸗ 
dainlpe a ſhower of haple dztupnge lpke a 
ſtreame: which at the fp2ſt they defended by 
touerture ot their harneis: But ſhoꝛtl pe afs 
ter theire handes were ſo tolde and wette, 
that they could not hold their weapons, no: 
pet deuiſe which way to turne them ſelues, 
fyndinge alwates where they turned their 
faces,moze violence of the tempeſt then be- 
foze.Euerp man therefoze bꝛake his araye, 
wanderinge about the woodes:and manye 
that were werped by feare rather then by 

trauaile,lay downe vpon 5 grounde, not- 
withſtandinge 
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withſtanding that the fozce of the colde had 
conuerted the ſhower into a f;oſte, The 
trees, againſte whych they leaned, were a 
great refuge and helpe to manpe. And pet 
they were not ignoꝛaunt when they reſted, 
that they choſe them ſelues a place of death: 
fo: when they left to moue their bodies, the 
naturall heate left them: But caſe was ſo 
pleaſaunt to ſuch as were weried, that they 
refuſed not to dye in reſting of them ſelnes, 
Theire affliction was not onelp vehement 
fo: the tyme, but alſo continued very longe: 
tothe encreaſe whereof,the light, whiche is 
a naturall delectacion vnto men, thozough 
the darkenefſe of the ſhower, and the ſha⸗ 
dowe of the woode, was ſo taken awape, 


kinge onelp was hable to endure this myſ- 
chlefe, which ceaſed not to go aboute the ar⸗ 
mp, dꝛawing the ſouldiours together when 
they were diſperkled, lyfting them vp that 
lap on the ground:and to encourage them, 
he ſhewed them the ſmoke that roaſe a far 
of from the cotages , whether he erhozted 
them to dzawe foz ſuccour, There was not 
anpe thinge moze effectuall to thrire ſaufe⸗ 
guarde, then that whiles they were aſha- 
med to _ their Pꝛince, whom they ſawe 

endure 


that it appeared as it had bene nyght. The . 
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endure this miſchiete, they chafed thiſeluts 
with their labour and trauaple. But neceſ⸗ 
ſitie ( whiche in aduerſe foztune is of moe 
fozcethen anp realon) founde ont a remedy 
fo2 this colde. They feli to cuttyng downe 
the woode, making cucry where heapes & 
ffackes therof,and (et them on fp2e. Then 
a man woulde haue tudged that the whole 
woode had ben on a flame, Foꝛ there was 
fcarcelp ſpace left bet wirt the kyers fo2 mt 
to ſtande. Then their nummed members 
began to be moued with the heat, and their 
ſpirites which were oppꝛelled by foꝛte of ß 
tolde, beganne to haue their free recourſe? 
Some recouered y cotagies, whiche netelſi⸗ 
tie cauſed them to ſeeke out in the furthers 
molt parte of the wood, and the reſt recoue⸗ 
red py campe, which was plantcd in a moiſt 
grounde. But by that tyme py ſhower was 
teſſed, the tempeſt had conſumed a thorny 
fande ſouldiours, verlets, and ſlaues. It is 
ſapd that dyuers were found froſe to death, 
leanyng agaynſte trees, and pet ſcemed as 
though they had bene liupng and ſpeaking 
together. Jt chaunted that a common ſoul⸗ 
diour of the Pacedons, whyche had muche 
papne to go and carpe his armour, came at 
the laũ into the campe where p kpng — 
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who notwithſtanding that he was chafing 

of bis one body agapnlte the fyze, pethee 
ppd ryſe out of his chayze , and pulling or 
the nummed ſouldiours armour, that was 
almoſt paſt his remeb2aunce,ſet him down 
therein. He a great while knew not where 

he ſate, 02 who had receyued him. But at 
length when hys naturall heate came to 
him, percepued it to bee hys kinges ſcate, 

t the king to be there pꝛeſent, was afrayd, 
and ſtarte vp againe. But Alexander be⸗ 


helde him in the kace, and ſapde. Perceineft 


thou not no we mp ſouldiour, with how much bet⸗ * | 
ter condicton thou liueſt, then the Perſians do vn g {> . x 
der their kyng! Foz tt is death foz them to ſitt s = £2. 
the kynges ſeate, and the ſame hath bene the laue⸗⸗ / 


guarde of thy life, The next day he called his = 
krendes, and the capitaines of the army to⸗ 
gethers, pꝛompſing to reſtoꝛe to them what 
foeuer they hadloſt : wherein he perkour⸗ 
med his pꝛomiſe. Fo2 Siſimithꝛes bꝛingig 
vnto him many beaſtes of burden with i. 
M. Camels , and great number of ſheepe 
and oren , he diſtributed all emonges the 
ſeuldisurs:wherin he bothe reſtoꝛed to the 
theyꝛe loſſe, and alſo delynered them from 
theyꝛe honger , The kynge gaue greate 
thankes vnto Siſimithꝛes, f comaunding 
his ſouldiours tocary fire dates victualles 
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ready dꝛeſſed, went to the Satans, where 
be deſtroped all their Countrey , and of the 
booty there taken gaue xxx. thouſand ſhepe 
in gift to Siſimithꝛes. Fro thence he came 
vnto a countrep belõging to a noble p2ince 
called Cohoꝛtanus, whiche ſubmitted hym 
ſelfe vnto the kynge. And he againe reſtq- 
red his cofitrey vnto him, exacting nothing, 
bol his, but that of his thꝛee ſonnes he ſhould 
ſende twoe wyth him to ſerue his warres, 
But Cohoztanus offred to hym all thee, 
and made a feaſte vato Alexander, wyth all 
ſuche ſamptuouſncs as belonged to p mas 
ner of the countrep. Therein all the pleas 
ſures being ſhewed that coulde be deupſed, 
thyꝛtpe vyꝛgines of the noble menncs chil⸗ 
dꝛen were bzonght in befoze Alexander, 
emonges whome there was Cohoꝛtanus 
daughter called Roxane, whyche in beau⸗ 
tye and ercellencyc of perſonnage , and in 
comlyneſſe of apparayll (rare emonges 
thoſe nacyons ) excelled all the reſte. And 
not wythſtanding that they were all electe, 
with whome ſhe was accopanyed: pet lhee 
dꝛebo all mens eyes towardes her, and ſpe⸗ 
cially the kynges, p could not well now go⸗ 
uerne his affections in ſuche pꝛoſperitie of 
foztune, being þ thing 5 the krailnes ol mm 
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ſeldome can auoide, Thus he which beheld 
the wife ol Darius and her two doughters 
(to whome Koran was nothinge compa⸗ 
rable)with no other entent then he myght 
haue done his mother, was then ſo farce o⸗ 
uercome with the loue of a pounge virgin, 
beinge but of a baſe ſtocke,if the ſhoulde be 
compared to kinges bloud, that he affirmed 
it to be athinge neceſſarte fo2 the eſtabliſh⸗ 


ment ofthe ©mpize, foz the Perſians and 


Pacedons to marye togethers:by whyche 
onely meanes ſhame might be taken from 


the vanquplhed, and pꝛyde from the victo⸗ 


20urs. He alſo fo2 his purpoſe aleged a pꝛe⸗ 
ſident how Achilles (ot whom he was del⸗ 
cended) foyned hym ſelfe wpth a captpue, 
And leſt his doinges ſhould be thought m⸗ 
ſurie, he woulde couple himſelfe by the way 
of marpage. The father ſopfull of theiſe 
newes that he looked not foꝛ, gladlpe con⸗ 
firmed the kinges woozdes: Whoe in the - 


heate of hys deſpre , cauſed bzeade to bee fog * 


bꝛought fourth accoꝛding to the cuſtome of 


his countrey,the ſame beinge the moſt reli⸗ 


gious ceremonye of marpage amonges the 
Matedons:ohich bꝛead was cutte a ſunder 
with a ſwoꝛde, and eche ol them made of yt 
A ſacrifyce, It ys to be thought, that ſuch as 

l. i. elcabliched 
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eftablſhed the cuſtomes of that nation, cos 
ueted by a moderate anda ſcarce dpet, to 
ſhewe to them that were the gatherers of 
great riches, with howe ſmall a thing they 
ought to tontent them ſelues. Thus he that 
was both king of T ſia and Europe, loyned 
him ſelfe in mariage with a maide bzought 
in at a maſke, to begeat vppon a captine, ; 
ſhould reigne ouer the bigozious Pacedds, 
ys frendes were aſhamed that he ſhould 
chooſe vpon dꝛinke a father in law, of them 
that he hadde lately ſubdued. But after the 
death of Clptus, all the libertie and krank⸗ 
nes of ſpeache being taken a wap, thepe (ces 
med to agree with their countenaunces, as 
with the moſt apt inſtrument to declare the 
conſent of the minde. After this was doone, 
be pꝛepared his tourney towards India, pur 
poſyng to vyſpte the Occcan Sea. And be⸗ 
cauſe he would lcane nothing behinde hys 
backe that might be {impediment to his er⸗ 
pedicion:he todke oꝛder foz thirty thouſans 
yong men to be leuied out of all the pꝛoupn⸗ 
tes, t tobe bzought vnto him armed, myn⸗ 
dyng to vſe them bothe as pledges and as 
ſoutciours . Pee lente Craterus to purſue 
Maullanes, and Catenes: of whom the one 
was taken, and the other ſlaine. Nee

ton allo ſubdued p countrepe p was called 
Bubacen. And ſo hauing ſet all things in oꝛ⸗ 
dꝛe, he ſet his whole imaginacion vppon the 
warre of Inde, whiche was counted to bee a 
very riche countrep, and to habound bothe 
with gold, pearles, t pꝛetious ſtones:things 


to magnificence:3 it was ſaio that the ſoul⸗ 
diours there had their targets made ol Jue⸗ 


thought him ſelfe to excell the reſt, ſhoulde 
b: paſſed in any point, cauſed his ſouldiours 
to garniſhe their targets with plates of ſil- 
uer: the hozſemen to make their bzivels of 
golde,and their cozſelets to be bewtified vw 
golde, and with itluer. There were a hun⸗ 
dꝛed g. xx. P. armed men that followed Aler 
ander in the war. When all thinges were 
in readines, foꝛ the purpoſe hee long befoze 
cocefued in his cutl oiſpofed mynd, thought 
it time to compaſſe ho hee mighte vſurpe 
the name and honoure of a Godde, and 
ſo wylled hym ſelke not onelpe to bee cal- 
led, bit alſo beltued to bee the ſonne of Ju» 
piter,as thoughe his power hadde been aſ- 
well to reſtreyne mennes thonghtes as 
theire tongues . Þys entente was that 
the Pacedons ſhaulde fall groouclynge 
J. ij. vpon 
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moze appertapning to voluptuouſnes, then 


rp, and ot᷑ gold. Andtherfoze leaſt he which 
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byon the grounde and woꝛſhippe him after 
thellyke maner the Perſians didde theire 
kinges. And to ſuche his de ſpꝛe, there wan⸗ 
ted not pernttious flatterfe, the perpetuall 
poyſon of pꝛinces, whoſe eſtate hath hadde 
moe often ouerthꝛobwes by flatterpe, then 
by anpe foꝛce of enemies. The Pacedons 
were not in blame of this: foꝛ non of them 
ſuffered gladly cheir countrey cuſtomes to 
be ſubuerted. But it was the faulte of the 
Greekes, which with their naughty condi⸗ 
tions, toꝛtupted the p2ofeſſion of honeſt ſci⸗ 
ences, There was one Magis of Argiue, as 


| in euell a Poet as was ſince Therilius daies, 


and an other called Cleo a Sciſilian, geuen 
to klatterie both of nature and by the cuſtde 
of his countrey. They with other p dzedge 
and refuſe of their countreis (whom Alexan 
det reputed moze than any of his captaines 
oz his kinſmcn)wonld haue made it appere 
to the woꝛld, that heauen had lapenope foz 
Alexander, + ſticked not opely to pꝛonoũce 
that both Hercules, and Bacchus, Caſto2 
and Pollur thoulbe all geene place to hys 
newe Godhead. Foz the bringing of thoſe 
thynges to paſſe,the king commaſided vp6 
a ſolempne day a feaſt to be pzepared with 
great pope,inuiting theriito all the — 
20c 
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loꝛdes # gentlemen both of the Pacedons £ 
the Greekes:w whom when head ſitten 
t eaten a while, he departed from thece out 
of the feaſt. The Cleo, as was befoze deter⸗ 
mined, ſet foꝛthe his talke w great pꝛapſe t 
wonder ofthe kinges vertues, rehearipng 
bis exceedyng benefyts towardes them al: 
whiche to requfte,hee ſapde there was but 
one wap, and that was if thepe woulde ac⸗ 
knowledge him a God, whom they knewe 
to bee one. Foz it is a (mall thing (quod he) 
to recompence ſuche great benefyts towar⸗ 
des pou, with the coſt of a litle frakinſence, 
He ſhewed the Perſians cuſtom to be both 
Religious and wiſe in wozſhipping theire 
kyngs as Goddes:thinking their defencc 
ſanegarde to conſiſt in the maieſtie of theire 
pꝛynte. He ſaide, that Hercules 1 Bacchus 
were deifyed, when they had once ouercom 
the enup of ſuch as liued in their time : And 
men that come after do eaſelp beleue ſuche 
thinges as haue beene confirmed bp theire 
p2edeccſſonrs, It any of vou( quod he) will 
ſticke at this matter, pe ſhall ſee me þ firfte 
that at the Kinges commyng in, ſhall fall 
do bone groueling on the carth and wwozſhip 
him. Which pꝛeſident others ought to fol- 
low and ſpectally men of moſte wyſedome, 

Fk. ii. that 
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that chould allvates be enſample fo others 
in doing their duties towardes their pꝛinte. 
Mis tale tẽded directly againſt Caliſtenes, 
Whoſe grauity # pꝛompt liberty of ſpeaking 
was hateful vnto the king: foꝛ hee thought 
him the man which only had ſtated the Ma⸗ 
tedons, that cls would readplp haue doone 
to him that honour, Hereupon euerpe mans 
eyes were tourned towardes Caliſtenes, 


which after ſilence made, ſapd in this wiſet 
EL the kyng were pzeſent,(Cleo)to here thele thy 
002dcs, it ſhoulde not bee needefull then to aun; 
ſwer thee: *. fox hee him ſelke woulde make requeſt 
that he mightnot thus ſwerut out of this kind m⸗ 
to the cuſtomes of — NG) hee woulde not 
ſuffer that thou ſhouldeſt deface and bzinge in the 
obloquie and enup of men, with ſuche thy . 
ous flatterye, his noble actes, bꝛought to paſſe 
ſuche kelicitie and pe foztune + But becauſe he is 
away, J foz him will thus aunſwer thee. There 
is no fruit ſoone rype y will continue long Thus 
J incane by the dinine honours, whiche, Whyles 
thou goeſt aboute to geeue vnto the kyng, thou tas 
keſt his honour from hym. There is a tune requy⸗ 
red that menne ſhoulde belceue hym to bee a God: 
foz that giſte hath alwaſcs beene geeuen to greate 
men, when theye are once dead, byſuche as came 
after them: J wyſhe vnto the kyng immoztalitye 
after his death, and that his life mate bee long and 
hrs eſtate continuall. But ſanctifping is a 
that ſometime doth follow a manne, but it doth ne⸗ 
uer accompany him. Thou didſt reherſe 
of the deifipng ol / y ercules, and Bacchus. Thin 
Beſt thou that theye weare made Goddes N

vzpnke,and by the decree of one er? the na⸗ 
ture of Jlexanders manhode muſte dee remooued 


krom oure moꝛtall eyes, befozethe kame can bzyng 
him into heauen, Ire not thepe goodipe Geddes 


ou and J can make: wonive the 
kyng (tr thou) bee content to recepue of vs 
the authozitis ofhps Godhead? J haue great de⸗ 
ſire to pꝛoue thy power if thou canſt make a god, 
firſte make a kyng. It is muche moꝛe eaſp to geue 


a wozldipk gdoͤme, then the poſſelllon of heauen. 
FC thou (Clco)that the immoztall qoddeg 
Will heare thee without dylſdam, oz ſuffer theſe thy 
wicked deuiles to take effecte-'theye woulde wee 
fhoulde holde vs content with the cuſtomes of our 
foze fathers:and foz mpe parte J am not aſhamed 
— wy — 4 yy oy not to — after 

at maner oulde honour my pꝛynce. ou it 
ton, wee acknowledge him lulficientips 


—— victozour, of whom Wee receime 
lawes to liue vnder. Caliſtenes was fauoura- 
bly harde of all men, as the perſone whom 
thep counted the recouerer ok theire bnſuers 
ſal liberty. He did not only in his tale paint 
dut ſuche flatterers, but alſo liuelp expꝛeſſed 
the oppinton of the Pacedons,ſpectailye of 
ſuch? as were auncient men,to whom the 
erchaunge ok theire olde bſages weregrces 
nous. The Kyng was nothpng ignozant 
of the wooꝛdes that hadbe paſſed hetwyrte 
them: foz hee ſkoode behynde a particion of 
p Hall x hard al þ matter. He ſct ws:d ther⸗ 
koze to Hagis, 2 Cleo, at his comming in, 

Fel. lin theye 


(Cleo) that 
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they ſhould moue the ſtraungers onelye fo 
fall downe and wozthyppe hym after their 
conntrepcuſtome, And after a whyle , the 
kyng, as thoughe hee had been aboute ſome 
matters ot impoztaunce,cetourned agayne 
into the feaſt: x then the Perſians fell down 
t wozthipped him after ſuche ſozte as was 
deutſcd , but oltpercon that ſat abone the 
king at the boarde,aſked one in ſcoꝛne that 
touched the ground wpth his chinne,whpe 
he kiſſed no harder: with which wozves hee 
moued Alexander to pꝛe, whereof hee was 
cuer vnpacyent: So that he (apde vnto Po⸗ 
lipercon: Js it thou that diſdapneſt to honoure 
me: ſhall I bee mocked of thee alone! ee aun⸗ 
ſwered p it was not ſexmely a king ſhoulde 
bee ſkoꝛned, noꝛ pet a ſubicct bee deſpiſed? 
V pth which woꝛds the king plucked hym 
from p table, t thꝛew him downe: to whom 
he ſapd, fallyng grouclpng vpon the carth; 
Lo haſt thou not doone thpe ſelte, that befoze thou 
didſt ſkoꝛne in another man! and thereupon he 
commaunded hym to warde, and ſo bzake 
vp the feaſt, Polipercon beeing thus punp⸗ 
Med, was aiterwardes pardoned, but Ca⸗ 
lid enes whole contempte and ſtubburnnes 
the kyng had long grudged at, groũded his 
diſplealure then * deapely; vpõ whom 


there 
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there chaunced ſhoztly after an apte occaſi⸗ 
on to bee reuenged. It was a cuſtome(as it 
bath been ſayde befozc)amongſt the noble 
meu of Pacedon to put their ſonnes, when 
they were paſte theire chitdhoode in ſeruice 
to the kyng, as pages to doe neceſlarpe bu⸗ 
fines about his perſone, Theire vſage was 
to watche nighlye by courſe at the chamber 
dooze where'the kyng lape. The concubp⸗ 
nes were bꝛoughte in by them, by an other 
wap then where the guard watched, They 
lykewyſe receiued the hozſcs of the gromes 
of the ſtable , and bzought them to p kyng 
when heꝛ leaped on, Theye al wales weare 
about the king bothe in hunting and in bat⸗ 
taile, and were bzonght bp in the ſtudpe of 
liber all ſciences. The chicfeſt honour was 
geuen vnto them, becauſe they might ſptte 
and eate wyth the kyng: none hadde power 
tocozrect them with ſtrypes, but onely the 
kyng hym ſelke. Thys companye was lyke 
a malle oz ſtoꝛe, from whence all the Cap⸗ 
tapnes and goucnours of the Macedons did 
tome. From thence came theire latter kyn⸗ 
ges, whoſe lynage the power of the Ko- 
mapnes long after did ertinge. Hermolaus 
one of that number, becauſe he had ſtryken 
a boʒe (whom the king had thought 1 bows 
riken 


The cygbt books 
firikenhpm ſelfe) was by his commands 
ment beaten , and ſcourged wyth roddes, 
whiche rebuke hee toone greuouſlye , and 
tamplapned to Doſtratus hys frende that 
was oneof the ſame companye : Whychs 
ſerpng the body tozne,wherunto hee hadde 
fo great affection,and paraduenture offens 
ded alſo with the king befoze,fo2ſome other 
cauſe , ſtirred ſo 2 (whiche was 
ꝓuoked ſafficiently already) that eche gang 
ſaythe to other to fynde a wave to deſtroye 
the kpng:Whyche they erecuted, not with 
any childych pꝛoceeding, but wiſely agreed 
tu bꝛing Nicoſtratus,Antipater, Aſclepio- 
dozus, and Philotas into the fetowſhyp of 
their con pit acye. And after wardes theye 
lopned vuto them moze, Anticles, Elapto⸗ 
nius, and Phimancs. But the meane howe 
to perfourme this purpoſe ſeemed very dyl⸗ 
kytult, becauſe it behoued al them to watche 
togethers. And it was the vlage p 7 5 
to theire tourſes, ſome watched one nygbt 
and ſome another: Foz if any ſhontd happ# 
amongſt them, that were not pꝛiupe to the 
matter, the ſame myght be a let to þ whole 
enterp2tſe.Therefoze aboute chaungyng y 
courſe of theire watche, and in other pzepa- 
ration foztherecucion of their purprſe,ther 


paled 


Quintus Curtis, Fdl126 
paſſed flvo and thirty daſes. At lengthe the 
night came when the whole number of the 
conſpiratours ſhould watehtogethers,who 
reiopſedgreatly amongſt them ſelues, that 
eche had kept faithe to other wherof ſo mas 
ny dales ſilence had geuen good pꝛoote:du⸗ 
ryng which time neyther feare, noz hoape, 
had altered any of their myndes: lo greate 
was the dyſpleaſure they had conceiued as 
gainſt the king, oz cls the fidelitie they bare 
— to other. Theye were ſtanding at the 
doare, where the kyng dyd eate, to thintent 
that at hys rpſpng from the banquet, theye 
might bꝛing him to his chambꝛe. But Aler⸗ 
anders foztune, and the pleaſantnes of ſuch 
as weare in his companye, mooued him to 
dꝛinke largely, wherby and byreaſon of o- 
ther paſtimes and deniſes , the tyme tas 
ſo pꝛolonged, that the conſpiratours ſtoode 
ina marueplous perplexitie. Fo; one while 
they were glad,becauſe thep truſted to find 
hym dꝛonke, when they ſhoulde go aboute 
theire enterpziſe, and another while thepe 
weare in great agonpe, leaſt hee ſhould ſit 
till dape lyghce , foꝛ thenne the cuſtom was 
to releeue the watche, and other to ſuccede 
in their places, and ſince their courſe ſhould 


not be come againe till the ſeuenth wy 
alt et 
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after they coulde not bee aſſured that euery 
one of them woulde keepe the thynge ſecret 
all that time. But when the dape beganne 
to appeare, and Alexander was ryſen from 
the banquet:theye weare ſo glad to exetute 
theire malice that theye became topful to re⸗ 
cetue the king. There was a woman accuſs 
tomed to haunt the court, whiche being er⸗ 
traught of her mind, and ſeempng by ſome 
inſpiration to ſhewe thinges to come) mette 
Alexander, + would in noe wiſe ſuffer hym 
paſſe,but perſwaded hym by all means ſhe 
coulde deniſe, to retourne and ſit downe as 
gaine. He ſaide to her in ſpozt that þ Gods 
. gaue him good aduiſe: and therupon called 
backe againe his familicrs , and ſat dzpn- 
king till it was two houres after day light, 
By whiche time an other company had re⸗ 
leeued the watch, and were ſtanding befoze 
the kynges chamber dooze: pet fo2 all that 
theconſpiratours remapned ſtyll after the 
tyme of theire watche erxpyꝛed: do vehemet 
is the hope whiche mens myndes concepue, 
when they be dzowned in the deſire ok gret 
thinges. The kyng ſpake moze gentlpe to 
them then hee was accuſtomed, and wylled 
them to go to their reſt, foz ſomuch as theye 
had watched al the night befoze: and — 
uto 


— 
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dnto euerpe one of them in rewarde. d. ſeſ⸗ 
tercies,w c6mendacion of their diligence, p 
they tontinued their watch lenger thẽ their 
ume. Being thus decepued of p great hope 
they were in, they departed to their lodgyn- | 
ges, in expectacion of the night when theire 
courſe ſhould come again. But Ephimanes 
whiche eyther by the gentleneſſe the kyngo 
ſhewed him amongſt the reit, oz els that hee 
thought that the pzouydence of God had w- 
ſtand their purpoſe,ſodetnly chaunged hys 
minde, and opened the matter they had gon 
about to his bzother Curilochus, that was 
not pꝛiuie to the matter befoꝛe. The puniſh 
ment of Philotas was ſo freſhe in euerpe 
mans memozye,y Eurilochus laid ſtreight 
wyes handes bppon his bzother,x bzought 
him into the court. He called to the watche, 
and ſhewed them that hee bzoughte newes 
pertaining to the kings ſauegarde ! whpche 
thyng well appeared,aſwell by theire com⸗ 
mig at ſuch a time, as alſo by their ladnes, 
whiche was a teſtimonye of theire troubled 
mindes. The watche en called vp Ptho⸗ 
lomeus, t Leonatus, that lape within the 
kings chůbꝛe, which ſtraight waye b2ought 
the into p king,# wakened him, that by rea- 
ſon of hys muche dꝛynking laye in — 

eepe. 
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7 e ey? T broke 
fleape. It was long oꝛ he awoke, but bylit} 
tle and litte he came to him ſelle, and aſked 
what the matter was. Then ſayd Curio; 
chus, thanked be the Goddes that haue not 
vtterly determined the rupn of oure famy- 
ty. Fos though my bꝛother purpoled an hey- 
nous act, yet is he come to repentaunce,by 
htm the matter is bzonght totyghte, Thys 
fame verpe night treaſon was conſpired as 
gainſt pou, the authours thereof be ſuche ag 
pou would ſcarcely thynke. And thereupon 
Ephimanes declared all things in oꝛdꝛe, w 
the names of the conſpiratoꝛs. It is certain 
that Caliſtenes was not named as one pi 


ny to that treaſon : but it was confeſſed y hes 


gladlye gaue rare to others talke, when 
they blamed and ſpake euel of the kings p20 
tedings. Some do adde therunto, that when 
Hermolaꝰ did complain to Caliſtenes how 
the king had beaten him, hee bad him rem?- 
bꝛe how hee was a man. But whether hee 
ſpake it to take the thinge in pactence,o2 els 
to ſtur him to further malſce, it remainethe 
in doubt. Ehen the king was fullye awa- 
ked, and called to his memoꝛp the peryll he 
was in, gaue Eurilochus fifty talentes, w 
the fozfait ol a riche mannes gooddes called

Tiridstes, and fozgaue his bzother,befoze 

his pardon was required. Pe tcommaunded

Hee pꝛofered 
the name of his ſonne vnto mee, whiche was not 


wilhe that the w beleeued mee to bee a 
God:foz the ſucceſſe in warre ſtandeth muche bye 
tame, and that whiche is falſiy belceued, ſometime 
woꝛketh the effect of thinges true. Doe pou note 


me geuen to exceſſe a pꝛodigalitie, becauſe J gar⸗ 
niſhed pour armour with gold and ſilucr p pur 
pole was to ſhewe to men accuſtomed with ſuche 


things, nothing to bee moꝛe vile then ſuch kinde of 
metall, and to declare that the Macedons muinci⸗ 
ble in other thinges, could not bee ouercome wyth 
golde it ſcif. After this maner J ſhal blind the eyes 
of the barbarous, which are wont at the firſt ſight 
to wonder at things, be they neuer ſo baſe and vile. 
And in that we ſheſw to make noe eſtimacion of it, 
we ſhall declare to al men that we are not come t0z 
deſire of golde noꝛ ſiluer, but to ſubdue the whole 
021d: Fro which glozy Þ traptoure, thou woul- 
deſt haue bereaued mee, and betrayed the Mace- 
dons (I being laine) to the barbarous nacpons. 
7 am erhozted to ſpare pour parents. Js it nede⸗ 

U J ſhoulde make him pzinie what J haue de⸗ 
termmed ok them! no J wilinot:s to 14 
he might dye with the greater dolour ,if he haths 
ny care 02 memozy of them. It is long ago ſince J

Then hee hadde ſpoken theſe 
woꝛdes, he dimiſſcd the councell, and com⸗ 
maunded all ſuche as were condenipned,to 
be deliuered to the ſouldiours of their own 
bids: c Uho becauſe they would declare by 
ſome crueltie, the loue they bare towardes 
their paince,flew them al by toꝛments. Ca⸗ 
liſtenes alſo dyed vpon the racke, innocent 
of the conſpiracy againlt the kings perſon; 
but a man not plyable to the cuſtome-of the 
tourt, i abhozring from-p diſpolicid of flats 
terers. There was —— thing y bꝛought 
the Greekesin greater indignacionagainft 
Alerander, then that hee not onelye killed, 
but cauſed to be fozmented to death, 4 that 
without iudgement, a man endued w god⸗ 
ly maners and good ſciences, by whom hee 
was perſwaded to liue, when he purpoled 

to haue died foꝛ ſoʒolo that he had lain Cli⸗ 
tus: which e hys crueltpe, repentaunce ſo⸗ 
lolyed that came to late. But leaſt he might

nourithe pdlenes, apte foꝛ ſowinge of ſedi⸗ 
clous rumours, he marched — India, 
al waies moꝛe glozious in warre then after 


his bictoꝛye. The whole countrep of India, 


Iycth chieklpe towardes the Eaſt, contey- 
ning moꝛe in length, thẽ it doth in bꝛeadth. 
The No2th partes be full of Pountapnes 
and hylles: but all the reſte of the lande is 
plaine, hauinge manye faire riuers, whych 
runninge out ofthe mount Caucaſus, doe 
paſſe pleaſauntlye thꝛoughe the countr 
Indus is moe tolde then any other riucrs; 
whoſe water is not vnipke the colour ofthe 
Sea. But of all the riuers in the Oꝛpent, 
Ganges is molt excellent: whiche runnynge 
from the South,paſſcth direalpe thzoughe 
many great mountaines, vntill that by the 
encountringe of Rockes, his courſe ts tur⸗ 
nedtowarde the Taſte , where it ys retei⸗ 
ued into the redde Sea: the violence of{the 
ſtreame bꝛeaketh downe his bankes, ſwal- 
lowing in trees, and muche of the grounde; 
In many places the ſtreame is kept in with 
Rockes, whereupon it beateth: But where 
the grouude is moze ſofte, there the Upncr 
becommeth moze large, and maketh many 
Jlandes, The greatnes of Ganges is muche 
Encreaſed by Acc nen lwuhyche meete 855 
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they enter into the ſea: At theire meetynge 
the water is violently troubled, whyles the 
dne refplteth the others entrye : neither of 
them ſeeme to geue place to other. Diardnes 
Is a Ryuer of the leſle fame, betauſe it run⸗ 
neth in the vttermoſte boundes of India: 
but pet yt bzyngeth foozth Cꝛotodiles, as 
the Nile dooth, and alſo Delphines, wpth 
Ponltres vnknowen to other nacyons. 
Crooked EKyimanthus wpth hys manye tur⸗ 
nynges and reflerions is conſumed by the 
inhabytours with wateryng their ground, 
whpche ps the cauſe that when pt dzaweth 
neare the Sea, yt becommeth verpe lpttle, 
t heareth no name. There be manye other 
Ryners that do deupde the countrey: but 
none ol them be ſo famous as theſe, becauſe 
they do not runne ſo karre. The No2ths 
wynde dothe blaſte and harme moſte thoſe 
partes that be nerte vnto the Sea: But 
thoſe wyndes be ſo bꝛoken with the toppes 
of the Ponntapnes, that they cannot ens 
domage the inwarde partes of the com 
trep: whercfo2e fruptes be verpe plentifull 
there and perfite, But that region doth dif- 
fer ſo much from thoꝛdinarp courſe of time 
in other parts of þ woꝛlde, wh other coit- 
reis be burned molt with þ ſanne, 1»di«is 
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eoncred duer with (nowe, And when other 
places be froſen, the heat is ther moſt intol- 
jerabic:and pet there appeareth not anpe 
naturall cauſe why it ſhould be ſo. The co- 
lour of the Indian ſca not differring muche 
from the water of other ſeas, dyd take hys 

name of king Erithzus, whereof the igno⸗ 
raunt tooke oppinion the watcr of thoſe 
ſeas was redde. The land is very habouns 
daunt of (lare,wherof p moꝛe part of theit 
garmentes be made, The twpgges of the 
trees be ſo tender, that they recepue the 
unt of letters lpke ware. The byꝛdes by 
teaching,counterfait mens vopces. There 
be manpe beaſtes whiche are not bzedde a⸗ 
monges other nations. RHimocerotes bet 
there bꝛought fourth, but not bꝛedde. The 
Elephantes of that countrep bee ſtronger 
then thoſe that be made tame in Aybrile, & 
their bignes do aunſwer vnto 5 ſtrẽgth. 
The water of the Riuers do carpe downe 
golde, and runne mildly without any great 
fall. The Sea dothcaſte vppon the ſhoare 
both pearles and pꝛecious ſtones: whereof 
p2oceded p cauſe of their great riches, after 
their marchandiſe was once knowen to o⸗ 
ther nacions, the purginges of the ſeas be- 
{ogethen eltcemed,as mans fanſy E 
ma E 
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make the pꝛice. The diſpoſicions of the mẽ 
(as in all other places) be accoꝛdinge to the 
ſituaciõ of the toũtreis they d wel in. They 
make theire garmentes of linnen clothe, 
whiche couer theire bodies do wne to theite 
feete. They bynde ſoles vader theire feete, 
and w2apperoules of linnen aboute theirs 
heades. Such as be in anpe degree either ol 
nobilitie, oꝛ riches, haue pꝛecious ſtones hã⸗ 
ging at their eares, 1 couer all theire armes 
with bꝛacelettes and oꝛnamentes of golde. 
They vſe great curioſitie in kemminge of 
theire heades, whiche they round verpe ſel⸗ 
dome, They ſhaue without any fourme k 
grauit ie, all partes of theixs fate, ſaupngs 

their chinne, But the erceſſe in voluptuouſ⸗ 
nes ( whiche they call magnificence)vſed by 
them, doth erceede the vyces vf all nations. 
When theire will is to be ſeene abꝛzoade, 
theire ſeruauntes carpe about them per ku⸗ 
mynge pannes of ſpluer, and fpll all the 
wayes where they go with ſwete ſauours: 
they them ſelues be boꝛne in litters ol golde 
hanging full of pearles, and the garments 
theye weare bee of golde and purple en⸗ 
paled together, The armed menne follows 
their lifter, 4 ſuche as be of their guarde, a⸗ 
1 whom there be bizdes bozne, vppon 
boughes

ſing, when they be occupied in earneſt mat- 


im the images of thoſe birdes they delights 
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boughes,wwhich they had taught always io 


ters, In 5 kinges palace there bee pillers of 
golde carued about w vines of golde, wher⸗ 


moſt in, be artifictally wꝛought. The court 
is open to al tõmers. When þ kings de keb 
x d2elle their heads, then they vſe to geue af 
ſwer to the Embaſſavours , 4 to doe taſtice 
vnto their people. VN hen their ſoles be take 
ot, their feete be anoynted w ſwete odours, 
The greateſt trauail they take, is whe they 
hunt wild beaſts encloſed in Parks, which 
they ſtrike whiles their Concubins be ſin- 
ging e dalying w them. The arroives that 
they ſhoote be of two cubits long, which do 
not the effect of the fozce they be ſhot with- 
all, by reaſon of theire weight whiche 1s an 
impediment to theire ſwiftnes, wherin the 
pꝛopertie of the arrow chiefly conſiſteth, In 
ſmal fourneis they vſe to ride on hoꝛſehack: 
bat when they haue to trauail farther, they 
be caried bpon Elephants, whoſe huge bo⸗ 
dies be touered al ouer with golde, And be⸗ 
cauſe no vice ſhoulde want amongſt theire 
toꝛrupt maners, great rowtesofcocubines 
doe followe them in golden [itto2s . The 


Auecnes haue their bandes ſeperate by the 
ſelues 
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ſelues · which in all exteſſe of voluptuouſnes 
be nothing inkert our vnto the kinges. Jt bes 
longeth to the women there to dꝛeſle meat, 
t they alſo ſerue men of wine, wheroẽ there 
is great plenty amõgſt the Indians. TWhe 
the kyng hath largely dꝛonke, and is fallen 
tn a ſleape:his Concubines vſe to car him 
into his chamber, calling vpon their Gods, 
with a ſong after theire countrepe manner. 
Who would thinke that among all theſe 
vices,there were anpregard had of vertuez 
There is among them a rude and an vnct- 
uil kinde of people, whom theye call wyſe 
men, whiche count it py moſt gloꝛious thing 
to pꝛeuent their owne death: and theye vie 
to burne them ſelues whiles they bee aliuc. 
It is imputed koꝛ a great ſhame to ſuche as 
either can not wel ſlirre foꝛ age, oꝛ haue not 
their perfect health, if they pꝛolonge theire 
lite tul their naturall death appꝛoche: Noꝛ 
there is no hononr geeaen to thoſe bodies y 
dye fo2 age. Thepe thynke the-fyers bes 
deipled,if the bodies be not aliue 9 bee bur⸗ 
ned in the. Such as liue in cities after a cy- 
uile manner, attaine to the moſt apt knows 
ledge of the ſtarres mooning;, 4 of the Pꝛo⸗ 
phecipng of thynges to come. Noz theye can 
not thynk that any man doth ſhazit his _ 
( at 
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that loketh fo2 death without feare, Thepe 
eſteeme thoſe fo2zgoddes, whom they begin 
once to woꝛſhip, ⁊ ſpecially trees, the violas 
ting of the whiche,thep foꝛbyd vnder peyne 
of death. They count after fiftie dates top 
Moneth:and notwithſtanding: limit theire 
peares, as they doe in other places. Theye 
note not theire times by ſuche tourſe of the 
Moone, as is commonly vſed: that is from þ 
full Moone, but from the firſt quarter, when 
the beginneth firſt hoꝛnede r by counting af 
ter p ſame maner,make thẽ ᷣ ſhoꝛter. Ther 
be many other things repoꝛted of thc, with 
the whiche J thonghte not neceſſarpe to 
interrupt þ oꝛder of this hiſto ne. As Aleri- 
der entred into India, the Pꝛintes of p'coun 
trep came vnto him, ſubmitting them ſelues 
e declaring that he was the third man that 
euer tame amongſt them, being begotten of 
Jupiter. They ſaid that Hercules 4 1Bacch? 
was not knowẽ to them, but only by kame, 
but they reioyſed that theye mighte beholde 
him pꝛeſently with theire etes. Alexander 
receiued them with all gentlenes hee coulde 
deuiſe:4 willed them to accompany him, be⸗ 
cauſe hee woulde vſe them as guides in hys 
tourney, But when he ſawe that the whole 
number came not, hee (ent Epheſtion, and 
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{cas with part ef his armpe befoze, to 
ubdue ſuch as would not ſubmit the ſelues, 
and willed them to go fozwardes till theye 
tame to the riuer of Indus, , there to make 
boates, wherby he might tranſpozt is ar⸗ 
mye: And becauſe they had topaſſe manye 
riuers, the boates were ſo deuiſed, that they 
might be taken a ſonder to be caried in cars 
tes, after wardes ioyned againe together. 
He appointed Craterus to folow him with 
the Phalanx:⁊ he with ſuche hoꝛſemen and 
footemen as weare light armed, went be- 
foꝛe, and beeing encountred on his wape, 
fought a (mall battail, and did dꝛiue his ene 
mies into the nert Citie. When Craterus 
was come(tsthintent hee might ftrike ter⸗ 
rour amongſt thoſe people that had not pet 
pꝛoued the Pacedons fo2ce) he comaunded 
that when thep wan the Citie,they ſhoulde 
kill bothe man, woman, andchilde, z burne 
the ſame to the hard grounde: But whiles 
he ridde about the walles, hee was ſtryken 
with an arrow, Notwithſtanding the cytie 
was wonne, t al put to the ſweoꝛd, the very 


ter this he ſubdued an obſcure natid, i came 
to a titie called N/a. It thaunted y whyles 


they encamped in a wood befoze kae en 
el a 
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kel a cold in the night, that moze afflieted 
Mate dons, then cuer it had doone befoze in 
any other place: Againſt the whiche , theye 
pꝛepared the remedy that was next at hand 
t cut dolwone the wood to make them great 
pers: The flame wherok caught the ſepals 
chꝛes belonging to the city, which by reaſon 
they were made of Ccdze, were ſoone (ct on 
kper, t neuer left burning till they were all 
conſumed, That per made both a larme in 
the citie, and to the campe:foz therby the ty⸗ 
tizens ſudged that thetre enemies woulde 
make ſome attempt againſt them, and the 
Macedons percepued bp the barking ok the 
dogges,and noiſe of men, that the Indians 
would (alte out bpon them. Tel herekoꝛe As 
lerander (ſuing out ot his camp in oꝛder of 
battatle ewe (ache of them as attempted 
the ght. Thereupon they within the cytpe 
became of diuers opinions, ſome were min- 
ded to pelde, and other thought good to ad» 
nenture the extremitie. TU hen Alexander 
vnder ſtoode of their diuiſton, he cauſed hys 
men to abſtaine from ſlaughter and onelpe 
to maintalne the lege At length they were 
ſa weried ith the difc5modities of p war, 
Pp they pelded them ſelues. Thepe affy2med 
their oziginall to come of Bacchus, who in 

dede 
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deede bullded their citie at þ foote of a moũ⸗ 
taine called Nexoc: The qualitie of whpcys 
mountaine being'repozted to Alexander by 
thinhabiters,he (ent victuals befoze, 4 paſs 
ſed thether with his whole armpe, encam⸗ 

ping vpon the toppe therof, The moſitaine 
grew full of Wines c Jup, abounding with 
ſpꝛings that flowed out in euerp place. The 
ſame was alſo plentifull of manp kindes of 
apples of moſt pleaſant taſte:the ground al 
ſo bꝛought fozth cone without any cultiua⸗ 
tion. There grewe alſo plentie of Laurcil 
trecs, with many kindes of wilde fruite, J 
can not impure it to any mocio of religion, 
but rather toplentye and wantonnes,that 
tauſed the to repaire thither, where, of the 
Juye and the vyne leaues they made them 
ſelues garlands, : ran vp et downe after a 
diſſolute maner, all the hollowes 4 valleys 
thereabout rebounding with the voice ol ſo 
many thonſands, calling vpon Bacchus, to 
whom that place was dedicate : Nhiche ly⸗ 
cence t liberty begon of affe, was ſpꝛedde 
ſo ſodeinly thzoughout þ whole army, that 
the ſonldiers ſcattered abꝛoade Wout oꝛder, 
laphere 4 there repoſing thi ſelues vppon p 
graſſe, and leaues, p they had gathered toge 


ther, as it hadde beene in a time of quyek 
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and moff aſfured peace. V hiche licentionſ⸗ 

nes of the ſouldiers riſing by chaunce, Aler 
ander did not withſtand, but ten datcstoge 
ther made fealls to Bacchus, during which 
time he plentifullp banqueted his whole ar 
my. TA ho can ther foze denie, but that gret- 
nes of fame and gloꝛzp, is oktentpmes a be⸗ 
nefpte rather of foꝛtune then of vertuez fo: 
their enemies had no harte to ſet vppon the, 
Whiles they were dꝛowned in this exce ſſe of 
bangueting,dzonkenſhyp,and dzowiinelle, 
but were aſmuche akraide of their dzonken 
notſe, as if they had hard theire trie encoun⸗ 
tring with them in battaile:TU hich kelicp⸗ 
tle pꝛeſeruing them heare, did afterwardes 
defende them after the ſame manner in the 
midſt of their enemſes,returnig as it were 
in triumphe from the Octean Sca, when 
they were geuen al to feaſting and to dꝛon⸗ 
Kkennes,Uhen Alexander deſcended from 
the mountain, he went to a countrep called 
Dadala , Which the inhabiters foꝛſooke and 
fled to the woods, and the wilde mountap⸗ 
nes: i therfoꝛe he paſſed fro thence into <1 
cadera,which he found both burned x aban- 


doned likewiſe ofthinhabiters: whereby of 
neceſſity he was compelled to vie the warre 
after an other maner , Foz hee deuided his 

arm xe 
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armye into diuers partes, and ſhewedhys 
poboze in many plates at ones. By whyche 


meanes be oppzetſed them beloꝛe they could - 
pꝛouide, ſubdued them to their vtter rum. 


recep toke moltcittes:Bur'Aleran- 
er wan the greateſt, and afterwardes toy» 
hed againe his armpe together, wkicyehe 
had thus deulded. That doone, he went fozy 
wardes and paſfed a Riuer called 0% pe, 
where he left Cenon to belege a riche citis 
talled Bezira:and he him ſelfe went to 54 
vage, where Allacanus beinge dead had left 


| che dominion both of the Countrie, and the 


citfe to his mother Cleophes. There were 
rrr. thouſand footemen to defend that citye, 
which both was well foztrfied and ffronge 
of ſituation, beinge encloſed vpon the Eat 
with a lwifte riuer, hauinge ſteape dun 
defendinge the citie, p u could not be ap 
thed on that ſpde.Tipon the South a the 
Welt parts,natare(as it were foz h note) 
had planted high rockes lipnge berwirt the 
g deepe hollowes & pittes made of olde an- 
tiquttte: wheras the rockes cefſed, there be- 
garme a dike of a wounder full deapth and 
wydenefſe, The wall wherewyth Me Ci⸗ 
e was encloſed; was. xrxv. furlonges 
in compaſto, whercof- the nether partes 
Þb.t. were 
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were buylded ol ſtone, and the bpper partes 
ofclate : Pet ſtones were mixed wyth the 
clae, to ſhintent that the fraile ſubſtauncs 
clinging to the harder, the one ſhould bynd 
the other, And leall the earth waſhed vp6 
with the raine might fall altogether, thers 
were ſtanchinges of timber put bet wirt to 
tape the whole woozke: Whiche covered 
ouer with boꝛdes, was a wape foz men to 
go pon. Alexander beholding this kinds 
of foztiftracion, was vncertein what to do. 
Foz he ſawe he toulde not appꝛoche to the 
walles, but by filling of thoſe dykes, ꝛ hols | 
lowe plates: And that he toulde not others 
wile fill them, then by making ol a mount, 
which was the onely waye he had to bzing 
his engins to the walles. But whplcs he 
was bie wyng the towne after that maner, 
be was ſtriken from the wall wyth an ar⸗ 
row in the thighe. Mhiche he pulled out, 
and without wꝛapping of his wounde, cal⸗ 
led foꝛ his hoꝛſe, and letted not fo2 his hurts 
to geue oꝛder foꝛ ſuth things as he thought 
erpedient. But at length when by hanging 
ot his legge, the blond dꝛue from p wounde 
and wared colde, whereby his hurte began 
to payne him, he then ſaide that he was cal, 
led theſonue of Jupiter: but yet ogy” 
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him {gfe the paſſions of a diſeaſed badye, 
Hol luithſtanding he. woulde not return 


fended the Malles were ſoꝛe | afflpcted 
wyth ſhotte . And byrcaſon they hadd not 
ſcene anye ſuche kynde of lvoozke befoze, 
were wonderfully amazed: ſpeclallpe when 
they behelde p Towers of ſuche bygnelle 
come kozwardes, t pet coulde not perceiue 
by what meanes thep nere moned, iudged 
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thoke thinges to be done by the power of 5 
CGoddes. And beſyves they could not think 
it a matter ot mannes inuenclon, that ſo 
greate dartes and ſpeares, as came ł᷑mon⸗ 
ges them, chou d be ſhot by engins: diſpei⸗ 
ring thereſoze of the defence of their Citte, 
they retyꝛed into p caſtle, And becanfe they 
coulve not be ſatiſfied any maner of waye 
till they hadd yelded them ſelues, they ſent 
Embaſadours to the king to aſke pardon? 
TUhiche thinge obteined at his hande, the 
Queene with a great traine of noble wo- 
men came fourth, bearing in their handes 
cuppes of golde full of wine: who pꝛeſen⸗ 
tpng her litle ſonne, befoze the kings feete, 
not onlp obtained pardon, but alſo reſtoꝛe⸗ 
ment of her foꝛmer dignitie. Wherefoze 
ſome thought that her bewtte pꝛocured her 
moe fauour, then his mercy: But this is 
certaine that the childe, which after wardes 
ſher bzought fourth (whoſoeuer did beget 
it) was called Alexander. From this place 
Polipercon was ſent with a power vnto a 
titie called Nya, where he ouerthzewe in 
battaile thinhabiters that encountred with 
him, whereby he gott the citie into his pol⸗ 
ſeſſion, There were many other Cities ob⸗ 
ſcure of fame, that came into Alexanders 
Z bandes 
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hands by thabandoning of the inhabiters, 
which aſſembled them ſelues togeether in 
amour 4 kept a rocke called Dorinis, The 
tame vas that Hercules had beſieged the 
ſame befoꝛe tyme in vapne, and by reaſon 
of an earthquake enfoꝛced to departe, WH? 
Alexander viewed this rocke, 1 ſawe howe 
ſteepe it was and vnpaſlable, became void 
of caunſaile, till ſuche time as an olde man 
that knew wel the place, came to him wirb 
his twoe ſonnes ,:offping foꝛ a rewarde to 
guyde his men by a wape vp to the tappe. 
Alexander pꝛomiſed them i(tj.ſcoze tallits, 
and keeping one of his ſonnes as, pledge. 
ſent him to perle nne that he had pzomiſed, 
Pullinasthe kinges ſeerctary was apoin⸗ 
ted with certein ſouldlours lyght armed. to 
folow the guyde, whoſe purpoſe was to de⸗ 
teiue the Indians by le tching a compaſſe 
about the roche. But the ſame rocke was 
not, as the moꝛe parte bee, whiche liyng a 
a ſloape, hath waies vp bnto the tappe by 
degrees. Fo2 it ſtoode bolte vprightafter 
the faſhion of a butt, bꝛoade beneth, euer 
3s it grewe vpwarde ,leſſe and leſle, till it 
became ſharpe in the toppe: And it was en⸗ 
cloſed on the one ſide with þ ryuer of Indus, 
de high e ſleepe bankes, and vpon the 
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other ſpde with deepe dikes r hollowe plas 
ces,fultof water and mudde, Wherefoze 
there could be deuiſed no way to win pr er⸗ 
cept thoſe dikes were firſt filled. Thot ws 
A 5 — at hand, which the king commaſis 
ded to be tut doune, and cauſing the bowes 
to be ſhꝛed of fo2 the tariage, kplled the hol⸗ 
lowes with the bare ſtocks. Alexander bare 
the firſt tree, and all the ſouldiers followed 
after wyth a conragtoas ſhoute: fo; there 
was no man that woulde refuſe to do that 
they law the king beginne: So that 10 ſthin 


vi. dapes the dikes and hollow plates wer 


filled vp. Then the king appoincted the A⸗ 
grians, and the archers ꝛ0 goto theafſait, 
and did chole. xxx. vonge men of luche as he 
tudged moſt apte fozthepurpoſe out be hx 
owe band, appoincting Charus, and one 
Alexander to be theive: tonducters, and ex⸗ 
hoꝛted Alexander p the remembꝛante ol his 
name might make him hardye. At the firſts 
becauſe þ haſard was ſo manikeſt, þ king? 
was not determined to aduenture his owt 
perſon. But when p trumpet blew to thal⸗ 
ſault, he was of ſuche a ready courage, that 
he could not abſteine, but makinga ligne to 
hys guarde that they ſhoulde followe hym, 

was the-firſte that ſet foote vpon the — 
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Then there were fewcontented fo tary bes 
binde,but many lefte theire array where as 
they ſtoode in oꝛder of battaile, 2 followed 
the king. Tye chaunce of manpe was miſe⸗ 
rable, whom the running riuer (ſwallowed 
in, when they fell downe from the rocke: 
Which fight was ſozowfull to ſuch as wer 
out of daunger, beinge admoniſhed by the 
perill of other, what thep ought to fears 
themſelues:here vpon their compaſſion be- 
inge turned into feare,lamentey aſwell thẽ 
ſelues, as thoſe whom they ſawe vye befoze 
theire faces, Atlengthe they went ſo karre 
fourth, that without gettinge ofthe rocke 
they tould not retpꝛe backe againe without 
their great deſtruction. Foz their enemies 
rowled downe greate ſtones vppon them, 
wherwith they wereeaſely beaten dolone, 
by reaſon the rocke had ſo \lypper and vn} 
ſtable ſtandinge. Pet fo all that, Charus „ 
Alexander, whiche were appoincted to 

leading or the thiztie choſen ſouldfours, 

gotten to the topp, and began to fyght hand 
to hande. But there wereſo manpe dartes 
caſt at them from a farre, that they receiued 
moe woundes, then they could geue, wher⸗ 
foe Alexander both mindfull or his name, 
and of his pꝛomiſe, whiles he fought moꝛe 
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egerly then warelye, was enclolcd abaut e 
ſlayne. Whome when Charus ſawe dead, 
he ranne vppon his enemies , and vnmind⸗ 
full of all thinges, ſauyng of reuenge, ſlewe 
many with his ppke,and dyuers wpthhys 
ſwoꝛde. But being laped at by ſo manye at 
once, he fel down dead vpon the body of. his 
frende. The death of theſe t woe ſo hardye 
young men, and ofthe rell, moued Alexan⸗ 
der greatly: yet percetuing no remedpe in p 
matter, cauſed the retreit to be ſounded, If 
was greatly fo2 their (aueguard, that they 
retyꝛed by lptle and-Iptle without appra⸗ 
rance of any fcare , And the Indians con- 
tented to haue repulſed their enemies, pur⸗ 
ſued not after them. Alexander hercuppon 
was determined to leaue ok his purpoſe, le⸗ 
ing he ſawe no hoape howe to winne the 
rock: pet he made a tountenante as though 
he ment to continue p ſiege ſtyll. Foz bothe 
he cauſed the wayes to bee cloſed vp and 
made an appꝛoche with towers of wood al⸗ 
wayes putting freſhe men in place of them 
that were weried. When the Indians per⸗ 
teiued Alexanders obſtinacye, two dapes t 
two nyghtes they banqueted continuallp, t 
played vpon tymbꝛels after their maner, to 


cauſe their enemies thinke that they had no 
doubt 
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doubt in the ſiege, but truſted ſurely to pꝛe⸗ 
naile, The thirde night the noyſe of p tym 
bꝛels ceſſed, j manp toꝛches were ſene bur- 
ning, which the Indlans had lighted to ſee 
which way they might eſcape down þ rock 
in the darke nyght. Alexander lent Bala⸗ 
trus to diſcouer the matter, who found that 
the Indians were fledd, and that the rocke 
was abandoned. Then a ſigne was geuen 
that the whole armp ſhould geue a ſhowte 
together, whereby they did ſtrike ſuch keare 
emonges their enemies liiyng without oz- 
der, that many of them thinking their ene⸗ 
mies at their backes, lcaped down þ rockes 
and ſlewthemſelues, wherofſome maimed 
in their fallyng were left behynde by their 
felowes that fledd awape. Thus the kyn 
being victoz aur of the place, rather then ol 
the men, telfifycd notwithſtandinge, with 
ſolemne ſacrifices vnto the Aer a great⸗ 
nes ol victaꝛp, and ſet bp Alters bppon the 
rocke to Mincrua and Y ictoria. And though 
the gupydes that he appointed to his lyght 
armed menne, per fourmed not ſo muche as 
they pꝛomiled, yet their xe luarde was truc⸗ 
ly geuen them. And the rule ok the rocke 
with the countrey thercaboutcs was cons 
mitted to Siſotoſtus, he himlelfe ben

fozwardes with his armep from thence 
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Fcholima, But vnderſtanding that certeing 
fireightes th!ongh the whiche he ſhoulde 
paſſe, were kept by one Erir withtwentye 

thonſande armed men: He committed tht 
parte of his armpe that were heaup armed 
to Cenon, to be bꝛought on by ſoft turnets, 
and going befoze in perſon wyth the ſlyn⸗ 
gers and Archers, put his enemies to flight 
making the wape cleare fo2 his armye to 
paſſe that folowed after. The Indiãs, whe⸗ 
ther it were foꝛ the Hatredthep bare vnto 
their capitatne, oz els foꝛ to geat the fauour 
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95 und bꝛought his head, and his armour vnto 


Alexander. He conſidering the foulnes of þ 
acte, woulde nothonour the doers foz then» 
ſaumple ſake, noꝛ puniſh them becauſe they 
ſetued his purpoſe, From thence by Ti, re⸗ 
moninges he came to that parte ofthe riuer 
of Indut, where Epheſtion had pꝛepared all 
thiages in ſache ſozte as he had comiſfton, 
One Omphis was kyng of that countrey, 
Whiche befoze had perſwaded his father to 
ſubmitt him relfebnto Alcrander ; Who 
immediatlpe vppon his fathers deathe ſent 
Cmbaſadours vnto him to knowhis ples 
fure, whether he ſhoulde take vpon * 3s 
a Kyng 
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a kyng befoze his comming,o2 els line pꝛp⸗ 
tiatly in the meane ſeaſon: And althonghe 
it was permitted him to gouern as a king, 
pet he wonlde not vſe the authozitie that 
was graunted him. He hadcauſed Ephe⸗ 
ſtion to be reteiued in the beit ſoꝛte he could 
deupſe, but notwithſtanding had not viſt- 
ted him, becauſe he would not commit hys 
perſon to any mans fidclitie but to p kings. 
When he vnderſtoode of Alexanders com- 
ming, he went towardes him w his whole 
power: Whoſe Elephantes by ſmall diſtã⸗ 
tes mixed in battaile emonges his footme, 
thewed afarre of like caſtles. At the kyꝛlte 
Alexander did not take him as afrend, but 
as an enemp⸗ therfoze ſet his men in oꝛder 
of battaile, his hoꝛſemẽ in winges in rea⸗ 
dines foꝛ to fyght, Ulhen Omphis vnder⸗ 
ſtoode the errour ofthe Pacedons, he com⸗ 
maunded his men to ſtaye, putting hys 
ſpurres to his hoꝛle, ridd fozwardes alone. 
Alerider did like, putting no doubt whe- 
ther hee were a krende oꝛ an enempe, bnt 
thought hifelf fare, either thꝛough his own 
mäbood, : p others kidelitie. Their meetig 
as it appeared by their countenances was 
beryfrendly? but foz want ol an interpꝛe⸗ 
four » they coulde not ſpeake e. 

er⸗ 
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There koꝛe after they hadde called one buntes 
them, the Indian kyng declared vnto Alex; 
ander that the cauſe hee mett him wyth an 
armye was to putt immedlatlye his whole 
power into his hands, and ben not (he ſaid) 
taried ta treat foꝛ any aſiuraunce by melles 
gers, but vpon truſt onelye had committed 
both his perſon and his kingdome to hym, 
whome hee knewe to make warre foz the 
winning ofglozy and fame, and therefoze 
toulde not feare in him anpperfidie, Alex⸗ 
ander refoyced to ſee his amplicitie , 4 pꝛo⸗ 
kered him his ryght hande as pledge of hys 
pꝛompſe, and retozed to him agayne hys 
kyngdome. He pꝛeſented vnto Alexander 
lvi,Clephantes with manye. other beaſtes 
of erteding greatneſſe „ thzee thoyſande 
bulles,which is a cattell of greate value in 
thoſe countreies, much eſteemed of kings. 
Alexander enqupꝛed of him whether he had 
vnder his domints maꝛe ſouldiours, oꝛ tyl⸗ 
lers of the grounde. He aunlwered that he 
was dꝛiuen of neceCitie to haue moze ſouls 
diours, becauſe he was at warre. with two 
kynges,whoſe kyngdomes lay beyond the 
ryuer of Hidaſ pg. Their names were aby 
faſares,4 Poꝛus: but the auctozitie remals 
ned in Poꝛus: And ſaied that he waspze- 

pared 
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t reſolued to aduenture the haz ard of 
the battaile with ſuche ol chem, as ſhoulde 
nuade him firſt, Hereupon Alexãder gra- 
ted vnto Omphis, both to take vpon hym 
the Dyademe / s the name of dis father that 
was called Taxiles:the cuſtome of þ coũ⸗ 
trey being ſuch, that the name euer folowed 
the kingdom who ſoeuer enioped it. When 
he had receined Alexander honourablye in 
hoſpitalitie thzee dates, the fourth dape de⸗ 
tlaring howe muche coꝛne he had delinered 
to Epheſtion 2 to his armpe, pꝛeſented to p 
kyng 4 to all his frendes trownes of golde, 
t beſpdes of copgned ſiluer.lxxx.talentes. 

Alexander reiopſed ſomuch in his good wil, 
that he bothe retourned agatne to him hys 
giftes,4 gaue him beſpdes a P. talentes of 
the ſpople he bzought with him, with much 
plate of golde g liluer, manp garmentes al⸗ 
ter the Perſtan maner, and xrr,of his owne 
hoꝛſes, with the ſame furnimetsthey ware 
when he did ryde vpon them: Which libe⸗ 
falitie as it bound Omphis, ſo it greatlye 
offended the myndes ol the Bacedons. Foz 
Meleager at ſapper , when he hadde well 
dꝛonk:ſaſde he was verp glad that Alcxan⸗ 
der had pet found one in India, whome he 
Kudged woꝛthpe to receyus the gift of a . 
talentes 
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tus foꝛ the raſhenelſſe of his tongue, refraf 
ned his anger, but pet tolde him that enuy⸗ 
ous men were ener tozmentours to them 


ſelues. The next dap the Embaſſadours of 


kyng Abiaſares came vnto Alerader, who 


actoꝛding to theire commiſſion offered all 


thinges vnto his will: Wherupon pꝛomiſe 
t aſſurance being confirmed , they retour⸗ 


ned againe to their maſter, Alexander ther, 
foze thinking that thꝛough the greatnes of 
Pozus might be bꝛought to doe 
the like, ſent Cleochares to him to demaſid 
tribute, to ſommone him to come a make 
his homage, when he ſhould enter p boüds 


his name, 


of his kingdom, Pozus made aunſwer that 
of thoſe two requeſtes he would perfourme 
one, whiche was to meete him at the entriq 
of his kingdome, but 5 choulde be in armes 
and wyth-a power. Alexander thcrefoze 


bepnge determined to paſſe the Kyuer of 
Hidaſpis, Barzentes that had bene autour 
of the rebellion emonges the Arachoſians, 


was taken and brought to hym bounde 


wpythrrr , Elephantes: an apte aſſiſtaunte 
agaynſte the Indians, that were wont fa 
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talentes. The king bearing in mynde;holy 
muche he had repented the (latyngof Clys 
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toꝛte of their owne nation. Gamarns king 
ofa ſmall pozcion of India, whyche haddg 
confederatedw Barzentes, was bzonght 
lykewyſc bounde vnto hym. Mherefoꝛe 
committyng them bothe to pziſon, and the 
Clephantes to Omphis, came vnto p riner 
of Hidaſpis , But Pozus laye in campe on 
the farther ſpde to let his paſſage, haupng 
{itj.Ccoze, v. Clephauntes of huge ſtrength 
of body, CCC, wagons of warrc,+ xx. P. 
footemen, emonges whom there were mas 
nee archers, whoſe ſhaftes (as bath bene 
ſaled befoze) were moze heaupe then they 
could well welde. Pozus him ſelfe did ride 
bpon an Elephant greater then all p reſte, 
who alſo being of a byg ſtature, appeared 
notable in his armour that was garniſhed 
with gold 4 ſilucr , hauing alſo a courage 
equall to the ſtrength of his body, ſo great 
a wiſdome , as was poſſible to bee founds 
emonges ſuch rude nations. The Pacedõs 
were not ſo muche afrapde with the ſyght 
of their enemies, as they were w the greats 
neſſe of the ryuer that they hadde fo paſce, 
whiche being foure kurlonges in bzcadth, 
$ ſodcepe that no foode could be found, ap⸗ 
peared to the like a great ea. And pet the 
largencſle theror mitigated nothing 9 — 
ence 
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lence of the ſtreame, but ran wpthnoleſſs 
furye,then if it had beene narrowe, appea⸗ 
ringe by the repercuſſion of the water jn 
many places, to be full of great tones in 
bottome. This Riner beinge ſufficient to 
leare them ok it ſelfe:the ſyght ofthe farther 
banke full of hoꝛſe and menne, was an en⸗ 
creaſe of their terronr:Where p Elephites 
that had bodies of an vnreaſonable greate- 
nes ſtoode in their ſyght, being p2onoked to 
bꝛaie of purpoſe,tothintent that with their 
terrible noyſe, they ſhould fil their enemies 
ares full of frare , Thoughe the Mace⸗ 
dons were couragious and had their harte 
full of good hope, as they which often times 
had had experience ot their owne actes: Pet 
theire enemies, and the riuer both together 
made them wonderfally amaſcd, Foz they 
coulde not thinke howe to keepe a ſtedfaſte 
courſe to the farther ſhoare in ſo weake and 
tottering boates,no2 when they were ther, 
could ſee how to arriue with ſuertie, There 
were manye Jlandes in the middes of the 
riuer, into the whiche both the Indians and 
the Macedons did ſwymme, holdinge theit 
weapons aboue theire heades: there they 
ſkizniſhed together in the ſpghte of bothe 
Kynges, whyche by experyment mall 
m 
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ſmall thinges, made tryall of the ſueceſſe of 
the whole. But emonges all the Pacedbs 
there were twoe noble poung men called 
&fmmachus 4 Nicanoz extelling in bold⸗ 
neſſe and in deſperate attemptes, whyche 
though their continuall good foztune, had 
- gotten a courage to deſpiſe all perill, O⸗ 
ther poung men of the moſt hardſeſt, tooke 
them foz theire Captaynes, and wythouf 
any other armour (ſaupng their pykes) 
ſwomme ouer into an Jlande being full of 
their enempes , where thꝛough boldneſs 
onelp, they lle we many of them, ⁊ ſo might 
haue returned wyth glozye , ik raſheneſſe 
(where it findeth p;oſperous ſucceſſe) could 
euer be content with meafare, But whiles 
wpth ſkoꝛne and pꝛyde they taried foꝛ their 
enemies, they were ſodepnlye encloſed of 
ſuche as pʒiuely ſwomme oner the rpuer, 
and were killed wpth dartes, whpche they 
calt at them from a karre. Suche as in this 
caſe eſcaped theire enemies, were epther 
dꝛoboned wyth the vpolence of the water, oz 
the eddies ofthe ſtreame. Thys kyght put 
Pozus in greate courage, that ſawe all 
their dopnges from the farther ſhoar: And 
though Alerader was long vncerten what 
wape to take, pet at length he deccetued hys 
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enemy by this policy. There was an Jland 
in the ryuer greater then the reſt, and apte 
to hyde his deuiſe, by reaſon it was full of 
woode, and hadde a great rampire caſt vps. 
on that banke, that was towardes bis ene⸗ 
mies: There both his footemen, and hozſe- 
menne might ſtand couered from the ſpght 
of Thindians:and the rather to turne their 
eies another wape from the ſpipnge out of 
that opoztunitye , he cauſed Ptholomens 
wytha great numbze of his hozſemenne to 
ſhew them (clues againſte theire enemies 
farre of from the Jlande,and to put the In ⸗ 
dians in feare of their erpe, makinge euer a 
ſhewe as though they would ſwimme ouer 
the Riuer: Which thinge Ptholomens dyd 
many daies continuallpe together, to thin- 
tent that Po2us ſhoulde beenfozced to re⸗ 
moue his power to that parte to withſtand 
him, and by that meanes bzought them out 
of the ſpght ol the Jlande. Alexander alſo 
cauſed his own paufli to be ſet vpõ the ri⸗ 
uers ſyde over againſt his enemies, and all 
p pompe that pertained to þ ſtate of a king 
to be ſet fourth within their vie we, with the 
ſame bande ſtanding in (yght, whiche was 
wont toremajne about his perſonne. Fur⸗ 
fhercmoze Attalus,that was equall with A- 
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terander in peares, and lyke to hym of fate 
t perſonage, ſtode there openly appareiled 
lpke a kinge,Þ it might appere to Poꝛus, þ 
Alexander was ſtill remaininge there, and 
went not about to paſſe the riuer. The exe⸗ 
cucion of this deuiſe was firſte letted by a 
Tempeſt, whereby afterwardes ft was 
farthered, and b2ought to good effcct:foz- 
tune euer bſing to turne her diſcomodities, 
into good ſucteſſe tolwardes hm. Foz wht 
thenempes were thus attente to obſerue 
Ptholomeus that lap beneathj vpon 5̊ riuet 
againlt them: And Alexander with the reſt 
of p army,buſpe about the palſinge of hys 
menne into the Jlandebefoze mencioned: 
There fell ſode nix a great ſtoꝛme, ſcarcely 
tollerable to ſuche as lap within their cab- 
baines, which ſo mach afflicted py ſouldiozs 
ab:oade,that they fozſoke their boates,and 
fledde againe to lande And pet fo2 all this, 
thelre clamoure and theire noyſe was not 
heard of their enemies th2oughe the vehe⸗ 
meney of the ſhoure. As this tempeſt began 
lodeinly,ſoit ſodetnly ceſſed: but þ Cloudes 
remained ſo darke,y there appeared not ſo 
much lyght, as the ſouldiours might know 
one another by the face, when they ſpake 


together; which darknes might haue feared 
JI. I. ſome 
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ſome other ma conſidering they hadforow 
in a riuer p they knew not, their enemies 
(paradutture) waiting fo2 them at their [as 
ding, whether they went, as blinde men p 
foꝛ gloꝛp fought fo2 perill. But Alexander 
bſed þ thing that put other men in terrour, 
to ſerue foʒ his purpoſe, t willed that every 
man (vpon a ligne geuen)ſhould enter into 
their boates with ſilence: his boate was the 
fiꝛſt that launched from the ſhoꝛe, towards 
the further ſyde that was voyde of his ene⸗ 
mtes,Po2us onely keepinge his watche a⸗ 
gainſte ꝑtholomeus. There was but one 
boate that ſtacke faſte by the wape vpon a 
rocke, and all thother recouered the lande. 
Alexander then commaunded the ſouldiers 
to pꝛepare their armour, & fall into arrape: 
And whileſt he was deuidinge his men, to 
put them in oꝛder of battaile, marchinge tos 
warde his enemies: it was repoꝛted to Pos 
zus, jᷣ a great niibze of men of Mar were 
come ouer þ riuer, t landed, whiche woulds 
ſkreight waies geue him p battaile. But he 
at þ fiꝛſt (accoꝛding to þ fault ʒ is mans na⸗ 
ture thꝛough the ouermuch confidence phe 
had in him ſelfe) beleued not the matter, but 
thought that Abiaſares whiche was conke⸗ 
derate with him, had com in his r 

8 | Yet 
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het when the day appeared, und the matter 
was manifeſf, Pozus then put fourth. C. 
armed wagons, and. iiij. M. hozſemen, vn⸗ 
der þ leading of Hages his bꝛother, to kepe 
Alexander doinge. They counted thoſe wa⸗ 
gons their pzincipall fozce:foz euery one of 
them caried ſire men. ij. Archers, two wyth 
targettes, and ij.v ruled the hoꝛſes, whych 
were not vnarmed: but when it came to ß 
fyght,they let theire reines looſe, and beſto⸗ 
wed theire dartes amonge theire enemies. 
But thuſe of thoſe wagons ſerued that day 
to (mall purpoſe:fozthe ſhowze that hadde 
kalen moze violently then was accuſtomed, 
had made þ fieldes ſo wet, and ſlabbie, that 
the wagons could not ſtirre, but ſtacke in þ 
myre,and became immouable: Whereas 
Alexander beinge without baggage, oz a⸗ 
nye thinge that mighte be impediment vn⸗ 
to hym,fyercely inuaded hys enemies. The 
Scithians, and the Dahans were thefprſte 
that gaue thonſette:and Perdicas was ap- 
poyncted with the hozſemen to charge vp⸗ 
on the right hande battaile of che Indians, 
Then the battailes beginning to topgne in 
all partes, thep that had the charge ol v wa⸗ 
gons, countyng them þ laſt refuge, flacked 
their raines, and ruſhed fozwardes into the 
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middeſt of the fyght. The coming of cheſt 
wagons appeared to bee a matter daunge- 
rous,and doubtfull to bothe parties. Foz 
at the fpꝛſt bzunte,bothe þ Pacedons were 
boꝛne ouer, and ouerthꝛowen by them: and 
when the wagons came in anye roughe,oz 
mirte places, the Indians were thzowen 
out of them, Foz when the hoꝛſes v dzewe 
them were once galled , and putt in feare: 
they caried the wagons without gouerne⸗ 
ment, and tumbled parte in the mire, and 
parte in the ryuer ; Afewe traterfed the 
fieldes, and fledd fo; ſuccour vnto Pozus: 
who ſcing his wagons ſcattered ouer all 
the fields, and wander about without theit 
rulers , diſtributed the charge of his Ele⸗ 
phantes emongeſt his frendes , and placed 
his footemen , andarchers behinde them, 
He had manpe that ſounded bppon Time 
b:elles ( being Inftrumentes that the In⸗ 
dians vle in ſteede ol Trompettes) where- 
with their cares were ſo filled, that p noyſe 
of their enemies litle moued them. They 
bare alſo the Image of Hercules in þ front 
of their foote battaile, which was done fo; 
an encouragement foz them to fyght well, 
Efo2anote of repzofe and offence to them 
that ſhould flye from that their —_— 
d 3; | 02 
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Foz it was loſſe of lyfe to them that lefte it 
in the kielde. So that the feare whiche they 
concetucd of Hercules that ſometime had 
bene their enemve,was then turned into 4 
veneracion, ta religion. iThe ſpght bothe 
of the Elephantes, and Po2us himſelf, a- 
ſtonyed the Pacedons,t cauſed the a while 
to ſtave; Fo2 the beaſtes being (ct in oꝛder 
tmonges the armed men ſhewed a farre ol 
like high towers,+ Po2us himſelt erceding 
in maner the ſtature of many, the Elephãt 
wherupon he did ryde, was a ſectingfozth 
vnto his highnefſe, which ercelled ſo much 
"all the other Elephantes, as he Himſelf ex- 
telled the reſt of men: % that Alexander 
beholding both Poꝛus, and his power, ſaid. 
that at length he had fonnde a perle equall 
bnto his harte. Foz we haue to doe (qu he) 
both with terrible beaſtes, and with nota⸗ 
ble men of warre: And therupon looked to⸗ 
wardes Cenon 4 ſaide vnto him: When J 
with rholomeus, Perdicas, t Epheſtion 
ſhall ſett bppon the left battaile of our ene⸗ 
mies, & pon ſhall fee vs in the heate of the 
kyght, do you then ſett fozwardes my right 
baftaile:s freſhely aſſaile them, when yon 
ſee them beginto fall oat of oꝛder. Antigo⸗ 
nus, Leonatus t Zaaron, da yon bende a- 
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gainſt their maine battaile,e ſet bpon theft 
. Our pykes be long, t ſtrong, i cuͤnot 
ſerue to any better vie, then againſt the E⸗ 


lephants, wherewith they mape bee thzuft 
thzough,t ſuche onerthzowen as be caried

e 2 bpon their backes. The Clephantes be but 
7 7 Deke an vnterteine fozce,' whiche ve to do molle 
. NG © harme to their own parte: fo2 as they bie 
beet — to go againſt their enemies ſo long as they 
00 ve be at comaundement: ſo when they be once 
a mut in keare, they tourne againſt their own 
1 lde, and ſhew moſte rage towardes them. 
He had not ſo ſoone ſpoken thoſe woozdes, 
but he put ſpurres to his hozſe, paſſinge's# 
crainſt his enemies: and when, accozdynge 
10 his appointment he had geuen p charge, 
Cenus with a great fozce bꝛake vppon the 
left battaile. And the phalanr at the ſame 
0 inſtant bꝛake in emongeſt the middeſt of 
jſheir enemies. WhenPozus ſaln the hon 
5 men gaue the charge, he put fozwardes his 
I Elephantes to encounter them. But they 
being ſlow beaſtes, and not apt ſodainly ta 
moue, were pꝛeuented by the ſwiftnesof þ 
hozles:xtheir bowes ſtode not them in any 
great ſteed:fo2 by reaſõ their arrows were 
ſo long, heaup, that they coulde not nocks 


them within their bowes, except they te 
ir 
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firfte their bowes vppon the grounde, and 


the grounde being ſo \lipperye that they 
coulde haue no perfyte footyng: whyleſf 
they were pꝛeparpng them ſelues to ſhoot, 
their enemies were come emongeft them. 
Then euerpe man fledd from thozder that 
Pozus hadde genen, as if chaunceth often- 
tymes emongeſt troubled myndes, where 
feare beareth moze rule, then the Capf- 
taines appoſnctmet, Foz in ſo many partes 
as their armie was deupded, ſo manye ge⸗ 
nerals became emonges tht, Some would 
lolgne all their battaile in one, other would 
haue them deayded, Home willed to ſtay, 
other to go fozwardes, and encloſe their e⸗ 
nemies about: There was no generallc6- 
ſultacion emongeſt them, Poꝛus not wyth⸗ 
ſtanding accompanied with a fewe ( wpth 
whome ſhame pꝛeuapled moꝛe then feare) 
aſſembled ſache together, as were dyſper⸗ 
cled abꝛoad, and went foꝛwardes agaynſte 
hys enemies, ſettyng his Clephantes in 
the fronte of the battaple. They put thy 
Pacedones in feare , troublynge wyth ,....... 22 
thepze bnwonted crpe, not onelpe the hoꝛſe. © 
that naturallpe do feare them, but alſo a⸗ 
mazed the men, and diſtoutbed their oꝛder 
Jnſomuche that they whiche a litle — 
thaug 
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thonght themſelnes victours, looked about 
which wape toflye, and ſaue thomſelnes; 
TU hbpche thing when Alexander perceined, 
he ſent againſt the Elephantes, the Agri⸗ 
ans, and Theacians, that were men lyght 
armed, and apter to ſkirmiſhe a farre of, 
then to fyght hande to hande, Thep gaue þ 
Clephantes and their gouernours muche 
a doe, and ſoze afflicted them with the mul⸗ 
titude of there dartes , and arrowes that 
they beſtowed emonges them: And p pha⸗ 
lanx came conſtantlpe fozwardes agapnſl 
them that were in keare. But ſuch as pꝛel⸗ 
ſed ouer koꝛwarde in kyghting with the Ts 
lephantes, pꝛocured their manyteſt deſtrut⸗ 
tion: who being trampled to death wpth 
their feete were an example to other, not 
to be ouer haſtye in aduenturing thẽſelues. 
The moſte terrible ſpght was, when the 
—Elephantes wyth their long trunkes cal- 
led Proboſcides, togke men in their armoux 
from the ground, and delſuered them bp to 
their gouernours . The battaile was pꝛo⸗ 
longed doubtfully, tyll the dape was farre 
ſpent: the ſouldiours ſomtpme kliyng from 
the Elephantes , and ſometime purſuynge 
after them, vntill that wyth a certepn kind 
of crooked weapons called cy idae pee 
re 
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red koꝛ the purpoſe) they cut the Elephants 
bppon the legges . Thoſe the Macedons 
had right aptly deupſed: fo2not onelpe the 
feare of death, but alſo the feare of anewe 
kynd of tozment in death, cauſed them to 
leaue nothing vnpꝛoued. Finally the Cle- 
phantes weried with woundes, with their 
violet ſtruglyng dyd caſt their gouernours 
to the earth, and tare them in pceces : foz. 
they were put in ſuch feare, that they were 
no moze hurtfull to their enemies, but dꝛi⸗ 
uen out of the battaile like ſheepe, Pozus 
being forſaken of the moze parte of his me 


ceſſed not to caſt dartes , whereof be hadde 


plentte pzepared vpõ his Elephant, emon- 
geſt them that flocked abouthym , wherby 
he woundyng many, by reaſon he lay open 
to euery mannes blowe, was lapde at on 
all partes, till he had reteiued nyne woũds 
behynde and befoze,th:ough the whyche he 
bled ſo muche, that be hadde no power to 
caſte anye moꝛe, but ſoꝛ feebleneſſe they fell 
out of hys-handes , The Elephant alſo 
whiche he dyd ryde bpon, pꝛicked foz wards 
wyth furye , made a greate diſturbaunce 
amongeſt the Pacedons, vntill that bys 
gouernour (eepng the kyng ſo faynt , that 
hee let fall his Dartes, and to bee . 
pa 
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paſt his remembzannce, ſtirred the beaff ts 
flpeawaye, whome Alexander folowed in 
all that hee might: but his hozſe that was 
thꝛuſt in with many woundes, fell downe 
dead vnder him:Wherfoze whyles he was 
about to chaunge, and take another, was 
call farre behpnde , In the meane ſeaſon 
Taxiles bother, that was ſent by Alexan⸗ 
der bnto Poꝛus, began to erhozte him that 
he ſhoulde not bee ſo obſtinate to pꝛoue the 
extremitie, but rather peld himlelfe vnto the 
bictour, But he notwithſtanding that hys 
firength was nere paſt , and his blood fays 
led, yet ſturred bp at aknowen boyce, ſaid, 
that he knew him to be the bzother of Tap 
iles, a traitour to his kyng and his toũtrey, 
and with that woozde tooke a dart whyche 
by chaunce was not fallen awaye, e thzew 
it ſo at Taxiles bꝛother, Þ it paſſed though 
the middeſt ol his bꝛeſt vnto bis backe. And 
bauing ſhewed this laſt pzoofe of his many 
hood, fledde agayne moze faſt then befoze: 
But when the Elephaunt, ihꝛough manye 
woundes that he had receiued, faynted in 
Iyke ſozte, then hee ſtaped, and turned hys 
footemen towardes hys enempes that pur⸗ 
ſued , By that tyme Alexander was come 
nere hym, who dnderſtandynge the = 
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fulneffe of Poꝛus, willed none to bee ſpa⸗ 
ted that made reſiſtaunce: Mhereuppon 
euere manne thꝛewe dartes againſte J39- 
rus, and ſucho footemenne as ſtoode in hys 
defence: Wherewyth at length he was ops 
pꝛelled, that hee began to fall from his E⸗ 
lephaunt, Then the Indian lohyche was 
his gouernour, thinkpng chat Poꝛus deſp⸗ 
red to haue lyghted, cauſed the beaſte after 
bys accuſtomed maner to bende tolvardes 
the earthe , whyche ſubmittyng hym ſelfe, 
all the reſt as thep 
downe thepz bodyes likewiſe, whyche was 
the cauſe of Mo zus takpynge, and of the 


ſpopled,thinking hee hadde bene dead, and 
dyuers ranne about hym to pull of hys 
harnaps, and hys veſture: whyche thynge 
when the Clephaunt ſawe , hee began to 
defende hys maſter , runnpnge vppon hys 
ſpoplers, and went about to lyfte hym a- 
gapne vppon hys backe: whereuppon they 
all ſettyng vppon the Elephant ſlew hym, 
and lapde Pozus in a carte: Mhom when 
Alexander dpd behold, lyfting vp his eyes, 
and moued wyth no hatred, but wyth com⸗ 
paſſion ſaped vnto hym:

He was aſked moze oucr his oppinion,afs 
ter what maner he thought good the vice 
toꝛie ſhould be ved. wile it ( 155 after 


ſuche ſoꝛte, as this dayes dane 
mynde, whercin there hath beene fi 
ſhewed, howe bi bby: the felicitie Co man pool 


This admoniſhement auailed him moze, 
then if he had ſubmitted Himſelfe , oꝛ made 
.any ſuite, Foz when Alexander ſawe the 
greatneſſe of his courage, and his harte ſo 
boyde of feare, that it coulde not be bꝛoken 
with any aduerſitie, was moued not onlpe 
to gene him his lyfe, but alſo honoꝛably to 
entertaine him. Foz ſo long as he laye dif- 
eaſed of his woundes, he tooke no leſſe care 
of his curyng, then if he had fought in hys 
quarell. And when hee was once healed 
(contrary to that whiche all ann | 
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foz) he receined him emong the number of 

his frendes , and enlarged his kyngdome * 
greater then befoze, There was nothing . wg 
in Aleräders nature moze perfect, a moe 
conſtaunt, then that he woulde euer haue 
vertue in admiracſon, when it was ſuche, 
that it deſerued true pꝛaiſe and gloꝛpe: and 
ſpecially when he ſaw the ſame in his ene⸗ 
mye. Foz when it chaunſed in anyof hys 
owne men, it was ſomewhat terrible bnto 
him, thinking that their fame might bee a 
deſtruction to his owne greatneſſe, whiche 
he ener thought to growe greater, as they 
were of greatneſſe that he ſubdued,

if FENA Lerander retopſynge in ſo no⸗ 

table a victozpe, whereby hee 
Iſawe the confines of the D2ts 
ent cpened vnto him, offered 
pp ſacrifice vnto the Sunne: 
and to cauſe his ſouldicrs to de moze wil⸗ 
ling to go fozwardes in fintſhing the reſte 
of the warres, aſſembled them ny 
alter 
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deaſtes that be ſeldom founde in anye other 
place,which name was geuen to them bye 
the Greekes : foꝛ in the Indian language 
they are otherwiſe called, Alerander bupl⸗ 
ded a citie vpon either (ide of the Kyuer of 
Hidaſpis, which once perfourmed, hee gaue 
to euerpe one of his Capteines a crowne of 
gold, and a thouſand peeces of gold beſides: 
p;eferring and rewarding euery other,ac- 
toꝛding to their qualitp, degree, 5 deſeruig. 
Abiaſares, whiche had ſcent Embaſſadours 
bnto Alexander befoze the battaile foughte 
with Po2us, ſente then Embaſſadours to 
him againe; offering to doc all things that 
he would apoiut, ſo that he might kepe his 
body at libertie:foʒ he deſtred not to liue, ex⸗ 
topt he might remaine a king: # he thought 
him ſelf vnmeete to teign, after he had been 
once a captiue. He ſignified again toAblaſas 
res, that if his comming ſhould be grenous, 
he would not ſticke to viſie hym in perſone. 
Having thus vanquiſhed Poꝛus. f paſſed 5 
Riuer of Hidaſpis, he went foꝛward into y 
inward partes of /:4ia, which was acoun- 
trey ful of great woods,4 high trees, ö ay2e 
very holſome, t teperate, the ſhadowe of the 
trees mittigating the heat of the ſunne, 78 
plenty of ſpungs keptng the ground mollt:

Ther were alſo many ſerpents ſene, holt 
ſcales gliſtered like golde : There was no⸗ 
thing moze daüũgerous, then the poiſon pꝛo⸗ 
teedyng from them: foz immediatlip vppon 

the ſtinging, death followed, till ſuch tyme 
as thinhabitours ot the countrepe ſhewed a 
remedye , From thence thzonghe deſertes 
they came vnto the great Rtuer of Hzarotis, 
wherunto ther toigned a great wood, which 
hautng ſuch trees as are not wot to be ſeen 
in other places, was alſo full of wylde pea- 
cockes, Alexander remouing his camp from 
thence, wan a towne bp aſſault, « takynge 
pledges, appointed them to pay tribute; Af 
ter that he came to a great cite (after pᷣ ma⸗ 
ner ol that tountrey) which was bothe well 
walled, t alſo enuironed about with a mar⸗ 
riſſe. Thinhabitaunts came fozthe againſte 
Alexander, : iolgning their cartes together 
in a front ( wherein theire cuſtome was to 
fight) they p2ofered him the battaile. Some 
octupied dartes, ſome ſpeares, other axes, 
and with great agtlitie leaped to and fro, to 
their carts, when either they would reliene 
their kellowes that were werp offpghtyng; 
oꝛ els ſuccour,o2 reſcue ſuch as were in dil⸗ 
treſſe, Thys vnwonted kinde of fyghtyng 


put the Pacedons at the firſt in keare, ſpe 
cially 
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lallp being hurt a far ol by theire enemies, 
not able to tome to hand ſtripes w them. 
But after they had conſidered theire diſoꝛ⸗ 
dꝛed maner, they eſteemed not theire fozce; 
but encloſed their enemies about, and thauſk 
them in w pikes :? the ſooner to defeat the, 
they cut the bandes, where wyth the cartes 
were tyed, to ſeperate them a ſunder. WhE 
they had after y maner loſt viu. C. ok theire 
men, thep fled againe into the titie, whiche 
the next day the Matedons did winne by aſs 
ſault. Certaine ther were p ſaued them ſel⸗ 
ues by flying, whiche ſeeing the citie loſte 
ſwomme ouer the water, and fplled all the 
tolvnes ther abont with frare. They decla⸗ 
red of what inutncibie fozce theire enemies 
were of, judging them in reſpect of their po- 
wer, rather Goddes then men, When Alcx 
under hadde gotten that citie, hee ſent Pex» 
dicas with a parte of his armp to deſtrop the 
tountrep, and committing another parte to 
Eumenes fo2 þ ſubduing of ſuch as would 
net become obedient, he with the reſt of hys 
power came vnto a ſtrong citie, which was 
the refuge of all p tountrey therabout. Not⸗ 
withſtanding that the inhabitaunts ſent to 
Alerander foz peace, yet thepe pꝛepared ne⸗ 
uertheles foz the war, by reaſon of a ſedicta 
Bk. . which 


which roſe amongeſt them, that made them 
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to beofdiucrs oppinions: Some would ra⸗ 
ther haue endured an pe extremitie then to 
pelde, and other thought they were not ha⸗ 
ble to make reſiſtaunte: and whylelt they 
differed lo in oppinions, and made no tom⸗ 
men conſultacion amongeſt them ſelues: 
Such as held oppinion to peld vp the citye, 
opened the gates, and receiued in their ene⸗ 
mies. And notwithſtanding that Alerader 
had iuſt cauſe of diſpleaſure againſt the c6- 
trary faccion, pet he pardoned them all, and 
receiuinge their pledges, remoued towarde 
the nexte citie. When thindians that ſtoods 
vpon the walles ſaw the pledges that were 
bꝛought befoꝛe the armpe, whom they per⸗ 
teiued to be of the ſame nacion, deſired com- 
municacion with them: who declaring both 
the kings clemencp, and his fozce,did moue 
them to render vp their citie: whoſe enſam⸗ 
ple the reſte of the tities did followe, From 
thence he came into the Citpe of Sopbites, 
which is a nation (as the Indians thinke) 
molt excelling in wiſedome, beſt gouerned, 
and that haue the beſt tuſtkomes amongelt 
them. The childꝛen that be there gotten, ar 
not nouriſhed, and bzought vp accozding? 
to the wpll of theire parentes, but by — 
0. 
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d der of ſuch as haue the charge committed 
vnto them to view the ſtate of thinfants. It 
they perceiue any not apt to become actiue, ' 
oꝛ els wanting any of their lims, they cauſe 
thẽ ſtreight waies to be killed. They vſe to 
marpe without anpe reſpecte ofkinred they 
tome of, oꝛ the greatnes of parentage, ma⸗ 
king no choyſe, but in the ſhape of the bodp, 
which is the thing that is onely eſteemed a⸗ 
mongeſt the, The king him (cif was with⸗ 
in þ chief citie of the countrep, againſte the 
which, Alexander bꝛought his power. The 
gates were ſhut, t no man appeared in ar⸗ 
mes vpon p walles, to make anye defence: 
wherefo:e be ſtoode in doubt a great while, 
whether þ citie was abandoned, oz els Þ the 
inbabiters had kepte them ſelues ſecret fo: 
ſome policie. Mhiles he remained in 5 ex⸗ 
pectacion,ſodainly þ gate was opened, t þ 
king ( which in goodlines of perſon ercelled 
all the reſt) tame fourth with his two ſons, 
He ware a garment of golde, purple em⸗ 
paled, p couered the calfe of his legge, t the 
ſoles he ware on his fete were ſet with pꝛe⸗ 
cious ſtones. Al his armes were garniſhed 
with pearles, t had hanginge at his eares 
two p2ccto? ſtones, whiche were excellent, 
bath fo; bignes,x bzightnes:x ther he had a 
Mk. iij. ſcepter 
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ſcepter of golde ſet w p2ecio® ſtones (called 
Berilli) which he(after his ſalutacto made) 
w humb:e ſubmiſſion deliuered vnto Alexs 
ander:pcldinge both him ſelfe,bis childzen, 
t his kingdome into his hands, Ther were 
in that countrep very notable dogges foꝛ ß 
huntinge of wilde beaſtes, which ſpectallye 
were geuen to be eager vpon þ Lyon, The 
kinge therfoze to ſhew their fo:ce,t pꝛoper⸗ 
tie vita Alexander, put fowꝛe of them vnto 
a great Lion, whiche ſtreight wates caught 
him faſt. Then one which was accuſtomed 
toy oflice, tooke one of thoſe dogges by the 
iegge to plucke him from the Lyon,and be⸗ 
cauſe he would not looſe his holde, cutte of 
his legge with a ſwoꝛd. But when p dogge 
ſtacke neuertheles vnto his game, he was 
cut in ſunder in piece meale, til ſuch time as 
he died, hauing his teeth ſtill faſtened in the 
Lions fleſhe, ſuche a feruentnes of nature 
had w2ought in thoſe beaſtes, as we vnder⸗ 
ſtoode by the repoꝛt. @omtime J am enkoꝛ⸗ 
ted to wwzyte thinges that J can ſtarſelp bes 
leue: Fo2 3 neicher dare affirme the things 
wherok J doubt, noꝛ concele ſuch things as 
A haue receiued fo2 truth, Alerader leauing 
this king win his own kingdoe, cac vnto þ 
riuer o? 2:/þ«/is, t there topgnedw Ephel⸗ 
ton, 
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lion, which had ſubdued p counkrep thera⸗ 
bout, One Phegelas was king of the nerte 
nation, which cõmaunding his ſubiectes to 
continae in tillinge of the grounde as they 
were wont to do, met Alexander with riche 
pꝛeſentes, refuũng nothing that was com⸗ 
maũded him. UWhe he had taried with him 
two dapes, t was determined the third day 
to haue paſſed p̊ riuer, he foũde therin great 
ditficultie, bp reaſon p̊ the ſtreume was (a 
large, 2 fall of great ſtones : He ſtaped ther⸗ 
foꝛe a while, to be moze fully aduertiſed of 
theſtate of thoſe countreys, and of all ſuche 
things as were neceſſarie foꝛ him to know. 
He vnderſtode by Phegclas how beponde 
that riuer there lap a deſert of ten daies iur⸗ 
ney, and nert to that deſert the riner of Gan- 
ges, which was the greateſt riuer in all the 
Orient. Be ſhewed that beyond Ganges ther 
inhabited two nacions called Gangartidas, 
and Pharaſians, whoſe kynge was called 
Aggramenes, which vſed to come to p field 
with rr. thouſand hoꝛſemen CC. thouſande 
footemenne, two thouſaunde armed wag⸗ 
gons, and thꝛee thouſaunde Elephantes, 
whiche were counted the greateſt terroure. 
Thoſe thynges ſeemed incredible vato.As 
lerander, and thereloꝛe enguyred of Poꝛus, 
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if the things were true that had been folde 
him. He confirmed Phegelas repoꝛt concer⸗ 
ning the fazce of the nacion. But hee ſapde 
their king was come of a noble bloud, but of 
the baſeſt ſoꝛt of men, whole father beyng a 
barhour, and with great paine getting hys 
dayly liuing, came infauoar w the Quene, 
who bꝛought him to haue al the doinges a⸗ 
bout the king her huſband; whiche was af» 
terwardes ſlaine by their trea ſon. Then he 
vnder colour to become tutour vnto p chil⸗ 
dꝛen, vlurped the kingdome to him ſelfe, & 
putting the childzen to death, did beget him 
that was then king, being in hatred and dil 
grace of the people, as one p followed moze 
the maners of his fathers foꝛmer eſtate, thĩ 
ſache as did beſeme the dignitie of a pzince, 
When Alexander hard Po2us affirme this 
matter, he became in gret trouble of mind, 
not that he regarded the multitude ok his e⸗ 
nemies, noꝛ the foꝛte of their Elephauntes: 
But he feared the greatnes of the Npuers, 
and the ſituacion of the countreye, ſo dyffp⸗ 
cult toentre vppon. Hee thought it a harde 
enterpiſe to ſeeke out nacions ſo farre inha 
byting in the vtter moſt bounds of p wo21d, 
Pet on the other ſide the greedineſſe of glo- 
rye,and the vnſaciable dcfire of kame, made 
no 
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no plate to ſeeme to farre,no2 no aduenture 
to be ouer harde, ce doubfed alſo that the 
Pacedons, whiche hadde paſſed ſo manye 
tcountreis, and were waren aged with war 
res,wonlde not bee content to followe him 
ouer ſo many Ryuers,and againſt ſo many 
difficulties of nature lying in theire wape. 
Foz hee tudged, that ſince theye abounded, 
and were ſo laden with ſpoile, they woulde 
rather ſeke to eniop ſuch things as they had 
gotten, then to trauaile anye farther in get⸗ 
tyng of moze,he could not think y ſame aps 
petite to be in his ſouldiours, y was in him 
ſelfe, Foz hee tompaſſed in his minde howe 
ta get the Empire of the whole woꝛld, into 
which matter he had but made hys entrye: 
where as thepe weried with trauatle, and 
thynking to haue paſt all perill, looked to 
emop with ſpeede, the fruite of all theire la⸗ 
boure: pet foz all that, hys affectyon ouer- 
: came reaſon, Fo2 hee aſſembled his armpe 
. together t ſpake vnto the after this maner, 


. J am not ignoꝛaunt ( mye ſouldyours) howe that

Cue our gloꝛy though 
tt be growen to a certame perfection, pet it is moze 
in kame, thẽ in effect .which of pou of late did think 
that pou ſhould haue becn able to endure the Ele⸗ 
phauntes, ſhewypng a farre of like C aſtels: whoe 
thought J coulde haue paſſed the N iuer of Miu, 
when it was repoꝛted to be muche greater then it 
was: we ſhould long ago ( my ſouldiours ) haue 
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fled out of 4/-,if tales could haue cauſcd vs to turn 


vur backeg. Think you that the number of the E⸗ 
Icphaunts be greater then pou haue ſcene herds of 


bcaſtes in other places? ſeing they beſo rare in the 


Woꝛld and ſo ſtraunge to be taken? there muſt nee⸗ 
ves be much moꝛe ditficultie in the making of them 


tame. The lame vanitie that hath repozted them to 


pau to be ot᷑ ſuche number, hath numbzed alſo their 
hoꝛſemen and their kootemen. Concerning the Rpz 
ucrs, the moꝛe boade they bee, the moze gentlys 
they muſt runne. Foz ſuch as be narrow #+ of ſmall 
bꝛeadthe, runne alwaies with the moſt vehement 
ſtreame, whereas contrariwile, the bzode Rpuers 
paſſe their courſes inoꝛe mildely. But pou wil per⸗ 
aduenture ſay that al the peril is at the ſhoꝛe, were 
pour enemies ſhal wattc foz pour arriual. whatſoz 
euer the Riuer be, the haſard is al one at them lan⸗ 
ding. But imagine that all thoſe things were truc. 
whether is it the greatnes of the beaſts, oꝛ þ mul⸗ 
titudc of the men that put pou in feare! As concer⸗ 
ning the Elephants, we haue had experience ofthe 
of late, ho we muche moꝛe rigoꝛouſſye they rage a- 
gainſt theire owne partie, then againſte vs, what 
ould we eſteme thẽ, but onely abate the greatnes 
of their bodies, w ſuch weapos as we haue pꝛepa⸗ 
red foꝛ purpoſc:? what matter is it 1 7 they 


they be 
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they be. ij. M. ſeing we perteiue, that ohen two oz 
thꝛee be once woũded the reſt bend them ſelues to 
flec awap? And foz almuch as they cannot well ve 
gouerned when they be but few, when there bee ſo 
many thouſands together, they muſt necdes bee an 
unpediment one to another. bꝛeede a confuſion a⸗ 
mongſt them ſelues: they be ſo vnwieldy by reaſon 
ofthcir huge bodies, that they be neither apt to pas 
koꝛwardes, noz yet to flye. Þ haue alwaies ſo little 
eſteemed them, when J haue had plentye of that 
kind? J would neuer vie them: knowing very wel 
j they be moꝛe daungerous to ſuch as occupy the, 
then they be to their enemies. But peraduenturc it 
is the multitude of their hoꝛſemen + footemen y do 
mouc you: were pounener wõt to fight agaĩſt ſuch 
numbers:'02 is it the firſte time that you haue en⸗ 
countred with diloꝛdꝛed multitudes! The puer 
of Gul: id a witneſſe how inuincible the power of 
the Maced ons is againſt any multitude. Ind ſo is 
Silieia that flowed with the Perſians bloude , and 
ella whoſe plaines be ſtrewed with their bones. 
It is ouer late to count the number of youre ene⸗ 
mieg.atter that with pour victozpe pee haue made 
Aſia deſert. whe pe paſſed ouer Helleſpon!, you ſhould 
then haue conſidered pour ſinall number. Now the 
Scithians do follow vs: we haue aydt at hand frõ 
the Bactrians, ⁊ we ſupplye oure power with the 
Sogdians. yet foz al that, it is not in them, in Whõ 

put my confidence. I haue a regarde vnto pour 
Nce: J reſerue pour manhoode aboute mee, as a 
pledge æ aſſuraunce of my actes + doings. So long 
as J may ſtand in the fielde amongſt vou, J wyll 
neither wap my ſelt, noꝛ mine enemies. Do pou but 
thew an apparaunce, that there is hope in pou and 
cheretulnes. we are not now neo ẽtred into our 
trauaileg, but haue paſſed all our labours,becynge 
tome to y riſing of the lonne, ⁊ to tie Occean — 
kxcepte 


The nynth boole 
except out one ſlouthe bee our impediment. Fri 
thence hauing ſubdued the woꝛld, we ſhall returne 
as victours into our countrey.Donot pou as theſe 
negligent huſbandmen, that loſe ther fruite after it 
ts once ripe. The rewardes of oure tournepe beg 
greater then our perill. The countrey that wee go 
vnto, is riche and of no fozce:thither to 
dꝛing you both to winne gloꝛp, to get pou ſpopie. 
Foz wozthy pou are to cary ſuche riches into Den 
countrey:which he ſo plentiful there, that the Sea 
oth caſt them vp againſt the ſhoꝛe.y oube men of 
that vertue, that ye ought to leaue nothing vnpꝛo⸗ 
ued, noꝛ nothing vndone foꝛ feare: I deſire & pꝛaye 
pau by the gloꝛy pe haue gotten, in whichepe excede 
the ſtate ot men, and hy all that J haue d dof 

pou, and por of ine, wherewtthupe remaine as mn 
uincible, that pe will not foꝛſake me, purpoſing to 
viſit the ende of the wozide, mee J ſaye that haue 
been bzonght vp as a childe amongſt you. wyll 
make no mencion howe J am poure king: In the 
reſt of thinges J haue commaunded you: let mee 
nowe intreat pou in this one pointe. It is J that 
make thys requeſt vnto pou, whiche neuer com⸗ 
maunded pou any thing, but J put my ſeiffozmoſt 
in thaduenture, and daunger, and the which often⸗ 
times in mine owne perſon haue been the fozmoſte 
in defence of the battail:take not the victoꝛy outiot᷑ 
my hands, with the which (if enuy bee not the let) 
I ſhal become equal in glozp both to Hercules, t 
Bacchus. Geeue vour aſſent to mine interceſſion,# 
at length bꝛeake· your obſtinate ſilence where is 
pour ſhowtyng become that was wont to be a de⸗ 
tlaracvon of pour cheretulnes: wher be the coun- 
tenaunces of my countrey men? J knowe not mye 
ſouldyours, and it ſecmethe that J am not kno⸗ 
en of pon. Mee thynkes J crye to poure deafe 
es in vayne, and goe aboute in waſte to ſturre 
by youre vnwyllynge, and vnmoouable myndes. 
Notwith⸗ 
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red, oꝛ els die a deathe that ſhall bee Honourable. 
Notwithſtanding all that he had laid, there 


mouth to ſpeake, but ſtoode wapting that 
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Notwithſtading al theſe wozdes,thep hong 
downe their heds towards the earth,+per- 


ſeuered ſtil in _ Ho he pꝛoceeded: 

know not(quod n J haue vnwittpng 
—.— pou, that pou wil not once vouchelafe to 
looke me in the face. ſeeme to be ſolitary, and in a 
deſerte. Is there none of pou that I ſpeake vnto, 
will aunſwer mee! Js there none at the leaſt waig 
wil denie my What is the thing that J re⸗ 
quire? cuen pour own gloꝛy, vour own encreaſe. 
where be they now that J ſawe not long ago con⸗ 
tending who ſhould firſt take vp their king, when 
he was wounded- And nowe pe leaue me alone: 
foꝛſake mee, ve betrap me to mine enemies. But 
wil not leaue mine enterpꝛile though J goe alone. 
Put me foꝛ wards to thole Niuers, to thoſe beaſts 
and to thoſe nacions, the very names of whom pes 
fcareſo muche. The Scithians,# Bactryans ſhat 
go with me, which of late were mine enemies, and 
now bee my ſonldiours. I had rather die, then bee 
a king to be ruled, # at other mennes appointment. 
Depart you home, go J ſape, and triumphe ot the 
abandoning of poure kynge. Foz wyll rather 
obteme heare the victoꝛy, wherof you haue diſpay⸗ 


was not one ſouldiour that would open his 


ſome of the Pꝛinces, and greate Captaines 
ſhould declare vnto þ kig their ſtates,4 how 
p ther remained not in the any obſtinate rt- 
fuſal of the wars, but that they were erhaus 
ſited w woundes, : weried with continuall 


fravaſle,that they were not able fo endure 
any longer. As they ſtoode thus aſfonicd,x 
afraide in ſilence, t looking vpõ p ground, 
there began firſt a whiſpering,+4 a rumours 
amongſt them, and afterwardes a lamen⸗ 
tacion:and by litle and litle, thepe beganne 
moꝛe manifeſtly to ſhewe theire dolour, the 
teares falling from theire eyes. The kinges 
anger was then ſo turned into compaſſion, 
that he was not able neither to keepe hym⸗ 


ſelke from tearcs, but the whole aſſemblpg' 


bꝛaſt out in an exceſſiue weping. And when 
p reſt were at a ſtap to ſpeake, Cenus toke 
bpon him to pꝛeſle fozwards, towardes the 
Judgement ſeat, wher Alexander ſtode, pg⸗ 


nifipng that he had ſome what to ſay, WWhe 


the ſouldiers ſaw him pull his helmet krom 
his head(fo2 lo it was the cuſtome to ſprake 
vnto the king) they beganne to require hym 
that hee woulde btter the cauſe ofthe whole 


armye, Then Cenus began on thys wile, 
The Goddes defend our mpndes from all wicked 
thonghtes,as J doubt not but they will:there art 
none of your ſoutdiours;but ofthe ſame mynd to- 
Wwardes pou, that theye haue beene tn tymes paſte, 
whether it bee poure pleaſure to conunaunde them 
to goe foꝛwardes to fighte, and to haſarde them 
ſeiues, oz with theire bloude commend their name 
vnto the poſteritie. And if you wyll needes perſe⸗ 
er in pour oppinion , thoughe wee bee _— 
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naked, and without bloud, wee wyll cyther came 
after peu, 02 goe befoze, as pou ſhall thynke expe⸗ 
dient: But if pou will bee content to heare poure 
ſouldiours grietes, and complaintes that bee not 
fciqued, but expꝛeſſed by fozce of very neceſſitic, 1 
——— beſeeche pou then, that pee word veuch= 

kauourablye to hearę them, that conſtantipe 
haue followed pour authozttie, and foꝛtune, and 
are pet readpe to followe whereſocuer pou wl! 
appopnte.D Alexander, vyth the greatneſſe of 
ponre actes, yte haue not ouertome onelpc pour e⸗ 
nemies, but alſo vs pour owne ſouidiours what⸗ 
ſocuer mannes moꝛtalitie is able to fulfill, that is 
perfourmed by vs, haupng paſſed ouer ſo manye 
Seas, and C ountreis better knowen to vs then 
to the verpe inhabitours, now remayning in ma⸗ 
ner i the vttermoſte ende of the woꝛzlde. And yet 
fot all thys, poure purpoſe is to paſſe into an other 
woꝛlde, and ſccke oute an Inde vnknowen to 
the __ Yee couet to plucke oute the wylde 
beaſtes , and ſerpentes oute of theire dennes, and 
lurkyng places, myndyng to ſearche further with 
your victoꝛpe, then the Sunne hath viſited wyth 
his beames', whyche truelye is an imagmacr on 
meete foz pour harte, but farre exceedyng our ca⸗ 
pacitye , and power. our manhoode and courage 
ts alwayes in encreale: but oure fozce groweth in 
declinacion. Beholde oure bodies deſtitute of 
bloude, perced wyth ſo manye woundes, and rot⸗ 
ted wyth ſo manpe ſtarreg. Dure weapons notre 
bee dulled, and oure armoure is wall ed, and con⸗ 
ſumed; wee weare dure apparell after the Der⸗ 
ſiang manner, becauſe oure countrepe garmentes 
doe faple vs: wee are degenerate oat of our owne 


faſhyon, and growen into a ſtraunge habpte. what 


aſe 


is hee that hathe hys cozſelet, 02 hoꝛſe particular 
to hym ſelle / Cauſe it to bee enquired how manys 


remayne amongſt vs,+ what remaineth to oye 
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man ok the ſpoile. Being the victours of al men, 
all men we are the pooꝛeſt. It is not aboundaunce, 
oz exceſſe that troubleth vs, but the very warre it 
ſelfe: Dur municion is conſumed, pet pe mind to 
put foꝛth this goodly armye of youres naked vnto 
thoſe beaſts: The multitude of whom though the 
Indians purpoſely do encreaſe, vet of their 
repozt we may perceiue the number to bee 

But if ye be vtterly determined to Saba 
into Inde, the countrep that lieth war de is 
not ſo dciert as the other, whyche beepng ſubdued, 
pee mape paſſe to that ſea, whiche nature hath ap⸗ 
pointed to bound in the woꝛld. why do pou ſeeke þ 
gloꝛy a farre of, whiche remaineth to you ready at 
pour hand! Here the Occean ſea dothe meete vs: 
except your minde be to wander, wee are come to 
place pꝛedeſtinate vnto vs. hadde rather ſpeake 
theſe thinges befoze you, then behinde pour backe: 
koꝛ I ſecke not to winne fauour amongſt the men 
of war that ſtand heare about mee, but deſire pou 
ſhouldc rather heare theire myndes expzeſſed in 
plapne woozdes , then to heare theire grieke and 
their grudge vttered in muttering, c in murmure. 
When Cenus hadde made an ende of hys 
tale, there roſe a crye t lamentacion, which 
with conkuſed voyces euerpe where called 
Alerander their king, their kather, and their 
loꝛde. Then the other captaines, (and ſpe» 
tiallpe the elders, whyche byc reaſon of 
theire age hadde the moꝛe honeſt excuſe, 
greater authoꝛity) made p like requeſt ſo Þ 
p kyng was not able to chaſtiſe the being in 
poobTinacp,not ;nitigat the being ſo moued. 
. Therefozt 
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Mherefoze bncertaine what to doe, he lepte 
fr6 the iudgement place, f cõ maunding his 
lodging to be ſhut in, admitted no man but 
fuch as were accuſtomed about his perſon, 
A wo dates he conſumed in his anger, 4 þ 
third he tame foꝛth amongſt hys men, cau⸗ 
ling. rij. alters of ſquare ſtone there to be ſet 
vp, as a monumẽt of his iournep, willed þ 
trenches of his campe to be made wider, and 
the plates where 5 ſouldiers lay to be flar- 
ged greater, then ſerued foz the bigneſſe of 
their bodies : thmuing by the foꝛnne t ſhape 
of things thus increaſed,to leaue a deteppt⸗ 
ful wonder vnto his poſteritie. Fro-thence 
he returned again by the way he had paſſed 
befoze 4 encaped bp6 the Nluer of Aceſines: 
Cenus chaunced there to die, whoſe deathe 
p king lamented ; but pet he (aid that foz ſo 
few dates he had made an ouerlong 'Mzacts 
 bn:asthongh he alone ſhould hauercturned 
into acedon. Bp that time p naup of ſhips 
pes, which he hadde appointed to bee made 
ſtoode in redmes aflote:# Memnon in the 
meane ſeaſon bꝛonght him oute of Thrace a 
ſupply of. vi.thouſand hoꝛſmen, and beſides 
from Harpalus. bij. P.footemenwith.rrv. P 
armours that were w2ought with ſuluer t 
gold, which he a 7 uk his me, 
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and commaunded the olde to be burned, pur 
poſing to paſſe vnto the Deccan Sea wpth 
a ꝙ.ſh ippes. But betoꝛe his departure, hee 
reconciled together by affinitie Poꝛus, and 
Tariles, bet wirt whom there was ancwe 
diſcoꝛde riſen vpon theire olde hatreds. ee 
had obteined ot them great aide bothe in the 
making, furniſhing ol his nauy. During p 
time he was about that buſines, hee builded 
there two cities: whercof hee called the one 
Nicea, ⁊ the other Bucephalon, dedicating 
latter by the name of his hoꝛſe p was dead. 
He gaue oꝛder that his Elephants, and ca⸗ 
riage ſhoulde paſſe by lande, and hee ſailed 
downe Þ Kiuer, pꝛoteding cuerp day about 
xl. furlongs, ſo p he might euer land his pos 
wer in ſuche places as he thought conueni⸗ 
ent. At length he tame into a coũtrey wher 
as the riuer of Hidaſpis, t Aceſines do ioigne 
together, and do runne from thence into the 
boundes of a nacion called Sobionc. They dg 
tlared that their pꝛedeteſſours tame of Her⸗ 
cules armp, which being left there ſicke, did 
inhabite the countrepe. They were clothed 
in beaſtes ſkinnes, vſing clubbes foz2 theire 
weapons:and though they had left the cuſs 
tomes of the Greckes,yet ther appered ma⸗ 
nx thinges among them, that declared from 

whenes 
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whence they were deſtended. ere the king 
landed and marched two hundzed and ten 
farlongs within the countrep, whyche hee 
waſted : and tooke the chickeſt Citie in the 
ſame. There were fozty thouſand men that 
ſtoode in defence againſt him vpon a riners 
fide, but hee paſſed the water, putting them 
to flight, and after they led into the Citpe, 
hee wanne it by foꝛce. The childꝛen were 
ſlaine, and the rett ſold as ſlaues. He aſlaul⸗ 
ted another Citie where hee was repulſed 
with the great foꝛce ot the de kendantes, and 
loſt manp of his men. But when the inha⸗ 
bitauntes ſawe that hee continued ſtill the 
ſiege, diſpairing ok theire ſauegarde, they ſet 
fyer on theire houſes, and burned them ſel⸗ 
nes, theire wiues, & theire child zen. Which 
fyer when the Macedons quenched, ttheye 
kyndled the ſame againe, it ſemed a ſtraũge 
tontention, the citizens to deſtrop their own 
Citte, their enemies labouryng to ſaue it: 
the warres ſo contrariouſlye chaunged the 
lawes wꝛought in ma by nature. Thecafs 
tle was ſaued, wherin a guarriſõ was leffr, 
Alerander went about this caſtle by water, 
which was enuironed with thzce of þ =_ 
{eſt Riners in all Inde, Oanges except Indus 
Al. y. paſſing 
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The nynth baoke 
paſſing vpon the Nozth ſide,4 Lee/rnes run 
ning into Hidaſpis vpon the South. Where 
theſe riuers mette,the waues roſe like ſur⸗ 
ges of the Sea, being full of mudde, 1 does, 
which by p courſe of the water were dꝛiuen 
vnto ß ſides:foꝛ al that the riners are bꝛoad 
pet the chanels are but narow, wherin the 
ſhippes muſt paſſe, The wanes did ryſe ſo 
high, and thicke, bꝛeaking ſometime vppon 
the puppes of the ſhippes, and ſometime vp 
on the ſide, that the ſhypmen began to vale 
their ſailes, But they were ſo troubled tho⸗ 
rough feare,and the violent ſwiftnes of the 
ſtreme, p they tould not o2dze their tacklig, 
ſo that two of their greateſt ſhippes weare 
dꝛowned within ſight: And the ſmaller vel⸗ 
ſels which were as vnable to be gonerned, 
were dztuen vpon the ſhoze withoute anye 
harme. The kyng chaunted vpon the place 
whereas the wanes went higheſt , where- 
with his ſhippe was ſo toſſed, z trauerſcd,) 
the helm could not direct his courſe, M her 
foze the king doubtyng of dzownyng, pul- 
led of his garmente readpe to caſte hym 
ſelfe into the water, and hys krendes dyd 
ſwymme neare thereabonte readpe to re- 
cepuc him: Jt appearing to hym doubtfull, 


which Peril was greateſt, either to 1 
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dy to continue ſtill aboard. But þ mariners 
laboured wonderfully with their oares,ad- 
ding al the foꝛce that lay in mans power to 
cut thꝛough the maucs,bp whoſe impoꝛtu⸗ 
nate trauaile, the water ſeemed to deutde a 
ſunder, and to geue place:io that at lengthe 
they haled oute of the ſurges z yet not able 
to bztng the ſhippe to the ſhoare, dached vp⸗ 
on ß next flat, it appearing 5 the ſhippes, t 
the ſtreame had kought a battail togethers, 
Alexander hauing eſcaped thys perill , ſet 
bp to euerp riuer an altar, wherupon he of- 
fred due ſacrifice, and that doone, paſte fo2- 
ward xrr. furlongs. Fro thece he came into 
the conntrey of the Sudzicans, Pallians, 
which accuſtomed to bee at warre amongſt 
them ſelucs: then fo2 theire owne dekence, 
they ioigned in ſotietie. They aſſembled in 
armes to the number. ol. ir. M. footemen,r. 
. hoꝛſemen, g. ix. C. armed wag ds, wherot 
when the Macedõs were aduertiſed, which 
belened that they had paſſed all perils, ſee⸗ 
ing a freſhe warre ariſe, with a newe ficrce 
nation, were amaſed with a ſodaine feare, 
and began againe with ſediclous wooꝛdes 
to repꝛoue their kyng, Thepe alleged that 
hee would latelpe haue compelled them to 
paſſe the riuer of Oanges, foꝛ to make warre 
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byon thoſe nations lying beyond the ſame: 
which enterpꝛiſe thougb it were lekte, theye 
had not foꝛ al that ended py warre neuer the 
moze, but rather made an erchaunge of a 
new labour, being put fozth amongſt theſe 
wilde nacion, to make the Occean Sea opt 
to him with their blond, and to bee dꝛawen 
beponde the ſunne, and ſterres. They were 
tompelled ( t hey ſapde) to viſit thoſe places, 
which nature coucted to remoue from maͤs 
knowledge. They grudged p to their newe 
armour, ther were new enemies rapſed vp, 
whos if they ſhould vaquiſh. t put to flight, 
they could not ſee what benefite they coulde 
receiue therebp, but onely darknes r obſcu⸗ 
ritie ot the aire, which alwaics couered the 
deepe Sea, replentſhed with multitude of 
monſters, wallowing in thoſe immoua ble 
waters, wheras nature decaying, ſhe fap⸗ 
led of her fozce. The king little mourd in his 
obone reſpect, was greatly troubled w thoſe 
paſſions of his ſouldiers. Whereſoze hee al⸗ 
ſembled them altogether,declaring of how 
feble a foꝛce thoſe nations were, who theye 
fcared ſo muche, whiche onelpe remapned, 
and were impediment vnto them (hauyng 
paſſed ouer ſo manpe countreis) to attayne 
bothe to the full of their trauaile,and to the 

ende 
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ende of the woꝛlde. He ſhewed howe that in 
reſpect ot their foꝛmer feare, he had left hys 
enterp2iſe ouer Ganges , with the tongquelt 
of the nacions inhabiting beyond the ſame, 
and hadde direced his tourney thys wape, 
where as their glozy ſhould be as great, and 
their perill mach leſſe, and wherin they had 
not farre to trauail ſeeing the Occean was 
in maner within ſight; p atre wherof he felt 
blowing in his face. He required them ther⸗ 
foe that they woulde not enupe the glozye 
that he had ſought by paſſing the bounds of 
Hercules, and Bacchus, ſeeing that with ſa 
litle paine they might geue vnto their kyng 
perpetuall kame and immoꝛtality. In doing 
wherof they ſhoulde depart out of India as 
bictozours, whereas other wiſe they ſhoulde 
ſeeme to flye awape from thence. It is the 
pꝛopertie of euerp multitude, and ſpeciallpe 
ol men of warre, to be dꝛawen with euerpe 
litle mocion, amongſt whom, as ſedicion 
doth ſoone riſe, ſo it is ſoone pacifled. Ther 
was neuer a moꝛe cheerefull erye made of 
anpe armpe befo2e,then the ſouldiers then 
made vnto Alerander, whiche willed hym 
to leade them whether ſo euer hee woulde, 
and make him ſelfe equall in gloꝛp to them, 
whoſe actes he did counterfeit , Alexander 
Il. liij. reioꝑ⸗ 
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refoyſing in the wyllingnes that appeared 
in them,remoued ſtreight wayes towardes 
his enemies, that weare the outeſt people 
of al the Indtans. They p2zcpared them ſel⸗ 
tes toutly ſoꝛ the warres, choſe foz theire 
captaine one of the Oridzacans, that was 
of an appꝛoued manhad: Who encamping 
at the foote of a mountame, made fpers all 
abꝛoade, to cauſe his number appeare the 
greater, and went about in vaine to feare 5 
Macedons, when they were in reſt, by ma⸗ 
king of Alarmes, with their cries & maner 
of howling. U hen the day appeared, Alcxs 
ander hauing an aTured truſt to winne the 
bicto2ye, commaunded the ſouldiers to put 
on theire armour, and chearefullye to fall 
in oꝛder of battaile. But the: Indians ( whe⸗ 
ther it were foꝛ keare, 02 by reaſon of ſome 
ſedicion riſen amongſt them) ſodeinlye fled 
into the deſert motntaines, whom Alexan⸗ 
der followed in vaine, and not able to ouers 
lake them, tooke their cariage. After this he 
came to a citie of the Oxidꝛacans, wherun⸗ 
to great number were fled, aſwell in truſte 
of the ſtrength ofthe place, as of their own 
power, As Alerander was about to make 
the appoche , Demophon hys diutner ad- 
monlthed him, that he ſhould eyther N 
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the matter, oꝛ els not meddle wpth it at 
all:fo2 that there appeared ſignes that hys 
tyfc ſhould be in perill. When Alerander 
had hard his wo2des,he beheld him,+ ſayd: 


Jfany au ſhould interrupt thee, when thon arte 
uſp aboute thye ſcience , oꝛ conſidering of the in⸗ 
trails:ſhould not he ſecme vnto thee troublous,® 


his coming be vngratetul! pes truly (quod he) 
— thou now vnto me (quod Alexander. Fox 
auing ſo great matters in hand of moze momente 
then the entrayleg of beaſtes: J kynde no greater 
impediment then a ſuperſtitious dunner. And ag 
ſoone as he had ſpoken the wooꝛde, he tau⸗ 
ſed them to reare bp ladders, and whples o⸗ 
ther men ſticked, and kaped at the matter, 
he mounted vp the wal. The (ame was ve⸗ 
rye narrowe in the toppe, not denided wyth 
lopes (as is commenly vſed) but cncloſed w 
one whole and continual battilment round 
about, which cauſed it to bee the moze harde 
to ſcale. Alexander therfoꝛe hauing no con- 
uenient rowme to ſtand at his defence, ſta:⸗ 
ed bpon the wall, receiuing vpon his target 
the dartes which were caſt at hym from all 
partes, His ſouldiours coulde net get vnto 
him they were ſo beaten rom the wals by 
the multitude of ſhot that came from aboue, 
Pet at length when by theire ſtaping theye 
{aw their king geuen bp into their enemies 
| bandes 
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handes, ſhame ouercame theire imminem 
daunger. But their ouermuch haſte was o⸗ 


uer great a let, ⁊ the cauſe, ſohy they coulde 
not come to the reſcue of theire kyng. Foz 
whiles euery man coucted vp the ladders, 
thep were ſo loꝛe laden, Þ they bꝛake a ſuns 
der, i ſuch as were mounted vpon them, fell 
downe againe, deceiuing Alexander of hys 
onelp hoape: So that in the ſpght of all the 
armpe, hee ſtoode deſtitute as in a deſerte, 
without anpe apde oꝛ ſuccour, and had we⸗ 
ried his left arme (with the whiche he helde 
his target) in recepuyng the blolwes. Hyg 
freds cried vnto him p he ſhould leap dolon 
vnto thẽ, who ſtoode in a teadines to reteiue 
him. But he geuing no eare vnto them, vn⸗ 


ulng rather fame of raſhencs, then of anye 
commendaclon that might ſound to hisglo⸗ 
ry. Foꝛ w a ful leape he did taſt him ſelk in⸗ 
to the citie p was full ot his enemies, where 
as he coulde ſcarcely haue any hope to fight 
fo2 his life,o2 in dying to be reuenged vpon 
his enemies, Foz befozc he could recoucr his 
feere againe, it was likely epther he ſhoulds 
haue been (latne,oztaken aliue. But hee by 
thaunce ſo conueped his bodpe, that hee fell 
bppon 
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dpon his feete, and ſtanding, entountred 6 
ſache as came againſt hpm:Foztune ſo pꝛo⸗ 
updyng that hee coulde not bee encloſed a⸗ 
bout, by reaſon of an olde tree, which( as it 
had been ol purpoſe) ſtoode neare vnto the 
wall: whoſe bzoade boughes full of leaues 
touered him from aboue, : the greatnes of þ 
ſtocke kept his enemies fro coming on his 
back, t vpon » foze frot he receyned p darts 
that werecaſt againſt him with his target, 
Foz though there were neuer ſo many that 
contended with him a karre ok, pet durſt ther 
no man come neere vnto him :: the boughs 
kept of the arrowes and the dartes, ſo well 
as his target did. In this ertremitie 5 great⸗ 
nes of Aleranders fame, chiefly fought foz 
him, x next deſperacion:a great encourages 
ment foz a man to die honeſtlpe. At length 
though the multitnde of his enemies that 
continually flocked about him, both his tar - 
get was laden with ſhotte, his helmet was 
bꝛoken with ſtones, and his legs fainted Et 
fapled vnder him, by reaſon of hiscontinual 
trauaile: Whiche thing when his enempes 
perteiued, they toke leſſe regard to the ſel- 
ues, t dzew moze necre him, ot᷑ whom he re- 
cepued two withhis ſwoꝛde, in ſuche —— 
that 
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wat they fell downe dead at — keete. And 
from that time foꝛwardes none was ſo bold 
to appꝛoche againe ſo neare him, but thꝛew 
dartes and ſhotte arrowes at him a farre 

ot. He lay open to euery mans blowe: 4 pet 
(though it were with great pain) defended 
him ſelle vpon his knees, vntill ſuch time as 
an Indian (hot an arrow at hym that wag 
two cubits long, whiche alitle aboue hys 
right thigh palled thꝛough his coꝛſelet: By 
reaſon of that wounde hee ſhedde ſo muche 
bloud, that he let his ſwoꝛd fall, as one at y 
pointe of deathe. And therewith became ſo 
faint, that he had not ſtrength to plucke out 
the arrowe. Then the Indian, whiche had 
hurt him, came with great iop to ſpoile hys 
bodye. But when Alexander felt hys ene⸗ 
mies hand vpon him: moued ( as it isto bee 
thought) with deſpite, to reteiue an infamy 
to that ertremitie, called againe his ſpirits 
that were paſſing away, t with his \wo2de 
th zuſt his enempe beeyng vnarmed) tho⸗ 
rough the bod pe. When he had thus ſlaine 
two of his enemies whiche laye dead befo20 
him, al the reſt ſtoode amaſed a far of, The 
Alexander, deſiring befo2e hys laſte bꝛeath 
ſhoulde fayle to bee killed fightyng, began 
to rayſe vp his body vppon his target: * 
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his ſtrength would not ſerue him therunto, 
and therefoze reached at a bough that hong 
ouer his headde, coneting thereby to haue 
rapſcd vp hym ſelf, But his power not ſuf- 
fiſing thereunfo,he fell downe againe vpon 
his knees, and bye a ſigne made wylh hys 
hande,challenged his enemies, ik any of the 
durſt come and match with him. At the laſt, 
Peuceſtes repulſing his enemies vppon an 
other part of the citie,qote into the towne, 
and coaſting along the walles, came vnto 
the plate where the king was. Mhen Aler 
ander eſpied him, though he hadde no hoape 
to liue, pet he toke his comming foz a com⸗ 
foꝛt to his death, and fo2 al his feblenes be⸗ 
ganne to reare vppe him ſelfe. Then came 
Timeus, and within a while Leonatus, E 
after them Ariſtonus. When it was once 
publiſhed amongſt the Indians, that Alex⸗ 
ander was entred within the walles, thepe 
left their dekence in other plates, and came 
flockyng thither, whereas they fiercelye al⸗ 
ſapled ſuche as ſtoode at defence of the kin⸗ 
ges perſone. Timens, after that hee hadde 
fonght notablpe, and reteyued many woun⸗ 
des, was there ſlatne,Peuceſtes alſo notw⸗ 
ſtanding that he was ſtriken # wounded w 


their darts, yet with his target he defided p 
| kings . 
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kinges perſon, without any regard of hym 
ſeife, And Leonatus, whlles be reſiſted the 
Indians, that egerly pꝛeſſed vp6 Alerader, 
recetued ſo ſoꝛe a ſtripe vpon the necke, that 
he fell downe in a (owne at the kings fete, 
By that time Peuteſtes became ſo feeble 
of his wounds,that he was not able to des 
fend him any moꝛe. The laſt hoape and res 
kuge remapned in Ariſtonus, who alſo was 
ſo greuouſly woũded, 5 he could not edure 
any longer the fozce of the Indians. In the 
meane ſeaſon the fame was ſpꝛead amõgſt 
the Macedons, that their kyng was ſlaine: 
whyche being a matter that ſhoulde haue 
putte others in frare, ſturred vp theire har⸗ 
tes, and made them the hard ier. Foz from 
that time fozwardes , there was none that 
had reſpect of his owne perill, but aduentu⸗ 
red to the wall, and bꝛeakpng down y ſame 
with pickaxes, entred at the bꝛeache, mas 
kyng ſlaughter of their enemies, of whom 
fewe ſtoode at defence, but fledde awaye, 
There was neuer man noz woman ſpared 
olde noꝛ poung. Foꝛ theye mette none, but 
they iudged him to bee the perſone that had 
hurte their king, and ſo at lengthe lwith the 
murder of the multitude theire iuſt ire was 
ſatiſtied. Clitarchus and Timagenes doe 
Wzite, 
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wzlte,that Ptholomeus, whych afterwar⸗ 
des became kyng of Cgipt was pzeſent in 
thys encountre. But he him ſelf, that vſed 
not to deny any thing that ſtoode with bys 
owne glozye, did put in memozye holy that 
bee was then abſent, ſent aboute another 
enterpaſe. Such a negligence was in them 
that did wzite the antiquities of thinges, oz 
els an duermuch credulitie,which is a fault 
noe leſſe then the other, When Alexander 
was b2ought into his lodgyng the Surge⸗ 
ons cutte of the tale of the ſhalte in ſuche 
wyſe, that theye mooned not the head that 
was within the fleſhe. And when they ſaw 
the wounde bare, they perceiued hookes ta 
bee within the arrotv head, ſo that withouts 
the deſtruction of his bodye, it could not bee 
pulled out,ercept by inciſion thepe made the 
wounde greater: And pet in that popnte 
thepe feared leaſte aboundaunce of bloude 
ſhoulde bee impedyment vnto them . Foz 
the head was verpe greate, and it ſeemed 
to bes entered karre within his body, There 
was one Critobolus, that was verpe cun⸗ 
nynge and moſte ercellente amongſt all 
the Phyſitions and Surgeons, and pet in 
ſodaungerous a matter asthys , hee was 


fearcfull and in doubte to ſet to his * 
ea 
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rob head that was within his fleſh,fo2 the

leaſt ifany thing ſhould chaunce to the king 
otherwiſe then wel, whiles he remapned in 
this ture, the blame might light vppon hys 
head. There koꝛe when Alexander perceiued 
by his weepynge the feare hee was in, and 
that thꝛough trouble of minde he loked pale 


in the face, layde vnto him. What is it 7 thou 
lok eſt foꝛ, oz why doeſt thou ſtay in ridding of mes 
quickly out of this paine, at the leaſt waies by deth 
if thou canſt not other wile bꝛing it to — Foz 
ſeg my wound is vncurable, why doſt thou fcare 
that any thing ſhould ber layde vnto thye charge? 
TUhen Critobolus hard hys wozds , he cy- 
ther ceaſſed,o2 difſimuled his feare,t exho⸗⸗ 
ted Alexander that he would ſuffer hiniſclte 


to be holden whiles they pulled out the aͤr⸗ 


leaſt mocion(he ſaide)might be hurtful vn⸗ 
to him. The king would not be holden, but 
held his body at a ſtay without moouing,ilt 
ſuch (o2t as they appointed him. Whe theye 
had cut the wound wider and pulled oute y 
head, there iſſued ſuch aboundance ok bloud, 
that the king fell in a ſowne, and a dymme 
tame ouer his ſight, he ſtretched out himſelf 
as one in the pangues of death. Then theye 
wꝛought al the meanes they could to ſtanch 
the bloud:but whe they perteiued it woulde 
not aua ple, his frendes began to cry — 
a

lament, thinking berelythat there had ben 
no wapbut death. Notwſtanding at length 
he telled his bleeding, and recouerynge a» 
gayne his ſpirites, began to knowe them 
that ſtoode about hym. All that dape and 
the nyght enſupnge; the menne of warre 
ſtoode in armes about the kinges lodgpng, 
confeTpng that all their lines depended vp⸗ 
potihts'bzeath,andwoulde not remoue frõ 
thente, beloe they vnderſtoode that he take 
ſome reſt. But when they knewe that hee 
was fallen a ſleape, they returned into the 
campe;bzinging vnto the reſt moꝛe certeyn 
hope of his recouery, Alexander about the 
turyng of his wounde; remapned there vii. 
dapes: and vnderſtanding that a conſtant 
fame ot his death was ſpꝛead abzoad emõ⸗ 
geſt the Indians , he cauſed two Shyppes 
tobefaſtened togeether , anda lodging to 
dee made fo hym in the myddeſt: So that 
remapning vppon the water, hee myght be 
ſeene from bothe ſydes of the land, ol them 
that thought he hadde bene deade, When 
the countrey menne by the viewe of hym, 
pertepurd he was on lyue, they tooke away 
the hope that ſome hadde concepued bppon 
the falſe repozt , From thence: he paſſed: 
downe the ſtreame, leauyng a difkance be⸗ 
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twene his ſhippe, and the reſt of the nauyt; 
to the entent that with the beatyng ol the 
oares,thep ſhoulde not diſturbe him ol hys 
reſte, whiche was neteſlarpe foꝛ his weaks 
bodpe, The fourth. daye after his embar⸗ 
king, he came into a countrey abandoned 
of the inhabitours, but pet plentifull bothe 
of coꝛne t᷑ cattell, in which place he thought 
expedient both to reſt him ſelf, and his ſouls 
diours. It was a tuſtome emonges the Pa 
cedons, that when their king was diſeaſed, 
the chiefeP2inces, and the great men wats 
—— his lodging: Which maner be⸗ 
ing then obſerued, they entred all togeiher 
into the chamber where Alexander lape:at 
whole ſodapne commynge he was ſome⸗ 
what amazed, ſpectallye becauſe they tame 
all together. He thought they had bzought 
hym ſome ſtraunge tidynges, and enqui⸗ 
red of them if they vnderſtoode of anp nel 
aſſemblye of his enemies. Then Craterus 
whiche was appointed to ſpeake in the be⸗ 
halfe of them all, ſaied to — after thys 


maner. Do pou thynke that 
anpe enempes coulde make vs 1 careful ( 
they were entred wythin pour e Jas werbe 
of pour health æ ſaufegarde, fo of all that it is a 
thynge whyche pon on ck leaſt r oy 
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ought agaynlte vs, it conliſteth 

of your perſon to make vs victozers. But — 

canenye God prompſe, that pon , whychebee ths 

t and ſtarre of Macedonia, can bee of anye 


nuaumce : ſeyng that that you bee ſo 
pour pour perſonne in wet een n not te⸗

— What is hee that epther can,oz doth 
dein ae after pou x7 we are come fo farrg 
—_ wwe your Foztune and authozitye, 
thout pou, none of vs is able to retourna

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So manp ok vs as were not able to follofye ports 
were all traptours and foꝛſakers of our Pꝛince. 
And though it were a matter that lapenot in our 
power, pet it it pleaſe pou to note vs all wyth re⸗ 
pꝛoche, there is none that wyll refuſe any 
ment in the purgacion of the matter. Notwithſt 
ding we wou require pou that pou would ſpars 
vo fo; ſome other purpoic. Wee will gladipe go 
Whether fo euer ye wil haue vs: we require warre 
de it neuer ſo obſcure,and couet the battail,though 

our fyghting ſhall want fame, ſo that pou wyll re⸗ 
ſcrue pour ſeite to thoſe hazardes, which be meete 
koꝛ the greatneſſe of pour eſtate, Howe ſdone doth 
gloꝛpe vanylhe awape and become of no p2aple, 
emonges ſuche enempes as bet of no reputacion? 
Ind whatthpngis there moꝛe vnwoꝛthy then to 
conſume the gloꝛy pe haue gotten els where emõ⸗ 
ges them, where as pour giozy can not appeare: 
When Craterus hadde tolde hys tale, 
Ptholome and the other ſpake to hym in 
lvke effecte: And requpꝛed hym all at onte 
wyth weepynge eyes, that hee woulde not 
from thencefourth bee anpe moze ſo thirſiy 
to winne p2apſe, but ſeepng hee hadde got 
ſuffictent already, he ſhoulde content hint 
ſelfe therewithall and reguarde hys health 
and ſafequarde , whercuppon theire vnts 


verſall eſtate dyd depende. The kyng tak 


ſo gratetullpe their loupng atfection , thal 


hee familiarlpe embꝛaced euerpe one of 
them, and after hee hadde willed them te 
ſitte, repetingmoze deepelpe theire fozmer 


communicacion be ſayde thus vnto _ 
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fapthfull louyng frendes and countrepmen, 
geuc and render to you. mp Yartye thankes,not 
onely foꝛ that pe pzeferre my ſaufegard betoꝛʒe pour 
owne, but allo oz that ſince the beginning ot the 
warrc5,yc haue not pzetcrinitted any thing, wher 
in your loue and bencuolence myght bee thewed 
towardes mee: lo that J muſt conſeſſs that m 
lyfe was neuer ſo deare as it is nowe, becauſe 
dclire long to enioy pou. y ou be deſpꝛous to offer 
pour ſelucs to death in my quarell-; becauſe pour 
iudge that J haue deſcrued that beneuolence at 
— handes . But pour unaginacion and myne 
not after one ſozt . You peraduenture do couet 
continually to eniop mee, and to take or me conti⸗ 
nuall fruite . And J meaſure not my ſeife by the 
continuaunce of my tyme, but by the greatneſſe of 
my gloꝛye. I myght haue beene content wytiſthe 
ryches my father lefte ince, and wpth reſt or my 
bodye haue looked foz wpth the boundes of Ma⸗ 
cedon, an age obſcure and wythout anyc kame. 
And pet J cannot ſee that they w e iu 
ſlouth and idleneſſe, can aſſure them ſelues of their 
owne deſtenpe. Foz euen ſuche as eſteeme felicitie 
in long lyfe, bee oftentpmes pꝛeuented ; wpth ſo⸗ 
deyn death. Wut J whych number Peres, 
but my victozies, haue lyued long, EI wil '8 
the of Foztune, Foz beginning myne Em⸗ 
ire m Made, ¶ haue Greece in myne oon hands: 
haue ſubdued 7hrac and the Ilie 4, Nei | 
ouer the 7 Halle, and the Medrov, gane 
that lyeth betwirte He!leſponr and the redd Sea, and 
nowe am not farre from the ende of the woꝛlde, 
the whyche J determyned to viſite, and to make 
open to menne a ne we nature, Ide. 
I paſſed out of .4/, into E in the moment of 
anhoure, ane Fer mne yercs oide, and 
hauyng rapgned but nyne, am become. victozer 
of both Kegions, -D9:yqu | 14 x 2 
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that I ſhonlde nowe ceſſe from winnyng of 
gloꝛy, whereunto J haue onelye addict my ſelfes 
o, will neuer ceſſe: but whereſoener F ſhalf 
ue occaſion tofpght , I ſhall thinke my lelfe to 
bee in the Theater, where the Whole e doth 
bcholde mee, J will geene nobilitie and fame to 
places that bee obſcure: Ind wyll laye open to al 
nacions thoſe countreys that nature remo⸗ 
ued furdeſt from them: In doing wherok it ſhall 
bee gratetull fox mee to ww wg Ho if Foztune 
Wyll haue it ſo. J am come ok ſuch a ſtocke, that 
3 ought to deſpꝛe manpe thinges befoꝛe long like. 
p2ape pou to remember that we come into thoſe 
countrepes where the name of a woman is muche 
celebzated foꝛ her vertues. what cities dyd Dez 
miramis buyide! what nacyons dyd ſhee ſubdue⸗ 
and what great wooꝛkes did ſhee accompipſhe? 
We are not pet become equail to a woman in gio⸗ 
ry, and pet pou woulde haue mee to be ſatiſtyed of 
laude . The Goddes bee fauourable vnto our 
purpole : foz there remapne fo2 vs pet greater 
thinges to doe. Ind it is the nexte waye to maks 
thoſe countreys whiche we haue not pet touched, 
to become ours, if wee eſteeme nothing to bee of 
ans ye e is anye 7 to 
gloꝛpe. Let it bee pour care onclye to pies 
ſerue mee trom ciupU conſpiracie and treaſon of 
mpne ownepeople, and then there bee no aduen⸗ 
tures in the warre ſhall put mee in feare . Phil- 
lip was moe ſure in the fronte of the battaple as 
oade,then when he was in quiet at home, Ys 
en times auoyded the force of hys encmpes: but 
he coulde not eſchue the violence of his owne ſub⸗ 
iecteg. And if you conſider the end of other kings 
, pou ſhall count moze that haue ben ſlayne by then 
one menne, then by anypef e power. But 
becauſe there is an occaſion nowe offered mee to 
btter the t hynge J haut long r = 
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myndeꝛit the eſt fruite I can receynt

when ſhe departeth bie, myght be con⸗ 
to immoztalitie . It ſhcedeparte * 


tyme, J will do the thing my leife, But if J gh 
be pzenented by death,remember pou to pertourm 
— IJ haue determmed. And thereupon hee 
dimiſſed his frendes from him, and conti⸗ 
nued many dales in the ſame place, Whiles 
theſe thinges were a dooing in India, the 
Greeke ſouldiours that had land and habl⸗ 
tation appointed the at Catabactra, though 
à ſedicion that channced emonges them, re⸗ 
belled againſt hym: Not lo muche foꝛ anye 
hatred they bare him, as foz feare ot puniſh 
ment, Foz they killed dyuers of their chief 
rulers:and aſſemblyng in fozce togecthers, 
tooke the Caſtle of Bactria, that was ne- 
gligentlye kept, and pꝛotured the 1Bactrias 
to rebell wpth them. Athenodozus was 
the chiefe emonges them, who tooke vpon 
him the name of a kyng, not ſo muche foz 
the deſpze of the kyngdome , as by autho⸗ 
ritie to make him ſelfe of power to conuepe 
him (elfe and others home into his coũtrep. 
But one Bicon of hys own nacion became 
bys enempe, and conſpyzinge agaynſls 
him, dyd bydde hym to a banquet, where he 

was (layne by one Borus Pacerianus. 
| Sm. lig. The 
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The nert daye folowing, icon allembled 
the Greekes together, perſwadinge them 
that he ſlew Athenodo2us but in his owne 
defence, whoſe purpoſe was to haue deſ- 
troyed him. But there were ſome that per⸗ 
teiued his policye: and ſuſpicion was ſpꝛead 
amonges the reſt: So that the Greckes fell 
to arms of purpoſe to ſlea Bicon. But ſuch 
as were chiefe, mitigated the wzathe ofthe 
multitude, and contrarpe to his expectacion 
was deliuered from that pꝛeſent perill. Pet 
he coulde not be ſo contented, but within a 
while after conſpized againſt them that ſa⸗ 
ued hys lyke, whoſe falſhode knowen, they 
toke both him and Boras , determpnynge 
that Borus ſhoulde be put to deathe out of 
hande, and that Bicon ſhould ende his lyfe 
by tozmentes, As they were tozmenting of 
him, the Grecke ſouldiours ſodainely in a 
fury ( foꝛ what cauſe it is vncertaine) ranne 
to armes, the noyſe of whom beinge harde 
with them that hadde the charge ol Vicon, 
dyd let hym at lpbertye, fearinge that the 
rumour hadde beene made koꝛ hys deltuery. 
He as he was naked came runnynge a⸗ 
monges the Greekes, where-as they were 
aſſembled: Whoſe myſerable- eſtate ſo ſo⸗ 
darnelpe ſo chaunged theyre myndes, that 

they 
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they wylled him immedlatly o be ſet at ly⸗ 
hertye. By this meanes Bicon being twiſe 
deliucred from deathe, retourned into his 
tountrep with the Greekes, leauynge the 
colonye Whereunto he was appopncked by 
Alexander. Zheſe thinges were done inthe 
tonkpnes of Bactria 4 Scithia. In the meane 
ſeaſon the kinge of the two nacions whych 
ive ſpake of befoze, ſent an hundzed Emo 
baſadours vnto Alexander, whiche beinge 
menne of perſonages, ridde in waggons 
ſemely apparapled, hauinge garmentes ot 
linnen cloth embꝛodꝛed with golde and em⸗ 
paled with purple. They declared that the 
cauſe of their comminge was to pelde them 
ſelues, their citie, their countrep, and theirs 
libertye(whiche they had kept inuiolatelpe 
by ſo manye ages) to his wyll and appopnt⸗ 
ment, Ok which their lubmiſſion, the Gods 
they ſayed) were authours, and not anpe 
keare: fo2 thep were contented to pealds 
them ſelues bekoꝛe thep hadde pꝛoued their 
power with him. The hinge called a coun⸗ 
ſell, and recepucd them vnder hys pꝛotecti⸗ 
on, appoyntinge to them to pape ſuche try» 
bute as they befoze paped to the Arachoſp⸗ 
ans, And beſpdes to ſende two thauſande 
eue hundzed hozſemenne to ſerue den in 
ys 
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fraft one Hozratas a Pacedon, who in his 
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bis warres : all whiche thinges they per 


fourmed obediently. This done he made a 
at feaſt, wherunto he inuited thoſe Em 


baſfadours, and his loꝛdes. He vſcd therein 


ſumptuous pꝛeparation, ozdeining a hun⸗ 
d;ed beddes of golde to eat vpon: which be- 
ing ſet a ſmall diſtannce one from another, 
were dzalven abont with curtapnes gar⸗ 
niſhed with golde and purple. In that feall 
there was ſhewed and ſett fourth all the er⸗ 
telle and voluptuonſnes , whiche either by 
long cuſtome was bſed emong the Perſt- 
ans, oꝛ by coꝛruption of their olde vſages 
taken bp emonges the Pacedons : the vy⸗ 
tes of bothe thoſe nacions being there min⸗ 
gled and mired togethers. There was at 
that feaſt one Diorippus of Athens, a no 
table champion, by reaſon of his excellent 
foxce well knowen vnto the king, whome 
terteine enuious and malicious perſonnes, 
bet wirt earneſt and paſtyme dyd repꝛoue, 
that he was geuen to fatt his bodpe as an 
bnp2ofitable beaſt: And when that other 
went to the battaile, he woulde anopnt his 
bodye wpth ople, and pzepare hym ſclfe to 
rate. Emonges other that vſed woozdes of 
deſppte againſt hym , there was at þ (amt 
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d:onkenneTechallenged Diorippus, thaf 
i he were a man, he ſhoulde fyght þ'campe 
with him the nert daye vpon life and death, 
where as the king ſhould iudge either him 
tobe raſhe,o2 thother to muche a daſtarde. 
Diorippus then laughynge to-ſkozne the 
pꝛyde and arrogancpe of the ſouldiour, acs 
tepted his pꝛoffer. The nerte daye they 
were moꝛe earneſt to go to the combatte, 
then they were befoze in making of þ chal- 
lenge:therefoze when the king ſawe them 
ſo bent, and that they would not leaue their 
purpoſe, he conſented to their will. There 
were greate numbers of men aſſembled at 
the combate , emonges whome there were 
many Grecians,which fauoured Dioxippꝰ 
parte, The Macedoncame into the Liſtes 
armed at all peeces, holding in bis left hade 
an Jron buckler and a ſpeare, and in hys 
ryght hande a taſtynge launce, and hauing 
hys ſwoꝛde beſides gyzte to hys ſpde, was 
farnyſhed as though he ſhould haue fought 
wyth manye menne at once, Diortppus 
came foozth annoynted with ople, wyth a 
garlande bppon his heade , and hauynge a 
redd cloth wzapte about his left arme, held 
in his right hand a greate knottye cudgell. 
The diucrſitie of their ä 
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Luerp man in a wonderfull expectation. 
Foꝛ they coulde not thinke it only a raſhe⸗ 
nelle, but a madneſſe foz Diorippus that 

was naked, to matche with the other that 
was armed. The Macedon thinking to kill 
bys aduerſary befoze they ſhoulde come to 
hande ſtripes , thzewe at him his Launce, 
Whiche Dioxippus auopded with bendyng 
of hys bodye, t befoze that he coulde charge 
his pyke he leaped to him, and with his cuts 
gell bꝛake the ſame a ſonder. When the 
Matedon had loſt both his weapons, he be⸗ 
ganne to dꝛawe his \wozde:but Dioxippus 
pꝛeuented him with acloaſe,4 taking both 
his keete from vnder him, thꝛew him to the 
earth, and there plucking his \wozde from 
hym, ſet his foote vpon his necke, and helde 
dp his cudgel to haue ſtrikẽ out his bꝛaines 
ik the kyng had not cauſed him to ſtaye hys 
hande. This trpumph ended with diſplea⸗ 
ſure both vnto the Maredons , 4 vnto Aler⸗ 
ander him ſelfe:ſpectally-becauſe this thing 
was done in the Indians pꝛeſente: fearing 
leſt the valyauntneſſe of the Macedons, fa⸗ 
med ſo muche in the woꝛlde, might thereby 
come into contempt , Herupon Alexander 
grudging at Diorippus bare his eares op? 
tothe accuſation of the — 
a 


of Quintus Curtiur. Foz 
{&fowe dayes after had cauſed a golden cup 
to be purpoſely conueped out of the wape: 
which p miniſters hauyng imbeſeled,made 
complaint vnto Alexander of the loſſe ther⸗ 
of, Okt tymes men ſhebwe leſſe conſtanty in 
countenaunce , then in the offence it ſelfe, 
Foz in their complapnt Dioxippus percey- 
ued by their lookes, that they noted hym as 
the thieke, which he coulde not endure, but 
partyng out ok the feaſt (after hee had wilt 
ten a letter to the kyng) he killed him ſelfe, 
Alexander was verpe ſozpe fo2 his deathes 
which he tooke foz no token of repentance, 
but rather of indignacion. Foz afterwards 
it appeared thꝛough the ouermuch reſoiſing 
or his enemies, that he had beene fallly ac- 
tuſed. The Embaſſadours of the Indians 
that were dimiſſed home , wythin a kewe 
dapes after retourned agayne, pꝛeſentyng 
vnto Alexander CCC. hoꝛſes, a thouſands 
t thirtpe wagons, euerp one dꝛawen with 
ſili.hoꝛſes, certeyn veſture of lynnen cloth. 
a P. Indian targets, and one C. talents of 
whyte Iron, both Lyons of a rare bigneſſe, 
Tigres y were made tame, the ſkinnes 
of greate Lyzardes, and the chelles of cer⸗ 
tapne fiſhes, The kyng then commaunded 


Craterus to conduct hys armye a long the 
rpuer 
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- riuer:fwhernpon he ſayled, ꝛ he enberking 
ſuch as were wont to accompany him, with 
the (treame paſſed into p bounds of þ Pals 


llans, from thence came vnto the Dabza⸗ 
tans, which was a nacion of great power, 


not ruled by kinges, but by a gouernement 
of the people. They had gathered toge- 


thcrs vi. thouſande footemen and. vi. thou⸗ 


ſand hoꝛſmen, i v. C. armed wagons, had 
choſen thꝛee capitaines that were appꝛo⸗ 
ued men of warre, But when ſuch as inha⸗ 
bited next vnto the riuer the bankes being 
fall of villages) ſaw all the riuer ſo farre as 
they coulde bie w, ouerſpꝛead with ſhippes, 
and the armour gliſtering of ſo many men 
of war, they were amaſed with p ſtraüge⸗ 
nes ok the ſyght, and thought that ſome ar⸗ 
mpe of the Goddes, oꝛ els Bacchus (whoſe 
name was famous amonges thoſe naciõs) 
had bene come amonges them. The crye of 
the menne of warre, with the tlachynge of 
the oares , and the Fraunge noyſe of the 
marpners, erhoꝛtynge one another, kylled 
full theire fearefull eares. They ranne 
therefoze amonges theire countrey menne 
whiche hadde allembled theire fozce, decla⸗ 
rynge theire madnes pk they woulde con- 
tende wyth Goddes. Foz they ſayed the 
ſhippes coulde not be numbzed, that _ 
tho 
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thoſe [1 people: with which woꝛdes 
thep put luche feare amonges the menne of 
warre of theire owne nation, that they ſent 
immediatlye @mbaſſadours to pelde them 
ſelues. When he hadde receſued theire ſubs 
miſſion, he came the fowerth dape into ans 
other countrep, the people whercofdurſt no 
moꝛe withſtand him, then the reſte did: and 
there he builded a citie which he named A 
lexandria:and fro thence entred into a cofis 
trep,the inhabitours wherof be called Pu⸗ 
ſcans. There he vnderſtode by þ accuſaci6 
of the Paromiſidans 5 Deſterioles (whom 
Alexander had appotncted lieuetenaunt as 
monges them) had ruled in exteſſyue pzyds 
and couetouſnes, and therefoze commaun⸗ 
ded him to be put to deathe. And Oriatres 
lientenaunt of the Bactrians beinge alſa 
accuſed, was not onely acquyted , but alſo 
hadde a greater rule committed vnto hym. 
When he had ſubdued the bttermoſt parts 
of the muſicans, he put a garriſon in theirs 
citie,4 went from thence to another nation 
of the Indians called Pꝛeſtians, of whome 
Dricanus was kinge, whiche with a great 
power got him ſelf into a ſtrong city, which 
Alexander wanne the third day after he be⸗ 
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gan his ſlege. Upon the taking of b towne, 
| Dricanus 
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Ortcanus fled into the callle, and ſent Eny 
baſadours to treate of peace. But befozg 
they were come to Alexanders -p2eſence, 
two towers of the caſtle fell with a greate 
traſhe, by the ruines wherofthe Pacedong 
gote into the caſtle, where Oxitanus which 
with a kew ſtanding at defence, was (lain, 
the caſtle being raſeo, and all that were w⸗ 
in ſolde as ſlaues. Alexander tame into the 
boundes of Sa, where beſpdes many hol⸗ 
des that pelded vnto him, he tooke p ſtron⸗ 
geſt citie of that toũtrey by foꝛce of a mine. 
It ſeemed a monſtrous thing vnto the In⸗ 
dians, (being ignoꝛaunt of ſuche policies of 
warre) fo2 armed men to come fourth of y 
grounde in the middes of their eltte, wher- 
as there appeared befoꝛe no ſigne of anye 
wape vnder the earth. Clytarchus dothe 
pꝛite, that there were fourc ſcoꝛe thouſand 
Indians ſlayne in that countrey , beſides 
many pꝛiſoners ſolde as ſlaues. The Buſt 
cans in the meane tyme rebelled, foꝛ the op⸗ 
pꝛeſſion of whome Phtton was ſent thy⸗ 
ther: who tooke the pꝛinte of the nation pa 
ſoner, t bꝛought him to Alexander, whome 
he cauſed to be hanged vpon a troſſe as the 
anthour of the reuolte, whiche done, retour⸗ 


ned againe to the ryuer where as he hadde 
willed 
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willed his naup to tary foꝛ him. The iitf, 
dape after paſſing downe the ſtreame, hee 
tame to a towne at the entrye of the king⸗ 
dome of Samus : The kyng Whercofhadde 
newly yeldcd him ſelfe,but the citizens dyd 
ſhutt their gates and would not be at com⸗ 
maundement: N hoſe (mall number Alex⸗ 
ander reguarded ſo litle, that he ſent fpue 
hundꝛed Agrians vnto their gates to pꝛofer 
them the ſkyꝛmiſhe, to the entent by retp⸗ 
ring litle and lyt le, they might dzaw them 
out of theire ſtrengthe: thinking that they 
would followe in þ chaſe, when they ſhould 
ſce their enemies flying. The Agrians bpd 
as it was appointed them: foz when thep 
had once pꝛouoked their enemies, they tur- 
ned their backes, and the Indians folowed 
them, till they tame to the embuſhement, 
where the king laye. Then the Agrians 
turned, and the kyght was renucd agayne, 
ſo that of thꝛee thouſande Indians, there 
were fine hundꝛed (latne, and a thouſande 
taken, the reſt retouered again p citie. But 
the end of the bictoꝛie was not ſo pleaſant, 
as it appeared in the beginning: ſoꝛ » In⸗ 
dians had ſo enuenomed their woꝛds, that 
ſuche as were hurt, died of their wonndes. 


And te Pytlicions tould not deuiſc ö cauſe 
Nn. i. of

of ſo ſtraunge a death: foꝛ euen the verpe 
taht hurtes were vncurable. The Jndtas 
truſted that Alexander chꝛough his raſhe⸗ 
nefſc might haue come within that daun⸗ 
ger. which by chaunce fyghting emonges 5 
thickeſt, eſcaped vnhurt. tholomeus was 
lightly wounded vpd his left ſhoulder: who 
being in a greater daunger,then the greats 
neſſe of his wounde ſhewed,cauſed p kyng 
to becarcfull of him, Fo2he was neare of 
his kinne, and as ſome thought Philip was 
bis father: but it is certein that his mother 
was Philip his concubine, Be was one of 
them that had the charge of the kinges per⸗ 
ſon, a valpant man of warre, and pct-moze 
famous in the faculties of peace, Mee was 
moderate both in his apparaile and lining: 
_Ffberall,eaſyto be ſpoken to, and wythout 
any luche height of mpnd, as is wont to be 
in men deſcended ok bloud ropal: by rcaſon 
of whiche qualities, it is vncertein whether 
he was better beloued with the king, oꝛ w 
the reſt of men. That was the fyꝛſt occaſion 
he had to pꝛoue howe the mpndes of menne 
were affectionat towardes him: foꝛ euen in 
that daunger the Pacedons began to de⸗ 
kine of his foꝛtune, wherunto after wards 
de alcended, They had no leſſccare of Pto⸗ 
| | lomeus 
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lomeus.then of the king him ſelf: who vſed 
bym ſo familiarty , that when he was we⸗ 
ryed epther with trauaple oz care of mynd. 
woulde ſit foꝛ his ſolace with Ptholomeus: 
and at that tyme cauſed hys bedde to bee 
bꝛought into his owne chaumber. When 
Ptholomeus was laid there, he fei ſodain⸗ 
ly in a pꝛofound ſleape, in the whiche it ſee⸗ 
med that a Dꝛagon offered to hym an herb 
out of his mouthe, foꝛ the healynge ol hys 
wounde, and taking awape of the venime. 
Mhen he awaked, he declared hys dꝛeam, 
and ſhewed both the colour and faſhion of 
the herbe,afirming that he could know it, 
if any man could fynde it out . Thatſams 
was ſougt by ſo many, that at legthit was 
found,and being pat vpon the wounde, th 
payne ſtreigt wales teſſed, and the band 
within ſhoꝛt ſpace was cloſed. Mhen the 
Indlans were diſapointed of the hoape 
they had cocetued that wap, they pelded the 
lelues and their citic!, From thence Alex⸗ 
ander went into the nerte tount rey called 
Pathalia, the king wherof called Meris left 
the citie and fledd into the mountames: ſo 
that Alexander toke the ſame , 4 dcftroped 
all the countrey , kynding both a wonder⸗ 
full pꝛape of thecpe,of cattall, and of cone. 
Nn. i. There 
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There he fooke Pilotes that knewe the ri⸗ 
uer, and came vnto an Jlande which ſtoode 
in the mpddes of the ſtream, where he was 
compelled to remaine the longer, becauſe 
the Pilotes being negligently kepte, were 
eſcaped awape. He ſent therefoꝛe to ſeeke 
out other: but when he coulde fynde none, 
there entered a vehement deſpꝛe into hys 
head to viſite without any gupde the octean 
Sea, and the ende ofthe woꝛlde, commpt⸗ 
tyng his owne life, and the lyucs of ſo ma⸗ 
ny thouſandes , to a ryner whiche none of 
them dyd knowe. Thep ſapled as men ig⸗ 
noꝛaunt of all places they tame vnto: ep⸗ 
ther how farre the Sea was diſtaunt from 
them, what nacions did inhabite the coun⸗ 
treis therabouts, oꝛ whether the mouth of þ 
rpaer were nauygable foz Gallies oz no. 
An all theſe thinges they were ledde by a 
blynde and doubt full imaginacion, hauing 
no other tomfoꝛte in their raſhe enterpziſe, 
but onely p they truſted to their continuall 
felicitie , Mhen they had gone fo2lwardes 


tolde the king that they felte the atre ol the 
ſea: whereby they knewe chat the Occean 
was at hande, Therat he reiopſed greatly, 
and crhozted p mariners, that they woulde 
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in all that they myght, make waye wyth 
their oares to bꝛing hym to the {yght of the 
ende ofthe wozlde, whiche he hadde ſo long 
deſpꝛed. owe (quod hee) — is per⸗ 
fyte, when our manhoode is luche that 
can ſtape vg: Nowe ye oz is is NO 
our handes without any kurth 
02 * of blood. Nowe Gince 
kame wzought be ſo den dnn a, We that 
choꝛtip ſee thinges vnknowen ſaupng tothe im⸗ 
moztall Goddes. Pet notwi N hee 
ſet terteine bpon lande to take ſame of the 
countrey men, hy whome he truſted to haue 
knowen moze terteintie ar the truth, 595 
they ſearched out their tottages, at lengeh 
they kaunde out certaine that were 17 770 
{Uhiche being demaunded howe fa 
Dea Was from them, they made ay bi 
that they neuer heard it named, but they 
laide that within thzee dapes ſaplinge — 
ſhoulde come vnto a place, where as a bꝛac⸗ 
kiſhe water did cozrupt þ kreche: By which 
wozdes the mariners vnderſfood that they 
ment the Sea, of the nature whereof the 
peaple were tgnozant, Then the mariners 
rowed theerefullye; theire deſyes grawing 
cner the greater, as they appꝛoched neerg 
bnto the place, whiche they hoaped to be the 
ende of their tranayle, The third day they 
Nn. ii. tame

tame where the lea and the rpuer fopyed 
together, miringe wyth a ſmalle floud their 
waters that were of a contrarpe nature. 
Then becauſe the tpyde was ſomewhat as 
gainſte them, they haled to wardes another 
Ilande ſtandinge in the myddes of the ry⸗ 
ucr,lwhiche beinge an eaſpe place lo lande 
at, the Patedones ranne aboute to ſecks 
victuals, in ſuertie(as they thought) beinge 
ignozaunt of the chaunce that came vppon 
them, The thy:de hower accozdinge to the 
dꝛdinarpe courſe, the tyde came fromthe 
Sea, and with his fozce did dziue the ſtreme 
backe warde, whiche at the fyzft beinge but 
ffaped;was afterwardes ſo vehemently re⸗ 
pulfed , that'it cauſed the water to returne 


ſwyfte ftreame is wonte ta runne. Th 
common ſoꝛte that kue we not the nature 
the Occean, thought the ſame to be a won? 
derfall matter, and that it had bene a token 
ſent to them foꝛ the Goddes wꝛar he: and 
whiles they were in that fmaginacton , bs 
Sea ſwellynge mote and moze , oucrflo- 
wed the lande whyche they ſawe befo:e 
dꝛye: and as the water roaſe , the ſhpppes 
mounted, and all the nauye was dyſperk⸗ 


led here and there. Suche as were — 
and

lande were amaſed with the ſodeinenes of 
the thinge, e ran from all partes in great 
feare vnto theire ſhyppes, But in a tumutt 
haſte doth hurte, and geeucth impediment, 
Some there were that went about to ſetto 
their ſhippes koꝛwardes: other foꝛbad rows 
ing 4 remoued not at al. Other whiles they 
made haſte awap, and woulde not tarye to 
take in their company,moucd vnaptly, and 
could make no wap, Some, when they ſalw 
them pꝛeſſe a ſhipbo2d in ſuch thꝛonges, foz 
fcare of takinge in to many, would receiue 
none at all: So that both multitude 1 [mall 
numbꝛe, was a let vnto the haſt they made. 
The crye that ſome made in biddinge men 
tarpe, t the noyſe that other made willinge 
them to goe koꝛwardes, with theire voptes 
that differed , and agreed not in one effecte, 
toke awape the vſe both of theire ſpyght and 
hearinge. The mariners could not help the 
matter, whoſe woꝛdes in the tumult toulde 
not be harde, noꝛ their commaundementes 
obſerued amonges men in feare and out of 
oder. The ſhippes therefoze daſhed one a⸗ 
gaynſte another, the Dares craiyed a ſun⸗ - 
der, and eucrye ſhype cpthcr thꝛuſte fo2- 
tardes, oꝛ put backe another. No manne 


woulde haue tudged it to be one Nanysy 
Nn. iiij. but 
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but rather two ſund2pye fyghting a battayl 
together vppon the Sea. The pꝛozes dyd 
ſtrike againſt the puppes: ſuch as went be⸗ 
foꝛe troubled them that came after, and the 
woꝛdes of menne in their wꝛath came vnto 
ſtrppes. By that tyme the fludde had ouer⸗ 
flowen all the plaines theraboutes, ſo that 
nothyng appeared aboue the water (auing 
the hilles, which ſeamed Ipke litle Jlandes, 
wherunto many did ſwimme and left their 
ſyippes koꝛ feare. Whyles the naupe thug 
dyſparklcd abꝛode, partelp ſtoode a kloote, 
when thep happened in any valley, 4 part- 
lye ſticked vpon the grounde, if they dyd hit 
vpon the flattes, accozding to the grounds 
which was ouerklowẽ : ſodeinly there tame 
another terrour greater then the firſt, Foz 
when the Sea began to ebbe, the water fell 


backe againe into his wonted courſe, wyth 


ſo great violence, as it came fozwardes and 
reſtozed the ſpaht ofthe lande, whyche be- 
foze was dꝛowned as in a deepe Sea. The 
ſhippes then fozſaken of the water fell vpõ 
their ſpdes, and the fieldes were ſtrowen 
wyth bꝛoken booꝛdes and wyth peeces of 
Oares. The ſouldicrs durſt not go foozth 


to lande, and pet were in doubt to tarrye a 


ſhipbozdc looking euer foz ſome greater 
miſchiel 
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miſchiefe to come, then that they ſa we pꝛe⸗ 
ſent oꝛ paſte. They coulde ſcarcely beleue 
that they ſawe and ſuffered , whiche was 
ſhipw2acke vpon the land, the Sea withs 
in a rpuer. And thought no ende could come 
ok this miſchieke: foꝛ they knewe not that 
the kludde ſhoulde ſhoztly retourne agayn, 
and ſet their ſhippes aflote , And therefoze 
they imagined to them ſelues famine and 
all extremities + The monſters alſo of the 
Dea, whyche after the water was paſte, 
werelefte on dzpe lande, put them in great 
feare. The nyght appꝛoched, and dyſpapꝛze 
b;onght the king into a greate agonpe. 
Pet no care coulde ſo ouertame hys harte 
that was inuincible, but that he watched 
all nyght, and ſent hoꝛſemen to the mouth 
ok the Rpuer, to bzing him wooꝛd when the 
tyde tame. He tauſed two ſhips that were 
bꝛoken to bee amended, and ſuche as were 
duerwhelmed, to be hopſed bp agayn, wars 
nyng all menne to lye in wapte and bee in 
redineſſe againſte the water ſhould aryſe. 

When hee had conſumed all that nyght in 
watching, and geuing erhoztacion to hys 
men, [ireight wayes the hoꝛſemen retour ⸗ 
ned a mapne gallop, and the flud folowed 


them: which myldly encreaſpng, began to 
raiſe 
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raiſe againe their ſhippes, 4 when it hadde 
once oaerfiowen the banks, the whole na- 
uvc began to moue. Then all the coaſte rc- 
boundcd with tye vnmeaſurable retoicing 
that the ſouldlours and mariners made fot 
their ſakegard, wherof they were befoze in 
de ſpalre. TV hen they ſaw the danger paſt, 
they enquired with wonder one of another, 
by what reaſon the ſea coulde ſo ſoone after 
that maner ebbe and fiowe, and debated þ 
nature of that clement, which one lohile dif 
agreed, and another while was obedient 
t ſubiect to pᷣ tyme. The king contecturing 
by the ſignes he had ſcene befo2e, that after 
the ſonne ryſing the tyde would ſerut hys 
purpoſe to pꝛeuent the matter, at midnight 
wyth a fewe ſhippes he fleeted downe the 
ſtreame, and paſſing out at the mouth of-y. 
rpuer, entred fourc hundzed kurlonges into 
ng the thyng that he 


— 


the ſea, where atteyn 
de ſyꝛed anade Igerikice to the Goddes of the 


Sea, which were wozthipped in thoſe cou 
Trepes, F returned againeVbnfo — naupe. 


rom thence þ nert dap he retourned back- 
wardes agapnſte the Urcame, and arrys 
ued at a ſalt lake, the nature wherof beyng 
bnknowen., diſceiued many that raſhly en 
tcred into the water: foz their bodyes 1 
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by became full of ſcabbes, which diſeaſe tas 
ken by ſome, the contagion therof infected 
many other. But thep found that oile was 
aremedy fo2 the ſame, Alexander lying (ill 
with his armie, waiting fo2 the ſpꝛing time 
ofthe yere,ſent Leonatus befazeby þ land 
way where he thought to paſſe; fo2 to dygg 
welles, becauſe the countrey was very dꝛye 
and de ſtitute of water. In the meane ſeas 
ſon he buylded many Cities, and cõmaun⸗ 
ded Nearchus and Oneſicritus (that were 
moſte experte ot nauall thinges) wyth hys 
ſtrongeſt chippes to paſſe into the Occean, 
and to go ſo farre fozwardes as they might 
wyth ſaretye, foz to vnderſtande the nature 
ofthe Dea:and willed them at their returns 
to lande epther withtn that Ryuer , 02 els 
wpthin Ewpbrates, Whenthe winter was 
well paſſed,he burned thoſe ſhippes which 
hee occupted not, and conneied his armys 
by lande. After ir. encampinges, be tame 
into the countrep of the Arabitans, + from 
thence in nyne dayes tame emonges p Ges 
dꝛoſtans: which being a free natyon, by a 
generall caunſaple hadde emonges them, 
yelded them lelues:ot᷑ whac there was not 
any thing demaunded, ſauing onely victu⸗ 
als, The v, day he came vnto a riuer 15

the tountrey men call Baraban beponde the 


meus + Leonatus, t ſo waſted the cofitrey 
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which there lape a barrain countrep great 
ly deſtitute of water,thzough the whiche he 
paſſed, and entredemonges the Hoꝛitans. 
There he betooke the greater parte of hys 
armp to Epheſtion, and parted his ſouldi⸗ 
ours that were lygbt armed with Ptholo- 


with thꝛee armies at once, and tooke great 
Ptholomeus burned towardes the 
Sea, Leonatus vpon the other hande, and 
Alexander him ſelke in the mpddes, Jn that 
countrey he buplded alſo acttte , 4 bzonght 
men out ot. Arrachoſia to inhabite it, From 
thence he came emonges þ Indians, which 
lying vp the dea coaſt, do inhabite a great 
countrey, that is waſte e deſert, They ble 
no traffike, entercourſe, noꝛ conuerſacion 
with any of their nepghbours: but the de⸗ 
ſertneſſe of their countrey made them ſa⸗ 
uage, beyng wylde ok their owne nature. 
They ware long napyles, whiche they ne⸗ 
uercutt, and long heare ; that was neuer 
clipped . They made their howſes'of the 
ſhelles of Fiſhes,and of other thinges that 
the Dea caſt bp: And being clad wyth the 
ſkynnes of wylde beaſtes , eate fiſhe dyed 
wyth the Dunne , and feddg bppon _— 
| mo 
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monſterous fiſhes as the Sea caſt vppon 
the lande. Here the Pacedons conſumed 
their victualles, andfirſte endured ſcarci⸗ 
tie, and after wardes extreme hunger, ſear⸗ 
thyng out in euerpe place the rootesof the 
palmes whiche is the onelye tree that gro⸗ 
weth in that countrey, But whe that kinde 
of nouriſhement fapled them, they kylled 
theire tariage beaſtes , and abſteined not 
from their hozſcs: whereby lackyng beaſtes 
to beare their baggage they were enfozced 
toconſume with tyꝛe þ ſpoiles of their ene⸗ 


mies, whiche hadde cauſcd them to trauatie Tong 
into the vttermoſt boundes of the Orient. 


After their famine folowed apeſtilence: foz 
the bnacuſtomed nouryſhement of the vn⸗ 
holſome meates they did cat, wyth the tra- 
uayle of their tourney and the care of mynd 
ſpꝛead diſeaſes emonges them, in ſuch ſozte 
that they coulde neyther continue in a place 
noꝛ yet go fozwardes wythout great deſ- 
truction. Munger oppꝛeſſed them when 
they tarped: and the Peſtilence was moze 
vehement euer as they went fo2wardes. 
The fieldes therefoꝛe were ſtrowen full of 
menne that were halfe dead, andhalfe as 
lyue. And ſuche as were but ſmallye ſicke, 
were not able to follo we tharmpe: it 3 
ched 
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c<cd wyth ſache ſpeede:' Foꝛ every mann 
thought to further ſo muche his owne ſafes 
guarde, as by makpug halt hc could get bes 
foe bys fellowes . Suche as famted and 
toulde not followe , deſired bothe ſuthe as 
they kne we and knewe not, to helpe them 
foʒwardes. But they had no beaſtes wher ' 
upon to ſctt them: andthe ſouldiours could 
ſcarſip beare their owne armour , whyche 
had the imminent miſchtefe that fell vppon 
other menne, repꝛeſented befoze their owne 
eyes. UU herfoze, when thep were called vp⸗ 
pon, they woulde not vouchſaufe once to 
looke backe:fearc hadde ſo: taken away all 
compaſſion from them. Then they whiche 
were lente behynde, trycd vpon the goddes 
and their king fo helpe, alleging that they 
were all of one religion, which was a band 
fo2 one to releue another. But when they 
had crped long in vapne vnto theire dealt 
eares, thꝛough deſperation they raged, wil⸗ 
ſhyng the like ende to their frendes 4 tom⸗ 
paignions, that they themſelues endured, 
The king troubled both with ſozowe and 
with ſhame becauſe he, and none cls ſhould 
bee the cauſe of ſo greate deſtruccion of hys 
men, dyd ſwꝛite to Ph:atapherncs rulerof 
the Parthemans to ſends to him vppo o 
me 
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melles, victualles in redineſſe to be caten, £ 
tertificd the pꝛinces of the count reys theras 
bout of his neceſlitie, Whiche did not ſlarke 
the tyme, but made pꝛouiſſon accozdpnge to 
bis will. Thus his armpe deliuered onelpe 
from famine, was b!ought within p boüds 
of the Gedzoſians: And fo: aſmuche as the 
ſame was a countrep fcrtill of all thinges, 
he thought good to tape there awhile with 
reſt to reconer agapne his feeble ſouldiers. 
There he recepued letters from Leonatus, 
howe he had wonne the victoꝛx or the Bo» ⸗ 
ritans, wWhpche encountred him with vm. 
thouſand footemen,s v.hundzed hoꝛſemen: 
t was adnertiſed alſo from Craterus, how 
he hadde taken and putt in holde D3zincs t 
Zariaſpes noble menne of Pee, that went 
about to rebell. Alexander alſo vnderſtan⸗ 
bing that Memnon was dead, gaue the 
charge of the countrep, whereof he had the 
rule,vnto Stburtius, 4 afterwardes went 
into Carmania. Aſpaſtes was gourrnour 
of that action: who beepng ſuſpected of 
nnouacion-, whyles Alexander was in 
India, mette hym on hys waye . But hee 
diſſimulynge hys pꝛe, entertapned hym 
gentlp, and dyd to him his accuſtomed hos 
nour, till ſuche time as he had beiter m 
0 
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to his appointment, (ent out of all coun 


king p ſame w p2ecions furnimẽtes p king 
lventfozmoſtw his frendes,4 next to them 
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of the matter,which was layd againſt him, 
hen the pzinces of India had, attoꝛdynge 


treys vnder his Empire, great plentye of 
Hozſe and other beaſtcs, bothe of cariage x 
of dzaught,he gaue cartage again to ali ni 
that wanted, and reſtozed their armour to 
the fozmer brwtifulneſe, and cxcellencye, 
Fo2 they were come into a countrey tops 
ning vpon Perſe, whiche both was haboun⸗ 
daunt of all thinges , and alſo quietly eſtes 
bliſhed vnder his ſubiection. He thought it 
then a tyme to counter fept Bacchus in the 
gloꝛpe and fame, whiche he gott cmonges 
thoſe nations. TA hither it were a tryumph 
that Bacchus fy2ſt (inſtituted , 02 a paſtyme 
of him vſed in dꝛonkenneſſe. Alerader was 
determined to counterfeit his doinges, has 
ning his mynde puffed vp aboue mannes 
eſtate, Pecommaunded thcrefoze all the 
villages though out the whiche he ſhoulde 
paſſe, to be ſtrowen with flowers and gar- 
landes, and wpne to bee ſett fourthe befoze 
enery mans doare, foꝛ all men that would 
dꝛink. He cauſed wagons alſo to be made of 
largenes,able to cary great nübers: e det⸗ 


his 
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his guard wearing vpon their tnnen gar⸗ 
lands of flowers, ſom plaping vpon fluits, 
and ſom bpon harpes: Euerp one generalp 
thꝛough tharmye decked his chariot acco2- 
ding to his habilitie, and ſubſtance, wheras 
they genen to bankettinge, did hange cheire 
riche armour beſides them. Alexander with 
ſuche as he called to higcompany, was cari⸗ 
ed in a chariot laden with cuppes of gold, $ 
other golden veſſel: he with his dꝛonken ar 
mye, marched thus. vij.vayes together in 
oſtentatton of the pꝛape they hadde gotten: 

Wherein' they ſhewed ſathe diſolutencs, 
that if one. . of the ſubdued people durft, 
duringe that time haue geuen them the on 
let, they might haue taken them pꝛiſoners, 
and lod them awape in triumphe: But fo2s 
tune whiche hath appointed both kame and 
eſtimacion to thinges, turned all this diſoz- 
der vnto his glozy; Foz both the age p was 
then, and the poſteritie p came after, mers 
uelled, and tooke it foz a wonder, vᷣ he dur 
90 lo viſſolutelpe amongrs thoſe nacions, 
not pet eſlabliched vnder his Imppꝛe, the 
barbarous people reputinge his raſhenes;' 
fox an affured confidence. But ſheddinge of 
bloade enfued after thys tryumphe. Fox 
bunte Aſpaſtis (ſpoken of bcfoze)was com»: 
Dol, maunded

maunded to be put to deathe: ſo v vis ereeſſe 
in voluptuouſnes was no let vnto bis cruel 


tie, noꝛ trueltie nn to his voluptu⸗ 
ouſnes. 


«The tenth booke of Quintus 
Curtius, of the actes of Alexander 
the great, kyng of Macedon. 


FF out the ſame time, Clean 
der, Sitalces, Agatbon, 2 he 
SS 72 N N racon, which by the kings ap⸗ 
A vovyntment had put Parmt⸗ 
Into to death, returned to hun 
* — with thẽ. v. M. kootemen 4a thow 
ſand hoꝛſemen. There were manyatcuſers 
v followed the out of the pꝛoulnte, 'whercof 
they had the gonernance:U hoſe behayour 
there was ſuche, that the acceptableſernice 
they had don to Alexander in killing of Par 
menio, could be no ſatiſfaction fo the mul⸗ 
titude of the offences thepe had commilted, 
They vſed ſuch an vnjnerſall ſpoite;not ab! 
ſteyning from the temples,noz from ſacred 
thing es. The virgins alſo « great;ladiesof 
the countrey, whom they had rauiſhed,com 
plapned of them;lamenting the ſhame they 
had ſuſtepned. They vſed ſach couetouſnes 
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and ino dinate luſt in their out hoꝛilte, that 
it cauſed the name of the Pacedons to be ha 
ted amongſt thoſe naciõs. And pet amongſt 
all the reſt, Cleanders offece was moſt hoz- 
rible, whiche rautſhing a virgyn ok noble 
blonde, gane her to hys lane to vſe as hys 
Concubpne. The moze part of Alexanders 
frendes weare not ſo muche offended wyth 
theire crueltye and foule actes ( whereof 
theye weare accuſed) as with the remem- 
bꝛaunte of Parme nio hys deathe, whyche 
they kepte in ſilence, leaſte the rehcarſall 
thereof,myghte haue pꝛocured them fauour 
with the king: reiopſpng that the kynges 
wzath was fallen vppon the miniſters of 
hys pꝛe, and that noe power noz anthozitye 
gotten by euell meanes ;conlde haue anye 
long continuaunce. Alexander hearyng the 
tauſe, ſapde that thaccuſers ouerſlipte the 
greateſt offence, whyche was the dyſpaire 
of his ſaueguarde. Fo2 ik thepe hadde ep⸗ 
ther hoaped oꝛ belcened that he ſhonld euer 
baue returned oute of India, thepe durſt ne- 
ner (hee ſayde) haue commptted any ſuche 
offences. Bee cõmaunded them therefoze to 
puſon, ⁊ put. bi.hundꝛed ſouldiers to death, 
had been the miniſters of theire crueltye:x 
they alſo were trecuted p ſame day, whiche 
Oo.. Craterus 


thereof ſtoode a pyller where as kyng Cri

Craterus had bꝛought as authozs of the rg 
bellion out of®ey/:e, Mithin a while after 
Nearchas 4 Oneſicritus,whiche had beene 
commaunded by the kyng to ſcarch the Oc⸗ 
teã ſea, returning vnto him, declaring ſom 
thinges by knowlege,and ſome by repozte: 
They ſhcwed him ot an Zland not far from 
the mouth of Indus, which habounded with 
golde, and had no bꝛeede of hoꝛſes amongſt 
them: wherefoze the inhabitoꝛs would gene 
a talent ot golde fo2 enery hozſe bꝛought fro 
the mapne lande. They alſo tolde ofgreate 
monſterous fiſhes(wherof thoſe ſeas were 
full) which caried downe W the tide, would 
ſhew their bodies aboue the water, as byg 
as a great ſhip, and follow their naup wyth 
a terrible nopſe. And when they dpued vn⸗ 
derneath the water, they troubled the (eas, 
as it had been in a ſhipwꝛacke. Theſe were 
things they had ſeen:the reſt they had reeti⸗ 
ued by repoꝛt of thinhabitours:as how that 
p red ſea tooke his name of king Exithzus, 
and not of the colour of the water. Thoye 
ſhewed alſo of another Jland not far fr 
the mayn land growing ful of palme tree 
where ivas a great wood, and in the mydll 


thus was buried en inſcription ok ſucht 
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letters as be vſed in the countrey. They ads 
ded beſides, that ſuche mariners as taried þ 
| merchauntes , and the dzudges of tharmpe, 
though couetouſnes of the gold, which had 
| beene repoꝛted vnto them, landed in the J- 
| lande, and were neuer ſcene after, Theire 
woꝛdes moued Alexander much, & put hym 
| in a great deſire, to get moꝛe certainiknow-s 
| ledge of thoſe parties:and therfoze hecom- 
| maunded them againe tothe Sea, willyng 

that thep ſhould coaſt the land, til they came 

within the Niuer of Euphrates, ( from thẽte 

to come bp to Babilan againlte the ſfreame, 

The thigs were tinfinit p he copaſſed in his 
hed,foz he determined after he had bzought 
| y Seacoaſt of þ Oꝛient bnder his ſubiectiõ, 


to go out of Siri into Apbricke,fo2 penuye 
he bare to the c arthagens: ſed from 
thence to paſſe ouer the deſertes of NAmidia 
towardes Gades,where hee vnderſtoode by 
the fame, p Hercules had planted hys pyl⸗ 
lers:and ſo directing his tourney thzoughs 
Spapne(the which the Greekes ok the Rt- 
uer Iberus call Iberia) to goe ouer 5 Apes, 
t ſo into 140, till he ſhould come to þ coaſt 
wher p next paſſage was bnto EHu. Fo 
boy bent he g aue commaundement to his 

Oo, iuj⸗ otlſecrs 
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officers in 21eſoporami4,that they ſhould ent 
downe timber in the mount Lib41#5,4 cons 
uey the ſame to Cap/agas a city in Siria. And 
there to make galleis of ſuch greatnes, that 
eucry one of them might be able to carp. vu. 
gares bpon a bank, 4 from thence he willed 
them tobe conueped bnto Babilon. He ſente 


tommaundement to thekinges of Cypres, to 


farniſh them of Jron,hemp, t ſatles;UWhi- 
les theſe things were in dooing, he reccined 
letters from Po2us,+ Tariles,ſignifying þ 
Abiazares was dead of a diſeaſe, and that 
Philip his lieutenant in thoſe parties was 
llaine, and they put to deathe that were the 
doers therof. Alexander in the place of Pht- 
Ipp appointed Eudemon that was captain 
of the Thꝛacians, t gaue Ablazares kings 
dome vnto his ſonne. From thence he came 
to Paſargades a countrepe of the Perſians, 
whereof Dzſines was Loꝛd: which both in 
nobilitie and riches, exteeded all other men 
in thoſe parties, as one that conueped hys 
pedigree from Cirus, that ſomttime was 
king of Perſie. The riches his pzedeceſſours 
left him was great:andhee by a long tonti⸗ 
nuaunte in his enheritaunce and authozitys 
had muche encreaſed the ſame, Ne mette A⸗ 
lexander comming thetherwards, and pꝛe⸗ 
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fented both him, and his frendes with gifts 
of ſuud ap ſoztes,which were a multitude ol 
hoꝛſes, read to be ridden pon, Chariottes 
wꝛoughte with golde and ſiluer, pꝛerious 
ſtuſke, excellent pearles and pꝛecious ſtones; 
weighty velſels of golde, roabes of purple, 
and, iii. M.talentes of copned ſiluer: But 
that his liberalitie was occaſion of his deth, 
Foz when hee hadde pꝛeſented al the kings 
frendes with giftes aboue theire deſire, hee 
honoured not lyith any giftes at all Bago⸗ 
as the Eunuch, whom Alerander ſpecialip 
fauoured fo2 the bſage hee hadde of hym, 
There were ther foꝛe that gaue him admo⸗ 
nicion how much Alerander eſteemed Ba⸗ 
goas, but hee aunſwered them, that hys cul⸗ 
tome wag to honoure the kinges frendes and noe 
| harlottes; Moꝛ that it was not the Perſiang ma- 
ner to haue anpe in eſtimacion, whiche did etfemi⸗ 
nate them ſelues with ſo ſhamful an abuſe. N hẽ 
his woozdes were repozted to the Eunuche, 
he vſed the power whiche her had gotten w 
' diſhoneſt meanes, to the deſtruction of that 
noble and innocent an. Foz hee did ſuboz⸗ 
nate certaine lewd perſons of Oꝛſines coũ 
trep,to bꝛyng in falſe accuſactons agapnſte 
hym, whiche hee willed them to pꝛeſent at 
ſuche time as hee ſhoulde appoint vnto the, 
In b mean ſeaſõ, whenſoeuer Bagoag got 
% Oo. ſiij. the 
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gebn alone, hee would fill hys credaloug 


ſimuling the cauſe; of his diſpleaſure, leaſte 
therby hee might loſe the credit of his falſe 
repo2t, The king haddenot ©/ſines pet in 
ſuſpect of ſuch matter as afterwardes was 
laide againſt him; but he beganne to growe 
with him out of eſtimacion. Mis accuſaepon 
was euer ſo ſecret, that he could neuer get 
knowledge of the perill that was pzpueclys 
wꝛought againſte him, That impoztunate 
harlot, in his vile connerſacion had with the 
king, was mindefall euer of the malice hee 
bare to Ozſines, whom he would not ceaſe 
to bꝛing in ſuſpicion of couetouſne s, oꝛ ot 
rebellton,ſo oft as he ſaw Alcrander bents 
to vſe him familiarly. Bp that time the falſe 
accuſacions were in redines, which hee had 
pꝛepared to the deſtruction ofthe innocent: 
whoſe fatall deſteny that did appꝛoch, could 
not be auopded. It chaunced that Alexander 
"guſed the tombe wherein Cirus his bodys 


ee ceremonies fo the dead: But thin⸗ 
king in very deede his tombe had been ful 
of gold and ſiluer, wherot there was a con- 
ſtaunt tame amongſt þ Perſians. But whẽ 
ſt was vis wed, there was ncht but 
à rolte 
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cares with tales againſt D:ſines, euer diſs 
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x rotten target, two Scithian bowes,and a 
ſweoꝛd. Alexander cauſed the coſfyn lwherin 
Cirus body was lapd, to be touered with þ: 
garment he accuſtomed to weare, g ſet ther 
upon a crowne of golde, marueiling þ there 
was no moꝛe ſumptuouſnes vſed in burpall 
of ſuch a king, endued with ſo great riches, 
lying there but after thecomon ſozt of men. 
TUhen this thing was in dooing, Bagoas 
ſtoode-nerte vnto Alexander, whoe behelde 


him in the face and ſapde: what maruetleis it 


the ſepulchzes of kinges be emptye, when 
—.— houſes be not able to receiue the gold they 


aue taken out from thence? Fox Lo _ 
winks grey mn befoze: but . 
there ., ee thouſand — 


Cirus oced O 
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of the thynge, whiche he know he — not keepc. 
When he had thus ſturred vp Alexanders 
wꝛath agatnſt P:ſincs, he pꝛeſented them, 
whom hee had ſubozned to accuſe him: By 
whoſe repoꝛt, and by Bagoas ſurmiſed tas 
les, Alerander was fo incenſed againſt D2- 
fines,that he was put in pꝛiſon, befoꝛe hee 
conlde ſuſpect Þ hee was accuſcd. The Eu⸗ 
nuche was not contented: with the deſtruc⸗ 
tion of this innocent man, but at his deaths 
layde violent handes bpon him: Unto who 
D/ſines ſapde:3 haue hearde that — 

n 


e And hee whyche beſfowed kyngdomes vp⸗ 
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in times paſt haue reigned,and bon great 
rule in. Iſiaæ: but it is now a moʒe ſtraunge 
thpng,that a geldyng chould haue the Em⸗ 
pire in his handes. Thys was the ende of 
the moſt noble man amongſt the Perſians, 
who was not only an innocent in this mat 
ter, but ſuche one as bare ſinguler aſtection 
vnto Alexander, and had ſhewed greate ly⸗ 
beralitie to him and his. At the ſame tyme 
Phꝛadates, whiche was ſuſpected to haue 
gone about to make him ſelt kyng, was put 
to death. Alexander began then to be muche 
enclyned to the heading ol bloud, and to be 
credulous in hearyng of euyll repozt: pꝛol⸗ 
peritie is of ſuch a fo2ce to chaunge a mans 
nature, wherein felve men haue conſidera⸗ 
cion of vertue. Thus he which a litle befoze 
would not condempne Linceſtes Alerider, 
when hee was accuſed by twoe wytneſſes: 
d ſuffred diuers of moze meane eſtate to be 
acquyted,though it grudged hys mynde,be- 
cauſe theye ſeemed not gylty to other men:

pon hys enempes, whom hee hadde ſubdu⸗ 


ed, was in the ende ſo muche altered from 
hys fozmer inclpnacion, that agapnſte hys 
owne appetite, at the wyll of an harlot, 


bee woulde geeue kyngdomes to 5 
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take awaye the lynes from other. Abouts 
the ſame tyme hee reteiued letters of things 
doone in Ewope, where by hee vnderſtoode 
that whiles he was in Jad, Zopirtus his 
Kentenaunt in Thrace made a fourncye as 
gainſt the Gees, where by ſloꝛmes and tems 
peſtes that ſodainly roſe vpon htm, he was 
deſtroped and all his army. When Seuthe⸗ 
fodzpſas vnderſtoode the defcate of that ars 
mpe, her p2ocured the Dd2tftans that were 
his countrep me to reuolt: So that al Thrace 
was in maner loſt thereby, and Greece ſtove 
in no great ſuertpr. The wzpters of the ac-s 
tes of great Alexander, make mencion in 
this place of Calanus an Indian, that was 
verye famous in Phtloſophpe, which by the 
perſwaſſon of kyng Tariles followed Alex 
ander, and ended his lpke after a ſtraunge 
ſoꝛt. MA hen hee hadde liued thzec ſcoꝛe and 
xtqj. yeares withoute anve diſcaſe , at hys 
comming into Per /i, hee felt a paine in hys 
belpe, whereby coniectur ing that the end of 
his life was come, leaſte ſuche a perpetuall 
felicitie as he had liued in, ſhould be ſpotted 
with any long diſeaſe, oz tozmented with þ 
multitude of medicines, whiche Phiſicions 
vie to miniſter , requpꝛed Alexander that 
= myghte caaſe a fyer to A 
urne 
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burne him ſelle in the lame. The king beg 
to dillwade him from his purpoſe, thinkyng 
to haue bꝛought him krõ the doing of ſo hoꝛ⸗ 
rible an acte:but when hee perteiued wyth 
what ſtedfaſtnes 4 conſtãcp he ſtoode in hig 
entent, and that there was no wap to kepe 
bim anp longer in life, he ſuffred a fper to be 
made accoꝛding to his will, wherinto Cala⸗ 
nus did ride on hoꝛſebacke, making firſt his 
pꝛaier to the goddes ot his countrey: and tas 
king the Pacedons by the handes, required 
them v they would ſpend that day pleaſant 
Iye in banqueting with theire king, whom 
Win a while he ſhould ſee at B lon. UM hen 
he had ſpoken thoſe woꝛdes, he went mere⸗ 
Ip into p per, wher as plying his body tom⸗ 
lp, kept (fil the ſame geſture t coũtenaunte 
at his deth, which he was wot to vſe, TUhe 
the fyer flamed the trumpettes blewe, the 
men of warre making ſuch a ſhout, as they 
accuſtomed going ta the battaile, which re- 
bounded vp to the ſky, e the Elephantes als 
ſo made a terrible noiſe, Theſe be the thin- 
ges that ſage wꝛiters do teſtifie of Talanus 
whiche was a notable enſampleof an ins 
tinctblemind, conſtantly bent to ſuffer any 
aduerſitie. From thence Alexander wente 
bnto Suſa, where as he toke to wite;# — 
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fally maried Sri Dart? eldeſt daughter 
Whoſe ponger ſiſter called Dripet is he gaue 
ro wife vnto E pheſtid and beſtowed to the 
number of. lxxr.virgins ofthe nobleſt of all 
the nations he had conqueredzto the pꝛinci⸗ 
pall Matedons 3 to the chicfeſt of his freds, 
becauſe he would not ſecme alone to begyn 
ſo ſtrafige a cuſton, Theſe mariages were 
celebzate after p Perſian manner,4 a pꝛin⸗ 
cely feaſt pꝛepared at the eſpouſails: Wher 
at there were, lr. P. geaſtes, to cuerp one of 
whom Alexander gaue a dʒinking tuppe of 
golde. At the ſame time the rulers of the cy- 
ties, which Alexander had ſubdued t bupl⸗ 
ded, ſent vnto him. rrr. . pong ſouldiers p 
were al of one age, furniſhed with faire ar⸗ 
mour apt to do any enterpꝛiſe of the warre, 
hich hee called Zpygony that is to ſay hys 
ſutceſſoꝛs. The Matedons at theire coming 
ſemed to be ſomewhat appalled, which we⸗ 
ried with long war, vſed often in aſſemblics 
to murmur and ſpeake mutinus woꝛdes a⸗ 
gainſt the king. Foz that cauſe he had pzepa 
red theſe ſonldiers to reſtreine the arrogan⸗ 
ty of other, and gaue tothe great benefyts; 
Harpalus;to whom the kyng had commyt- 
ted the charge of the treaſure, and reuenues 
at Babilon, hearing ot the actes . 
. ad 
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had done in ſubduſnge the moze part of the 
kinges of India, and his ſucteſſe to be ſo pzop 
ſperous, that nothinge coutde withſtande 
bim: knowinge the vnſactable deſyre that 
was in Alexander to viſite farre conntreps 
and to encreaſe his gloꝛp, thought it ſhould 
be a harde matter fo him to returne to Bey 
&:lon againe. UWherefoze he gaue him ſelle 
to delpte and to tuft, miſuſinge manye that 
were noble and free women, and wallolo⸗ 
ed in all kynde of voluptuouſnes: In ſo 
muche that he ſent vnto Tthens foza famo? 
harlotte called Potonice, to whom he bothe 
gaue manye grcat ⁊᷑ puncelp giftes whiles 
the was aliue, and alſo afterher dcathe (pet 
xxr.talentes vppon her tombe, Haninge in 
theſe and ſuche other like voluptuous vani⸗ 
ties conſumed a great part of the treaſure; 
when he vnderſtode Alexander to be come 
out of Indi æ, and to bſe extreme tuſtice vpon 
His officers, that miſuſed them, of whome 
they had rule (by reaſdõ he was p2iup to his 
fowle conſcience) he feared the lyke myght 
come to him ſelfe: And therfo2e gatherings 
together v. M.talents. and. vi. P. mertenary 
ſouldters,rooke p wape to wardes Athens, 
no manne willing to receiue hun by y way; 
Then he came to 7enaron(wheras a great 
numbze 
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numbze ot the mertenary Greekes, whiche 
had bene diſcharged out of i wer aſſem⸗ 
bled)be left his ſouldiers there, and went to 
Athens with his monep: when he was com 
thether, great number of the citizens flocs 
ked about him, moze fo2 lone of his money, 
then foz his owne ſake:but ſpecially the O⸗ 
zatours, and ſuche as uſed to make theirs 
game by o2acions,+ perſwadinge of p peo⸗ 
ple: whom by (mall rewardes he eaſelp cozs 
rupted to defend his tauſe with the people. 
But after wardes at a generall aſſemblye 
vpon p matter, he was comaſided to depart 
p citie, and ſo returned againe amonges the 
Greeke ſouldiers, by whom be was ſlaine. 
Therefoze with. xrr. chips they paſſed ouer 
to Sun ium, Which is a point of the land in ỹ 
territozie of {thens from whence they des 
termined to haue entred into Athens haut. 
Mheſe things being knowen, Alexander p 
was ſoꝛe moued aſwel againſt b Athenias 
as againſte Harpalns, pꝛepared a nauye ta 
make war inperſs imediately againſtche. 
And as he was buſted aboute þ matter, hs 
vnderſtode by ſetret letters, how both Har- 
palus had bene in Athens, & toꝛrupted with 
monep the chicfof the citie: And alſo howe 


d atterwardes bya councell of the people

he was tommaunded to depart from thice; 
who returning amonaſt the Greeke ſouldi⸗ 
durs, was ſlaine by one of them bp treaſon; 
Theſcnewes greatly reiopſed Alexander, 
wherby he had occaſion coleane.ofhis tours 
ney into Eu ope:but he ſent commaſidemet 
to all the cities of Greece;thatthep ſhouid res 
tetue againe al their baniſhed men, ertepte 
ſuch onelyas had committed anye murther 
bpon their owne countrep men. Althoughe 
the Greekes knewthe ſame to be the bzeach 
of their liberttes,4 their la wes / the begin⸗ 
ning of their bondage, yet as mẽ that dur 
not dilobey his will, they called home their 
baniſhed men, reſtoꝛed to the ſutch ok their 
goods as did remaine, Onelp the Athentas, 
which euer defended obſtinatelp the tpbers 
ties of their comon wealth,+ which had not 
been accuſtomed to liue vnder the:obedience 
of any king, but vnder the lawes e cuſtoms 
of their countrey, would not agree; p ſache 
dꝛedge of men ſhould liue amongſt thẽ, but 
did dꝛiue the out of their boundes, readpe to 
ſuffer any thing rather then to receiue ſuch, 
as ſometime were the raſcal of al theire ty⸗ 
tie, and then the refuſe of all the outlawes. 
The time was come that Alerander myn⸗ 
ded to dimiſſe his olde W 
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into their countrey⸗but he willed firſte. ri. 
M. lootemen .ij.M.hoꝛſemen to bee choſen 
out to remaine ſtil in ia, which he iudged 
might be kept with a ſmall armpe, becauſe 
(he thought) the guarriſons he had planted 
in many plates, t the cities which he hadde 
newly builded t filled w inhabiters, ſhould 
be able to ſtap ſach as would attẽpt any re⸗ 
bellion. But befoze he would make any dy⸗ 
uiſion of ſuch as ſhould depart, 4 remain,he 
cauſed a pꝛoclamacion to be made » al ſoul⸗ 
diers ſhould declare their debts (wWherwpth 
he perceiued manpe of them ſoꝛe burdened) 
though their debt did riſe thozough theire 
owne diſoꝛdꝛe & exteſle, pet he was determi⸗ 
ned to diſcharge euery man. But the ſouldi 
ers thinking it had been but a deuiſe, to trie 
out the pꝛodigal frõ the reſt, delaped þ time, 
t bꝛought not in theire declaracions. The 
king perceſued ſhame to be the let thercok, 
no diſobedtence 02 ſelfe will: And therekoze 
cauſed tables to be ſet vp thzongh:his cap, 
x. M.talẽts to be bzought fozth: Of al which 
treaſure when their debts were payd,accoz- 
ding to the tuft declaracion, there remained 
of talents no moze but.exrx.⁊ Aherby it ap⸗ 
peared 5̊ they which were the conguerours 
of ſo many rich naciõs, bꝛought out of 
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moꝛe glo:p the ſpoile. But after it was once 
knowc: that ſome ſhould be diſpatched, and 
ſome re maine ſtill, they thought the kynge 
would haue eſtabliſhed his kingdom perpe⸗ 
tually in /i. Wherefore like mad men, 
und vumpndfull of all diſcipline ok warre, 
they filled the tampe ful of ſedictous woꝛds, 
and came to the king moꝛe arrogantlip, and 
with greater rigour, then euer they dyd be⸗ 
foꝛe, all with one voice, requiring to be dil⸗ 
charged, ſhewyng fooꝛthe the hoar ineſle of 
their heare, t their faces defozmed w ſcars, 
And herein they could not be ſtaped, epther 
by chaſtiſement of their officers, oꝛ by anpe 
reuerente ot their king; but when he would 
haue ſpoken vnto them, they would not ſaf- 
ker him to bee hearde, but diſturbed his tale 
with their tumultuous erp, ? violet thꝛõg 
pꝛoteſting openly p they mould neuer moue 
one foote foꝛwardes to anp plate, extepte it 
were towardes their olone tonntrep. Akter 
a great ſpace( becauſe thep thought 5 Aler- 
ander would incline to their purpoſe hexe 
kept filence,+ ſtode in erpectacion what hee 


Would do. Then glerander ſpake vnto the: 
What meaneth thisſſodame trouble of mynde, this 


ſo malipert, and vnlawfull libertye? J am afrayd 
ro ſpcake vnto you:pru haue ſo mantkeſtip bzoken 


pour obedience tcowardeg me. J am 2

ecued foꝛ the cauſe ye declare, ſeeing the caſe tou⸗ 
cheth not the moſt part of pou: foʒ I haue appom⸗ 
ted mo2e to depart, then to remaine muſt 
needes bee ſome greater miſchiefe then appeaxethe, 
that ſhould turne pot all from mee. When Was pt 
euer ſcene, that an whole army hath ko ſaken their 
kyng !

| of my goodnes. The cauſe of this youre 
madneſſe, is euen the aboundaunce ot your pꝛoſpe⸗ 
ritpe;wherbp pon koꝛget pour olde eſrate, from the 
which pe be deltuered through mp benefite. y ou aro 
men worthy to haue ſpẽt pour liues in pour former 
beggerpe, ſeeing pou can better beare aduerſptye,

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then pꝛolperous foztune. Beholde, port whiche a 
while ago were tributaries to the Jliprians , the 
Perſians, do now diſdaine , & the ſpoiles of fo 
many nacions. you, which vnder Phillip wet halt 
naked, now pe contempne roabes of purple youre 
ties cannot endure any longer to beholde the 
of gold and ſiluer. you deſire againe your woodden 
diſhes, pour targets made of wyckers, and poure 
Fvcozds couered with ruſt. J receiued pou in thys 
ſimple eſtate, with. v. C talents in debt, whe al my 
furniments exccded not in valure.xl.talents. 
was my foundacion of my acts, wherewith( wout 
enuy be it ſpoken) J haue ſubdued the greteſt 
of the woꝛld. Are pou werp of , which hath mi 
niſtred vnto pou occaſion ot᷑ ſuch glozp,that by the 
greatnes of your actes ve be made vnto the 
gods: do you al make ſuche haſte into Europe, to foꝛ⸗ 
ſake me that am pour king: The moꝛe part of you 
ſhould haue lacked monepe to beare poure charges 
thither, it J of my beneuolence had not paied poure 
debtes Are pou not aſhamed, that haue robbed all 
ia, to beare the ſpoiles of fo many nacions within 
pour bellics,+ now to return home to pour wiues 
ct childzen, vnto whom ther be but few of you that 
are able to ſhewe any rewardes of pour victozye? 
Foz many of vou ſhalbe compelled to gage pour ar 
mour,if pe foꝛſake this good hope, ye might receiue 
at my hands Theſe be the good men of warre that 
J ſhal want, which of al their riches haue nothing 
left them, but onely their concubines.

Then he had ſpoken thoſe woꝛdes, he lea⸗ 
ped in a fury from the judgement ſeat, and 
ran into the thꝛong of the armed me: wher- 
as he tooke with his owne handes ſuche as 
had mutined moſte againſte hin. Of whom 
there being none that durſt make reſiſtance, 
he deliuered.ritt.to his guard foz to be ſafe- 
ly kept. Who would think that an aſſembly 
which a little befoze had ſpoken vnto theire 
pꝛinte with ſach fiercenes and rigour,conld 
haue beene ſo ſodeinlye appaled foz feare? 
Which ſeeing theire compantons led to exe⸗ 
tucion, durſt not moue, noꝛ make attempte. 
But ß inoꝛdinate libertie they bſed befoꝛe, 
their ſedicious violence, was then ſo ſtaped, 
that neuer one ot them durſt reſiſt the kyng 
running amongſt them, but were al aſtoni⸗ 
ed fo feare, ſtoode like men amaſed, with 
doubtfull imaginacions, looking what hee 
woulde determine of the offenders, Mhe⸗ 
ther it were the reuerente theye bare to hys 


name, becauſe the nacions that liue vnder _ 


kynges, are wont to honour them as gods, 
B. iu. 02 
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02 were it the maieſtie ol his perſone, ozels 
bis owne aſſured conſtancy, exetutyng bys 
authoꝛitie with ſuch violente, that put them 
in feare: they ſhewed a notable enſample of 
pacience. Foz they remained not onely with 
out ſtur o2 mocton at the execucion of theire 
companions(Wwhom they knew to be put to 
death in the night time) but alſo were moe 
diligent in doing their duties theneuer they 
were bekoꝛe:pꝛetermitting nothing pertey- 
ning to obedience, and natural affection tos 
wardes their pꝛince. oz the next day when 
they came to the tourt, : were not ſuffred to 
enter, but all ſhut out ſauing þ ſouldiers of 
Aſia,they made a ſozowful cry and lamen⸗ 
taclon, which ſpꝛed oner al the campe, pꝛo⸗ 
teſting that they would not line,if the kyng 
continued ſtill in his wꝛath. But he ß was 
obſtinate in all thynges that hee hadde once 
concepued in his head, commaunded all the 
Macedons to kepe ſtill their campe , and al⸗ 
ſembled the ſouldiours traungerstogether, 
to whom by an interpꝛetour hee made thys 


Ozation. At ſuche tyme as J came firſte out of 
Eurpe into. A ſia. me truſt was to bzing many noble 
nacions, and great power ot mennes, vnder myne 
Empire and dominion: wherein J was not decei⸗ 
ued. Foz beſides that the fame irep92tcd pou to bee 
men of valure, J hauefofid inpou one thing moꝛe: 


which is, an incomparable obedience, fidelitie, and 
alkection 
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affeccion towardes pour pꝛince J thought volup⸗ 
tuouſnes had ouer flowen all vertue amongſt you, 
and that th pour great felicitic.pee had beene 
dꝛowned in res: But J kynd it other dopſe, 
and perceiuc that none odſerue the diſcipline x oꝛder 
ok the warres, better then pou doe, noꝛ execute the 
ſame with moze actiuitie noꝛ ſtoutnes: Ind being 
manfull and valiaunt menne, ve embꝛacc fidelptye, 
no leſſe then pou do the reſt. This tyyng J do but 
nowe acknowledge: but Þ knews it longe agoe: 
whiche was the cauſe that J choſe pon oute of the 
pouth of pour nacions, to bee me ſouldiours, and 
did incozpoꝛate pou amongſt myne odone peopie, 
cauſing pou to vle the ſame habit, and the ſame ar= 
mour: But pour ovedience and pacience towardes 
the authoꝛitie, appcareth muche better in vou chen 
in them. Theretoꝛe J haue ioyned to my ſeit in nia 
riage, the daughter ol Oxatrea chat is a Perſians 
not diſdayning to begette child2en vppon a captiue, 
And afterwirdes deſiryng moꝛe aboundaunthy to 
encreaſe the ilſue of my body, J tooke to wyle the 
daughter of Darius, and was the authour y nipe 
neare frendes likewyſc ſhoulde beact chudzen vp⸗ 
on captiues: mynding by this holy con enant to er⸗ 
clude the difference betweene the victo20:s and the 
vanqupſhed. wherefoze pou muſt nowe think that 
vou bee not ſould:ours vnto me adopted, but moze 
naturall: Ind that / and Eu 1s one !kyngdome 
withoute anye difference. J haue geuen vnto you 
armour after the maner of the Macedong. J haue 
bought al ſtraungenes & nouelticinto-a cuſtome: 
and nowe pee bee bothe mye countrey menns and 
mpe ſouldiours , all:thynges recepupnge one 
fourme and faſhpon . I haue not thoughte it vn⸗ 
ſeemelpe koꝛ the Merſians to ſhadowe the cuſto⸗ 
mes ok the Macedons, noꝛ foꝛ the Macedons to 
toũterłait y Perſiãg:ſeing they ougijt to be vnder 
ane law x cuſtome, þ ſhovide line vader one kong. 
Vp. ui. When 
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When hehadde made this oꝛacion, he com- 
mitted the cuſtody of his perſon vnto p Per 
ſians:hee made them of his guarde and hys 
officers of iuſtice. By whom when the Bas 
cedons, which had geeuen occaſion of thys 
ſedicion were led bound vnto execucion, one 
of them that was moze auncient 4 of grea⸗ 
ter eſtimacton then the reſt, ſpake after thys 


maner, How long will you thus gene place vn⸗ 
to youre will, in executyng vs after the ſtraungers 
maner - your fouldiours and countreymen be dꝛa⸗ 
wen to execucion by theire owne pꝛiſoners, betoꝛe 
their cauſes is hard. If pou haue iudged vs woꝛ⸗ 
thy of death, at icaſt way chaunge the miniſters of 


your wꝛath. This was a good admoniſhmet 
if he had beene pacient to hcare the truethe: 
But his wꝛathe was growen into a woods 
nes:ſo that when he ſaw them which hadde 
the charge of the pꝛiſeners ſlay a litle at the 
matter, he cauſed the pꝛiſoners to bee tum⸗ 
bled into the riuer, and there dzowned.Not- 
withſtanding p cruclty of this puniſhment, 
the ſouldiers were not ſturred to anye ſedp⸗ 
tion, but repaired by rowtes vnto their caps 
taines, and vnto ſuche as were nere aboute 
the kyng: requiring that if there yet remap⸗ 
ned any infected with the ſame offente, that 
he ſhould commaund the to be put to death, 
p2offering theire bodies to bee puniſhed and 

exetu⸗ 
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eretuted at his owne wil. After it was kno⸗ 
wen that the lieutenant his ſhips were ge- 
uen vnto the Perſians, and that they were 
diſtributed into dfucrs oꝛders with ſuch na⸗ 
mes geuen bnto them as were vnto þ Pas 
tedons, x that they were reietted w repꝛoch 
they could not then any longer contcine the 
ſelues, noꝛ ſuffer the dolour they had cocey- 
ned in their hartes, but with a great thzong 
p:eſſed to the court, wearing only their ne⸗ 
thermoſt garments, t leauing theire wea⸗ 
pons without p gate in token of repentice, 
There with weeping,t al tokens of hump- 
litie, they made requeſt to bee admitted to p 
kings pꝛeſente, t p be would voucheſafe to 
pardon theire offence:pacifipng hys wꝛathe 
with the deth of ſo manp as he ſhould think 
good, rather then to ſuffer them to line in 
ſuch repꝛoch : which except he would releas, 
they pꝛoteſted they would neuer depart out 
of the place. When thoſe things were decla 
red vnto Alexander, he cauſed the court ga⸗ 
tes to be opened, and came fooꝛthe amongſt 
them: Wheras behol ding their lamentacy- 
on and repẽtante, their miſerable behauour 
and affliction, he could not abſtain to weepe 
long time with them: and in conſideracyon 
of their modelty,fo2gaue them their fozmer 
offences 
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offences. And after he had temperatly tolde 
them theire faultes, and againe camkoꝛted 
them with gentle woꝛds, he diſcharged ma⸗ 
ny from the (eruice of the warres, and ſent 
them home liberally rewarded: weptyng to 
Antipater his lieutenaunt in Pacevon, that 
he ſhould aTigne them the chicfe places in 
the theaters, at triumphes, and open plaies, 
where as they ſhould ſit with garlandes on 
their heads: willing that their childꝛen after 
their deathes, ſhoald eniop their fathers wa 
ges. He appointed Craterus to be their ru⸗ 
ler, to who in the place of Antipater he had 
comitted the gouernment of Macedon,7hes- 


ſalie, and Thrace; ſendyng foz Antipater to 


repaire vnto him with a ſupply of pong ſoul 
diours. Alexander had receiued letters be⸗ 
koꝛe, both fro him, 1 Olimptas his mother: 
wherby dillenſion appeared to bee bet wirt 
them. Foz his mother accuſed Antipater, 5 
he went about to make him ſelfe king: And 
Antipater did w pte howe Dlymppas dyd 
manpe thinges otherwiſe thenne dyd be⸗ 
tome her. Antipater did take hys callynge 
a wap ſogreuouſly in his hart, that he con⸗ 
ſpired thereupon to popſon Alexander: who 
hauing accompliſhed p matters that befozc 
he mencioned, went to Echatan (beeing in 
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ol his Empire, and there oꝛdeined ſolempne 
friumphes and feaſtyng. It chaunced E⸗ 
pheſtion, whom the kyng ſpectatipe loued, 
and vſed in place ofa bꝛother, to dy the ſame 
time of a keuer: Whoſe deathe Alexander 
tooke mo2e ſozowfully, then map well bee 
credited, comitting in his doloꝛ many thins 
ges that were vnſcempng fo2 the maieſtpe 
of a pꝛynte. Yee commaunded Epheſtions 
Phyſitton to bee hanged, as though he had 
dyed thozonghe hys neglygence. He lap em⸗ 
bzacing of the dead bodpe, and could hard⸗ 
lye bee taken away by his frendes, but con 
finued his ſoꝛowe nighte and dape. There 
bee manye other things w2ytten in that be- 
halfe, whiche bee ſcarcelye credible. But ie 
is certaine that he :ommaunded ſacrifice to 
bee made vnto him as vnto a God, and con⸗ 
ſumed in his burtall and makynge of hys 
tombe, aboue twelue thouſand talentes. As 
hee was returning to Babilon, the Caldean 
Pꝛophets met him on the wap, erho:tynge 
him that hee ſhoulde not enter into the Cys 
tie, fo2 that it was ſignyded, that ik hes 
went thither at that time, hee ſhoulde be in 
great peryll ot hys lyłe. Notwithſtanding 
hee regarded not thetre admonyſhemen- 
tes, but wente fozwardes in his tourney, 
accozdyng

accozdinge as he appoynted. F02 he vnder⸗ 
ſtoode that C mbaſſadours were come thy- 


ther krom all regions, tariyng foꝛ his com- 


mynge. The terrour of his name was ſo 
ſpꝛead thꝛough the woꝛlde, that all nations 
ſhewed an obſequiouſnes towardes hym, 
as though he had bene appointed to be their 
kinge. That cauſed hym to make haſte to⸗ 
Babilon, to keepe there as it were a parlia⸗ 
ment of the whole wozide, UA hen he was 
come thither, he receiued the Embaſſadozs 
gentlye, and afterwardes diſpatched them 
home againe, There was aboute the ſame 
tyme a banquet pꝛepared at one Theſſalus 
Medius houſe, wherunto the kinge beynge 
bidden, came thither with ſuch as were ap⸗ 
pointed to keepe him company: But he had 
not ſo ſoone dꝛonke of Hercules cuppe, but 
that he gaue a grunt as though he had bene 
ſtriken to the hart. And beinge caried out of 
the feaſt halfe dead, was ſo toꝛmented with 
paine, that he requized a ſwoꝛd to haue kil- 
led him ſelke. His krendes dyd publyſhe a⸗ 
bꝛoade, dꝛonkennes to be the cauſe of hys 
diſeaſe:but in verye deede it was pzepenſed 
treaſon, the infamye whereof,the power of 
bis ſucceſſours did oppꝛeſſe. The poilõ p2e- 


pared long befoze, was deliuered by Anti⸗ 
pater 
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pater vnto Caſſanderhis ſon, whiche wyth 
bis bꝛethꝛen Phillip e Jolla, were wont to 
ſcrue the kinge at meate. He was warned 
that he ſhould not commit the ſame poyſon 
to any perſon,crcept it were to Theſſalꝰ oz 
to his bꝛethꝛen. Philiprherfoze and Jollas, 
whiche were wont to take the ſape of the 
kluges cuppe, hauinge the poyſon ready in 
colde water, mixed it with wine, after they 
had taſted it. U hen the fowerth dave was 
tome, the ſouldiers partly foz that they ſuſ- 
pected he had ben dead, and partlye becauſe 
they coulde not endure to want longe hys 
ſyght, came ſozowfully vnto the court, deſi⸗ 
Ange to ſee the kinge, whiche by his com⸗ 
maundement were admitted vnto his pꝛe⸗ 
ſence, by ſuch as had the charge of hys per- 
ſon. M hen they behelde him lyinge in that 
caſe, they made great ſoꝛow and lamenta⸗ 
tion: fo2 he ſeemed not to them to be the 
ſame theire kinge, whom they were wont 
to ſee, but rather a dead coꝛps.⁊t᷑ their grief 
were great, the ſoꝛowe of them that ſtoode 
nerte to the bedde appeared muche moe, 
whome when Alexander behelde lamen⸗ 
tyng e after that ſozte, he ſayde vnto them: 
Shou I depart, you ſhall fynde a king woꝛ⸗ 
thy foz ſuch men as you be. It is a thinge incre- 
Able, bow ß during 5 time p ſouldlours of 
hys 
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his whole armpe came to viſite him, he ne⸗ 
uer altered countenaunte noꝛ geſture, but 
continued fn that kinde ol pꝛeſente, he gaue 
vnto the ſizſt, vnto the laſte man. Nu hen he 
had diſmiſſed the multitude, as thenghe he 
had beene diſcharged of all debte of lyfe, he 
lap downe againe to rcft his weake bodpe: 
and his voice beginninge to faile him, com⸗ 
maunded his freds to tome nere about him, 
Then taking his ringe from his kynger, de⸗ 
liuered it to erdicas, and gaue therewith 
a tcommaundement that his body ſhould be 
tonueped to Hammon, They demaunded to 
whom he woulde leaue his kingdome, Ve 

' ſaped:to the wozthicſt.1By which wozdes it 
appeared that he fozeſawe the contencion 
that was like to enſue vpon his death. Per⸗ 
dicas moꝛeduer demaunded of hym, when 
he would haue diuine honours doone unte 
him: At ſuche time (ꝙ he) as pou ſhall finde 
pour ſelues in felicitie. Theſe were the laſt 
woꝛdes Alexander ſpake, and ſhoztly after 
be died. Immediatly after his death, p tourt 
was kull ot howling, lamentinge, 4 ſoowe 
making:s by t bp, as it had bene in a deſert 
oꝛ a place ſolitarp, all thinges were whiſt, 
a ſozowfnll ſilẽce was ſpꝛead ouer al, euerp 
ma being cõuerted into imaginacion, what 
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ſhould become of þ matter. The pong men 
of the nobilitie, p were accuſtomed abonte 
Alexãders perſon, could not beare þgreat- 
nes of theire dolour,noz keeps them ſelues 
within compaſſe of þ courte, but ran aboute 
as mẽ out of their wits: wherby þ citig was 
filled with heauines and complaint, and no 
kinde of lamentacion pꝛetermitted, Þ ſoꝛolo 
is wont to miniſter in ſuche a caſe. Suche 
therfoze as were without the court, vnder⸗ 
ſtanding this matter, aſwell Pacedons as 
other, came running thether, wheras p c<- 
querours from the conquered, noz the victo- 
rers from the vanquiſhed toulde not be diſ⸗ 
cerned: the ſozowe was ſo indifferent to the 
al. The Perſians called vpon their iuſt and 
mercifal L oꝛde, ⁊ the Pacedons made inuo 
cacid to him Þ was ſo valiaunt 4 gracyous 
à king: And thus ther was a certien conten 
tion of ſozow amongſt thẽ.en did not vie 
their onely wozdes ol griefe and heauines, 
but alſo of grudge 4 indignacion, v ſo pong 
a pꝛince, being in the flower of his age, and 
of his foztunate (ucceſſe,ſhould by the enuy 
of the Goddes,be ſo tak? out of this woꝛld. 
ZLheycalled toremsmbzance what a chere⸗ 
fulneſſe theye hadde alwaſes ſecne in hys 


countenance,bothe when hee ledde y_ — 
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the battaile, when hee beſteged oz aſſaulted 
any eitie, 02 when he would geue any com⸗ 
mendacion to the woꝛthy in any allemblpe. 
Then the Macedbs repented that euer they 
had denped him diuine honours: confeſſing 
them ſelues bothe wicked  vngratefull foz 
dep2iuing him of any name, wheror he was 
woꝛthy. And when they had continued long 
in the veneracion 4 deſire ol hym that was 
dead, then they began to pitye theire owne 
taſe, which comming out of Pacedon,were 
paſt the riuer of Euphrates, amongſt þ midſt 
of their enemies, that vnwillinglp receiued 
their newe gouernment. They ſawe them 
ſelues left deſtitute, 4 the Empire withoute 
any certain heire:foz want ok. whom, euer 
one would go about to dzawe the power of 
the tate vnto his pztuate behooke. And then 
thepe began to conceiue and koꝛſee in theire 
mindes the ciuil warres that did enſue, and 
p they ſhould he enfozced to ſhed their bloud 
againe,not foꝛ the conqueſt of ia, but foz 
the title ol lome ſuche one that would go a⸗ 
bout to make him ſelke king: wherbp theire 
olde ſcarres ſhould bꝛeake oute againe into 
newe woundes. And mozeoner that ſuche 
as by reaſon of theire age hadde beene dyſ⸗ 
charged from the warres by theire noble t 
righteous 
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righteous king,ſhoulde now be enfozced to 


one as was but his ſouldiour. Whiles they 
were in theſe imaginacios, the nyght cams 
on, and encreaſed their terrour. The men 
of warre watched in harneys, and the Ba⸗ 
bilontans looked oner the walles , peeping 


ſome certefntie-howe the matter went, 
There was none that durſte kindle anpe 
light: And becauſe the ble of p eye did kalle, 
they latde their eares to heare the rumonrs 
and woꝛdes that were ſpoken: And many 
times they were afrapde , when no cauſe 
was: and when they mett togeather in the 
narrow ftretes,02 darke lanes,they would 
be amazed, t ſuſpect eche other as enemies. 
The Perſians after their accuſfomed mas 


ner,clipped their hear, 4 with their wyues 2% = 
and childzen lamented the death of Aleran⸗ 


der in mourning garments, with vnfayned 
affection:not as a conquerour, and one that 
lately had bene their enemy, but as theyꝛe 
ryrhtwiſe 4 naturall king. Foz they being 
accuſfomedto lpue vnder a kinge, coulde 
thinke no man moꝛe woꝛthy then he to rule 
oner them. This loꝛrowe was not contey⸗ 
ned win the walles of the citte, but ſtreight 
g.. wales 
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ſpend their lyues in the quarel of ſome ſuch 


ont from the toppes of their houſes,to ſpyg' 
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wales ſpꝛedde ouer all the tountrep theres; 
boutes, And the ſame of ſo great a miſchief 
flipng thꝛoughout 4/14, bzought ſoone ty» 
dinges therofvnto Darius mother. Ohe at 
the firſt repozte tare a ſunder the garment 
ſhe ware, and put on mourning apparaple: 
ſhe pulled her heare, and fell downe groue⸗ 
lyng vppon the earth. One of her Neeces 
ſate by her mourning the death of Epheſ- 
tlon whom ſhe had marped, and in an vni⸗ 
uerſall heauineſſe, be walled the cauſe of her 
pꝛiuate ſozrolwe , But Syſtgambig alone 
ſuſteined all their miſeries, and bewaplcd 
both her own caſe 4 her Necces: her kreſhe 
ſoꝛowe cauſpng her to call to mynd thinges 
paſt, A man would haue iudged by her be⸗ 
hauour that Darius had ben newly ſlaine, 
and that ſhe had celebzated the funerals of 
bothe her ſonnes togrether. She dpd not 
onelpe lament the dead, but ſozowed alſa 


fo2 the liupng. who ſhall nowe (quod ſhe) take 
care of theſe young women r oz who can bee lyks 
vnto Alexander? nowe we be taken pꝛiſoners a⸗ 
game:nowe we be newly fallen from our dignitie 
and eſtate. After Darius death we kounde one to 
dekende vo. But nowe ſence Nexander is gone, 
who wilt haue reſpecte of vs? Emonge theſs 


thinges ſhe called to mynde, how Oechus 
the cruell king had ſlain her father, £ _ 
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fed2e of her bꝛethꝛen in one dap, that ol. vi 
childzen bozne of her bodpe, there was bur 
one of them left a liue. hee ſawe that koꝛ⸗ 
tune had aduaunced Darius, and canſcd 
him to floziſhe foz a tyme, to the entent hee 
might ende his like by greater crucltie, Fts 
nallp ſhee was ſo onercome with fozowe, 
that ſhe couered her head, turning her ele 5 ny 
from her Neece and nephewe that ſate at 7475 ak 
her feete,and abſtaining bothe from mats 
andfrom beholding of the light, ended her 
life the fift dape after hee was determined 
to dye. This her death was a greate argu⸗ 
ment of the clemency Alexander hadde ſhe⸗ 
wed towardes her, and of the iuſtice tos 
wardes all the captiues: ſeeing that after 
Darius deathe ſhee coulde abpde to line, 
but after Alexanders departure,ſhee was a 
ſhamed to continue any longer. Conſides 
ring Alerander rightuouſly, wee muſt im⸗ 
ute all his vertnes to his ownernature, £ 
byces epther to hys pouth, 02 to the 
greatnes of hys Foztune, There was in 
hym an incredible fozce of courage, and an 
erceedyng ſufferaunce of trauaple. Hee 
was endued with manhoode:ercedpng, not 
onelpe emonges kynges, but alſo emonges 
ſuch as had no other vertue noꝛ qualitie, 
Ag. 9. De 
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He was of ſuche liberalitie, p oftentimes he 
gane greater things, then þ receiuers could 
haue wiſhed foz of God, The multitude of 
kingdomes p he gaue in gifte, 4 reſtoꝛed to 
ſuch from whom he had tak? them by fozce, 
was a token of his clemency towardes the 
P he ſubdued, He ſhewed a perpetuall ton⸗ 
tempt of death, p feare wherof doth amaſe 
other men, And as ther was in him a greas 
ter deſire of gloꝛp 4 wozlbly pꝛaiſe then rea⸗ 
ſon woulde beare, ſo was it tollerable in ſo 
vonge a man enterpaiſinge ſo great 4 nota- 
ble actes. The reuerence 4 affeccion he bare 
towardes his parentes appeared in þpurs 
poſe he had to conſecratchis mother Olim⸗ 
pias to immoꝛtalitie, & in phe ſo ſoꝛe reuen⸗ 
ged Þhilips death. Bow gentle 4 familiar 
was he towardes his frendes,4 how bene- 
nolent toward his ſoulditrs? He had a wil⸗ 
dome equal to the greatnes of his hart, and 
ſuch a polſty and fozecaft, as ſo pong pears 
were ſcarteip able to receiue. A meaſure he 
hadde in immoderate pleaſures, and luſted 
leſſe then nature deſpꝛed, vſpnge no plea⸗ 
ſure, but that was lawful:theſe were won⸗ 
derfull great gyftes and vertues. But in 
that he compared hym ſelfe to the Goddes, 
couetpnge diuine honours, and beleued the 
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Oꝛacles that perſwaded ſuche thinges:that 
he was offended with them that would nor 
wozlhippe him, and geuen moze vehement- 
Ive to wzath then was erpedient: That he 
altered his habyte and apparaille inta the 
faſhion of ſtraungers, and counter fapted 
the cuſtome of them he hadde ſubdued, and 
deſpiſed befoze his victozye: theſe were vy⸗ 
ces to be attributed to the greatnes of fo2- 
tune. As the heat of pouthe ſtirred vnto an⸗ 
ger, and to the deſpre of dꝛinkpnge : ſo age 
might haue mittigated ag aine thoſe faults. 
Mot ſwithſtandynge it maſt needes be con⸗ 
keſſed, that thoughe he pꝛeuayled muche by 
bys vertue, yet oughte he to impute moꝛe 
vnto his foztune, whiche onely of all moꝛ⸗ 
tall menne he hadde in hys owne power. 
Howe often dyd ſhe delpuer hym from the 
poincte of death⸗ How often did ſhe defend 
him with perpetuall felicitye, when he had 
raſhelpe bꝛought hym ſelfe in perill? And 
when the pointed an ende to his gloꝛzxe, ſhe 
euen then was content to fynyſhe his lpfe: 
ſtapinge his fatall deſtenie, tyll he had ſub⸗ 
dued the Orient, biſpted the Occean Sea, 
and kulkplled all that mannes moztalitye 
was hable to perfourme, To thys ſo great 
ein ſo noble a Conquerour, a ſuc- 
Ag. iu celſour 
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tellour was looked fo: But the matter 
was of oner greate impotaunce foꝛ anpe 
one man to take vppon him: Alexanders 
name and renowne was ſo great emongen 
all nacions: and they were counted molte 
noble, that myght bee partakers (thoughit 
were neuer ſo lytle) of his pꝛolperous ſoʒ⸗ 
tune. But to retourne againe to Babilor, 
from whence the digfelſis- hath ben made: 
They which had the guarde and cuſtodyt 
of Alexanders perſon , called into the court 
ſuche as had beene his chtefe frendes and 
Capitaines of the menne of warre: akter 
whome there followed a greate multitude 
of Souldſonrs , deſpzing to knowe whe 
ſhoulde bee ſacceſour onto Alexander. 
The thꝛong of the Souldiours was ſuchs 
that manye ok the Capitaines were exclu⸗ 
ded, and couide not enter into the tourte. 
A pꝛoclamacion therfoꝛe was made, wher⸗ 
by all men were foꝛbidden to enter, extepte 
ſuch as were called by name. But becauſe 
their commaundement leemed to want aus 
thoꝛitie, it was litie regarded: 4 the multi⸗ 
tude at the firſte began to make a grenons 
ſo:ow t lamentacid. But imediatlyp delire 
they had to vnderſtad þ ſucteſſe of p matter 
ſtopped their lamentation : made 3 
7 en 
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Then Perdicas bꝛought fooꝛth in ſight of 
all the people, the kynges Chaire ok eſtate, 
wherein Alexanders diademe, his veſturs 


regall, and his armour was laide: emongs 
the whiche oznaments, Perdicas alſolated 


downe the kynges ſignet, delluered to hym 
the daye befoze , at the ſight whereof they 
began to weepe, and to renue again theire 
ſoꝛowe. Then ſaide Perdicas: Lo here is 
the Ning wherewith hee was wont to ſeale ſuche 
e eee os 
ſtoꝛe it agayne to you. And altho no ãduerſi⸗ 


tie can be deuyſed by the Goddes (were they ne⸗ 
5 a 


ner ſo muche offended) cot is: yet 
—— the greatnes of the actes whyche hee 
hath done, we mult thinke that as the Goddes ſet 
ſuche a man ſo to reigne in the wozide (his tyme 
ing expired that was appointed) they haue cal⸗ 
ted him againe to the place from whence he came. 
Fozaſmuchetherfoze as none other thing remay= 
neth of him cmonges vs, but onely that whyche is 
alwaies wont to be remoued from imimoztalitie; 
let vs pcrfozme y due, pertaming both to his bo= 
dy, æ to his name:remfb2ing in what citie we bee, 
tmonges what 1 of ol people, what a kynge 
t gouernour we haucloſt. we mult debate # de⸗ 
uile hoe to maintaine our conqueſt en:onges the 
ol whome it ts gotten; Foz the doyng ſohereok, it 
is nedefull foz vs to haue an head. But whether 
the ſame ſhalbec one, oꝛ manpe, it doch conſiſt in 
vou. You are not ignoꝛaunt that a multitude of 
menne of warre out an head, is a body with⸗ 
out lyfe. Syxe monethes bee nowe paſſed, ſynce 
Woxane was conceined zþ chylde: wee delpze of

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God that hee mape bzing foozth a ſonne, whpche 


may enioy this kingdome, when he cometh to age. 

nthe meane ſeaſon appoint you of whom ye Will 

gouerned. Nhe Perdicas had ſpoke theſe 
wooꝛdes, Nearchus roſe vp, and ſaped, 
There is no man can denpe, but that it were mete 
foꝛ Alexanders ſucceſſion to continue in the bloud 
ropall: but to looke foꝛ a king that is not pet boꝛne 
and to paſſe ouer one that is in his being alreadye, 
is neyther expedient foz ſuche men as the Mace⸗ 
dons be, noꝛ yet doth ſerue the neceſſitie of y time. 
There is a ſonne which Alexander begot by Bar⸗ 
ſpnes: what ſhould let, why the Dladem may not 
be ſet on his head? earchus tale was at⸗ 
teptable to no man. Therefoꝛe the ſouldy⸗ 
ers actoꝛding to their cuſtome claſhed their 


ſpeares againſt the targets, t tontinued ma 


kyng ot a noiſe. and wht he would not foꝛ⸗ 


fake his opinion but obſtinately mapntei⸗ 
ned the lame, the matter had almoſt bꝛeade 
a ſedicion, which thing percepued by Ptho⸗ 
lomeus, hee ſpake after this maner. 

Neyther the ſonne of Roxane noz Barlines , is 
an iſſue meete to reigne ouer the Macedõs: whole 
names we ſhoulde be aſhamed to mencion within 
Europe, theire mothers being captiues, Haue wee 
ſubdued the Perſians to that ende, to become ſub⸗ 
iect to ſuche as be deſcended of them. That was 
the thing whiche Darims # Xerxes, being kinges 
of Ferſe wzought foz in vapne, with ſo many mil⸗ 
lions of menne of warre, and wyth fo manpe na⸗ 
uyes. This therefoze is myne opinion, that Alex⸗ 
anders Chayze of eſtate bee ſett in the ** 2 
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His courte, and that all ſuche as were wont to bes 
of counſayle wyth hym, ſhall aſſemble togeather, 
fo often ag anye matter requireth to bee conſuited 
vppon : And that the Capi and rulers of 
armpe ſhalbe obedient to that ozder,wherunto the 
greater number doallent. There were ſoms 
agreed with Ptholomeus: but fewe wyth 
Perdicas, Then Ariſtonus ſpake in thys 
wile. when Alexander was demaunded,to whã 
he woulde leaue his kingdome, he willed the woz= 
thyeſt to be choſen . whome tudged he wozthyelt 
but Perdicag,to whome he deluered his ryng. 
This was not done at ſuch time ag he was alone: 
but when all hys frendes were pzeſent, he did caſt 
his eyes amonges them, and at length chole out 
one, to whome he delyueredit, Foz this cauſe 
thinke it right, that the kyngdome bee committed 
vnto Perdicas. any agreed to his opiniõ, 
ſo that the aſſembly cryed to Perdicas, that 
he ſhould come foo2th emonges them, and 
take vp the kings ſignet. But he ſtayed be- 
twene ambition and ſhamefaltneſſe, thin⸗ 
king the moꝛe modeſtye he bled in getting 
the thing, whiche he coueted, they woulde 
bee ſo muche the moze earneſt to p2offer it 
hym. When he hadde ſtand a good whyle 
at a tape, doubtyng what to doe, at length 
he dzewe backe, and ſtoode behynde them 
whyche ſate nerte vnto hym. When Pe⸗ 
leager that was one of the Captaines ſaw 
the ſtaye that Perdicas made, he tooke = 
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rage bppon his feeblenes and ſaped: gey⸗

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Arideus, that was elected king. But þ tale 
p2ocured moze hatred to the ſpeaker , then 
contempt to him againſt whom they were 
ment. Foz the compaſſion they had of Ari⸗ 
deus, cauſed them the moꝛe to fauonr hys 
cauſed : and therefoze declared by an obſti⸗ 
nate crye,that they would not ſuffer any ta 
reigne ouer them, but him onelye whyche 
was bozne to that poſſibilitie: and ſtill cal⸗ 
tedfo2 Arideus to come fozthemonges the, 
Whereupon Meleager (fo2 the malice and 
enuy he bare vnto Perdicas)tooke an occa⸗ 
fion boldly to bzing him into the aſſemblye, 
whome the multitude ſaluted as king, and 
called him Philip. This was the vopce of 
the people: but the nobilitie was of another 
mynd,of whom Pithon tooke vpon hym to 
put Perdicas deuiſe in execucion, # appoin- 
ted Perdicas and Leonatus (deſcended of p 
bloud roiall) to be gouernours of the ſonne 
which ſhoulde be bozne of Roxane: addyng 
moze ouer, Þ Craterus t Antipater ſhould 
haue the rule within Curcpe: And vppon 
this they ſware p ſouldiours to be obedyent 
to Aleranders iſſue, Peleager then doub- 
ting (not without cauſe ) that ſome cuyll 
might come to him, departed with ſuche as 
Were of his faction; but * 
diatly 
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diatly againe , bꝛinging Philip with hym 
into the court, t cryed out to the multitude 
fo; the aſſiſting of the comon welth, in ay⸗ 
dyng of the new kyng, whomalitle befoze” 
they had elected: and willedthem to make 
an experiment of his actiuitie, perſwadyng 
that he was the meeteſt to rule ouer them, 
being the illue ol Philip, that had bothe a 
kyng to his father, and a kyng to his bꝛo⸗ 
ther. There is no pꝛofound Sea lo ſtoꝛmye 
noꝛ tempeſtuous, that rapſeth vp ſomanye 
ſourges t wanes, as a multitude doth mos 
tions 4 alterations, when they haue gotte 
the bzydleofa new liberrte,not likely long 
to continue. There wanted not ſome that 
gaue their conſent to Perdicas:but moze as 
greed to make Philip kyng. They coulde 
neither agree noꝛ diſagree to any thing log 
time together: One whyle repentyng them 
of that they had determined, and ſtreyght⸗ 
wates foꝛthought them of that repentante. 
Pet finally, they were enclyned to pꝛeferre 
the kinges blond. Arideus was put in ſuche 
feare with the authozitie of the nobilitie, 
that he departed out ofthe aſſemblye, after 
whoſe departure, the fauour of 5 ſouldiers 
was rather ſplent, then decated towardes 


hem So that at legth he was called _ 
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and his bꝛothers veſfure regall, whiche laps 
in the chaire, put vpon him. And Peleager 
put on his armoure, following as a defence 
to the perſon of the new king. The ſouldys 
ours of the footeband claſhed their ſpeares 
to their targets,thaeatning to ſhedde theire 
bloud, which wuld couct the kingdom that 
pertained not to them. They reioiſed that þ 
fo:ce ot the Empire ſhould not bee dyſperks 
led, but ſtill continue in the ſame fkamilpe⸗ 
the right of whoſe enheritance, comming of 
the blond rolall, they ſhewed thẽ ſelues tea⸗ 
dye alwaies to defende. Foz bp reaſon theye 
were accuſtomed to haue the name of theire 
king in ſuch honour and in veneracion, they 
thought no man wozthy ſo2 it, but ſuch one 
as came thereunto by diſcent of bloud. Pers 
dicas therfoze was afrapde, i with.vi.huns 
dꝛed men that were of an appzooued mans 
hode, tocke vppon him to defende the place, 
whereas the bedye of Alexander lap. Ptho⸗ 
lomeus iopned him ſelfe vnto him alſo, and 
the bande of the pong gentlemenne that 
were aboute the kinges perſon. But ſo ma⸗ 
nyc thouſands of armed men as were bpon 
the other ſide did caſcly bꝛeak in vpon them: 
Amongſt whom the king was pꝛeſent with 


a great band foz y guard about his perſon: 
whccof 
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whereof Peleager was chiete.

Perditas 
therefo2e in a great furie.called ſuch to bys 
part as would defend Alexanders body ⸗ but 
manpe of them were ſoze hurte with dartes 
that were thzowen from the tontrarp ſyde. 
At the laſt the afictent men plucked of their 
bead peeces (the better to be knowen)and 
— them which were with Perdicas to 
abſtaine from ciuill warre, and geue place 
to the king, and fo the greater part. UWhers 
upon Perdicas was the fyrite chat layed 
— his weapon,and the reſt did in lyke 
maner, Meleager then perſwaded them Þ 
they ſhoulde not departe, but remapne ſtyll 
about the dead coꝛps⸗ but he iudging that ta 
be adeceſte,and a meane to entrappe hym, 
fled to a place on the further ſyde of Zuphras 
tes, liyng ouer againſt the tourte. Then the 
ho;ſcmen, which conſiſted chiefly of the nos 
bllitie, flocked about Perdicas,and Leona 
tus, whoſe oppinion was to depart cnt of 
the citic,and take the fpeldes: But becauſe 
rdicas was not without hoape, that the 
ootemen woulde haue taken his parte, ha 
remained (till within the citie, leſt he might 
ſeme to be 5̊ cauſe that the hoꝛſemen ſhould 
deuide them ſelues from the reſt of þ army. 
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Pcleager ceſſed not to beate in the kinges 
bead, 
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head, that he coulde not eſtabliſhe him ſelfe 
ſurely in his eſtate , otherwiſe then by the 
death of Perdicas,whoſe ambitious mind, 
deſpꝛous of innouation, was (he ſaid)to be 
p2eucnted in tyme. He willed the kyng to 
remember what Perdicas had deſerned at 
his handes, and that no man could be faiths 
full to him, whome he feared. The kyng 
ſuffering the thing, rather then geuing hys 
conſent to the matter, Meleager tooke hys 
ſy lence foꝛ a tommaundement, and ſent foz 
Perdicas in the kinges name: and they 
which were ſent, had comiſſſon to kil him, 
ik he made any ſticking to tome with them. 
Perdicas hearing of their comming , actõ⸗ 
panted onelpe with rvt, young gentlemen 
(accuſtomed to attende bppon Alexanders 
perſonne) mett them as they woulde haue 
entred into his lodging, and callyng them 
Meleagers ſlaues, rebuked them wyth ſuch 
à tonſtancp, both of mynde and countenãte 
that they returned backe againe as menne 
amazed, Perdicas willed ſuch a were in his 
company to leape on hoꝛſebacke: and wyth 
a fewe of his frendes repapꝛed vnto Leo- 
natus, mpnding if anpe violence were mo⸗ 
ued againſt him to repulſe it with a greater 


fazce, The next day the Pacedons grudged 
and 
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x thought it a matter vnũtting, ỹ Perdicas 
ſhould be bzought in danger of death afcer 
ſuch a ſoꝛt: t therefoze determined w fozce 
to reuẽge p raſhnes of Peleagers doyngs. 
But he vnderſtanding of the mutinie that 
was amongſt the ſouldiours, gaue place: x 
they repaired to the king, demaũding of him 
ik he had tommaunded Perdicas to be take, 
He confeſſed the thing: but it was done ( hee 
ſayd)by Peleagers mocion, whiche hee des 
clared to be no cauſe foꝛ them to make anpe 
fkurre,ſeing that Perdicas was aliue, The 
aſſembly hereupon bꝛake vp, and Peleager 
became gret ly afrated , ſpecially ſo aſtonped 
by the parting ofthe hoꝛſemen, that he wyſt 
not what to do:foꝛ he ſaw þ miſchief (which 
he alitle befoze had w2ought agapnſte hys 
enemp) like to lighte vppon him ſelfe. And 
whiles he deniſed this and that, thꝛee dates 
were conſumed 4 ſpent, The wonted fozme 
and faſhion of the court did remapne in the 
meane ſeaſon, Fo2 the Embaſſadoꝛs ofdys 
uers nations made repaire vnto the king: ỹᷣ 
captaines of the armpe did aſſemble about 
him, and the quarde wapted in armour as 
they were accuſtomed, But the greate ſad⸗ 
nes that was there without any apparaunt 
cauſe, ſigniſied ſome extreme diſpair, Ther 
was ſuch a ſulpicion amongſt them ſelues, 
Ar... that 
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that menne durſt not company togeethers, 
noꝛ ſpeake one to another, but ſtoode im⸗ 
maginyng ſetreatlpe wpth them ſelues: 
and by comparinge the tyme pꝛeſent wpth 
the tyme paſt, and the newe kyng wyth the 
olde, they beganne to deſpꝛe him that was 
gone. Then one enquired of another, wher 

he was become, whoſe foztune and autho⸗ 
ritic they had folowed © Then thep founde 
themſclues abandoned emonges ſo manye 
wylde nacions, whiche were deſpꝛous bp- 
pon any occaſion that myght fall, to be res 
nenged ofthe iniuries they Had recepued. 
Whiles they were troubled in theſe pma⸗ 
ginacions, woꝛde was bꝛought that p hozſs 
men (which were vnder Perdicas) kept the 
ficides about Babilon, and ſtayed all vittu⸗ 
als,commyng to the citie, Mherupon firſt 
began a ſcarſitie, and afterwardes a fa- 
mine. ZTherefoze ſuche as were within the 
titie, thought good, either to make a recon⸗ 
filiation with erdicas, oz els to fyght out 

the matter. It chaunced that ſuch as dwel⸗ 
led abꝛoad in the countrey, fearing þ ſpoile 
of the villages, repaired into the citie, And 
they within the citie fo2 lacke of victualles, 
departed into the countrcy: So that euerpe 


one thought them (clues ſurer any TING 
then 
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then in their owne habitacions. Then the 
Matedons donbting ſome great incouent- 
encethat might tome ok this feare, aſſem⸗ 
bled together in the court, e ſhewed foo th 
their opintons. It was agreed emonges thẽ 
that embaſſadours ſhould be ſent to pᷣ hoꝛſ⸗ 
men, foꝛ p̊ ſurceſſing of all ſtrife t diuiſion. 
Jaſus a Theſſalian, Amiſſas a Pegapoli⸗ 
tan, ePerelaus were ſent from the kyng: 
who declaring their comiſſio,recefued aun⸗ 
ſwere, that the hozſmen woulde not ſeuer 
their power, till the authoꝛs of the ſedition 
were deliuered into their hands. TA hẽ they 
were returned, t their anſwereknowe,the 
ſouldiours without any appointment, putt 
on their armour, t made ſuch a tumult, that 
the king was enkoꝛced to tome fooꝛth of the 


court, ⁊ ſaid bnto them: It we ſhalbe at ſtryfe 
emõges our ſelues, our enemies that be quiet, ſhal 
enioy the fruit ot our contencion Remember that 
the quarel is with your one countrey men, with 
whom ik ve raſhely bꝛeake the hoape of reconcile= 
ment, ve ſhalbee the beginners of a ciuile warre: 
Let vs pꝛoue if the matter maye be mittigated by 
an other Embaſſate, J am of oppinion, that foꝛ⸗ 
aſmuche as Alexanders body remayneth pet vn⸗ 
buryed, they wil gladiy come together, toperfozm 
the due vnto p dead. Ind foz my parte, J had ra⸗ 
ther ſurrender vp agayne this dignitie , then anxe 
blood ſholude be ſhedd emonges my countreymt᷑. 
oʒ ino other hoape of cocozd do remame, de⸗ 
We F pzap pou to make a better choile. 
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And with that woꝛd hee wept, and pullyng 
the Dlademe fro his hed, 1 holdyng p ſame 
fozth with his hand, ready to haue delpue⸗ 
red it to any man that would haue clapmed 
to be moꝛe woꝛthp then he. The moderacys 
on that he vſed both in his woꝛdes, and hys 
behauour, cauſed them al to cocetue a great 
good hoape of his noble nature, which(tyll 
that tyme) was obſcured with hys bꝛothers 
fame. The p therefoze required and entoura 
ged him to goe foꝛ wardes in the matter, as 
hee had deniſed, Whereupon he ſent again 
fo: Embaſſadours the ſame men that went 
befo2e: whiche hadde commiſſion to require, 
that Peleager might be the thirde ruler of 
the men of warre, That matter was not 
much ticked at: foꝛ Perdicas was deſirous 
to remoue Peleager frõ þ king, t thoughte 
that hee alone ſhoulde not be able to matche 
with Leonatus and him. Uppon this Pe⸗ 
leager marched out of the city with the fote- 
men: and Perdicas met him in the fieldes; 
riding befozc the bands of the hozſemenne, 
There both battails ſaluting one another, 
concoꝛd, peate, and amitie, was confyꝛmed 
bet wirt them foꝛ euer (as it was thought) 
But it was decreed by deſtenp 5 tiuil wars 
ſhould riſe amongſt 5 Pacedons. Foz go⸗ 

nernment 
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of 0 wintus Curtiuc. For 
nernment (s-bnpacient of partners:and the 
kingdome was coueted by manye. Whichs 
as it firſte grewe in fozce, lo aftcrwardes it 
was diſperſed againe, Fo2 when the bodye 
was burdened with mo heads then it could 
beare,the other members beganne tofaple, 
So thempire of the Pacedons, which vnder 
one head might wel haue ſtand, whe it was 
deuided in partes, fell to ruine. Fo2Þ cauſe 
the people of Roome iuſtly muſt confeſſe thẽ 
ſelues bound vnto their pꝛince, fo2 the felici⸗ 
tye they haue found: Uu hiche as a ſtarre in 
the night appeared vnto them, j were nere 
loft: And as the ſunne gaue light to þ wozld 
being in darknes, when without ſuch a hed 
the members that were at variaunce, muſte 
needes haue quailed: Haw many fper bꝛan⸗ 
des did he quenche⸗ how many ſwoꝛds rea⸗ 
dy dꝛawen did he put vp againez Bow gret 
a tempeſt did he pacifie w the ſodain caulme 
ok his pzeſence « The Empire nolve doth 
ware greene : floꝛiſhing: Let me deſire ws 
out enup, that his honſe maye continue ma⸗ 
nye ages, and hys poſteritie remaine foz e⸗ 
uermoꝛe. But to retourne againe to the oꝛ⸗ 
der of p hyſtoꝛpe, fr whece 7 was bzought 
thozough the contemplacion of our vntuer⸗ 
fall kelicitie: erdicas iudged the only hope 
Kr. ii. of 
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death of Peleager: thinking it neceſſary to

ofhis owne ſaufeguarde, toconſifte in the 


pꝛeuent him beinge a man bothe vartable, 
bnfaithfull, geeuen to innouacion, and be⸗ 
ſydes, his moꝛtall enemie. But with deepe 
diſſimulacion he kept his purpoſe ſecret, to 
thintent that withleſſe difficultie, he might 
oppꝛeſſe him bnbewares, He did ſuboznate 
therefoꝛe pꝛiuelp certaine of the bandes vn⸗ 
der his rule, to complain openly(as though 
it were without his knowlege)that Pelea- 
ger ſhould be made equall with him in au⸗ 
tho2itte: whiche wooꝛdes of the louldpours, 
when they were repozted vnto Fcleager, 
became tn a great rage,and declared thetre 
ſapinges to Perdicas.He ſemed to wonder 
at the matter, blaminge theire doinge, as 
thoughe he had bene ſozp koꝛ the thing: and 
fynallye they agreede that the anthozs of 
ſuche ledicious woozdes ſhoulde be taken, 
TUhen Mcleager perceyued Perdicas ſo 
confozmable, he embzaced hym,and gaue 
hym thankes fo2 hys fidelftye and beneuo⸗ 
lence. There by a conſultacton had betwfrt 
them both, they deuiſed how to deſtroy ſuch 
as wꝛought this deuiſion betwirt the, Foz 
the bꝛinging of that to paſſe they agreed, Þ 
tharmy ſhould be purged accozding ta their 

countrey

tountrep cuſtome. To the doing wohercok, 
they ſeemed to haue a ſufficient occaſion, by 
reaſon of the late diſcozde emonges them. 
The kynges of Pacedon in pnrifipnge of 
their ſouldiours, were wont to vle a kynde 
of ceremonp, diulding the bowels of a dogg 
in two partes, 4 to caſte the ſame in the vt⸗ 
termoſt boundes of the field, wheri 
purpoſed to muſter the armpe. There the 
men of warre accuſtome to ſtande armed: 
bothe the hoꝛſemen the mercenarie ſouldi⸗ 
ers, f the Phalanx, euerp one a parte, The 
q ſame day that this ceremonic was put in er 
 ecation,the king ſtoode in o2der of battaile 
3 with the hoꝛſmen x the Clephants againſt 
| the footemen, of whome Meleager had the 
- rule, When the troupes of hoꝛſmen began 
to mone,the footmen were ſtryken ſodein⸗ 
ly wpthfeare:and by reaſon of the late diſ⸗ 
co2de , concefued a ſuſpicion that the hoꝛſe⸗ 
men ment them no good. Wherefoze they 
ſfoode a while in a doubte, whether they 
ſhould retire into þ citie 02 no, by reaſõ that 
the fieldes ſerucd beſt foz the hoꝛſemenne. 
But leaſt without cauſe they might con- 
demne the kidelitie of their compagnions, 
ſtoode ſtil w a determinate mynde to fyght 


if any p;ofered the violence; Ulhen ß bat- 
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fafles were almoſt mette together, onely n 
ſmal diſtaunce left betwirt them, wher(by 
the ene parte was deupded from the other) 
the kinge by the pꝛouocacion of Perdicas, 
with a bande of hozſemen dyd ryde a longe 
the kotemen, requiring the deliuerie of ſuch 
to be executed, as were the authours of the 
diſcozde: whom in verye deede, thoughe he 
ought to haue defended: pet if they refuſed 
their deliuerp, he thꝛeatned to bꝛing againſt 
them, both the hoꝛſemen t the Clephantcs, 
The footemenne were amaſed with the ſo⸗ 
deinnes ofthe miſchiefe, whych thep loked 
not fo2:and there was no moꝛe counſell no: 
courage in Meleager, then in the reſt: but 
they all tudged it moſt erpedient fo2 them, 
rather to abide p aduenture of that requeſt, 


then farther to haſarde foztune, Wh? Pcr- 


dicas (awe them aſtonied and in ſeare , he 
ſeuered out ta the number of thꝛee hundꝛed 
of ſuche as followed Meleager, when hee 
bꝛake out ofthe aſſemblie, that was fyꝛſte 
made after Alexanders death: which in the 
ſyghte of all the armpe were caſte to the 
Clephauntes , and there trampled to death 
wyth theyre feete, of whyche matter Phi- 
Iyppe was neyther the authour , noz2 the 
&zbidder:but thought to claime 9 his 
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lune doing, which ſhoulde apprare beſte in 
the end. This was a ſignificacton and a be⸗ 
ginnyng vnto the Macedons of cluill wars 
that enſued, Meleager underſtanding ouer⸗ 
late the ſletght of that deulce, becauſe there 
was no? violence offred vnto his perſone, 
ſcoode at the fir ſt quictly within the ſquare: 
bat ſhoꝛtlp after, when he ſaw his enemies 
abuſing to his deſtruction the name of hym 
whom he hadde made king, hee deſpaired of 
his owneſauegarde,and fled into a temple, 
But the religion of the place could not ſa des 
fendhim,but that he was there ſlalnt. Per⸗ 
dicas hereupon bꝛought againe the army in 
to the citie and calling a tounſaile ot all the 
pꝛincipall perſonages, it was agreed ſo to 
deuide the Empire, that the kyng ſhould re- 
maine as chief ot the whole:Ptholomeus to 
be lieutenaunt in Egipt and Apbricke, and 
to haue the rule of the nations the re, were 
vnder the Pacedoas dominion. 5 and 
Phenices were appoited to Laomedd, Clici« 
to Philotas , Licia W Pamphilia, & pgreas 
ter Phrigia, were aſſpgned ta Antigonus. 
CaTJander was ſent into C174 , 4 Penan⸗ 
der into Cidia. The leſſer Pb1ig14 that toys 
ned vnto Helleſpont, was Leonat pꝛouince 
Tumenes had C appaocia and eb | 
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who was commaunded to defende thaf 
tountrey ſo farre as Trapezunt, and make 
warre fo A iaraches, whiche onely remaps 
ned enemp to the Empire. Media was aps 
pointed to Python, 4 7hrace to Lyſmachus 
with other nactons thereabout bozderpng 
bppon the ſea of Ponte. It was oꝛdeyned 
alſo that ſuche as ſhoulde bee pꝛeſidentes 
emonges the Indians, Bactrians, Sogdi⸗ 
ans, other nacpons lipng vpd the Occean 
and redde ſeas, ſhoulde in matter of (uſfice 
bſe rogall (uriſoiccion, Jt was decreed that 
Perdicas ſhoulde remaine with the kyng, e 
haue the goucrnaunce of the men of warre 
that followed him. Some beleue that theſe 
p2ouſnces were diſtributed by Alexanders 
teſtament: but we haue founde the ſame to 
be falſe, though ſome authour do witnele 
the lame. The Empire being deupded into 
partes, euerp one myght well haue deken⸗ 
ded his poꝛtion, (f any boundes coulde con- 
teine mens immoderate deſires; Oz if they 
bepng but miniſters vnto a kynge , when 
bnder the colour of the adminiſtracion of 
an others dominton they hadde encroched 
into ſo greate kyngdomes , coulde haue as 
uopded the occaſions of warre , ſecyng they 
were all of one nacpon, and hadde theyze 
| countreys 
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tountreies appointed out by limittes. But 
it is harde fo; menne to bee contented 
wyth that they haue in poſſeſſion, when oc- 
taſton is pꝛotered them of moꝛe. Foz the 
fy:ſte thynges alwapes appeare of no vas 
lure, when menne be in hoape of greater 
thinges to come:Do that euerp one of them 
thought it an eaſier matter to encreaſe hys 
kyngdome, then it was to gette it at the 
fyꝛſte. Alexanders bodpe in the meane ſea- 
ſon [ape ſeuen dapes vnburtied: fo2 whyles 
euerpe man hadde care vppon the eſtablp⸗ 
ſhing ok the ſtate, their myndes were dzas 
wen from the doyng of that ſolemne office. 
There is no Countrep moze keruente ok 
heat, then Meſpotamia, oz the funne there 
burneth ſo hoate, that it killeth the beaſtes 
that be without couert, and burneth vp all 
thynges as it were wpth fp;ze . And to 
the encreaſe thereok, there be fewe ſpzinges 
of water, and the inhabiters vſe ſuche po⸗ 
licye in hydynge of thoſe they haue, that 
ſtraungers can haue no vſe of them. This 
notwythſtandynge, when Alexanders 
frendes had gotten leyſure to take care of 
the dead coꝛps, and came to viſite the ſame, 
they founde it wpthout inkeccion, coꝛrup⸗ 
tion, oz chaunge of colour: the _—_ = 
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fulnes which conſiſteth of the ſpirit, not be⸗ 
ing vet departed oute of his countenaunce. 
Then the Egiptians and the Caldeis were 
commaunded to dꝛeſſe his bodye after theire 
maner: who at the firſt(as though he hadde 
been aliue) had a feare to put their hands to 
him. But afterwards making their pzaicrs 
that it might be lawfull foꝛ moztall men to 
touche him, they purged his bodp, and filled 
it with (wete odours : And afterwards laid 
him vppon a hearſe of golde, and ſet a Dpa⸗ 
deme vpon his head. Many thought that he 
dyed of popſon, and that Jolla Antipaters 
ſonne being one ok his miniſters, hadgeuen 
him the ſame, Alexander oftentimes would 
ſap, that Antipater toueted the eſtate of a 
kpng, affecting moze greatnes then pertap⸗ 
ned to a lieutenaunt, t that thꝛough glozye 
of the bietoꝛy hee had gotten ol the Lacede⸗ 
monians, was become ſo pꝛoud, that he clap 
med al things commytted vnto him as hys 
own.Jt isthought alſo that Craterus was 
ſent to kill him, wpth thoſc olde ſouloponrs 
that were dimilled. It is certaine þ there is 
a poyſon in Pacedon found in a water cal-

Jron,and will not be cotepned in any thing 
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poyſon was bꝛought by Caſſander,and de⸗ 
liuered to his bꝛother Jolla, whiche pꝛeſen⸗ 
ted it in the d2inke that the king laſt dzonk, 
Powſocuer theſe thinges bee repozted,the 
power of them of whom the rumour went, 
ſhoꝛtly after opp2eſſed the infamy. Foz An- 
tipater became king both of Macedon +4 of 
Greete, and his childꝛen after him: whyche 
put to death al ſuch as were any thing nere 
of kin ne vnto Alexander. Ptholomcng 
(which had the rule of Egipt) tonuei⸗ 
ed Alexanders body to Memphis, 
whiche within few peares af- 
ter was remooned to Aex⸗ 
andria, Where as all ho⸗ 
nour is geeuen to the 
memoꝛp ot him, 4 
to hys «Ja 
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Artabaſus woꝛdes to Da⸗ 
_ 125 , to Jlexander
